Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  February  i,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable  George  B.  McClellan,  Mayor,  and  Members 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City 
of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — The  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  is  the  first  after  the 
consolidation  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  and  the  old 
Brooklyn  Library.  The  affiliation  of  these  two  institutions 
marks  a  progressive  step  in  library  aflFairs  in  the  Borough, 
bringing  together  for  the  free  use  of  the  public  books  and 
pamphlets  to  the  number  of  394,000. 

A  short  history  of  the  steps  leading  up  to  the  consolidation 
may  be  of  interest  at  this  time. 

The  Legislature  of  1902  passed  an  enabling  act,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 
Under  this  law  the  Board  of  Trustees  organized  in  January, 
1903,  but  the  provisions  not  being  satisfactory  in  all  particulars, 
the  act  was  amended  by  the  Legislature  of  1903,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  satisfy  all  interests.  The  Board  of  Trustees  con- 
sists of  twenty-five  members,  eleven  from  the  Brooklyn  Library, 
and  eleven  from  the  Brooklyn  Public  Librar>%  and  the  Mayor, 
Comptroller  and  President  of  the  Borough,  ex-oMcio.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Public  Library  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  city,  and  representatives  of  the  Brooklyn  Library  are 
elected  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Library  for  twenty-five 
years,  after  which  time  all  members  of  the  Board  are  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

On  June  5,  1903,  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment passed  a  resolution  approving  an  agreement  between  the 
city  of  New  York  and  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  for  the 
management  of  the  public  library  system  of  the  borough,  and 
on  June  12th  the  contract  was  signed  by  both  parties. 

On  August  20  the  deed  was  given  by  the  Brooklyn  Library 
to  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 
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By  the  act,  the  city  comes  into  the  possession  of  real 
estate,  buildings  and  books  to  the  value  of  $850,000.00.  These, 
together  with  the  books  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  make 
a  total  valuation  of  Library  property  of  $969,000. 

The  first  six  months  under  the  consolidation  have  shown 
the  great  library  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  people  of  Brook- 
Ivn. 

The  Brooklyn  Public  Library  opened  its  first  branch  in 
old  School  No.  3,  December,  1897,  with  5,280  volumes.  The 
appropriation  was  $5,000,  the  circulation  66,339,  while  the 
salary  list  for  1897  and  1898  averaged  about  $250.00  per  month. 
The  figures  for  1903  are  given  for  comparison.  In  that  year 
there  were  in  successful  operation  20  branches,  besides  the 
Traveling  Library,  Cataloguing  and  Administration  Depart- 
ments ;  the  city  appropriated  $206,700.00 ;  the  circulation 
1,614,437  volumes  (the  third  largest  in  the  country),  and  the 
salary  list  gave  the  names  of  173  employees,  who  received 

$103,853.50. 

This  exhibit  indicates  the  wonderful  growth  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Public  Library  in  five  years,  and  shows  clearly  not  >only 
the  need  of  such  an  institution,  but  also  the  appreciation  of  it 
by  the  people. 

The  Carnegie  Committee  having  charge  of  the  erection 
of  the  twenty  library  buildings  in  Brooklyn  has  recommended 
to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  the  purchase  of 
fourteen  sites.  Of  this  number  only  eight  have  been  pur- 
chased, and  of  these,  buildings  are  being  erected  upon  dye. 
Plans  for  three  more  are  under  way,  contracts  for  which  will 
be  awarded  early  in  the  year.  The  Committee  could  proceed 
with  more  rapidity  if  more  sites  were  provided  by  the  city. 
Before  the  year  is  closed  it  is  expected  that  eight  buildings  will 
be  completed  and  occupied. 

In  behalf  of  the  Committee,  I  earnestly  suggest  that  more 
library  sites  be  promptly  furnished,  that  our  citizens  may  have 
the  full  benefit  of  the  Carnegie  gift  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.

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TREASURER'S  REPORT* 


Hon,  Board  of  Trustees,  Brooklyn  Public  Library, 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  1903. 

It  is  a  very  important  and  interesting  exhibit  of  the  growth 
of  a  public  institution  which  began  its  official  career  but  a  few 
years  ago.  Its  development  in  so  short  a  time  has  emphasized 
its  usefulness,  and  its  patronage  is  now  so  great  that  it  is 
to-day,  without  question,  a  public  necessity,  doing  its  work 
efficiently  among  all  classes  of  the  community,  the  young  and 
the  old,  the  mechanic  and  artisan  as  well  as  the  author  and 
litterateur;  in  short,  its  importance  to  the  masses  is  without 
question  only  secondary  to  the  educational  system  of  which  it 
has  become  an  unobtrusive  but  necessary  adjunct 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of 
the  Library  and  of  Brooklyn.  The  aggregation  of  treasures 
contained  in  the  historic  Brooklyn  Library,  now  a  valued  part 
of  this  great  system,  will,  I  trust,  be  the  forerunner  of  still 
more  extended  usefulness  and  the  harbinger  of  a  hope  that 
Brooklyn  will  at  some  future  day  center  all  its  library  worK 
under  one  administration,  supplying  the  entire  borough  with 
its  chief  attraction  and  ornament  a  grand  central  building. 

A  central  library  building  is  now  necessary  to  the  needs 
of  the  institution  and  all  important  to  the  dignity  and  pride  of 
our  borough. 

Our  branch  system  has  been  so  far  developed  that  the 
urgent  need  of  a  main  building  has  been  long  evident,  and 
surely  we  Brooklynites,  with  a  library  system  that  has  eclipsed 
those  existing  in  other  cities  where  pretentious  buildings  have 
been  erected,  with  a  circulation  that  at  present  exceeds  a  mil- 
lion and  a  half  yearly,  should,  through  municipal  pride,  if  for 
no  other  reason,  urge  our  authorities  to  begin  the  construction 
of  such  an  edifice  as  will  be  not  only  of  educational  value,  but 
also  a  source  of  pride  to  our  citizens. 
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In  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I  have  taken  pains  to  lay 
before  you  the  financial  statement  of  the  Library  up  to  the  time 
of  consolidation  on  July  nth. 

I  have  also  presented  the  report  of  the  new  corporation 
to  December  31,  1903. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  previous  to 
consolidation  appropriated  for  the  year  the  sum  of  $186,700, 
and  on  the  completion  of  the  contract  with  the  new  board  last 
August  allowed  a  further  sum  of  $20,000  for  maintenance  of 
the  new  branch,  making  a  total  allowance  for  the  year  of 
$206,700.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Board  of  Estimate  very  gen- 
erously voted  the  payment  of  $40,000  for  the  purchase  of  addi- 
tional property  on  Pierrepont  Street  in  the  rear  of  the  Mon- 
tague Street  Branch,  which  the  city  has  already  acquired, 
and  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  further  appropriated  to  enable 
the  Corporation  to  extend  its  building  through  Pierrepont 
Street,  the  work  on  which  has  already  been  started. 

The  book  purchases  have  been  the  largest  ever  made  in 
one  year,  and  the  increased  receipts  from  fines.  State  Regents, 
and  interest  on  Endowment  Funds  will  materially  increase  the 
amount  expended  as  stated  in  the  General  Appropriation 
Account. 

The  report  of  the  Brooklyn  Library  hereto  annexed  is 
exceedingly  interesting  and  sets  forth  the  value  of  books  and 
buildings  comprised  in  this  important  consolidation.  I  would 
suggest  that  at  as  early  a  time  as  practicable  an  appraisal  be 
made  of  the  value  of  books  and  property  now  in  the  several 
branches  outside  of  Montague,  so  that  a  proper  estimate  can 
be  made  of  the  assets  of  the  Corporation. 

In  conclusion,  I  cannot  refrain  from  thanking  the  Board 
for  its  confidence  and  kind  consideration  of  the  manifold 
duties  of  this  office.  I  shall  always  cherish  the  valued  friend- 
ships it  has  engendered,  and  it  will  be  an  incentive  to  renewed 
vigor  in  the  future.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Librarian  for 
his  valuable  co-operation  so  necessary  to  a  successful  ad- 
minstration,  and  last  but  not  least,  the  very  efficient  and  pains- 
taking employees  to  whom  much  if  not  all  of  the  credit  of  this 
branch  of  the  work  is  justly  due.

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LIBRARIAISPS  REPORT 


January  i,  1904. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — In  submitting  this  annual  report — ^the  sixth 
in  the  series — the  Librarian  asks  special  attention  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  superintendents  and  branch  librarians,  and  to  the 
appended  tables,  as  showing  in  detail  the  actual  work  of  the 
whole  library  system  of  the  Borough.  Mention  of  the  con- 
solidation of  the  libraries,  and  the  progress  of  the  work  of  the 
Carnegie  Committee  is  omitted  here  as  coming  more  properly 
within  the  report  of  the  President. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  every  direction — acces- 
GENERAL.  sions,    circulation    and    reference    work — ^the 

growth  has  been  steady  and  continuous,  and,  while  we  have  not 
accomplished  all  that  was  planned,  we  may  review  the  year 
with  a  feeling  that  the  library  is  responding  to  the  demands 
of  the  people  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Briefly  stated  the  results  of  the  year  were : 

a.  Consolidation  of  the  Brooklyn  Library  and  the  Brook- 
lyn Public  Library. 

b.  The  addition  of  two  branches — Sheepshead  Bay  and 
Montague — store  room  for  duplicate  volumes,  and  the  trans- 
fer of  a  station  (Ridgewood)  to  a  branch. 

c.  The  purchase  of  56,120  volumes  at  a  total  cost  of 
$50,118.29. 

d.  Increased  circulation  of  books. 

e.  Increased  number  of  borrowers. 

We  have  suffered  twice  from  fire.  Once  at  the  Bushwick 
Branch,  on  February  5th,  when  the  hall  overhead  took  fire,  but 
without  loss  to  the  Library;  and  again  when  the  Academy  of 
Music  burned.  The  Montague  Branch  was  in  danger  from 
the  falling  sparks.  The  cornice  caught  fire  three  times,  but  was 
extinguished  by  employees  stationed  on  the  roof.  All  the  larger 
panes  of  glass  in  the  front  of  the  building  had  to  be  replaced. 
The  whole  damage,  amounting  to  $670.00,  was  covered  by 
insurance. 
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The  Librarian  and  several  members  of  the  staff  attended 
the  general  meeting  of  librarians  at  Atlantic  City  in  March,  the 
American  Library  Association  meeting  at  Niagara  Falls  in 
June,  and  the  New  York  State  Library  meeting  at  Lake  Placid 
in  September.  These  meetings  were  of  special  benefit  to 
the  younger  members  of  the  staff,  who  gained  a  larger  insight 
into  the  work  of  libraries  in  other  cities. 

Visits  have  been  received  from  members  of  the  State 
Library  School,  the  Cathedral  Library  Training  Class,  the 
apprentices  of  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  by  indi- 
vidual librarians  and  trustees. 

After  a  year  and  a  half  of  waiting  and  hoping, 
BRANCHES.  the   consolidation   of   the   Brooklyn   Library 

and  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  was  consummated. 

July  first,  the  old  Brooklyn  Library  became  the  Montague 
Branch  of  the  Public  Library  system,  bringing  to  us  163,760 
books,  and  pamphlets  to  the  number  of  19,017.  It  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  library  had  outgrown  the  scheme  of  classifica- 
tion under  the  fixed  location  system,  and  for  two  months  (dur- 
ing which  the  building  was  closed)  a  large  force  of  assistants 
was  engaged  in  the  task  of  reclassifying  and  recataloguing 
the  books  in  two  classes. 

When  the  branch  reopened  fiction  and  biography  were 
ready  for  public  use,  and,  if  the  recommendations  of  the  Book 
Committee  are  concurred  in,  the  remaining  classes  will  be 
finished  as  rapidly  as  possible.  At  the  best  we  must  expect 
that  the  work  will  be  continued  for  a  period  of  from  three 
to  five  years,  as  it  must  not  interfere  with  the  routine  of  the 
library. 

It  is  fair  to  state  that  efforts  were  made  to  adapt  the  old 
scheme  of  classification  so  that  it  would  fit  in  with  the  modern 
needs  of  the  library,  but  after  thorough  examination,  it  was 
found  easiest  and  most  economical  to  reclassify  the  books  under 
the  decimal  system  which  is  now  in  use  in  the  other  branch'^s 
of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  For  a  similar  reason  other 
libraries,  notably  the  Astor  Library  (now  the  New  York  Pub- 
lic Library)  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  the  Society  Library 
of  New  York,  have  been  obliged  to  change  their  classification. 
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The  benefits  arising  from  placing  this  valuable  collection 
of  books  so  that  everyone  may  use  it  are  appreciated  by  stud- 
ents as  well  as  the  general  public  who  are  using  the  reference 
department  more  and  more  each  week.  Fortunately  the  Pierre- 
pont  Street  addition  to  the  branch  will  be  completed  in  a  few 
months  and  we  can  then  take  care  of  the  overflow  from  the 
reading  room  and  reference  department. 

The  time  will  undoubtedly  come,  and  in  the  near  future, 
when  the  Montague  Branch  will  be  the  reference  library  of 
the  system,  and  its  collection  of  popular  books  be  moved  to  a 
separate  building.  No  better  illustration  can  be  given  of  the 
business  center  rather  than  the  home  section  being  the  most 
suitable  place  for  a  library,  than  the  fact  that  the  work  at  this 
branch,  both  in  the  circulation  and  reference  departments,  has 
steadily  grown  from  the  very  day  it  became  a  free  institution. 

New  cases  were  added,  the  delivery  desk  was  moved  to 
the  front  of  the  room,  and  free  access  was  given  to  60,000 
volumes  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  library. 

At  the  request  of  residents  of  Sheepshead  Bay,  who  raised 
$200  toward  its  support  the  first  year,  a  branch  was  opened 
at  1657  Shore  Road.  The  expectation  of  the  residents  that 
the  library  would  be  used  a  great  deal  has  not  been  fully 
realized,  but  those  who  do  take  advantage  of  it  are  enthusiatic 
in  praise,  and  are  glad  to  have  it  in  their  midst 

The  Ridgewood  Station,  which  outgrew  its  quarters  in  a 
little  more  than  a  year,  opened  as  a  branch  on  August  first  at 
496  Knickerbocker  Avenue.  The  increase  in  circulation  since 
the  change  was  made  is  quite  noticeable.  The  last  month  as 
a  station  2,106  books  were  circulated,  while  during  the  first 
month  as  a  branch,  with  only  2,584  volumes  to  draw  from,  the 
circulation  was  5,208. 

The  accumulation  of  government  documents  and  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Henry  Miller  stock  of  books  made  a  store  room 
necessary,  and  the  store  at  1250  Fulton  Street,  near  the  Ad- 
ministration Building,  was  leased  on  April  ist.  The  estab- 
lishment of  this  branch  has  enabled  us  to  make  the  Patent 
Ofiice  Gazette  and  other  government  documents  available  to 
users,  and,  at  the  same  time,  has  given  us  an  opportunity  to 
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arrange  the  surplus  stock  of  duplicate  books  so  that  selection 
could  be  made  for  the  branches  with  the  least  inconvenience. 

At  some  of  the  older  branches  charging  desks  have  been 
changed  or  refitted  and  necessary  repairs  attended  to. 

A  pressing  need  at  nearly  all  branches  is  for  more  shelf 
room.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  at  Astral,  Prospect, 
Schermerhorn,  City  Park  and  Saratoga. 

The  number  of  borrowers  entitled  to  take 
CIRCULATION.  books  for  home  reading  has  increased  from 
45,423  in  1902  to  50,249  in  1903. 

While  there  is  always  satisfaction  in  reporting  a  large 
circulation,  still  the  greatest  value  of  the  library  to  the  com- 
munity is  the  help  it  affords  scholars  who  use  it  for  refer- 
ence purposes.  The  Montague  Branch  having  the  facilities 
for  attending  to  the  wants  of  students  is  naturally  the  cen- 
tral reference  library,  but  the  other  branches  have  become  so 
well  equipped  with  necessary  tools  that  for  ordinary  purposes 
the  applicant  finds  his  wants  quickly  answered  at  the  nearest 
branch. 

The  20  branches  and  the  traveling  libraries  circulated 
during  1903  1,614,437,  as  against  1,306,665  volumes  in  1902, 
an  increase  for  all  the  branches  of  307,772,  or  nearly  24  per 
cent. 

The  circulation  of  some  of  the  larger  libraries  in  the 
United  States  is  shown  below :

The  percentage  of  fiction  read  was  68  (adult  fiction  being 
44  per  cent,  of  the  total  circulation,  and  juvenile  fiction  24  per 
cent.),  which  is  a  decrease  of  i  per  cent,  in  the  percentage  of 
juvenile  fiction  circulated  this  year. 

Since  becoming  a  part  of  the  public  library  system,  Mon- 
tague Branch  has  had  the  largest  circulation,  averaging  15.239 
per  month. 
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Of  the  older  branches,  Bedford  leads  with  a  total  circu- 
lation of  173,283,  followed  by  Schermerhom  with  170,282. 
The  Saratoga  Branch,  which  was  opened  in  March,  1902, 
ranks  third  with  a  circulation  of  132,015.  The  smallest  num- 
ber circulated  was  at  the  Bay  Ridge  Branch,  where  only  34,156 
volumes  found  their  way  to  the  homes  of  the  people. 

During  the  year  an  inventory  of  all  the  books  belonging 
to  the  different  branches  was  taken,  showing  a  total  loss  of 
3,225  books. 

We  have  endeavored  to  strengthen  each  branch 
BOOKS  AND  by  filling  gaps  which  were  known  to  exist, 

PERIODICALS.  and  by  replacing  books  lost  and  worn  out, — 
both  legitimate  demands  of  the  public  which  must  be  met  in  the 
same  way  as  that  for  the  newest  books.  7,253  books — or  an 
average  of  605  books  a  month — were  discarded  as  being  too 
dirty  or  dilapidated  for  library  use.  These  represent  the  books 
most  frequently  called  for  at  the  branches. 

There  is  less  complaint  now  than  a  year  ago  that  books 
are  not  purchased,  catalogued  and  sent  to  the  branches  as  fast 
as  needed.  More  books  have  been  purchased  and  placed  before 
the  public  than  in  any  previous  year. 

There  were  added  to  the  library  by  purchase  and  gift  52,008 
volumes,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 
207,660.  To  this  should  be  added  163,760  volumes  and  19,017 
pamphlets,  which  came  to  us  by  the  absorption  of  the  Brooklyn 
Library,  making  a  grand  total  of  371,420  volumes,  and  19,017 
pamphlets.  Of  the  number  purchased,  about  3,000  were  in 
French,  German,  Spanish  and  Italian. 

Thousands  of  pamphlets  have  come  to  the  library,  but, 
owing  to  the  demand  for  books  there  has  not  been  time  to 
properly  catalogue  them.  New  books  and  special  orders  from 
branches  are  catalogued  at  once,  while  others  await  their  turn 
in  the  order  of  purchase. 

The  actual  purchases  for  the  year  make  an  interesting 
showing.  $50,118.29  were  expended  for  the  purchase  of  56,120 
volumes.  The  average  per  volume,  $.89,  is  very  low,  and 
is  noteworthy  because  of  the  number  of  expensive  books  in 
the  list;  i.  e.,  high-priced  if  purchased  in  the  open  market  at 
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ruling  rates.  In  explanation  of  this  splendid  result  it  should 
be  stated  that  the  Book  Committee  has  taken  advantage  of 
opportunities  offered  to  purchase  books  in  large  quantities. 
The  largest  single  purchase  was  the  complete  stock  of  Henry 
Miller  of  i  Barclay  Street.  Over  8,ocx)  volumes  were  secured 
in  this  way,  and  of  the  number  all  but  about  400  were  avail- 
able for  distribution  among  the  branches.  Other  notable  pur- 
chases during  the  year  were  409  volumes  from  Frederick  Far- 
ley, and  purchases  from  dealers  who  made  special  discounts 
on  large  sales.

In  building  up  a  library,  due  attention  should  be  g^ven  to 
the  needs  of  the  fiction  reader,  the  average  individual,  and  the 
student;  and  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  all  these 
classes  it  is  necessary  to  buy  not  only  popular  books  and  cur- 
rent books  at  a  cheap  price,  but  also  technical  and  art  books. 
A  well-rounded  collection  must  contain  the  more  expensive 
as  well  as  the  cheaper  books.  The  limit  as  to  the  cost  of  a 
book  should  depend  solely  upon  the  usefulness  of  that  book 
to  the  library  constituency.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  be  inde- 
pendent. The  public  libraries  of  New  York,  Boston  and  Chi- 
cago, and  we  might  almost  say  of  the  world,  have  been  made 
up  not  of  gifts  from  individuals,  but  of  purchases  made  di- 
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rectly  from  the  library  funds.  In  adding  to  its  collections^ 
this  library,  as  well  as  every  other,  must  depend  upon  its  own 
income  for  the  purchase  of  its  books  rather  than  upon  the 
generosity  of  individuals.  . 

The  purchase  of  books  for  the  Carnegie  buildings  will 
come  out  of  a  special  appropriation  to  be  made  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  not  out  of  the  annual  appropriation  set  aside 
for  the  use  of  the  Book  Committee.  The  purchase  and  cata- 
loguing of  such  books  should  be  begun  at  once  so  that  the 
library  may  be  fully  equipped  when  the  buildings  are  ready  for 
occupancy. 

The  library  subscribes  for  184  titles,  1,212  copies  of  maga- 
zines for  use  in  the  reading  rooms  at  the  branches,  duplicates 
of  the  more  popular  being  provided  for  circulating  purposes. 
About  375  periodicals  will  be  found  in  the  reading  room  at 
the  Montague  Branch.  The  only  complete  sets  of  bound 
periodicals  are  at  Montague  Branch,  but  the  incomplete  sets  at 
branches  are  being  filled  as  rapidly  as  possible.  A  record  of  all 
periodicals  is  kept  showing  at  which  branches  the  current 
numbers  may  be  found,  and  where  and  what  bound  volumes 
are  at  any  given  branch. 

The  endowment  fund  which  was  part  of  the 
GIFTS.  reward  of  consolidation  provides  an  income 

of  $2,936.25,  all  of  which  must  go  toward  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  Montague  Branch.    It  is  made  up  as  follows :

The  right  man  to  take  charge  of  the  library's 
BINDING.  binding  has  not  yet  been  found,  and  the  work 

continues  to  be  done  by  outsiders  at  prices  made  two  years  ago. 
The  Library  should  have  its  own  plant,  and  this  should  be 
brought  about  during  tlie  coming  year,  so  that  we  could  have 
full  control  of  the  work  and  secure  the  services  of  an  expert 
to  instruct  our  assistants  in  the  mending  of  books  at  the 
branches. 

The  system  of  obtaining  books  from  one 
JNTERCHANGE  branch  for  readers  in  another  branch  has 
OF  BOOKS.  been  extended  during  the  year.     Since  the 

acquisition  of  the  Montague  books  it  is  seldom  that  the  branch 
librarian  is  obliged  to  say  that  a  book  is  not  to  be  found  in  the 
public  library  system.  As  showing  the  advantage  of  the  introduc- 
tion of  this  system,  it  is  only  necessary  to  note  that  6,752  volumes 
have  been  sent  from  branch  to  branch  in  this  way.  It  is  possible 
also  for  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  to  borrow  books  which 
may  be  in  the  New  York,  Chicago  or  the  Boston  Public 
Libraries  or  the  Library  of  Congress,  under  restrictions  per-

taining  to  interloans  between  libraries.  The  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  in  its  turn  is  called  upon  to  render  like  service  to  other 
libraries. 

The  record  of  work  in  the  Cataloguing  De- 
CATALOGUING.  partment  is  remarkable  for  the  amount 
accomplished,  some  52,000  volumes  having  been  placed  in  the 
library  in  1903. 

The  recataloguing  of  the  Montague  books  entailed  ad- 
ditional labor  upon  this  department,  and  the  Superintendent 
was  obliged  to  forego  her  vacation  in  order  to  get  the  new 
branch  in  shape  for  opening  September  ist. 

It  is  estimated  that  a  cataloguer  can  prepare  for  circulation 
twenty  books  per  day,  i.  e.,  plate,  accession,  classify,  number, 
place  in  Union  Catalogue  and  Union  Shelf-List,  and  indicate 
work  for  the  branch  librarian  to  continue. 

It  has  been  possible  to  simplify  some  of  the  work  of  the 
Cataloguing  Department  and  of  the  branches,  by  which  time 
is  saved  while  accuracy  is  secured. 

Bay  Ridge,  Fort  Hamilton,  Schermerhom  and  Montague 
are  the  only  branches  whose  books  are  not  completely  cata- 
logued. The  collections  of  the  Bay  Ridge  and  Fort  Hamil- 
ton branches  will  be  catalogued  during  the  coming  year,  and 
work  on  the  Montague  collection  begun. 

The  librar}'  continues  to  receive  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress cards  representing  all  current  publications  as  well  as  the 
old  collection  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  which  is  gradually 
being  catalogued.  This  catalogue  is  consulted  by  the  librarians 
of  other  institutions,  and  by  individuals  who  want  to  know 
what  books  are  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  new  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the 
RELATIONS  Board  of  Education  has  enabled  the  branch 
WITH  THE  librarians  to  come  in  closer  touch  with  the 

SCHOOLS.  teachers  of  the  borough.    No  systematic  effort 

has  been  made  to  co-operate  with  the  schools,  but  the  coming 
year  may  see  an  advance  in  this  direction. 

At  each  branch  the  bulletin  of  the  free  lecture  course  is 
placed  in  a  conspicuous  place,  and  lists  of  books  on  the  subject 
for  the  evening  are  prepared,  with  the  result  that  these  books 
are  called  for  by  readers. 
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During  the  summer  traveling  libraries  were  sent  to  the 
vacation  play  grounds,  and  the  circulation  of  books  so  loaned 
was  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Carnegie  buildings  now  under  way  serve 
MMN  admirably   for   small   communities,   but   the 

BUILDING.  Librarian  desires  to  renew  the  recommenda- 

tions made  last  year,  that  strong  efforts  be  put  forth  toward 
securing  a  central  building.  As  the  city  has  available  land  pub- 
lic sentiment  should  be  aroused  and  an  early  application  made  to 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  a  suitable  site  and 
a  money  appropriation  with  which  to  begin  a  library  building 
that  shall  be  for  Brooklyn  what  the  one  at  Forty-Second  Street 
is  for  Manhattan.  Delay  may  mean  disappointment,  and  the 
sooner  we  begin  to  agitate  this  subject  the  better  it  will  be 
for  all  concerned.

This  is  an  increase  of  37  over  1902,  made  up  of  11,  who 
came  in  with  the  Montague  Branch,  and  the  remainder  added

on  account  of  the  increase  in  the  work  in  that  and  other 
branches. 

Several  resignations  were  accepted  on  account  of  illness, 
removal  from  the  city,  etc. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death,  on  February 
14th,  of  Miss  May  C.  Woodham,  who  had  been  with  the  library 
almost  since  its  commencement.  She  was  an  efficient  helper, 
and  much  loved  by  the  library  force. 

In  October,  the  assistant  who  had  taken  the  course  for 
children's  work  at  the  Carnegie  Library  in  Pittsburg  returned, 
and  two  others  were  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  to  take 
up  the  studies  at  the  same  school.  One  of  the  assistants  took 
the  special  course  at  the  New  York  State  Library  School  in 
Cataloguing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  branch  librarians  and  the 
Superintendents  of  Departments  with  the  Chief  Librarian  are 
an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  the  spirit  of  co- 
operation among  the  branches  of  the  library.  During  the 
past  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  make  them  of  more  in- 
terest and  help,  and  the  result  has  been  gratifying.  These 
conferences  have  been  supplemented  by  a  weekly  meeting  of 
the  superintendents  and  the  Chief  Librarian  for  the  consider- 
ation of  methods  of  administration  and  matters  pertaining  to 
the  whole  system. 

Aside  from  the  reference  course  which  was  started  last 
December,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department 
has  given  special  instruction  to  a  class  of  27  of  the  children's 
assistants,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cataloguing  Depart- 
ment, formal  instruction  to  the  assistants  who  are  doing  the 
cataloguing  at  the  branches. 

The  branch  librarians  are  encouraged  to  be  as  indepen- 
dent as  such  a  large  system  will  permit,  and  while  there  is  not 
the  same  opportunity  as  in  a  small  library,  still  there  is  more 
freedom  given  to  branch  librarians  in  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  than  in  almost  any  other  system  in  the  country. 

The  Chief  Librarian  appreciates  that  effective  work  can 
be  done  only  with  the  assistance  of  the  staff,  from  superin- 
tendents to  junior  assistants,  and  he  is  very  glad  to  acknowledge 
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the  help  that  has  come  to  him  in  this  way,  and  to  praise  the 
splendid  efforts  of  the  whole  corps. 

A  scheme  of  Civil  Service  within  the  library 
LIBRARY  has  been  worked  out  by  the  Administration 

SERVICE.  Committee,  and  under  it  examinations  have 

been  held  and  the  staff  classified  accordingly.  Under  the 
plan  adopted  promotions  and  increases  of  salary  will  be  based 
upon  educational  and  technical  qualifications,  faithfulness  and 
efficiency,  and  not  upon  mere  length  of  service. 

The  rules  are  strictly  adhered  to,  and  no  one  is  recom- 
mended for  appointment  or  promotion  without  a  written  and 
practical  test.  Merit  alone  prevails,  and  influence,  political  or 
otherwise,  does  not  affect  the  standing  of  the  applicant. 

The  apprentice  class  did  not  furnish  enough  candidates 
to  fill  the  vacancies  on  the  force,  and  examinations  were  given 
to  applicants  from  other  libraries.  Altogether  there  were  i6 
examinations  given  during  the  year. 

In  many  respects  this  has  been  a  hard  year. 
CONCLUSION.  The  transforming  of  the  Montague  Branch 
from  a  subscription .  to  a  free  library  entailed  additional 
labor  upon  the  whole  staff,  while  the  demand  of  branches  for 
books  and  additional  supplies  has  been  incessant  but  necessary. 

Looking  back  it  may  be  said  that  there  has  been  an  upward 
and  onward  movement,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  continue 
to  progress  according  to  the  requirements  of  this  great  borough. 

The  Chief  Librarian  desires  to  express  thanks  to  the 
trustees  for  their  co-operation,  without  which  his  labors  would 
have  been  of  no  avail.  This  unanimity  of  action  has  made  it 
possible  to  press  forward  with  the  knowledge  that  the  Board 
was  a  unit  in  striving  to  place  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
in  the  front  rank  of  libraries  in  effectiveness  and  management. 
The  Chief  Librarian  would  also  take  this  occasion  to  acknowl- 
edge the  help  received  from  those  members  of  the  old  Board 
of  Directors  who,  previous  to  consolidation,  did  so  much 
to  aid  the  work  of  the  Public  Library.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  BRANCHES  AND  APPRENTICES 

Report  on  Branches. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

This  department  must  confess  that,  considered  as  a  depart- 
ment, it  has  not  gained  in  efficiency  during  1903  as  it  had  hoped 
to  gain,  nor  been  as  useful  to  the  individual  branches  as  they 
had  a  right  to  expect ;  but  if  the  department  has  been  of  ser- 
vice to  the  library  system  in  the  work  of  adjustment  to  the 
changed  conditions  occasioned  by  consolidation  it  has  known  a 
broader  usefulness  than  if  its  energies  had  been  more  concen- 
trated. Let  me  say  also  that  the  opportunity  to  work  in  a 
library  which — already  one  of  the  largest  in  this  country— can 
practically  double  its  collection  and  its  sphere  of  influence  at 
one  stroke  without  loss  of  organization  or  unity  is  an  experi- 
ence which  comes  to  not  one  library  w^orker  in  a  thousand,  and 
for  which  the  present  writer  is  most  grateful. 

Changes  affecting  the  individual  branches,  which  are  sum- 
marized below,  represent  to  a  large  extent  the  year's  work  in 
this  department. 

a.  The  Bedford  Park  Branch  moved  in  January  and 
became  the  Albany  Heights  Branch. 

b.  The  Fulton  Street  Station  was  established  in  May. 

c.  The  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch  was  opened  in  July. 

d.  The  old  Brooklyn  Library  became  the  Montague 
Branch  in  July. 

e.  The  Ridgewood  Station  moved  in  August  and  became 
the  Ridgewood  Branch. 

f.  The  "back  work"  of  all  kinds  which  had  accumulated 
at  the  Williamsburgh  Branch  during  the  prolonged  illness  of 
the  branch  librarian  was  practically  cleared  up  during  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  year,  and  a  new  branch  librarian  was 
installed  on  October  ist. 

g.  The  Carroll  Park  and  the  East  Branches  also  end  the 
year  under  new  leadership. 

h.  The  Prospect  Branch  has  run  the  entire  year  without 
a  branch  librarian.  It  has  fallen  off  in  circulation,  and  its 
aflFairs  are  not  in  good  shape,  a  proof  of  the  important  part 
played  in  our  system  by  the  branch  librarians. 
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An  investigation  into  the  Sunday  use  of  the  branches  was 
made  in  February.  About  half  the  branches  reported  that  the 
adults  who  used  the  libraries  Sunday  were  substantially  the 
same  as  those  who  used  them  weekdays  and  devoted  themselves 
almost  exclusively  to  newspaper  reading;  but  the  remaining 
branches  reported  that  we  reached  on  Sunday  many  men 
who  could  come  no  other  time,  especially  young  mechanics. 
All  branches  agreed  that  the  children  were  the  same  ones  who 
came  week  days,  but  that  they  were  noisier  and  more  unruly 
on  Sundays  and  a  great  annoyance  to  the  adult  readers,  as 
the  separate  children's  rooms  could  not  be  used  with  but  one 
assistant  present.  It  is  a  common  thing  for  the  children  to 
return  on  that  day  books  taken  out  late  Saturday.  The  Sunday 
circulation  in  one  of  the  branches  has  been  as  low  as  i8  volumes 
a  month.  Although  the  opinions  of  the  branch  librarians  on 
the  subject  of  Sunday  opening  varied,  the  investigation,  and 
previous  observation,  convinced  the  Superintendent  that  the 
usefulness  of  a  branch  on  Sunday  is  largely  a  matter  of  local 
conditions ;  that  while  in  a  few  neighborhoods  the  branches  may 
do  their  most  fruitful  work  on  Sunday,  in  others  the  expense 
of  Sunday  opening  is  not  warranted  by  the  returns;  that  the 
hours  are  too  long ;  and  that  we  are  doing  harm  as  well  as  good 
among  the  children. 

The  summer  season  did  not  appreciably  lower  the  circula- 
tion except  at  Bedford,  Schermerhorn  and  Williamsburgh ; 
while  in  the  suburban  and  park  branches  it  was,  as  usual,  the 
busiest  time. 

The  branch  librarians  were  requested  in  February  to 
keep  a  record  of  all  errors  made  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  circulation  desk  (including  overdue  book  notices  and 
registration)  which  should  come  to  light.  A  tabulation  of  the 
reports  for  the  first  week  showed  the  average  record  to  be  one 
error  for  every  i6o  books  circulated,  and  the  banner  record, 
that  of  the  Saratoga  Branch,  one  error  for  every  6i8  books 
circulated.  An  eflFort  has  been  made  to  bring  all  branches  up 
to  the  higher  standard. 

The  Superintendent  finds  recorded  68  visits  made  to 
branches  during  the  year.  Ten  of  these  were  to  Montague  and 
ten  to  Bedford,  each  of  the  remaining  i8  branches  having  been 
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visited  from  one  to  six  times  only.  Visits  average  about  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  in  length.  Since  February  they  have  been 
reported  upon  separately  when  suggestive. 

The  pay  roll  of  this  Library  now  contains  173  names,  as 
against  138  at  the  opening  of  the  year.  With  a  staff  this  size, 
growing  at  this  rate,  and  scattered  in  22  different  buildings, 
there  must  of  necessity  be  a  great  deal  of  "staff  work."  This 
has  fallen  to  this  department  because  such  a  large  percentage 
of  the  staff  are  working  in  branches,  and  it  has  taken  one-fourth 
of  the  time  of  the  department,  exclusive  of  the  work  with 
apprentices,  which  is  in  one  sense  staff  work.  The  information 
which  follows  relates  to  the  whole  Library  staff. 

Since  the  consolidation  brought  us  out  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  staff  has  been  regraded 
by  a  series  of  promotion  examinations,  and  most  of  our  vacan- 
cies filled.  A  glance  at  the  following  statement  of  our  pro- 
cedure will  show  that  in  passing  out  of  the  Civil  Service 
the  library  has  not  abandoned  any  of  its  safeguards  for  the 
staff,  but  has  endeavored  to  put  practical  efficiency  on  an 
«qual  basis  with  written  examinations  and  above  mere  length 
of  service.  Four  examinations  were  held  in  October  and 
November,  three  being  for  promotion  from  the  Third  Grade 
to  the  eligible  lists  of  the  Second  Grade  in  the  Branch  Depart- 
ment, Cataloguing  Department  and  Children's  Department 
respectively.  The  fourth  was  for  promotion  from  the  Second 
Grade  to  the  eligible  list  of  the  First  Grade  in  the  Branch  Depart- 
ment. The  examinations  were  open  to  all  in  the  grade  below 
that  in  which  the  examination  was  held.  In  order  to  succeed 
it  was  necessary  to  pass  two  tests,  the  written  test  and  the  record 
for  actual  work  done  for  the  library.  Fifty  per  cent,  was  con- 
sidered perfect  in  each  test,  and  37.5  per  cent,  was  required 
in  each.  The  written  test  was  conducted  on  the  anonymous 
system,  and  the  papers  were  marked  without  knowledge  of  the 
identity  of  the  writer.  In  the  case  of  the  Branch  examinations 
two  written  tests  were  given  consisting  of  25  questions, 
ten  in  literature  and  general  information  and  fifteen  on 
the  technical  and  practical  sides  of  the  work.  Papers  were 
marked  independently  by  the  Chief  Librarian  and  four  of  the 
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superintendents  of  departments,  the  Chief  Librarian  going 
through  each  paper,  and  the  superintendents  dividing  up  the 
questions  so  that  each  marked  all  papers  for  her  share  of  the 
questions,  in  order  to  get  a  comparative  standpoint.  The 
results  were  compared  and  seldom  differed  more  than  a  point 
or  two.  Whenever  this  difference  affected  the  placing  of  an 
applicant  upon  the  eligible  list,  the  paper  was  gone  through 
a  third  time.  In  rating  applicants  for  record  made  in  the 
library,  the  Chief  Librarian  considered  not  only  his  own  opin- 
ions, but  those  of  every  branch  librarian  or  superintendent 
of  department  who  had  any  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the 
applicant.  There  were  also  five  special  examinations  for  pro- 
motion conducted  on  the  same  principles  except  that  being 
for  special  work  they  were  not  open  to  everyone  in  the  grade. 

The  two  promotion  examinations  in  the  Branch  Depart- 
ment brought  out  some  points  of  interest.  A  large  percentage 
of  those  who  passed  the  written  test  were  those  whose 
record  in  the  library  had  been  such  that  the  Adminis- 
tration had  had  the  wish  without  the  power  to  promote 
them  when  under  the  Civil  Service  restrictions.  Of  the 
library  school  graduates  who  competed,  58  per  cent,  passed; 
of  the  graduates  of  the  apprentice  system  since  it  became  an 
organized  department,  38  per  cent,  passed;  of  the  graduates 
of  the  unorganized  apprentice  classes,  12  per  cent,  passed. 

The  examinations  resulted  in  eligible  lists  of  25  for  the 
Second,  or  Senior  Assistant,  Grade,  and  three  for  the  First, 
or  Branch  Librarian,  Grade.  Our  vacancies  required  the  pro- 
motion of  everyone  on  these  lists  with  the  exception  of  two 
eligible  for  the  position  of  Senior  Assistant  in  the  Children's 
Department  or  the  Cataloguing  Department.  To  fill  the  re- 
maining vacancies,  entrance  examinations  were  given  to  out- 
siders, a  minimum  of  two  years  in  library  work  being  required 
for  the  Third  Grade,  three  years  for  the  Second  Grade,  and 
four  years  for  the  First  Grade. 

The  staff  work  accomplished  may  be  summarized  under 
the  following  heads: 

Applications.  During  the  year  the  daily  average  of  ap- 
plicants has  increased  from  three  to  five.  About  half  call  in 
person.     In  other  cases,  information  is  obtained  by  means  of 
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correspondence  and  blank  forms.     Nine  out  of  ten  applicants 
can  be  considered  for  the  apprentice  class  only. 

Examinations.  Fourteen  examinations  have  been  given 
to  about  200  people,  in  addition  to  those  connected  with  the 
apprentice  class. 

Appointments,  Thirty-eight  appointments  were  made — or 
took  effect — during  the  year,  aside  from  janitors,  cleaners  or 
messengers.  In  addition,  the  staff  of  the  Brooklyn  Library, 
numbering  14,  was  joined  to  the  Public  Library  staff.  About 
20  temporary  workers  were  also  engaged  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  re-catalog^ing  of  the  Montague  Branch. 

Resignations.  Sixteen  resignations  have  been  received 
and  accepted,  exclusive  of  the  force  of  janitors,  cleaners,  mes- 
sengers and  temporary  workers.    There  has  also  been  one  death. 

Promotions.  There  were  26  promotions  from  grade  to 
grade. 

Transfers.  It  was  found  advisable  to  make  29  transfers, 
including  those  to  take  effect  January  i,  1904. 

Leaves-of-Absence.  Application  was  made  for  83  leaves- 
of-absence,  varying  from  one-half  day  to  six  months.  The 
majority  were  because  of  illness.  With  a  few  exceptions,  leave- 
of-absence  was  granted,  and  in  cases  of  illness — not  exceeding 
two  months — full  pay  was  continued. 

Vacations.  One  hundred  and  fortv-one  vacations  wxre 
arranged  for,  exclusive  of  janitors  and  cleaners. 

Substituting.  Substitutes  were  employed  39  times  by  the 
Library,  and  28  times  by  the  staff. 

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  for  the  free  technical  instruction 
of  the  staff  noted  in  my  last  report,  classes  have  been  con- 
ducted in  reference  work,  cataloguing  and  children's  work,  but 
not  by  this  department. 

The  year  1904  opens  with  every  prospect  of  a  busy  and 
important  period  in  this  department,  with  the  addition  of  five 
Carnegie  Branches.  In  order  that  the  department  may  meet 
the  increased  demands,  it  will  be  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Superintendent,  that  there  should  be  an  assistant  to  take 
the  burden  of  the  detail  work.

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Report  on  Apprentices. 
To  the  Chief  Librarian- 

There  have  been  three  innovations  in  the  apprentice  sys- 
tem during  1903: 

(a)  The  institution  of  a  "substitute  list."  This  consists 
of  those  whose  records  during  apprenticeship  were  not  suf- 
ficiently satisfactory  to  warrant  the  placing  of  their  names 
upon  our  eligible  list  for  permanent  positions,  nor  yet  sufficiently 
bad  for  us  to  consider  them  useless  to  the  library.  Substitutes 
are  employed  temporarily,  and  may  be  promoted  to  the  eligible 
list  if  they  improve  sufficiently  with  time,  study  and  experience. 

(b)  The  introduction  of  two  printed  forms,  one  for  the 
use  of  the  branch  librarians  in  reporting  on  apprentices  and 
one  for  the  final  report  of  the  superintendent  of  apprentices  on 
each  apprentice. 

(c)  The  division  of  the  instruction  of  apprentices — which 
had  previously  been  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  superintendent 
of  branches  and  apprentices — as  follows:

This  arrangement  was  a  decided  gain  to  the  students,  who 
enjoyed  the  variety  of  personality  and  more  expert  instruc- 
tion thus  provided  for  them. 

The  following  classes  of  apprentices  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  library  during  1903: 

(a)  Those  admitted,  by  vote  of  the  Board,  December  16, 
1902,  having  passed  the  entrance  examination  of  the  Pratt 
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Institute  Library  School.     Entered  December  i6,  1902,  grad- 
uated June  16,  1903. 

(b)  Those  admitted  as  a  result  of  the  entrance  examina- 
tion of  January  2.  Entered  January  26,  graduated  July  26. 
This  was  an  emergency  class,  organized  because  the  work  of 
the  branches  was  crippled  by  the  number  of  assistants  out  on 
sick-leave  and  our  eligible  list  was  exhausted. 

(c)  Those  admitted  as  a  result  of  the  regular  spring 

examination  of  April  17.    Entered  May  i,  graduated  Novem- 
ber I. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  these  three  classes  overlapped,  so 
that  from  January  26th  to  May  ist  we  had  two  distinct  classes 
of  apprentices,  from  May  i  to  June  15,  three  classes,  and  from 
June  15  to  July  26  two  classes;  while  there  were  only  two 
months  of  the  year,  November  and  December,  when  we  were 
without  apprentices. 

Class  A,  being  formed  entirely  of  regular  Pratt  Institute 
Library  School  students,  received  all  its  class  instruction  and 
most  of  its  practical  experience  from  that  Library.  Classes  B 
and  C  received  from  us  formal  instruction  seven  hours  a  week 
during  the  first  five  months,  and  three  hours  a  week  during  the 
remaining  month.  During  the  first  five  months,  each  student 
was  allowed  five  hours  a  week  for  study,  and  during  the  sixth 
month  three  hours.  Instruction,  study  and  working  hours 
made  a  total  of  42  a  week  throughout  the  course. 

As  the  apprentice  classes  are  not  conducted  on  the  basis 
of  an  independent  training  school,  but  with  the  object  of  supply- 
ing our  eligible  list,  for  the  Junior  Assistant  Grade,  the  follow- 
ing statistics  for  the  year  are  somewhat  discouraging : 

Class  A  (Pratt  students).  Ten  entered  upon  the  ap- 
prenticeship, 3  resigned  before  graduation,  2  were  found  un- 
fitted for  branch  work,  2  resigned  after  graduation,  i  de- 
clined appointment  before  July,  1904,  in  order  to  continue  her 
studies,  2  accepted  positions  in  this  library. 

Classes  B  and  C.  One  hundred  and  sixty  applicants  were 
notified  of  the  examinations,  50  reported  for  examination,  47 
handed  in  papers,  15  passed  the  examination,  14  entered  the 
classes,  13  were  permitted  to  complete  the  course  (of  whom  one 
resigned  immediately  after  graduation),  4  were  placed  upon  the 
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substitute  list,  of  whom  i  has  since  resigned,  8  were  placed  upon 
the  eligible  list,  of  whom  i  declined  appointment  for  the  pres- 
ent because  of  ill-health,  7  accepted  positions  in  this  library. 
In  short,  in  return  for  one  year's  work,  out  of  170  applicants 
and  24  students  in  3  classes,  we  have  been  able  to  secure  only 
9  assistants ! 

It  is  doubtful  also  whether  the  apprentice  system  has  been 
as  satisfactory  as  possible  to  either  the  branch  librarians  on 
the  one  hand  or  the  apprentices  on  the  other.  Having  con- 
ducted for  the  library  five  apprentice  classes,  exclusive  of  the 
two  formed  of  Pratt  students,  the  Superintendent  ventures  to 
offer  the  following  suggestions,  which  have  taken  form  in  her 
mind  after  consultation  with  the  Chief  Librarian,  the  superin- 
tendents, the  branch  librarians,  and  the  apprentices  themselves. 

There  should  be  but  one  class  a  year.  The  age  limit 
might  be  shortened  with  advantage,  to  admit  no  candidate 
younger  than  18  nor  older  than  35.  The  examination 
might  be  advertised  about  one  month  in  advance  in  at 
least  one  New  York  and  one  Brooklyn  newspaper,  and  some 
weekly  which  reaches  a  well-educated  class  of  people.  This 
would  probably  give  us  better  classes  both  as  to  quantity  and 
quality.  The  class  calendar  might  be  as  follows:  at  least 
three  weeks'  formal  instruction  to  be  given  in  the  month  of 
March,  before  any  practical  work  is  done ;  the  apprentice  term 
proper  to  begin  April  i  and  extend  to  October  i  ;  during  the 
month  of  April  the  apprentices  to  meet  in  class  twice  a 
week  for  further  theoretical  instruction  and  to  spend  the  rest 
of  their  time  at  branches  where  thev  will  be  considered  as 
extra  workers,  and  the  branch  librarians  will  be  expected  to 
train  them  as  carefully  in  the  practical  side  of  the  work  as  the 
superintendents  are  doing  in  the  theoretical ;  from  May  to 
September  inclusive,  covering  the  inventory  and  vacation 
months,  apprentices  to  be  sent  to  branches  where  they  are 
needed  to  do  the  work  of  regular  assistants,  meeting  in  class 
one-half  day  each  week  for  supplementary  instruction.  It 
should  be  the  policy  of  the  Library  to  select  for  the  eligible 
list  only  such  apprentices  as  seem  especially  adapted  for  work 
in  our  branches  or  departments  and  as  seem  physically  able  to 
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meet  the  conditions  of  our  work.  We  should  be  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  accept  every  well-meaning  apprentice  who  has  simply 
done  his  or  her  best  and  proved  useful  along  certain  lines.  Too 
much  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  fact  that  apprentices  work 
six  months  for  nothing.  Compared  with  the  preparation  re- 
quired of  teachers  and  trained  nurses — for  example — this  is 
a  very  slight  test  and  should  be  made  entirely  at  the  risk  of  the 
applicant. 

As  a  final  suggestion,  might  not  such  graduate  apprentices 
as  are  graded  "excellent"  in  both  class  and  branch  work,  be 
eligible  for  appointment  at  the  highest  salary  in  the  Third 
Grade?  There  would  seem  to  be  some  justice  in  this  and  it 
would  attract  to  our  classes  a  more  ambitious  set  of  young 
people. 

Work  connected  with  the  apprentice  classes  has  taken 
not  quite  one-fourth  of  the  time  of  the  Superintendent.

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

This  being  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment presented  since  its  formal  organization,  it  seems 
fitting  that  at  the  outset  we  place  on  record  a  definite  state- 
ment of  what  the  department  aims  to  stand  for. 

The  terms  "children's  room,"  "children's  librarian,"  "work 
with  children"  have  come  into  the  librarian's  vocabulary  in 
comparatively  recent  times,  and  while  they  have  come  to  stay, 
too  little  thought  has  been  given  to  what  those  words  ought 
to  mean.  The  first  separate  children's  room  in  a  public  library 
was  opened  merely  for  the  sake  of  getting  rid  of  confusion  in 
other  departments,  of  saving  older  readers  from  the  annoyance 
of  scraping  heels,  restless  motions  and  eager  whispers  of  the 
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small  people  whom  the  trustees  did  not  wish  to  turn  out  of 
the  library  altogether.  The  next  step  was  taken  when  libra- 
rians discovered  that  this  separate  room  might  be  of  positive 
as  well  as  negative  good,  that  in  addition  to  being  a  relief  to 
the  adults,  it  might  be  of  distinct  advantage  to  the  children,  by 
making  it  possible  to  give  them  wise  direction  and  assistance 
in  the  choice  of  books  adapted  to  their  needs.  At  the  present 
time  scarcely  a  librarian  or  an  architect  would  dream  of  putting 
up  a  new  building  without  providing  for  the  children's  room, 
yet  while  in  theory  this  room  is  to  serve  an  educational  pur- 
pose, too  often  in  practice  it  is  neither  planned  by  an  expert, 
stocked  with  books  by  expert  selection,  nor  provided  with 
attendants  qualified  to  make  its  work  effective.  While  in  a  con- 
siderable and  growing  number  of  libraries,  work  with  children 
has  been  distinctively  recognized  as  requiring  library  and  per- 
sonal qualities  of  a  peculiarly  high  order,  there  are  still  places 
where  the  "children's  librarian'*  is  the  inexperienced  last  comer 
on  the  library  staff,  upon  whose  reluctant  shoulders,  according 
to  general  business  custom,  fall  the  disagreeable  duties  the 
earlier  attendants  rejoice  to  be  rid  of.  This  method  of  "select- 
ing" for  an  important  post,  together  with  the  fact  that  the 
public  is  very  apt  to  look  upon  anyone  seriously  working  for  the 
good  of  children  as  more  or  less  of  a  faddist,  a  sentimental 
idealist,  is  sufficient  to  account  for  the  indulgent  but  incredu- 
lous smiles  bestowed  upon  one  who  claims  that  the  children's 
department  of  a  public  library  may  be,  ought  to  be,  a  power  for 
good  in  the  life  of  a  city. 

The  splendid  city,  to  which  we  have  the  honor  to  belong, 
has  a  proud  record  in  its  generous  investment  of  money  toward 
the  making  of  good  citizens  of  its  boys  and  girls.  The  sums 
spent,  not  only  upon  a  magnificent  public  school  equipment, 
but  upon  breathing  spaces  for  the  tenement  children,  vacation 
playgrounds,  evening  recreation  centers — dozens  of  other  en- 
terprises formerly  left  to  charitable  societies,  show  the  broad- 
ened view  of  the  taxpayer,  who  considers  legitimate  the  ex- 
penditure of  public  money  in  ways  which  bring  such  large 
returns  to  the  State  in  manhood  and  womanhood  of  a  higher 
type. 
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The  Children's  Department  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
would  take  as  its  ideal  that  of  being  one  of  the  strongest  forces 
in  our  city  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  above  end.  We 
believe  that  in  our  bright,  comfortable,  tastefully  furnished 
rooms,  supplied  with  attractive,  well-chosen  books,  and  presided 
over  by  women  who  understand  boys  as  well  as  books,  we  have 
a  mighty  power  for  the  making  of  noble  citizens.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  strengthen  our  claim  by  quoting  from  scores  of 
educators  and  scholars  who  have  spoken  forcibly  on  the  in- 
fluence of  reading  upon  character.  The  assistants  in  our 
children's  rooms  could  furnish  this  report  with  incident  after 
incident,  to  show  that  our  young  readers  are  being  slowly  but 
steadily  influenced  to  higher  ideals  and  ambitions  through  their 
daily  contact  with  books — ^books  which  picture,  without  preach- 
ing, clean,  wholesome,  happy,  American  home  life;  inspiring 
tales  of  the  heroes  of  all  ages  who  have  counted  life  cheap, 
weighed  in  the  balance  against  honor,  and  love  of  country,  and 
friendship,  and  moral  principle ;  stories  like  Black  Beauty,  and 
the  Kootenay  Ram,  and  Rikki-tikki-tavi,  which  stir  the  children 
unconsciously  to  a  sympathy  with  animal  life  unthought  of 
before.  The  incentives  to  ambition  gained  in  reading  biogra- 
phies of  men  who  have  doggedly  persevered  through  every 
discouragement  till  they  reached  their  goal;  the  lessons  of 
patriotism  absorbed  in  reading  the  histories  of  our  country — 
the  demand  for  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  up  with, — 
the  broadened  vocabularies,  the  quickened  interest  in  study  and 
work,  the  learning  to  apply  printed  directions — as  in  "How 
two  boys  made  their  own  electrical  apparatus" — and  the  conse- 
quent filling  many  an  hour  with  profitable  work  in  place  of 
mischievous  idleness:  these  are  but  suggestions  of  the  good 
influences  that  emanate  from  the  pages  of  the  books  in  our 
children's  rooms.  Yet  books  alone  do  not  constitute  our  whole 
strength  in  this  effort  in  citizen-making.  The  strong,  sympa- 
thetic personality  of  a  refined  woman,  her  kindly  interest  in  boys 
and  girls  who  come  to  look  upon  her  as  a  confidential  friend, 
the  silent  lessons  absorbed  from  the  room,  on  the  beauty  of 
order,  neatness,  good  taste,  quiet  refinement, — these  and  many 
other  things  combine  to  a  work  whose  results  can  never  be 
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expressed  in  statistics,  but  which  are  none  the  less  as  sure  as 
are  those  of  the  unseen  forces  of  nature. 

In  order  that  this  department  may  multiply  these  good  re- 
sults, we  need  for  our  equipment,  first  of  all,  the  right  people  to 
<:arry  on  the  work,  second,  an  abundant  supply  of  the  best  books 
for  children,  and  third,  rooms  which  are  models  in  point  of 
arrangement,  furnishing  and  decoration. 

What  have  we  done  in  the  past  year  toward  making  this 
equipment  what  it  should  be? 

In  February  last  we  organized  a  class  made  up  of  repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  our  twenty  branches.  The  class  has 
met  every  two  weeks  to  discuss  books  for  children  and  the 
numberless  questions  that  arise  in  our  daily  work.  I  cannot 
speak  too  highly  of  the  spirit  manifested  in  those  meetings. 
The  enthusiastic  devotion  to  the  work  is  increasingly  evident. 
A  number  of  the  staff  have  now  definitely  elected  this  as  their 
profession  and  are  embracing  every  opportunity  to  fit  them- 
selves for  higher  usefulness  in  it.  Two  of  the  class  are  on 
a  year's  leave  of  absence  at  the  Pittsburgh  Training  School 
for  Children's  Librarians.  Others  are  studying  outside  of 
library  hours,  and  volunteering  for  work  on  their  half-holidays 
in  connection  with  the  loan  of  a  "traveling  library'*  to  the 
Children's  Aid  Society.  Meetings  are  held  at  different  branches, 
and  this  plan  stimulates  mutual  acquaintance,  loyalty  to  the 
whole  library  system,  and  a  healthy  spirit  of  rivalry.  A  fine 
esprit  de  corps  is  growing.  As  the  people  in  the  work  are  of 
more  importance  than  books,  or  rooms  for  housing  them, — 
for  the  right  people  will  manage  somehow  to  get  the  right 
books  and  furniture, — we  have  reason  to  feel  greatly  encouraged 
by  what  the  year  has  shown. 

Still,  less  than  half  our  branches  are  supplied  with  people 
who  have  chosen  this  work.  Many  of  those  now  carrying  it  on 
acceptably  are  only  doing  so  until  they  see  an  opening  in 
another  department  more  to  their  taste.  It  is  impossible  to 
reach  the  highest  degree  of  success  in  work  with  children  un- 
less there  is  a  very  positive,  enthusiastic  devotion  to  it,  such 
•devotion  as  makes  it  impossible  for  one  to  be  really  happy  in 
any  other  line  of  work. 
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In  the  matter  of  book  supply  the  department  has  been 
generously  treated  by  the  Board,  yet  we  want  to  spend  many 
more  thousands  of  dollars  next  year  upon  wholesome  books  for 
our  Brooklyn  boys  and  girls.  While  some  of  our  branches 
have  almost  as  many  books  as  they  need,  every  new  book  sent 
to  others  means  a  new  child  registered,  with  the  result,  some 
nights,  that  the  "juvenile"  shelves  are  literally,  not  compar- 
atively, empty.  The  Traveling  Libraries  Department  also  needs 
a  tremendously  increased  stock,  and  as  these  libraries  often 
go  to  the  neglected  classes,  and  to  young  people  who  have  left 
school  and  are  thus  out  of  reach  of,  or  out  of  the  habit  of 
using  books,  we  should  not  be  niggardly  in  buying  for  that 
department.  It  should  be  remembered,  that  while  children's 
books  wear  out  rapidly,  every  dollar  spent  on  them  brings  an 
immediate  return.  In  the  adults'  room  we  must  place  many  an 
expensive  book  on  the  shelves  which  may  not  be  consulted 
twice  a  year.  There  is  no  dead  wood  on  the  children's  shelves. 
Every  book  circulates  till  it  drops  to  pieces,  and  we  hear  of 
many  a  one  that  acts  as  a  missionary  to  father  and  mother  and 
small  sisters,  as  well  as  to  the  lad  who  takes  it  home. 

The  year  1903  has  been  the  pioneer  year  in  the  history  of 
this  department.  Much  of  the  best  work  of  the  twelve  months 
is  of  the  sort  that  cannot  be  put  into  words.  If  it  seem  that 
we  have  not  much  to  show  on  the  outside  of  great  things 
accomplished,  we  believe  that  strong  foundation  stones  have 
been  laid,  upon  which  to  build  such  a  worthy  and  enduring 
superstructure  as  will  give  material  to  fill  succeeding  annual 
reports  with  overflowing  accounts  of  very  apparent  and  sub- 
stantial results.

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BOOK  ORDER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

Owing  to  the  constant  increase  of  the  current  work  con- 
nected with  the  ordering  and  receiving  of  books,  which  has  de- 
manded more  and  more  time  and  thought,  the  department  has 
been  compelled  to  concentrate  all  its  energies  upon  this  routine 
work,  and  to  postpone  until  some  future  time,  certain  plans  for 
"broadening  the  work  which  have  been  formulated,  but  which 
■cannot  be  effected  until  the  more  important  and  fundamental 
work  has  been  completed. 

During  the  year  we  have  sent  to  our  regular  agents  14,125 
order  slips,  representing  orders  for  over  35,000  volumes.  This 
means  that  several  times  that  number  of  slips  have  been 
handled  by  the  department,  for  it  is  our  aim  to  combine  the 
requests  from  the  branches  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 
In  addition  large  purchases  have  been  made  in  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  Boston. 

The  methods  adopted  in  the  latter  part  of  1902  have  been 
followed  during  the  year. 

The  restriction  placed  upon  the  number  of  recommenda- 
tions to  be  made  by  the  librarians-in-charge  has  led  to  greater 
care  and  discrimination  in  ordering  books.  Under  this  plan  the 
tranches  whose  collections  of  books  were  especially  small  in 
comparison  with  the  circulation  were  permitted  to  order  a 
proportionately  large  number  of  books.  The  Saratoga  Branch, 
which  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  circulated  over  9,000 
volumes  a  month,  with  a  collection  of  only  4,160  volumes,  has 
added  3,819  volumes  during  the  year;  the  Ridgewood  Branch, 
which  was  transformed  from  a  station  to  a  branch  in  August 
of  this  year,  has  added  3,085  volumes  to  its  shelves ;  and  the 
Prospect  Branch,  which  for  several  years  has  maintained  a 
rank  among  the  first  five  branches  in  circulation,  with  a  col- 
lection of  less  than  6,500  books  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
has  added  3,552  volumes. 

The  Bedford  Branch  added  the  largest  number,  5,111 
volumes,  and  the  New  Utrecht  Branch,  the  smallest,  1,190 
•volumes. 

At  most  of  the  branches  the  collections  were  so  inadequate 
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that  it  was  the  aim  of  both  the  Book  Order  and  Catalogue 
Departments  to  get  the  books  to  the  branches  as  expeditiously 
as  possible.  During  the  first  part  of  the  year  the  books  pur- 
chased— ^both  new  publications  and  old — were  sent  to  the 
branches  as  received.  In  consequence  the  Monthly  Bulletin 
showed  but  comparatively  few  *'new"  books  in  the  list  of  acces- 
sions, although  the  ones  listed  had  not  been  contained  in  any  of 
the  branches.  To  overcome  this  difficulty  orders  for  new  publi- 
<:ations  are  now  marked  "special,"  and  in  both  Order  Depart- 
ment and  Cataloguing  Department  take  precedence  over  all 
others. 

The  increased  use  of  the  interchange  system  is  especially 
gratifying,  as  it  is  an  evidence  that  our  borrowers  appreciate 
the  fact  that  each  of  our  branches  is  but  a  part  of  a  large 
system,  the  entire  resources  of  which  are  at  their  command. 

In  June,  the  Book  Committee  took  advantage  of  an  op- 
portunity to  buy  the  entire  stock  of  a  dealer  in  New  York 
City,  and  with  these  books  as  a  nucleus  formed  a  collection 
in  which  are  placed  books  purchased  at  especially  low 
prices  which  will  be  needed  to  replace  worn-out  copies,  or  in 
preparing  for  the  opening  of  new  branches.  From  this  col- 
lection over  2,000  volumes  were  sent  to  the  Sheepshead  Bay 
Branch,  which  was  opened  in  June,  and  about  600  have  been 
added  to  the  Ridgewood  Branch.  All  requests  for  additional 
copies  and  books  to  replace  those  which  have  been  worn  out, 
are  compared  with  this  stock  before  being  ordered. 

The  purchase  of  2,687  volumes  in  French,  German,  Italian 
and  Spanish  has  met  a  long  felt  want,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many 
more  foreign  books  will  be  added  during  the  coming  year. 

The  demand  for  juvenile  books  has  been  even  greater 
this  year  than  last.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment has  had  the  supervision  of  the  juvenile  books  re- 
commended for  purchase  by  the  librarians-in-charge.  Her  plan 
has  been  to  select  from  these  each  month  fifty  titles  which  it 
was  desirable  to  duplicate  freely  in  all  of  the  branches,  and  to 
recommend  to  the  librarian  that  at  least  one  copy  be  ordered 
for  each  branch.  By  this  method,  she  has  been  able  to  make 
some  progress  toward  rounding  the  collections  of  children's 
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books  at  the  branches ;  but  the  chief  reason  for  the  adoption  of 
this  plan  was  that  the  Book  Order  and  Cataloguing  Depart- 
ments could,  because  of  the  large  number  of  copies  ordered  at 
a  time,  send  to  the  branches  over  2,000  children's  books  a 
month,  which  they  could  not  have  done  if  the  branches  had 
ordered  the  books  independently.  But  for  want  of  room,  we 
have  not  been  able  to  fully  carry  out  our  plan  to  make  these 
purchases  monthly. 

The  inventory  of  books  which  is  taken  at  the  branches  is 
of  great  importance  to  this  department,  for  unless  all  books 
missing  or  lost  are  reported  to  the  Cataloguing  Department, 
so  that  the  necessary  records  may  be  made  in  the  Union  Shelf- 
List  and  Catalogue,  the  Book  Order  Department  cannot  assign 
the  books  purchased  where  they  will  be  most  appreciated. 

For  some  time  we  have  felt  that  the  monthly  inventory 
was  not  satisfactory,  and  early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  that 
the  inventory  should  be  taken  annually  in  May. 

The  report  of  books  missing  in  1903  cannot  be  regarded 
as  the  number  missing  in  one  year,  inasmuch  as  the  period 
covered  by  the  inventory  varied  at  the  different  branches. 

The  results  of  the  inventory  have  emphasized  the  need  for 
greater  precaution  against  the  possible  loss  of  books,  and  we 
trust  that  the  report  for  1904  will  show  a  marked  decrease  in 
the  number  of  books  lost. 

During  the  year  the  Superintendent  has  had  the  services 
of  a  regular  assistant,  but  still  feels  that  another  is  needed  for 
the  proper  and  satisfactory  conduct  of  the  current  work,  and 
the  development  of  the  department  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  the  system.

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CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  expansion  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  during 
the  past  year  has  been  felt  in  its  "Clearing  House,"  the  Cata- 
loguing Department,  to  a  marked  extent.  The  phenomenal 
growth  of  our  Brooklyn  system  has  rendered  time  saving  de- 
vices imperative,  in  order  to  enable  us  to  cope  successfully 
with  the  problem  of  keeping  twenty  live  branches  constantly 
supplied  with  new  books  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  their  old 
possessions  most  available.  The  work  of  the  department  has 
been  specialized  and  condensed  to  the  highest  degree  consistent 
with  usefulness,  that  is,  directly  in  the  Cataloguing  Depart- 
ment proper,  and  indirectly  in  the  various  branches. 

The  staff  of  19  with  which  we  began  the  year  proving 
numerically  inadequate  to  .the  work  in  hand  has  since  been  in- 
creased and  now  numbers  24.  Of  these,  three  are  regularly 
appointed  to  do  the  branch  cataloguing  at  the  Schermerhom, 
Montague  and  Bedford  branches  respectively ;  and  three  ad- 
ditional ones  have  been  engaged  since  the  first  of  July  in  re- 
cataloguing  the  Montague  collections  of  fiction  and  biography. 
One  of  the  former  staff.  Miss  Schoonmaker,  was  obliged  to 
resign  her  position  in  November,  on  account  of  illness.  Three 
others  were  engaged  for  practically  all  of  their  time  in  bringing 
the  work  of  cataloguing  up  to  date  in  three  branches — Bedford, 
Williamsburgh  and  Bay  Ridge. 

To  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  work  of  this  department,  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  the  work  of  com- 
pletely cataloguing  new  accessions  proceeds  with  a  daily 
average  of  from  15  to  21  volumes  per  assistant — an  average, 
which,  as  has  been  ascertained  from  comparative  statistics,  is 
not  surpassed  in  any  other  library. 

The  routine  work  has  proceeded,  with  slight  changes,  in 
the  usual  way,  except  that  the  increasing  demands  upon  the 
department  were  met  by  a  greater  activity  and,  if  that  were 
possible,  by  a  greater  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  staff. 

In  the  year  1903,  52,008  volumes  have  been  sent  to  the 
various  branches,  plated,  accessioned,  classified  and  numbered. 
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entered  in  the  Union  catalogue  and  Union  shelf-list,  with  title 
pages  marked  for  branch  cataloguing  and  subject-headings 
assigned;  18,099  niore  than  were  sent  out  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  2,687  were  foreign  books,  a  decided  increase 
over  the  previous  year.  Even  the  considerable  increase  shown 
by  these  figures,  however,  is  hardly  sufficient  to  indicate  the 
importance  to  the  library  of  the  introduction  of  these  books 
or  the  added  demand  that  they  make  upon  the  Cataloguing 
Department.  Thus  far  these  additions  have  been  principally 
in  French,  German,  Italian  and  Spanish  and  comprise  in  the 
main  a  good  selection  of  the  classic  writers  and  of  standard  and 
modern  fiction. 

The  largest  number  of  books  for  any  one  month  was  sent 
out  in  July  and  amounted  to  7,450  volumes.  The  department 
usually  aims  -to  make  the  record  for  this  month  each  year  a 
notable  one,  so  that  there  shall  be  no  lack  of  books  or  work 
at  the  branches  during  August,  the  vacation  month  of  the 
entire  department. 

During  the  year,  10,927  volumes  were  worn  out  and  dis- 
carded, lost  or  found  missing  at  inventory,  and  as  such  can- 
celled, in  Accession  books.  Union  catalogue,  and  Union  shelf 
list;  thus  necessitating  an  expenditure  of  65  days'  time,  com- 
puted for  one  assistant.  Besides  being  recorded  in  the  various 
records  mentioned  above,  all  discarded  books  which  are  sent 
to  the  Cataloguing  Department  from  the  branches  are  ex- 
amined and  judged  as  to  their  further  fitness. 

The  collections  of  books  at  all  of  the  branches  are  now 
represented  in  the  Union  shelf  list  and  catalogue,  with  the 
exception  of  those  at  Bay  Ridge,  Fort  Hamilton,  Schermerhorn 
and  Montague.  The  books  at  Bay  Ridge  and  Fort  Hamilton 
are  now  in  process  of  being  reclassified  and  recatalogued, 
and  are  therefore  entered  in  part  only ;  the  Schermerhorn  books 
are  not  represented  in  the  Union  catalogue  at  all,  and  those  at 
Montague  are  represented  only  by  fiction  and  biography. 

The  New  Utrecht  Branch,  containing  at  that  time  4,500 
volumes,  was  entirely  reclassified,  renumbered  and  recatalogued 
by  this  department  during  the  first  half  of  the  year.  At  the 
same  time  the  Astral  collection  of  6,000  volumes,  begun  dur- 
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ing  October  of  the  previous  year,  was  entirely  reaccessioned 
in  addition  to  being  reclassified,  renumbered  and  recatalogued, 
the  greater  part  of  the  accessioning  and  writing  of  the  branch 
catalogue  and  shelf-list  cards  being  done  by  the  staff  of  the 
Astral  Branch,  which  was  temporarily  increased  by  one  for 
the  express  purpose  of  hastening  the  work  of  reorganization. 

The  new  Sheepshead  Branch  collection  of  2,563  voliunes, 
first  thrown  open  to  the  public  in  June,  was  put  in  complete 
readiness  for  circulation  by  this  department,  with  the  assis- 
tance of  its  present  librarian,  in  one  month. 

At  the  beginning  of  July  the  work  of  reorganization  at 
the  Montague  Branch  was  begun  and  carried  on  without  in- 
terruption through  the  summer  months,  with  the  aid  of  a 
temporary  force  and  of  such  assistants  as  could  be  spared 
from  headquarters.  It  was  decided  to  reorganize  all  works 
*of  fiction  and  biography,  according  to  the  system  in  vogue  in 
the  Brookl)^  Public  Library;  and  this  plan  was  adhered  to, 
in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  this  new  and  most  important 
branch  to  open  its  doors  to  the  general  public  in  September 
as  a  quasi  open-shelf  library. 

In  order  to  make  this  vast  repository  of  reference  and 
other  works  available  to  the  reader  in  a  truer  sense  than  could 
be  possible  under  the  old  "fixed  location"  system,  it  has  now 
been  practically  decided  to  reclassify,  recatalogue  and  re- 
number the  entire  collection. 

This  vast  undertaking  will  necessarily  involve  a  large  out- 
lay in  time,  labor  and  expense ;  as  to  its  advisability,  however, 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  A  system  which  will  show  at  once,  and 
in  one  place,  all  the  available  material  on  a  given  subject,  while 
a  consultation  of  the  catalogue  shows  the  extent  and  character 
of  the  collection  of  the  library  on  that  subject,  needs  no  further 
recommendation.  All  vagueness  and  uncertainty,  so  fatal  to 
scholarly  research,  will  be  done  away  with,  and  the  vast  col- 
lection be  transformed  into  an  organized  reference  library  in 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  and  prove  a  source  of  delight  to 
the  student  and  to  the  general  public. 

104,666  catalogue  and  shelf-list  cards  were  written  during 
the  year.    Of  these  48,600  were  for  the  Astral,  Bedford,  Bush- 
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wick,  City  Park,  East,  New  Utrecht,  Prospect,  Ridgewood, 
Sheepshead  and  Williamsburgh  branches,  and  about  8,000  of 
them  for  foreign  books.  United  States  Government  and  State 
documents  and  other  works  too  difficult  for  branch  catalogu- 
ing. The  remaining  48,066,  with  the  exception  of  1,000,  were 
written  for  the  Union  catalogue  and  Union  shelf-list  and 
filed  there.  The  1,000  cards  were  references  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  make  for  the  Congressional  Depository  Catalogue, 
and  were  filed  therein.  This  makes  the  total  number  of  cards 
now  in  the  Union  catalogue  approximately  80,000,  and  that  in 
the  Union  shelf-list  40,000.  Cards  written  at  the  branches 
were  revised  and  corrected  by  this  department  to  the  number 

of  75»540. 

Some  slight  changes,  insuring  greater  rapidity  without 
sacrificing  usefulness,  have  been  made  in  the  method  of  acces- 
sioning. The  author's  surname  only  is  now  given,  and  entries 
referring  to  paging  and  size  (except  when  a  book  is  over-size) 
and  binding  (unless  the  binding  is  other  than  cloth)  have 
been  omitted,  as  the  occasions  when  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to 
these  items  are  extremely  rare. 

Considerable  changes  in  the  rules  for  cataloguing  in  the 
branches  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  time  and  prac- 
tical application  have  proved  the  wisdom  and  value  of  these 
changes  not  only  to  each  branch  but  to  its  constituency  also. 
Fourteen  pages  of  typewritten  Rules  were  compiled  and  dupli- 
cated twenty-one  times,  and  a  copy  was  sent  to  each  branch. 
According  to  these  rules,  no  imprint  except  the  number  of 
volumes  and  the  date  is  Used  on  the  branch  cards.  On  the 
main  cards  the  author's  surname  with  initial  or  initials  is  used ; 
on  title  and  subject  cards  only  the  surname.  In  many  cases, 
subject  references  to  the  position  of  books  on  the  shelves  in 
a  certain  class,  rather  than  subject  entries,  are  made,  thus  con- 
siderably lessening  the  number  of  cards  and  saving  much  time 
both  at  the  branch  in  the  writing,  and  at  the  Cataloguing  De- 
partment in  the  revising  of  the  cards. 

Subject  references  are  also  made  for  the  Union  catalogue, 
referring,  however,  to  the  class  number  in  the  Union  shelf-list, 
instead  of  to  the  position  of  the  books  on  the  shelves. 
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We  have  seen  no  reason  during  the  year  to  alter  our  opin- 
ion regarding  the  value  of  the  Congressional  cards  for  the 
branches.  These  are  sent  for  at  the  time  that  the  books  to 
which  they  belong  are  ordered,  and  always  arrive  before  the 
books  are  received.  Only  such  cards  are  ordered  as  are  already 
represented  in  the  Depository  Catalogue,  and  thus  their  receipt 
is  insured.  As  a  consequence,  there  is  no  danger  of  an  accumu- 
lation of  cards  for  books  which  have  gone  into  circulation  and 
have  meanwhile  had  their  cards  written.  This  in  a  branch 
system  such  as  ours  would  inevitably  lead  to  considerable  con- 
fusion. Out  of  a  possible  6,268  orders,  2,069  were  sent  for 
(an  average  of  one-third),  resulting  in  8,920  printed  cards 
for  the  branches.  The  Depository  Catalogue  of  Congressional 
cards,  for  which  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  is  a  fortunate 
station,  contains  120,000  printed  cards,  65,272  of  which  have 
been  received  and  filed  during  the  year.  This  catalogue  has 
proved  of  great  value  as  a  work  of  bibliography,  and  is  not  only 
proving  useful  to  us  in  our  reference  work,  but  is  consulted  by 
the  hour  by  representatives  of  other  libraries. 

On  February  7th,  the  work  connected  with  the  interchange 
of  books  was  transferred  from  the  Cataloguing  Department 
to  the  Department;  of  Traveling  Libraries,  888  books  up  to  that 
date  having  been  interchanged  among  the  branches. 

During  the  year  the  Superintendent  of  Cataloguing  has 
personally  visited  and  inspected  the  work  connected  with  her 
department  in  many  of  the  branches.  Beginning  with  March 
1st,  she  gave  instruction  in  cataloguing  one  morning  each  week 
to  branch  librarians  and  assistants,  for  a  period  extending 
over  three  months.  This  class  numbered  seventeen,  each  branch 
sending  a  representative,  and  the  improvement  in  the  catalogu- 
ing done  at  the  branches  has  been  its  justification.  She  also 
gave  instruction  during  one  morning  in  each  week,  for  a  period 
extending  over  eight  months,  in  hand-writing,  accessioning, 
shelf -listing,  book-numbering,  alphabetizing  and  cataloguing, 
to  two  apprentice  classes;  an  amount  of  time  fully  equal  was 
devoted  to  the  revision  and  correction  of  the  work.  In  the 
course  of  the  year  there  were  prepared  by  her  two  examina- 
tions for  the  apprentice  classes,  one  for  the  staff  of  her  depart- 
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ment  for  promotion,  and  one  for  candidates  for  admission  to 
the  library  staff.  The  resultant  papers  were  examined  and 
marked  by  her,  as  were  also,  in  part,  those  of  the  staflf  for  pro- 
motion. 

Considerable  work  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  but  in- 
volving the  expenditure  of  much  time  and  labor,  always  falls 
to  the  lot  of  this  department  Under  this  head  may  be  men- 
tioned the  compilation  and  editing  of  the  monthly  co-operative 
bulletin,  aggregating  134  pages  during  the  year,  and  the  com- 
pilation of  the  annual  index,  which  for  1902  covered  45  pages ; 
the  compilation  o£  the  comparative  monthly  statistics  of  the 
branches,  and  of  the  annual  statistical  tables  for  the  printed 
report ;  and  the  compilation  of  the  list  of  books  purchased  with 
the  State  grant.

DEPARTMENT  OF  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  year  just  past  has  shown  a  gratifying  increase  in  the 
work  of  this  department  not  only  by  the  gain  in  the  total  num- 
ber of  traveling  libraries  issued,  but  in  the  average  circulation 
for  each  library.  A  complete  list  of  the  clubs,  schools,  asso- 
ciations, hospitals,  etc.,  which  have  been  our  borrowers,  is 
given  in  another  place,  and  from  this  record  and  the  monthly 
statistical  tables  an  adequate  idea  may  be  had  of  the  scope  of 
our  efforts  and  the  results  accomplished ;  so  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  refer  to  these  here  in  detail.  The  manifold  directions 
in  which  the  activities  extend,  show  clearly  that  this  depart- 
ment occupies  a  field  peculiarly  its  own  and  one  in  which  there 
is  an  ever  growing  opportunity  to  promote  the  usefulness  of 
the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  appreciation  and  interest  of  the 
public  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  nearly  5,000  of  our  vol- 
umes are  in  use  at  the  present  time  as  against  about  3,000  one 
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year  ago.  Although  to  meet  this  increasing  demand  2,000 
accessions  have  been  made  to  our  shelves,  the  department  still 
finds  itself  in  need  of  a  larger  and  more  serviceable  stock  from 
which  to  make  selections.  For  the  traveling  libraries  should 
represent  our  best  judgment  as  to  choice  of  books,  and  each 
collection  should  be  chosen  to  fulfill  its  individual  purpose  if 
we  are  to  reach  the  end  that  we  so  earnestly  desire.  Many  of 
the  volumes  which  we  have  had  for  several  years,  have  served 
the  specific  purpose  for  which  they  were  added,  and  considera- 
tion of  space  requires  that  these  be  transferred  to  a  general 
collection,  or,  if  available,  to  some  of  the  branches.  While  we 
have  purchased  a  considerable  number  of  books  adapted  to  our 
younger  readers,  we  still  fall  far  short  of  the  supply  which  is 
needed,  especially  for  the  schools  and  vacation  playgrounds. 
This  want  was  in  part  met  last  summer  by  generous  loans 
from  the  Bedford,  Albany  Heights  and  City  Park  Branches. 

While  the  greater  portion  of  the  traveling  libraries  loaned 
have  been  of  a  general  character  as  suiting  the  demand,  we 
have  issued  thirty-one  fixed  or  "study  libraries,"  embracing 
such  widely  different  subjects  as  Social  Science,  Political 
Economy,  Elizabethan  Literature,  Nature  Study,  United  States 
Political  History,  Spanish,  French,  English  and  Italian  His- 
tory, etc.  Although  these  libraries  do  not  show  so  large  a 
circulation  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  volumes  are  used  purely 
for  reference,  yet  their  educational  value  is  obviously  far 
greater  proportionately  than  is  derived  from  those  collections 
made  up  of  lighter  reading.  Both  have  their  uses,  however, 
and  it  has  been  our  aim  to  develop  our  resources  in  all  legiti- 
mate directions. 

During  the  past  four  months  libraries  of  several  hundred 
volumes  have  been  placed  in  the  Railroad  Men's  Building  at 
East  New  York  and  in  the  People's  Hebrew  Institute,  while  a 
smaller  collection  has  been  loaned  to  the  Naval  Branch  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  These  little  stations  or  deposits  (more  properly 
speaking)  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  members  of  the  sev- 
eral institutions  are  in  the  nature  of  a  departure  from  our 
work  in  the  past,  but  are  thoroughly  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
in  which  the  department  was  originated. 
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Our  labor  among  the  schools,  the  boys'  and  girls'  clubs, 
settlement  houses,  charitable  organizations,  and  in  general, 
educational  and  philanthropic  fields  presents  no  more  inter- 
esting feature  than  our  co-operation  with  the  evening  recrea- 
tion centers  and  the  vacation  playgrounds — in  which  latter, 
(twenty-two  in  number)  we  include  those  maintained  by  the 
Brooklyn  Society  for  Parks  and  Playgrounds  as  well  as  those 
established  by  the  Board  of  Education, — where  our  books  have 
been  very  widely  read  and  appreciated.  With  such  a  task, 
however,  comes  the  responsibility  of  exercising  a  greater  super- 
vision, especially  over  the  reading  of  our  juvenile  borrowers, 
and  it  would  seem  that  some  means  should  be  devised  to  enable 
us  to  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  children.  For  we  are 
in  many  cases  training  them  to  become  users  of  the  branches, 
and  the  value  of  a  right  start  is  apparent.  It  is  essential  that 
they  be  taught  the  proper  care  of  books, — something  of  which 
so  many  of  them  seen  woefully  ignorant  Some  progress  in 
this  direction  has  already  been  made  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Department.  Volunteer 
workers  from  the  branches  have  with  commendable  spirit,  and 
outside  of  library  time,  taken  charge  of  the  books  loaned  the 
Children's  Aid  Society,  and  the  results  have  more  than  justi- 
fied the  experiment.  If  it  were  possible  either  from  the  appren- 
tices or  voluntary  helpers  from  our  force  to  extend  a  like 
supervision  over  similar  organizations,  the  benefits  of  our  travel- 
ing libraries  would  be  vastly  increased.  But  if  such  a  course  is 
not  feasible,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  beginning  we  have 
made  may  not  be  discontinued. 

So  numerous  have  been  the  details  incident  to  the  growth  of 
the  department,  that  the  Superintendent  has  not  found  it  possi- 
ble to  visit  personally  the  many  places  in  which  our  libraries  are 
located.  But  the  vital  need  of  some  sort  of  inspection  is  felt, 
and  it  is  believed  that  during  the  coming  year  there  will  be  an 
opportunity  to  do  very  much  more  along  these  lines. 

Since  February  last  this  department  has  had  charge  of  the 
interchange  of  books  between  branches.  Begun  in  a  small 
way  this  system  of  exchange  has  gradually  developed — the 
past  year  showing  a  circulation  of  6,752  volumes.     The  con- 
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solidation  with  the  Brooklyn  Library  has  opened  up  the  splendid 
resources  of  that  large  collection,  and  given  a  great  impetus 
to  the  movement,  one  which  is  certain  to  be  felt  to  an  increasing 
extent  when  the  immense  advantages  become  better  known 
to  the  readers  at  all  our  branches.

DEPARTMENT  OF  SUPPLIES 
To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  year  1903  marks  the  second  year's  work  of  this  de- 
partment. Office  supplies  and  printing  were  in  great  part 
furnished  by  the  City  Record  this  year,  which,  of  course,  means 
that  several  thousand  dollars  were  available  for  other  depart- 
ments. There  was  a  delay  of  some  months  in  receiving  the 
goods,  however,  which  considerably  crippled  the  work  of  the 
several  branches.  June  last  the  Brooklyn  Library  on  Montague 
Street  became  a  part  of  the  public  library  system,  and  by  the  act 
consolidating  the  two  libraries  this  institution  is  no  longer  a 
city  department,  so  that  during  the  coming  year  all  purchases 
will  have  to  be  made  direct,  and  we  hope  to  avoid  any  delay 
in  receiving  the  goods,  and  to  have  the  quality  satisfactory  in 
every  respect. 

The  total  amount  of  money  spent  by  the  Department  of 
Supplies  during  the  year  1903  was  $22,285.48.  Mention  might 
be  made  of  the  following  equipment  and  furnishings  as  being 
among  the  most  important  supplied  during  the  year  in  addition 
to  what  may  be  termed  the  regular  fittings  and  repairs  required 
from  day  to  day.  The  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch,  1657  Shore 
Road,  was  established  in  June.  The  Ridgewood  Branch,  496 
Knickerbocker  Avenue,  was  made  ready  for  occupancy  also 
during  the  month  of  June.  This  latter  branch  was  in  reality 
the  outcome  of  the  Ridgewood  Station  established  the  year 
before,  but  this  fact,  however,  so  far  as  this  department  was 
concerned,  made  the  cost  of  furnishings  and  fittings  no  less 
expensive. 
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The  Montague  Branch,  which  library,  of  course,  had  been 
established  a  number  of  years,  became,  as  already  stated,  a 
part  of  this  system  in  June  last.  In  order  to  place  this  branch 
on  the  open  shelf  system  extensive  alterations,  as  well  as 
additional  fittings,  had  to  be  made.  In  May,  quarters  at  1244- 
1246  Fulton  Street  were  fitted  up  for  storage  and  reference  pur- 
poses. At  the  New  Utrecht  Branch  a  separate  Children's  De- 
partment was  established,  and  similar  departments  at  the  Wil- 
liamsburgh,  Albany  Heights,  Prospect  and  Carroll  Park 
Branches  were  not  only  made  much  more  comfortable  for  the 
patrons  of  the  libraries  but  attractive  as  well. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  books  purchased  this  year, 
considerable  more  shelving  was  required  at  many  of  the 
branches,  but  as  all  available  wall  space  had  previously  been 
shelved,  in  most  instances  double-faced  book  cases  were  used. 

At  Bay  Ridge  and  New  Utrecht  Branches  the  delivery 
desks  were  moved  and  altered  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
general  plan  of  the  system,  and  are  better  adapted  for 
library  use  than  heretofore.  The  catalogue  cases  throughout 
the  system,  with  the  exception  of  the  Montague  and  Schermer- 
horn  Street  Branches,  have  been  placed  on  a  uniform  basis, 
viz.,  thirty  trays  each,  the  smaller  cases  made  use  of  hereto- 
fore being  exchanged  for  the  larger  ones. 

A  fire  occurred  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building  occu- 
pied by  our  Bushwick  Branch,  but  owing  to  the  prompt  action 
of  the  Fire  Department  the  damage  done  to  library  property 
was  very  slight.  I  strongly  recommend  the  placing  of  port- 
able fire  extinguishers  in  each  branch. 

It  might  be  stated  that  the  landlords  of  our  several  rented 
quarters  have  almost  without  exception  put  forth  every  pos- 
sible effort  to  meet  our  requirements  in  reference  to  repairs 
to  buildings. 

The  estimates  for  printing,  supplies,  furniture,  etc.,  for 
1904,  have  been  tabulated,  and  we  hope  to  receive  quotations 
and  have  the  goods  delivered  early  in  the  year.

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REPORTS  OF  LIBRARIANS-IN-CHARGE 

ALBANY  HEIGHTS  In  January,  1903,  the  branch  was 
BRANCH.  moved  from  Bedford  Park  to  its  pres- 

ent quarters,  which  are  bright,  attractive  and  comfort- 
able for  the  public  and  staff.  Since  the  change,  the 
circulation  has  steadily  increased,  and  the  total  of  over 
58,000  books  for  the  year  is  large  when  one  considers 
the  sparse  and  scattered  population  to  the  south  and  east.  But 
the  fact  that  new  streets  are  to  be  opened  in  these  directions 
and  many  new  houses  are  now  in  process  of  erection  argues 
well  for  the  future  of  this  branch.  The  use  of  the  reading  room 
and  reference  books  has  been  especially  gratifying.  The  ref- 
erence department  has  been  greatly  strengthened  during  the 
past  year,  and  this  with  the  book  interchange  system  has 
enabled  the  branch  to  do  helpful  work. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  schools  and  institutions  in 
this  vicinity  with  practical  results ;  and  several  study  clubs  for 
which  special  lists  were  made  have  expressed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  help  the  library  has  afforded  them. 

ASTRAL  BRANCH.  The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  past 
year  at  this  branch  has  been  the  numerous  additions  of 
books,  in  many  different  classes.  We  see  the  effect  of 
this  in  the  variety  of  the  material  asked  for  by  our 
patrons,  who  look  to  us  more  and  more  as  the  natural 
source  for  the  supply  of  their  needs.  The  interchange  sys- 
tem has  been  invaluable  to  many  of  our  borrowers  who  are 
students  of  widely  different  subjects.  Our  circulation  has 
grown  slowly  but  steadily,  and  the  work  with  the  school 
children  increases  each  year. 

BEDFORD  BRANCH.  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  prosper- 
ous one.  Over  five  thousand  new  books  have  been  added,^ 
and  the  circulation  shows  an  increase  over  last  year. 

In  the  children's  room  we  have  started  a  small  reference 
collection,  and  the  card  catalogue  has  been  completed  and  placed 
so  that  it  can  be  used  by  the  children.  A  number  of  large 
pictures  hung  on  the  wall  make  the  room  more  attractive. 

The  interchange  of  books  between  the  branches  has  been 
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ifttXer  iystematized  and  is  much  appreciated  by  borrowers, 
especially  since  the  Montague  Branch  became  part  of  the 
public  lil/rary  system. 

The  use  of  the  reference  books  has  increased.  Teachers 
and  pupils  of  nineteen  schools  come  to  the  library  for  help  in 
their  work.  Lists  of  books  for  the  use  of  teachers  have  been 
prepared,  and  lists  on  current  topics  are  in  demand  for  use  in 
debating  clubs.  Special  lists  on  subjects  included  in  the  Free 
lecture  course,  the  Poetry  index,  and  lists  on  current  events 
arc  constantly  consulted. 

BAY  RIDGE  BRANCH.  Statistics  for  the  year  1903  show  a 
circulation  of  34,162  volumes.  This  means  that  the  gain 
over  the  circulation  of  the  previous  year  is  less  than  five 
thousand,  but  wc  feel  that  our  books  have  been  used  to 
better  purpose  this  year  than  ever  before.  Many  of  the 
teachers  and  students  of  the  neighborhood  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  special  card  privileges,  and,  with  the  help  of  the 
interchange  system  we  have  been  able  to  supply  a  large  number 
of  the  books  needed  by  them  in  their  work.  Their  expressions 
of  appreciation  have  been  very  gratifying. 

The  circulation  of  several  of  the  monthly  magazines  has 
continued  one  of  the  most  popular  features  of  the  library,  but 
seems  in  no  way  to  detract  from  the  reading  room  attendance. 
The  room  is  always  pleasant  and  our  readers  seem  to 
enjoy  it  thoroughly. 

The  recataloguing  of  the  library  is  progressing  rapidly, 
and  the  spring  will  see  this  branch  equipped  with  a  complete 
catalogue  as  a  further  aid  to  its  usefulness. 

BUSH  WICK  BRANCH.  Looking  over  the  statistics  it  was 
found  that  in  ovory  department  of  the  work  there  had  been 
an  increase  (nor  last  year.  The  gain  in  volumes  circulated  was 
over  i^^.ixxx  Now  borrowers  are  coming  in  large  numbers 
and  ivom  all  directions,  showing  the  area  under  the  influence 
of  the  l>ranch  to  bo  much  greater  than  heretofore. 

The  addition  of  a  number  of  books  in  the  Italian  language 
bn^ught  most  interesting  results  and  won  the  gratitude  of 
manv. 
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The  teachers  are  coining  to  us  in  large  numbers  and  with 
the  most  friendly  feeling  of  interest  in  our  work.  We  hope  by 
the  addition  of  books  for  their  special  use  to  be  much  more 
helpful  to  them  during  the  coming  year. 

With  growth  and  development  come  many  added  respon- 
sibilities. May  the  coming  year  find  us  ready  to  carry  on  our 
part  of  the  work  so  as  to  be  a  help  in  the  growth  of  the  whole. 

CARROLL  PARK  Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  per- 
BRANCH.  sonnel  of  the  staflf  of  this  branch  since  the 

last  report  was  issued. 

Owing  to  the  proximity  of  Montague  and  Schermerhom 
Street  Branches,  the  circulation  has  decreased.  We  find  that 
the  borrowers  prefer  the  former  branch,  because  it  contains 
so  many  more  books. 

The  starting  of  a  teachers'  reference  library  has  met  with 
the  greatest  approval,  from  the  teachers  of  the  neighborhood. 
Another  feature  of  last  year's  work  was  the  supplying  of  the 
books  recommended  by  the  lecturers  of  the  Free  Lecture  Course 
in  the  public  schools. 

The  children's  room  has  been  redecorated,  new  bulletin 
boards  put  up,  and  with  extra  shelving  and  new  chairs,  the 
room  presents  a  more  cheerful  and  homelike  appearance.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  the  children  appreciate  the  change. 

The  main  room  is  altogether  too  small  to  accommodate  the 
number  of  books  and  readers.  Every  available  space  has  been 
used  for  shelf  room. 

Next  year  we  hope  that  the  Carnegie  building  will  be 
started;  and  then  with  new  working  facilities  and  plenty  of 
room,  we  trust  that  this  branch  may  continue  the  good  work 
which  it  promised  in  its  infancy. 

CITY  PARK  Notwithstanding  the  inconvenience  of  a  very  low 
BRANCH.  temperature  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year,  as  well  as  serious  leaks  from  the  water  pipes,  the  drcu- 
ation  did  not  fall  below  that  of  the  same  months  of  the 
previous  year,  although  it  is  more  than  probable  that  under 
more  favorable  conditions  there  would  have  been  a  large  in- 
crease.   However,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  a  consid- 
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•erable  increase  within  the  past  months,  which,  perhaps,  is  due 
to  the  improvement  in  the  temperature  of  the  rooms  as  well 
as  larger  accessions  of  books,  and  the  continued  co-operation 
of  the  schools,  the  settlements,  and  the  parish  houses  of  the 
neighborhood,  and  the  Free  Lecture  system. 

The  privilege  of  interchange  of  books  among  branches 
has  been  widely  appreciated  by  our  public,  as  well  as  the  gen- 
erous supply  of  new  accessions  and  the  rounding  out  of  such 
important  classes  as  naval  art  and  science,  electrical  and  me- 
chanical engineering,  pedagogy,  etc. 

During  the  coming  year  I  would  recommend  the  enlarging 
of  our  German  collection,  which  has  proved  to  be  very  popular, 
and  the  starting  of  a  nucleus  of  Polish  and  Italian  books  for 
which  we  have  had  numerous  requests. 

EAST  BRANCH.  In  September,  the  former  librarian-in-charge 
of  this  branch.  Miss  Louise  M.  Temlett,  was  transferred  to 
Carroll  Park  Branch,  and  the  position  here  filled  by  promotion. 

The  past  year  records  no  very  important  changes  in  the 
character  of  the  work  at  this  branch.  Statistics  show  a  well 
sustained  and  steadily  growing  circulation  and  registration 
throughout  the  year.  A  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
amount  of  serious  reference  work  done  by  both  juvenile  and 
adult  readers  has  been  noted. 

The  quality  of  our  circulation  has  been  greatly  helped  by 
the  timely  appearance  upon  our  shelves  of  the  latest  and  best 
publications.  The  efficiency  with  which  the  book  in  demand 
is  supplied  has  excited  expressions  of  appreciation  from  our 
borrowers. 

Owing  to  our  large  Hebrew  constituency,  the  Sunday 
patronage  and  circulation  is  a  matter  of  growing  interest 
Although  the  regular  staff  accepts  this  work  cheerfully  and 
faithfully,  it  is  a  very  real  burden,  and  will  inevitably  become 
in  the  near  future  one  of  our  problems  for  solution. 

The  value  of  the  work  among  school  children  and  teach- 
ers 13  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  December  we  almost  doubled 
the  number  of  juvenile  non-fiction  books  circulated  in  any 
previous  month.    This  has  been  due  to  the  influence  of  the  new 
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course  of  study  in  the  public  schools,  and  to  judicious  selection 
in  the  purchase  of  juvenile  books.  An  invaluable  educational 
relationship  is  being  established  between  the  library  and  the 
•child  reader. 

FLATBU8H  BRANCH.  This  branch  regards  the  year  1903  as 
a  distinctly  prosperous  one. 

In  regard  to  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  use,  the  gain 
over  that  of  1902  was  14,855.  This  increase  is  due  in  a  meas- 
ure to  the  improved  facilities  for  exchange  of  books  among  the 
branches. 

The  registration  of  new  names  is  also  encouraging,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  561  over  the  preceding  year. 

With  the  site  definitely  settled  for  a  Carnegie  Library  for 
Flatbush,  comes  renewed  hope  for  still  greater  results  than  we 
have  before  realized. 

FORT  HAMILTON  The  past  year  has  been  the  most  prosper- 
BRANCH.  ous  one  in  the  history  of  our  branch. 

One  year  ago  we  moved  into  larger  and  more  attractive 
quarters,  and  in  every  department  there  has  been  a  noticeable 
increase.  The  public  interest  in  the  library  is  greater  than  ever 
before;  people  come  long  distances  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
priyileges  of  our  branch. 

The  soldiers  find  the  library  of  the  greatest  service  to 
them.  Many  of  them  are  pursuing  special  courses  of  study, 
and  in  every  instance  we  have  been  able  to  aid  them.  They 
show  their  appreciation  by  their  care  of  the  books  and  prompt- 
ness in  returning  them ;  quite  a  change  from  a  few  years  ago. 
Our  usefulness  to  the  schools  in  our  vicinity  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  teachers  and  pupils  that  visit  our  branch. 

The  children's  department  as  well  as  the  adult  has  received 
many  important  accessions  during  the  year,  which  greatly 
increase  our  usefulness  in  that  department. 

MONTAGUE  BRANCH.  After  a  long  and  useful  career  as  an 
independent  institution,  the  old  Brooklyn  Library,  with  its  large 
collection  of  books,  became  a  part  of  the  public  library  system 
on  July  6th.  The  necessary  alterations  were  completed  and 
the  branch  opened  on  September  ist  for  public  use  with  a 
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membership  of  900  borrowers,  comprising  the  Permanent  and 
Life  Members  of  the  old  library,  and  this  number  has  steadily 
increased  to  7,135  registered  borrowers  on  January  i,  1904. 

That  the  public  appreciate  good  books  is  evident  from  the 
large  and  increasing  circulation  during  this  time.  In  Sep- 
tember 9,058  volumes  were  distributed  for  home  reading,  and 
this  number  has  grown  until  a  circulation  of  18,824  volumes 
was  reached  in  December,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  ensuing  year  will  be  one  of  the  most  successful  since  the 
formation  of  this  library. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  the  use  made  by  the  public 
of  the  large  reading  room  and  the  evident  appreciation  of  the 
current  periodicals  upon  its  shelves.  During  the  day  many 
business  men  with  a  few  moments  of  leisure  drop  in  to  glance 
over  the  papers  or  read  their  favorite  periodical,  while  the 
number  of  daily  readers  is  constantly  increasing,  and  at  times 
has  taxed  the  rooms  to  their  utmost  capacity. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  library  the  reference  department 
has  shown  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  readers.  There 
has  been  a  large  and  growing  demand  for  personal  help  in 
many  ways  and  on  all  sorts  of  subjects.  The  work  of  the 
department  has  trebled  since  opening,  and  at  times  every  avail- 
able chair  is  in  use.. 

Between  sixty  and  seventy  new  books  have  been  added  to 
the  department,  and  about  twenty-five  dictionaries  withdrawn 
from  circulation  in  order  to  give  as  nearly  as  the  collection 
affords  one  reference  dictionary  in  each  language. 

Reading  lists  on  current  topics  have  been  prepared  for 
use  here,  and  a  number  of  lists  on  various  subjects  for  individ- 
uals who  ask  for  them. 

The  index  to  the  pamphlet  collection  is  being  brought  up 
to  date,  and  the  pamphlets  re-arranged  on  the  shelves. 

NEW  UTRECHT  This  library,  situated  as  it  is,  in  a  spacious 
BRANCH.  dwelling  house,  preserves  an  attractive  at- 

mosphere of  kindliness  and  comfort. 

By  the  natural  process  of  growth,  all  the  space  on  the 
ground  floor  has  been  appropriated  to  the  needs  of  the  library, 
and  a  children's  room  has  been  established  on  the  second  floor. 
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More  shelf  room  is  needed,  for  as  our  readers  increase  so 
do  our  books,  and  our  space  is  limited.    An  increase  in  circu- 
lation, especially  that  of  magazines,  has  been  shown.    There  is 
a  very  gratifying  use  of  the  reading  room  in  the  evening. 

Many  teachers  have  found  their  needs  supplied,  and  there 
is  the  most  pleasant  and  friendly  relation  between  the  library 
and  the  two  large  public  schools  near  us. 

The  library*  has  been  recatalogued. 

The  summer  population  avail  themselves  very  largely  of 
our  facilities,  and  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  books  loaned 
to  them,  few  have  been  lost. 

PROSPECT  BRANCH.  The  placing  before  the  public  of  read- 
ing lists  and  collections  of  books  on  special  subjects  has  been 
a  feature  of  our  work  during  the  past  year.  In  the  Children's 
Department  the  reading  lists  have  been  made  with  reference 
to  the  subjects  studied  in  the  schools,  and  a  list  of  stories 
of  school  life  was  highly  appreciated  by  our  young  borrowers. 
We  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  work  in  connection  with 
the  Free  Lectures  delivered  in  the  schools  in  our  vicinity  has 
brought  us  many  readers.  The  system  of  interchange  between 
the  branches  grows  more  popular  every  day  and  frequently 
calls  forth  expressions  of  gratification  from  the  public. 

An  important  change  in  our  juvenile  department  was  the 
appointment  of  a  children's  librarian.  The  charging  desk  in 
this  room  has  been  removed  and  all  books  are  now  charged  at 
the  main  desk  in  the  adult  department. 

Our  stock  of  books  has  been  increased  by  over  3,500  vol- 
umes, many  of  which  have  aided  in  rounding  out  certain 
classes  and  have  filled  a  long  felt  want.  The  additions  to  our 
foreign  books,  especially  the  German,  are  appreciated,  as  proved 
by  the  increased  circulation. 

After  nearly  three  years  of  active  life  in  this  locality. 
Prospect  Branch  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters.  Both 
juvenile  and  adult  rooms  are  uncomfortably  crowded  during 
rush  hours,  and  we  look  forward  with  longing  to  our  Carnegie 
building  where  each  department,  juvenile,  reference,  reading 
and  circulating,  will  receive  its  due  share  of  attention  and 
much  needed  room. 
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RIDGEWOOD  BRANCH.  Qn  August  6,  1903,  the  Ridgewood 
Station  moved  from  its  small  quarters  into  larger  ones  and 
was  opened  to  the  public  as  the  Ridgewood  Branch  on  August  8. 

It  is  located  in  a  thickly  settled  section  of  the  city  and  in 
in  the  midst  of  several  schools,  and  the  increase  in  circulation 
during  the  last  few  months  indicates  the  need  of  a  library  here 
and  the  good  work  it  may  do. 

A  reading  room  should  be  provided  M  the  adults.  At 
present  there  seems  no  place  for  them  as  the  room  is  more  than 
full  of  children.  Ridgewood  has  a  large  German  population 
and  the  majority  of  the  adults  can  not  read  English,  so  we 
can  not  expect  to  hold  them  until  we  can  offer  them  books  in 
their  own  language.  We  also  need  a  few  Italian  books.  The 
interchange  system  is  helping  us  in  that,  as  well  as  in  many 
other  lines.  Our  reference  collection  is  still  inadequate  for 
our  needs,  and  the  empty  shelves  on  the  children's  side  is,  at 
times,  discouraging. 

SARATOGA  BRANCH.  Early  in  the  year  one  new  assistant 
was  added  to  the  staff,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  work  with 
the  children.  Heretofore  it  had  not  been  possible  to  give 
proper  attention  to  that  branch  of  the  work.  The  results  ob- 
tained have  been  most  gratifying.  With  but  two  exceptions, 
our  branch  has  had  the  largest  monthly  circulation  of  juvenile 
books. 

The  recent  additions  of  German  books  have  filled  a  long 

felt  want. 

The  Sunday  attendance  has  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  services  of  two  assistants  have  become  absolutely 
necessary. 

571  books  have  been  borrowed  from  other  branches 
through  the  interchange  system. 

8CHERMERH0RN  ]sjot  many  changes  have  taken  place  in 
STREET  BRANCH,  the  branch,  but  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood the  opening  to  the  public  of  the  Brooklyn  Library 
(now  the  Montague  Brancfh)  with  its  large  and  valuable  col- 
lection of  books,  has  somewhat  affected  our  circulation,  which 
in  1902  was  177*389.  and  in  1903,  170,282.     However,  many 
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of  our  old  friends  still  like  to  come,  and  the  popularity  of  our 
branch  is  yet  maintained. 

The  total  number  of  persons  registered  in  1903  was  3,551, 
of  which  1,206  were  children.  Some  of  the  teachers  in  the 
neighborhood  have  urged  their  pupils  to  use  the  library.  The 
children  seem  quite  eager  for  books,  and,  although  they  still 
like  stories,  which  is  quite  natural,  the  proportion  of  juvenile 
non-fiction  circulated  is  steadily  increasing. 

The  need  of  a  children's  department  is  constantly  'felt, 
and  much  better  work  could  be  done  if  they  had  a  special  room, 
and  their  books  were  separated  from  the  general  collection. 

Lists  of  books  to  be  used  in  the  public  school  course 
planned  for  the  year  in  nature  study,  history  and  literature 
were  prepared  early  in  the  autumn,  and  have  been  used  by 
both  teachers  and  pupils. 

There  has  been  arranged,  also,  a  list  of  references  for  the 
Free  Lecture  course. 

The  interchange  of  books  with  other  branches  has  been 
quite  active.  In  1903,  2,065  books  were  loaned,  and  seventy 
borrowed  by  the  Schermerhom  Street  Branch.  It  is  a  great 
convenience  to  the  public  and  well  appreciated,  and  promises 
to  be  a  marked  and  most  useful  feature  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  system. 

SHEEPSHEAD  Qn  petition  from  residents  of  this  section, 
BAY  BRANCH,  a  branch  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  was 
established  here  and  opened  to  borrowers  June  22,  1903,  with 
about  2,500  volumes. 

Opening  at  the  season  of  outdoor  activities,  the  circulation 
was  small  and  the  growth  of  the  branch  slow.  With  the  close 
of  the  summer  season  and  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library,  espe- 
cially by  the  children. 

Friendly  relations  have  been  established  between  the  li- 
brary  and  the  schools,  but  owing  to  the  incompleteness  of  our 
juvenile  collection,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  promise  very 
much  in  the  way  of  co-operation  without  disappointing  them. 
By  another  school  year,   however,  the  branch   will  be  in  a

To  the  Honorable  George  B,  McClellan,  Mayor,  and  The  Hon- 
orable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City 
of  Nezv  York, 

Gentlemen  : — The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  is  submitted  here- 
with in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures from  the  different  appropriations,  and  that  of  the 
Librarian  gives  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  library  for  the 
year  1904.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment  was  $248,518,  to  which  was  added 

a  special  appropriation  of  $26,500,  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  Carnegie  Branches. 

The  appropriation  for  1905  is  only  $286,888.  To  keep 
within  this  appropriation  with  the  increased  requirements 
which  are  to  follow  the  opening  of  the  new  Carnegie  buildings, 
will  require  great  economy;  and  few  plans  for  the  extension 
of  the  work  outside  of  the  Carnegie  Branches  can  be  put  into 
execution. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  past  year  was  the  opening 
of  the  first  Carnegie  building  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  on 
October  8th,  known  as  the  Pacific  Branch.  It  is  expected  that 
the  report  of  1905  will  show  the  opening  of  seven  more  of 
these  branches.  Other  sites  have  been  designated  and  the  Car- 
negie Committee  reports  that  this  work  will  be  prosecuted  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

The  Brooklyn  Public  Library  now  occupies  a  place  in  the 
front  rank  of  the  library  systems  of  the  country.  Its  circula- 
tion of  books  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  exceeded  that 
of  any  other  library  with  one  exception,  that  of  Manhattan. 
These  statistics  which  we  present  show  how  greatly  the  citizens 
of  Brooklyn  appreciate  the  library  facilities  which  have  been 
furnished  them.

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LIBRARIANS  REPORT* 


January  3,  1905. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

GENTLEMEisr — ^Thc  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Library, 
which  is  the  fourth  of  the  present  Librarian,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. It  embraces  the  first  full  year  since  consolidation 
with  the  Brooklyn  Library,  and  notes  the  opening  of  the  first 
Carnegie  building. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendents  and  Branch

Librarians,  together  with  the  appended  tables, 
show  the  work  in  detail. 

The  seven  years'  history  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library 
has  been  one  of  constant  and  satisfactory  growth  and  progress. 
There  is  no  library  in  the  United  States  which,  in  the  same 
period  of  time,  can  show  such  rapid  advance.  Starting  in 
1897  with  5,280  volumes,  and  an  appropriation  of  $5,000,  it 
has  grown  to  be  among  the  largest  in  number  of  branches, 
circulation,  and  in  the  number  of  books  added. 

There  are  21  branches,  i  station,  a  building  given  up 
to  administration  purposes,  and  one  stock-room  for  books. 

The  great  need  at  present  is  for  more  shelf  room  in  the 
old  branches.  This  will  be  supplied  from  Bedford  and  Wil- 
liamsburgh  as  soon  as  removal  is  made  to  the  new  buildings. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  take  out  old  books  from 
the  different  branches,  but  it  has  been  found  that  as  the  col- 
lections consist  practically  of  new  books,  very  little  space  could 
be  made  in  this  wav. 

At  the  Montague  Branch  the  extension  running 

BRANCHES.  .,  ,  ^.  o  , 

through  to  Pierrepont  Street,  erected  at  a  cost 
of  $30,000,  will,  when  finished,  enable  both  the  circulation 
and  reference  departments  to  expand.  The  Pierrepont  addi- 
tion is  a  two-story  building  50ft.  x  looft.,  having  on  the  first 
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floor  the  Children's  Room  and  the  Traveling  Libraries  De- 
partment; on  the  second  floor  the  Periodical  Reading  Room- 
When  the  tables  and  files  are  moved  from  the  reference  floor 
to  the  periodical  room,  the  space  gained  in  the  old  building 
will  be  devoted  entirely  to  reference  purposes.  This  will  give 
the  much  needed  relief  to  the  Montague  Branch.  The  work 
on  this  addition  suflFered  from  labor  complications  the  same 
as  the  Carnegie  buildings. 

From  the  report  of  the  Reference  Librarian  I  quote : 

"With  the  enlarged  quarters,  and  the  re-arrangement 
and  increase  of  the  collection  of  reference  books  at  the  Mon- 
tague Branch,  it  will  be  possible  to  do  more  efficient  work. 
With  the  establishment  of  the  Magazine  and  Newspaper  Read- 
ing Room  in  the  new  Pierrepont  addition,  the  Reference  Room 
can  be  enlarged  to  double  its  present  capacity,  and  what  is 
more  important,  will  be  relieved  of  that  element  of  continual 
moving  and  rustling  that  cannot  be  prevented  in  a  newspaper 
and  magazine  room.  The  capacity  of  the  Newspaper  and 
Magazine  Room  will  be  more  than  doubled.  Although  entirely 
separate,  its  close  connection  with  the  Reference  Room  makes 
its  use  for  reference  as  convenient  as  formerly  if  so  desired. 
The  establishment  of  the  Children's  Room  will  also  keep  from 
the  Reference  Room  an  element  of  more  or  less  disturbing 
nature  which  would  have  steadily  increased. 

"While  the  Pierrepont  addition  thus  gives  relief  to  the 
Reference  Department,  its  work  will  always  be  handicapped 
as  long  as  it  has  not  at  hand  the  Union  Catalogue  and  closer 
contact  with  other  departments  now  at  Brevoort  Place.  It 
looks  forward  to  a  central  building  where  all  these  can  be 
brought  together. 

"Of  the  importance  of  the  work  of  a  Reference  Depart- 
ment there  can  be  but  one  opinion.  It  is  this  department 
that  should,  first,  know  books;  second,  know  the  resources  of 
the  Library ;  third,  know  human  nature.  In  regard  to  the  last, 
it  is  often  as  necessary  to  know  how  to  ask  questions  as 
how  to  answer  them,  because  to  intelligently  and  satisfactorily 
do  the  latter,  wise  questioning  must  find  out  just  what  is 
wanted.     It  is  a  most  necessary  department  in  a  library  with 
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all  its  work  done  in  one  building.  It  is  particularly  important 
in  a  system  like  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  with  its  twenty- 
three  libraries  more  or  less  widely  separated,  any  one  of  which 
must  use  the  resources  of  all,  to  answer  difficult  questions. 
It  is  the  Reference  Department  that  hopes  to  make  this  work 
increasingly  more  efficient." 

The  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch  has  been  in  operation  i8 
months.  The  circulation  in  that  time  has  been  only  30,100 
volumes,  an  average  of  1,950  per  month.  At  the  beginning, 
the  room  was  open  every  day  in  the  week,  except  Sundays, 
from  2  until  9.  Since  June  ist  it  has  been  open  only  on  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.  The  circulation  has  dropped 
from  2,245  i"  January,  1904,  to  1,492  in  December. 

In  contrast  to  this  branch  is  the  Winthrop  Station,  opened 
at  23  Monitor  Street  on  April  25th,  which  has  steadily  in- 
creased in  circulation  and  influence.  From  a  circulation  of 
998  per  month,  the  number  of  volumes  has  increased  to  1,569. 
The  time  of  one  attendant  is  given  to  this  station. 

The  Astral  Branch  moved  into  more  commodious  quarters 
on  July  27th.  The  change  has  been  appreciated  by  both 
readers  and  staff. 

As  Librarian  my  feeling  is  strong  that  the  work  now  be- 
ing done  at  the  Schermerhorn  Branch  could  be  taken  care  of 
equally  well  at  Montague  and  Pacific,  and  the  staff  and  books 
distributed  to  other  branches,  thereby  saving  considerable  ex- 
pense to  the  Library.  The  circulation  of  this  branch  has  de- 
creased from  17,145  in  January,  1903,  to  9,687  in  December, 
1904,  or  43.5%  in  two  years.  This  is  easily  accounted  for  by 
the  establishment  of  the  City  Park.  Carroll  Park,  Pacific  and 
Montague  Branches.  The  falling  off  is  quite  certain  to  con- 
tinue with  the  opening  of  the  new  building  now  being  erected 
for  the  Carroll  Park  Branch,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  with  the 
extension  which  has  been  made  to  Montague  there  will  be  no 
trouble  whatever  in  caring  for  all  the  business  that  can  possibly 
come  there.  A  majority  of  the  borrowers  at  the  Schermerhorn 
Branch  are  already  using  Montague. 

While  I  sympathize  in  part  with  the  sentiment  in   the 
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Board  that  would  retain  the  Schermerhom  Branch  as  a  relief 
to  Montague,  it  should  be  cx)nsidered  that  if  Montague  were 
already  established  it  would  not  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to 
locate  another  branch  so  near.  It  is  my  duty  to  report  the 
facts  as  they  exist,  and  ask  the  Board  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  retaining  both  branches  if  it  is  deemed  expedient.  It 
is  a  matter  that  could  be  referred  to  the  Administration  Com- 
mittee for  a  report. 

Requests  are  being  received  for  additional  branches  in 
different  parts  of  the  city.  Petitions  are  now  before  the  Build- 
ing Committee  for  branches  in  the  neighborhood  of  Homecrest, 
Windsor  Terrace,  and  51st  Street  and  New  Utrecht  Avenue. 
The  lack  of  available  funds  has  prevented  the  Board  from 
extending  the  system  in  this  way  during  1904,  and  as  no  ad- 
ditional appropriation  has  been  made  for  such  purpose  for 
1905*  beyond  the  opening  of  the  new  Carnegie  buildings,  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  work  can  be  extended. 

It  was  hoped  that  at  least  four  new  buildings 
BUILDINGS         would  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  1904,  but 

owing  to  labor  complications  only  one  was 
ready — the  Pacific  Branch  at  the  comer  of  Fourth  Avenue  and 
Pacific  Street,  which  was  opened  with  appropriate  ceremonies 
on  October  8th.  On  that  occasion.  President  David  A.  Boody 
presided.  The  building  was  received  on  behalf  of  the  city  by 
Dr.  Thomas  Darlington,  and  accepted  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  by  Mr.  James  McKeen.  Addresses  were  delivered 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Reid,  of  the  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  the  Very  Rev.  Father  Edward  W.  McCarty,  of 
St.  Augustine's  Church. 

This  first  of  the  Carnegie  buildings,  after  an  occupancy  of 
three  months,  has  shown  very  few  defects.  Mr.  R.  F.  Almirall, 
the  architect,  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  architectural  and 
artistic  effects  of  the  building.  In  style  the  building  is  pleas- 
ing, and  the  interior  arrangement  such  as  to  appeal  strongly 
to  the  practical  librarian.  That  it  is  well  liked  by  the  public 
is  shown  from  the  use  which  has  been  made  of  the  books  since 
the  library  opened.     With  a  collection  of  9,875  volumes,  the 
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circulation  was  46,504  in  a  little  less  than  three  months,  show- 
ing that  in  that  time  the  books  in  the  branch  had  been  taken 
out  an  average  of  4  times. 

It  is  fitting  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  the  work  of  the  members  of  the  Carnegie  Com- 
mittee who  have  labored  zealously  and  assiduously  in  the 
interests  of  the  Library  during  the  past  three  years.  Few 
realize  the  amount  of  work  which  has  been  gratuitously  given 
by  the  members  of  this  committee.  Since  its  organization  in 
October  19,  1901,  yy  meetings  have  been  held,  lasting  from 
one  to  four  hours;  and  if  I  were  to  tell  you  in  detail  of  the 
work  accomplished  at  these  meetings,  and  of  the  efforts  put 
forth  in  obtaining  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  the  sites  for 
the  several  buildings,  as  well  as  money  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  you  would  appreciate  more  fully  the  labor  of  love  per- 
formed by  this  committee. 

l^^li^  Last  year  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  called 

BUILDING         *^  ^^  necessity  for  a  central  building.     Very 

little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year, 
but  the  project  should  not  be  further  delayed.  A  suitable  site 
owned  by  the  city  is  available  for  public  library  purposes, 
but  it  is  too  small.  The  year  1905  ought  to  see  a  strong  for- 
ward movement  toward  a  central  building.  The  building, 
which  need  not  be  as  elaborate  as  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  should  be  one  which  will  serve  as  a  storehouse  and 
a  reference  library  for  the  great  Borough  of  Brooklyn.  The 
branches  are  becoming  overcrowded,  and  we  need  a  central 
place  where  the  little-used  books  may  be  stored  and  yet  be  al- 
ways available.  Montague  will  not  serve  this  purpose,  because 
no  provision  has  been  made  there  for  more  than  the  normal 
growth  of  the  branch. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  using  the  Li-

brary  at  present  is  161,955;  53,396  having 
been  registered  during  the  year. 

During  1904,  2,095,114  volumes  were  taken  for  home  use 
from  the  22  branches,  including  the  Winthrop  Station  and 
traveling  libraries  department,  an  increase  of  480,677  volumes, 
or  29.7%  over  1903.

The  only  additional  branch  facilities  offered  to  the  people 
of  Brooklyn  during  1904  were  the  Pacific  Branch  and  Win- 
throp Station.  The  increase  in  circulation,  therefore,  is  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  activity  in  the  old  branches,  the  increased 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  the  Library,  and  the  gen- 
eral desire  for  additional  educational  advantages. 

In  spite  of  this  increased  circulation  of  nearly  a  half  mil- 
lion volumes,  the  Board  of  Estimate  made  no  additional  ap- 
propriation for  1905,  except  that  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the 
new  buildings. 

Where  new  Carnegie  buildings  take  the  place  of  old  ones 
there  is  bound  to  be  an  increase  in  circulation,  unless  it  be 
at  the   Bedford   Branch,  which  is  now   located  on   Bedford 
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Avenue,  the  main  artery  of  that  district,  and  which  will  be 
removed  to  a  little  quieter  street. 

Every  branch,  with  the  exception  of  Schermerhom, 
showed  an  increase  over  last  year.  The  percentage  of  fiction 
circulated  was  66.8%,  43.1%  adult,  23.7%  juvenile,  a  decrease 
of  1.2%. 

The  loss  of  books  numbered  3,381 ;  of  this  number  747 
were  charged  to  borrowers  and  not  returned.

PERIODICALS.         "^^3^993  volumes,  and  21,974  pamphlets,  of 

which  78,632  volumes  and  2,957  pamphlets 
were  added  during  the  year.  Of  the  number  added,  24,668  were 
new  titles.  Besides  the  volumes  added  to  the  branches  of  the 
Library,  there  are  in  the  storeroom  7,545  volumes  of  miscel- 
laneous books  not  assigned  to  any  branches,  and  2,700  govern- 
ment documents. 

During  the  year  11,958  books  were  worn  out  and  dis- 
carded. These  have  been  replaced  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year,  as  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Library  to  keep  standard 
as  well  as  the  new  books  on  the  shelves  at  all  times. 

The  Library  expended  during  the  year  $71,892.07  for  the 
purchase  of  books.  As  nearly  as  can  be  estimated,  the  average 
cost  per  volume  was  884-5  cents.  This  amount  includes 
$20,000  spent  for  books  purchased  for  the  Pacific  and  De  Kalb 
Branches  out  of  money  specially  appropriated  for  this  purpose 
by  the  Board  of  Estimate. 

The  basis  of  the  first  purchase  for  the  Pacific  and  De  Kalb 
Branches  was  the  American  Library  Association  list  prepared 
for  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  by  the  Committee  of 
Librarians. 

Among  the  more  important  additions  may  be  mentioned

Bryan's  Dictionary  of  Painters  and  Engravers  (new 
edition). 

Especially  important  additions  are  the  five  hundred 
volumes  of  English,  French  and  German  magazines  secured 
by  the  Chief  Librarian  while  abroad,  which  go  far  to  complete 
the  Library's  sets  of  these  periodicals. 

The  Library  subscribes  for  453  different  periodicals,  of 
which  number  315  are  to  be  found  in  the  reading  room  at  Mon- 
tague. 1,542  copies  are  required  to  supply  the  demand  for 
reading  room  purposes  and  420  for  circulation. 

With  the  exception  of  one  branch,  the  complaints  from 
readers  that  the  branches  do  not  contain  books  enough,  and 
that  the  new  books  do  not  reach  the  branches  soon  enough 
after  publication,  have  nearly  ceased,  and  in  place  of  them 
comes  another  from  the  Branch  Librarians,  namely :  that  books 
are  received  at  some  of  the  branches  in  larger  numbers  than 
can  be  expeditiously  and  properly  catalogued. 

The  one  exception  is  the  Montague  Branch  where  some 
readers  feel  that  every  new  book  should  be  ready  for  delivery 
within  a  fe>V  hours  of  publication. 

We  are  well  aware  that  criticism  of  this  kind  is  applicable 
to  every  library,  but  we  wish  to  show  that  the  Brooklyn  Pub- 
lic Library  is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  get  before  the  largest 
number  of  people  the  largest  number  of  books  in  the  quickest 
possible  time.  So  far  as  my  observation  and  investigation  go 
the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  gets  its  books  into  the  hands  of  the 
readers  with  as  little  delay  as  any  library  in  the  country.  Time 
is  required  to  check  up,  compare,  bill,  receive,  check  off,  cata- 
logue and  deliver  books  to  the  branches,  and  if  method  and 
system  prevail  it  is  impossible  to  deliver  books  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  the  time  they  are  published,  as  has  been  sug- 
gested by  some  of  the  readers  at  Montague.     In  every  large 
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and  well-organized  library  from  four  to  six  weeks  elapse  from 
the  time  a  book  is  first  seen  in  the  review  to  the  time  it  is 
ready  for  the  reader.  This  must  necessarily  be  the  result  when 
the  cataloguing  for  so  many  branches  is  done  at  the  same  time 
and  at  the  same  place.  It  is  a  saving  in  expense  to  catalogue 
all  the  copies  of  a  book  at  the  same  time,  and  not  have  the 
same  book  catalogued  at  half  a  dozen  or  twenty  different 
times  for  as  many  branches.  Favoritism  should  not  be  shown 
to  any  branch. 

When  the  present  librarian  first  took  charge  of  the  Bit)ok- 
lyn  Public  Library,  orders  for  books  were  sent  out  once  a 
month  for  the  eleven  branches  and  the  Traveling  Libraries 
Department.  Now,  orders  are  despatched  two  or  three  times 
a  week. 

The  Library  has  received  3,130  volumes,  270  unbound 

volumes,   3,819  pamphlets,   and   5,709  periodicals. 

Not  all  books  donated  to  the  Library  are  placed  on  the  shelves, 

for  some  are  found  to  be  unsuited  for  library  use,  but  all  gifts 

are  accepted,  and  as  many  as  possible  placed  before  readers. 

Among  the  important  gifts  of  the  year  may  be  mentioned 
40  art  books  from  Mr.  F.  S.  Benson,  including  twenty  volumes 
of  the  French  periodical,  "L'Art,*'  fortunately  being  the  vol- 
umes needed  in  the  Library  set;  and  the  miscellaneous  books 
donated  by  Mrs.  Charles  Hoyt,  Mr.  H.  P.  Journeay,  Mrs. 
Marshall,  Mr.  J.  L.  Morgan,  Mr.  Wm.  A.  White,  Mrs.  Flora 
de  Gogorza  and  Mr.  Harris  Felson. 

The  Canadian  Government  gave  the  Library  a  set  of 
Patent  Office  reports,  and  while  in  England  the  Chief  Libra- 
rian secured  a  set  of  the  English  Patent  Office  reports.

The  Brooklyn  Times,  as  in  former  years,  sent  a  bound 
volume. 
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The  present  system  of  sending  books  to  diflFerent 
binders  is  not  a  success,  as  the  lack  of  uniformity 
of  style  and  character  of  work  is  noticeable  and  undesirable. 
A  change  will  be  made  for  the  better  within  a  few  months. 

A  glance  at  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  this  Department  shows  how  rapid  has 
been  the  growth  along  this  particular  line. 
Since  the  removal  to  the  Montague  Branch  in  September,  over 
8,000  requests  have  come  from  the  diflFerent  branches,  65% 
of* which  were  filled  immediately.  The  appreciation  of  this  De- 
partment is  noted  at  the  diflFerent  branches  where  readers  are 
able  to  obtain  upon  request  any  book  from  any  branch  in  the 
system. 

The  great  value  of  a  library  to  a  community 
»Bi»j-ren  i  lo-ro  consists  in  the  availability  of  its  collec-

tions  to  readers.  The  enormous  increase 
in  the  output  of  books  during  recent  years  has  made  it  almost 
impossible  to  issue  an  up-to-date  printed  catalogue. 

The  best  that  can  be  done  is  to  prepare  from  time  to 
time  printed  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects.  A  beginning 
has  been  made  in  this  particular  during  the  year  by  Miss  Clara 
W.  Hunt,  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work,  who  has  pre- 
pared three  such  lists: 

'Books  for  Girls,"  of  which  20,000  copies  were  printed. 
'Bq^Jcs  Useful  to  Teachers,"    6,000  copies. 
'Books  for  Boys  and  Girls,"  15,000  copies. 

A  fourth  list  of  books  on  the  East  appeared  in  the  Eagle 
early  in  the  year,  and  6,000  copies  were  struck  oflF  for  library 
use. 

In  addition,  lists  on  various  timely  subjects  have  been 
prepared  at  the  diflFerent  branches,  such  as  the  following:

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In  this  connection  may  be  mentioned  the  purchase  of  500 
copies  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalogue  for  use  at  the  branches,  and 
for  sale  to  individuals.  This  list  consists  of  8,000  of  the  most 
suitable  books  for  a  public  library,  all  of  which  are  in  our  col- 
lection. It  is  based  upon  an  earlier  list  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  1893. 

On  May  17th  the  Trustees  voted  to  establish

quarters  could  be  secured.  Later  in  the 
year  the  Book  Committee  decided  that  it  would  be  possible*  to 
use  a  room  in  one  of  the  new  Carnegie  buildings  for  such 
purpose. 

The  Church  of  the  Messiah,  located  at  Greene  and  Cler- 
mont Avenues,  has  long  maintained  a  library  for  the  blind, 
and  it  has  been  understood  that  the  several  hundred  books  in 
their  collection  would  be  turned  over  to  the  Public  Library 
whenever  we  are  ready  to  establish  a  library  in  connection 
with  our  system.  Negotiations  which  are  under  way  for  the 
transfer  of  this  property  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Asa  Don  Dickinson,  a  member  of  the  Library  staflF 
who  was  designated  to  report  upon  this  work,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations : 

( 1 )  That  upon  the  establishment  of  the  Department  a  list 
be  obtained  of  the  397  blind  pensioners  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Charities  and  a  notice  sent  to  them  of  our  efforts  in 
their  behalf,  asking  them  at  the  same  time  if  they  are  readers, 
and  if  so,  of  what  type. 

(2)  That  after  the  accession  of  the  books  of  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  they  be  catalogued,  and  additions  made  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

(3)  That  efforts  be  made,  as  is  done  in  other  cities,  to 
obtain  from  the  transportation  companies  free  tickets  for 
blind  readers  to  and  from  the  Library. 

(4)  That  the  services  of  suitable  volunteer  readers  and 
guides  be  obtained.

of  the  Superintendent  of  Cataloguing. 
As  usual,  an  excellent  showing  is  made.    78,632  new  additions 
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were  catalogued,  an  average  of  19  books  per  day  to  each 
worker  in  the  Department.  Of  this  number,  as  shown  else- 
where, 24,688  were  separate  titles  not  previously  in  the  system, 
the  balance  were  duplicates.  17,756  volumes  were  sent  to  the 
Pacific  and  DeKalb  Branches. 

There  are  at  present  26  cataloguers  on  the  regular  force, 
and  6  temporary  workers  re-cataloguing  books  at  the  Monta- 
gue Branch.  This  work  is  progressing  rapidly,  19,741  volumes 
being  finished. 

The  card  catalogues  for  the  Ft.  Hamilton,  Williamsburgh, 
and  Bay  Ridge  Branches  were  completed  this  year.  The  only 
branches  in  the  system  not  having  a  complete  card  catalogue 
are  the  Montague  and  Schermerhom  Branches. 

The  Library  continues  to  obtain  from  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress the  printed  cards,  of  which  4,803  have  been  used  in  our 
branches.

THE  SCHOOLS  possible  With  the  schools  of  the  city, 

the  Library  placed  in  each  of  its 
branches  a  set  of  books  to  be  known  as  the  "Teachers'  Refer- 
ence Collection."  The  list  was  compiled  from  the  recommen- 
dations of  Brooklyn  school  teachers,  with  careful  reference 
to  the  Course  of  Study.  Books  from  which  information  can 
be  obtained  quickly  and  in  concise  form  were  chosen,  rather 
than  those  containing  exhaustive  treatises. 

The  collection  is  intended  for  use  at  the  library  buildings, 
not  for  circulation,  in  order  that  the  books  may  always  be 
found  on  the  shelves  when  needed.  Circulating  copies  of  all 
these  books  have  also  been  purchased  for  the  branches.  Other 
titles  will  be  added  to  the  collection,  and  suggestions  from 
teachers  will  be  gladly  received  at  any  time. 

This  year  the  co-operation  between  the  Bureau  of  Free 
Lectures  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Library  has 
been  closer  than  ever  before.  This  was  made  possible  through 
the  hearty  assistance  of  the  Supervisor,  Dr.  Henry  M.  Leip- 
ziger.  He  sent  the  Library  in  the  summer  the  list  of  lectures 
to  be  given  during  the  winter,  together  with  the  lecture  centers 
and  the  books  recommended  for  reading  in  connection  with 


28 

the  various  courses;  and  printed  on  the  circulars  distributed 
at  the  lectures  the  address  of  the  branch  nearest  the  lecture 
center.  On  its  part  the  Library  supplied  books  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  courses. 

The  Reference  Librarian  makes  the  following  report  on 
this  work: 

"The  Branch  Librarians  brought  together  and  prom- 
inently shelved  selections  of  books  upon  the  lectures,  each 
branch  giving  attention  to  the  lectures  given  in  its  vicinity. 
During  the  three  months,  October,  November,  and  December, 
selections  were  thus  made  for  all  the  428  lectures  delivered 
in  the  32  centers  in  Brooklyn.  The  resources  of  the  entire 
system  were  drawn  upon  for  these  collections,  a  branch  not 
having  enough  books  upon  a  certain  subject,  being  supplied 
from  the  other  branches.  The  Library  also  provided  from 
five  to  ten  copies  of  the  books  recommended  on  the  back  of  the 
lecture  programs.  Some  of  these  being  of  an  elementary 
nature,  did  not  circulate  as  much  as  the  books  selected  bv  the 
Branch  Librarians.  From  the  books  thus  brought  together 
there  was  a  total  circulation  of  2,348  volumes. 

"For  some  of  the  lecture  courses  of  the  Brooklyn  Institute, 
collections  of  books  have  been  made  and  with  the  better  facil- 
ities this  coming  year  at  the  Montague  Branch  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  do  more  in  co-operation  with  this  unique  and  valuable 
educational  force." 

The  Brooklyn  Public  Library  has  on  the  pay  roll 
205  persons,  including  the  temporary  cataloguers, 
an  increase  of  32  names  over  last  year.  The  most  important 
addition  to  the  force  was  a  Reference  Librarian,  with  head- 
quarters at  the  Montague  Branch,  and  having  general  charge 
of  the  reference  collections  of  the  several  branches.  The 
special  committee  having  charge  of  the  selection  of  a  suitable 
incumbent,  after  careful  investigation,  offered  the  position  to 
Mr.  Walter  B.  Briggs,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  reading 
room  of  Harvard  University  Library.  Mr.  Briggs  accepted 
the  position  and  entered  upon  his  duties  on  September  ist. 

Altogether  there  were  14  resignations  from  the  staflF, 
exclusive  of  janitors  and  messengers,  on  account  of  ill-health 
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or  better  oflFers.  The  demand  for  library  workers  is  so  much 
greater  than  the  supply  that  even  at  the  good  salaries  which 
we  pay  we  cannot  keep  people  here,  and  it  is  hard  to  obtain 
assistants  from  other  libraries. 

The  Chief  Librarian  wishes  to  congratulate  the  members 
of  the  staff  upon  the  excellence  of  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  year,  and  particularly  the  Assistant  Librarian  and 
Superintendents  who  had  general  charge  of  the  work  of  the 
system  during  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Librarian  in  Europe. 
He  cannot  conmiend  too  highly  to  the  Board  the  splendid  ser- 
vices rendered  by  all  the  employees.  The  esprit  de  corps  is 
more  marked  each  year,  and  the  loyalty  and  faithfulness  of 
the  force  may  be  counted  upon  at  all  times. 

With  the  <^>ening  of  the  Carnegie  building^  preference 
in  transfers  was  given  to  the  Branch  Librarians  and  assist- 
ants who  had  been  longest  in  the  employ  of  the  Library  and 
whose  work  deserved  recognition,  thus  proving  in  a  practical 
way  the  virtue  of  the  merit  system. 

The  Scheme  of  Library  Service  which  was  adopted  for- 
mally by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  September  has  been  on 
trial  for  a  year.  Without  question  it  is  the  most  complete  of 
any  in  operation.  In  our  library  it  has  been  entirely  satisfac- 
tory. The  assistants  know  just  what  to  expect  and  all  realize 
that  there  can  be  no  promotion  without  study  and  practical 
improvement  in  routine  work. 

The  effect  upon  the  staff  is  best  shown  by  two  examina- 
tions held  for  the  second  grade.  At  the  first  one  held  in 
October,  1903,  45  candidates  presented  themselves  for  exam- 
ination. Of  this  number  only  14  passed.  This  year  there 
were  22  candidates,  of  whom  8  successfully  stood  the  test. 

In  its  printed  form  the  Scheme  answers  questions  which 
would  otherwise  require  the  time  and  attention  of  one  of  the 
Superintendents. 

SALARIES      ^^^  salary  account  of  a  Library  always  appears 

at  the  first  glance  to  be  out  of  proportion 
to  the  amount  spent  for  books,  heating,  lighting,  or  supplies, 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  more  business  a  Library 
does  the  greater  the  expense.    Unlike  dealers  in  merchandise. 
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there  is  no  income  from  sales ;  it  is  all  outgo.  Library  profits 
must  be  considered  from  an  educational  rather  than  a  financial 
point  of  view.  The  more  branches  that  are  opened  and  the 
more  books  purchased,  the  more  people  are  required  to  cata- 
logue the  same;  and  unless  books  are  properly  catalogued  to 
show  ownership  and  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  readers,  the  library 
fails  in  an  important  function.  At  best  no  more  than  20  books 
can  be  catalogued  by  an  individual  in  a  day,  and  when  it  is 
appreciated  that  our  accessions  have  averaged  nearly  55,000 
a  year  for  the  last  three  years,  it  will  be  seen  how  large  a  force 
of  cataloguers  is  required.  Comparing  the  work  of  this 
Library  with  other  large  libraries,  including  the  Congressional, 
the  Brooklyn  Library  makes  a  splendid  showing. 

The  Library  of  Congress  during  the  year  has  expended 
$588,366.49.  Of  this  sum  $305,000  was  used  for  salaries,  $79,- 
000  for  new  books,  $75,000  for  care  and  maintenance,  $45,000 
for  furniture,  and  $40,000  for  fuel  and  lights. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  for 
1905  is  $286,888,  which  is  $38,370  more  than  for  1904.  This 
extra  amount  the  Comptroller  has  told  us  is  intended  for  the 
new  branches  which  are  known  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
the  coming  year,  as  follows:  Pacific,  De  Kalb,  Greenpoint, 
Bedford,  Williamsburgh,  and  Carroll  Park.

by  trammg  classes  from  Pratt  Institute, 
Drexel  Institute,  and  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  has 
received  numerous  visits  from  individual  librarians  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  from  several  foreigners  who  attended  the 
international  meeting  of  librarians  at  St.  Louis.  Among  those 
whose  names  might  be  mentioned  are  Dr.  Axsel  Andersson, 
University  Library,  Uppsala,  Sweden;  Dr.  R.  Pietschmann, 
Universitats-Bibliothek,  Gottingen,  Germany;  Mr.  L.  Stanley 
Jast,  Public  Library,  Croydon,  England;  Mr.  H.  Nyhuus,  Det 
Deichmanske  Bibliothek,  Christiania,  Norway. 

The  Librarian  attended  the  library  meetings  at  Atlantic 
City,  Lake  Placid,  and  the  International  Conference  at  St 
Louis.     He  also  visited  Europe.     His  trip  abroad  extended 
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over  70  days,  during  which  he  visited  62  libraries  and  53 
bookstores. 

The  advantages  of  the  trip  came  from  a  renewal  of  old 
friendships,  a  closer  acquaintance  with  colleagues  abroad,  the 
comparison  of  library  systeftis,  and  the  opportunity  of  purchas- 
ing books  for  the  Library. 

Briefly  stated,  some  of  the  noticeable  things  which  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  the  Librarian  were: 

1.  Libraries  in  Europe  have  smaller  appropriations  than 
in  America. 

2.  The  library  movement  is  gaining  ground  in  Germany 
and  Switzerland,  but  there  seems  to  be  little  progress  in 
France. 

3.  In  Germany  the  public  libraries  are  intended  for  poor 
people. 

4.  In  England  there  is  less  co-operation  among  librarians 
than  in  America. 

5.  The  best  public  libraries  of  Great  Britain  are  quite  as 
good  as  our  best.  This  is  particularly  true  of  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Birmingham  and  some  of  the  libraries  in  London. 

6.  All  the  public  libraries  of  Great  Britain  have  a  central 
building. 

7.  American  libraries  make  better  provision  for  children 
than  do  foreign  libraries. 

In  closing,  the  Librarian  wishes  to  express  his  gratitude 
for  the  help  and  encouragement  which  have  been  pven  him 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library,  and  particularly  by  the  Chair- 
men of  the  several  committees.

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REPORT  ON  APPRENTICE  CLASS. 
To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

There  has  been  but  one  Apprentice  Class  during  1904,  the 
entrance  examination  for  which  was  held  on  February  9,  the 
class  being  organized  the  first  of  March.  Over  125  people 
were  notified  of  the  examination,  62  of  whom  took  the  test. 
Of  this  number  25  passed ;  2  of  the  successful  candidates  living 
at  a  distance  and  i  resident  of  New  York  decided  not  to  enter 
the  class;  3  left  early  in  the  course  on  account  of  ill-healtfi; 
2  were  dropped  after  three  months'  trial  as  tmfitted  for  library 
work.  Of  the  remaining  17  who  completed  the  course,  3  were 
placed  on  the  substitute  list,  i  on  the  eligible  list  for  the  Cat- 
aloguing Department,  1  is  not  able  to  accept  a  position  at 
present,  and  the  remaining  12  have  received  appointments  to 
positions  in  the  library. 

When  the  recommendation  made  a  year  ago  that  there 
be  only  one  apprentice  class  a  year  was  acted  upon  as  an  ex- 
periment in  1904,  it  was  expected  that  the  library  would  gain 
a  large  class  (which  is  as  easily  trained  as  a  small  one),  and 
that  the  resulting  eligible  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  would 
be  as  long  as  though  we  had  had  the  work  and  expense  in- 
volved in  starting  and  training  two  or  three  classes  during  the 
year.  The  figures  g^ven  above  show  that  events  have  not 
justified  our  expectations.  It  has  been  my  personal  obser- 
vation while  acting  this  year  as  Superintendent  of  Appren- 
tices, that  we  have  lost  for  the  next  class  some  most  desirable 
candidates  who  last  summer  and  fall  were  making  inquiries 
regarding  our  apprentice  course,  and  who  could  not  afford  to 
wait  for  a  class  which  was  not  to  be  organized  until  March, 
1905.  I  think  that  while  we  must  not  in  the  least  lower  our 
high  standard  of  admission,  it  ought  to  be  possible  for  us  to 
make  entrance  to  our  apprentice  course  more  elastic  in  point 
of  the  Hme  when  a  candidate  may  begin  and  complete  the 
course.  In  the  first  place  I  think  that  we  need  to  have  two 
classes  every  year,  there  being  then  one  class  taking  some  part 
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of  its  course  all  the  year  round.  Further,  even  though  we 
hold  the  entrance  examinations  only  twice  a  year,  I  do  not 
see  why  it  should  not  be  possible  occasionally  to  admit  a  highly 
desirable  candidate — say  a  college  graduate,  a  person  havins^ 
valuable  experience  as  a  school  teacher,  for  example — ^at  othci* 
times  than  directly  following  an  examination.  Suppose  we 
allowed  such  a  person  to  do  three  months  of  the  apprentice 
work  before  the  entrance  examinations  were  to  be  held,  com- 
pleting the  course  after  passing  the  examinations.  This  would 
mean  such  an  economy  of  time  to  some  candidates  that  we 
might  be  able  to  secure  those  of  the  very  best  qualifications. 
The  person  whose  time  is  worth  much  to  her,  who  is  able  to 
secure  a  position  elsewhere  without  any  trouble  if  we  cannot 
use  her,  is  apt  to  be  the  sort  of  person  we  could  use  to  good 
advantage. 

The  only  change  in  the  conduct  of  the  apprentice  class 
this  year,  was  the  inauguration  of  the  plan  of  giving  three 
weeks'  theoretical  instruction  at  headquarters  before  sending 
apprentices  to  the  branches  for  practice  work.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan  made  a  valu- 
able feature  of  the  course.  The  large  store-room  at  Fulton 
Street  was  used  as  a  class-room.  Each  student  was  supplied 
with  the  tools  necessar}'  for  her  instruction  in  classification, 
cataloguing,  shelf-listing,  etc.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Cataloguing  Department  gave  the  course  in  those  subjects, 
and  the  greater  part  of  each  day  waa  devoted  to  practice  work 
along  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  instructor.  Each  afternoon 
the  students  listened  to  talks  by  various  members  of  the  library 
staff.  Each  of  the  heads  of  departments  explained  the  work 
of  his  or  her  department  and  its  relation  to  the  whole,  several 
of  the  branch  librarians  spoke  on  interesting  problems  con- 
nected with  their  work,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Administration  Committee,  and  the  Chief 
Librarian  also  gave  talks  to  the  class.  The  students  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  New  York  Library  Club  one  afternoon,  were 
given  two  afternoons  off  for  visiting  progressive  libraries  in 
New  York  and  New  Jersey,  and  just  before  being  sent  to  the 
branches  for  practice  work  were  invited  to  meet  the  branch 
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librarians*  for  a  pleasant  evening  at  headquarters.  They  con- 
tinued to  come  for  their  theoretical  instruction  one  day  a  week 
through  the  remaining  six  months,  but  the  main  thing  accom- 
plished in  the  preliminary  three  weeks  was  the  giving  to  the 
class  some  idea  of  the  breadth  and  dignity  of  library  work, 
some  knowledge  of  our  system  as  a  whole,  and  a  great  deal  of 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  and  of  loyalty  to  this  particular 
library.  The  branch  librarians  have  spoken  heartily  of  the 
value  of  the  three  weeks  as  shown  in  the  students'  spirit  in 
taking  up  their  work  at  the  branches,  and  I  feel  that  it  will 
always  be  an  indispensable  feature  of  the  course  if  we  expect 
to  get  the  highest  quality  of  service  from  our  apprentices.

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  finest  thing  which  this  department  has  to  notice  un- 
fortunately cannot  be  enlarged  upon  in  detail  in  a  formal  re- 
port intended  for  public  reading,  yet  I  cannot  pass  it  over 
without  mention.  In  any  work,  the  spirit  which  animates  its 
workers  is  the  essential  thing  to  consider  in  questioning  what 
will  contribute  to  its  highest  success,  and  this  is  especially 
true  in  a  work  which  means  personal  contact  with  hundreds 
of  boys  and  girls  who  come  to  our  libraries  for  the  books  which 
are  to  be  largely  instrumental  in  shaping  their  ideals  and  in- 
fluencing their  characters.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
spirit  which  our  branch  librarians  and  children's  librarians  and 
many  of  the  general  staff  put  into  this  work  with  the  children. 
Th  public  library  is  not  a  benevolent  institution.  It  belongs 
to  the  people  and  is  supported  by  the  people.  The  library 
workers  are  public  servants  whose  duty  it  is  to  place  the  books 
into  the  hands  of  the  people  who  pay  for  them.  Yet,  just  as 
many  of  the  noble  men  and  women  among  our  public  school 
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teachers  give  infinitely  more  of  themselves  than  any  salary  can 
pay  for,  so  have  our  staff  a  higher  conception  of  their  duties 
than  that  mere  handing  out  books  ends  their  responsibility.  It 
would  be  a  pleasure  to  name  instance  after  instance  that  come 
to  my  attention,  showing  how  our  people  are  looked  upon  by 
the  children  as  their  best  friends,  helpers  and  counsellors.  The 
friendly  feeling  is  not  confined  to  talking  over  the  books,  but 
goes  close  to  the  lives  of  the  children  in  all  sorts  of  ways  and 
often  means  real,  personal  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  our  devoted 
staff. 

The  meetings  of  the  children's  librarians  have  been  held 
every  fortnight  except  during  the  summer  months,  the  dis- 
cussions proving  helpful  and  inspiring  to  all  as  they  return  to 
their  daily  work.  We  represent  libraries  of  many  different 
types,  yet  all  belong  to  one  great  system.  We  thus  have  the 
advantage  of  comparing  widely  differing  ideas  and  there  is  a 
pleasant  but  lively  spirit  of  rivalry  between  the  workers  at 
different  branches,  along  with  mutual  pride  in  each  others' 
success.  Our  topics  cover  every  possible  problem  that  may 
come  up  in  the  children's  rooms,  for  example,  the  selection  of 
books,  the  most  tactful  and  effective  methods  of  guiding  the 
children's  reading,  problems  of  discipline — such  as  training 
the  children  to  take  better  care  of  the  books,  to  form  habits  of 
good  library  order — the  question  of  room  decoration  and  fur- 
nishing, etc.  This  winter  one  meeting  a  month  is  to  be  con- 
ducted by  some  member  of  the  class  who  chooses  her  subject, 
finds  a  speaker  outside  our  library,  arranges  for  discussion  andr 
leads  the  meeting.  Two  of  these  meetings  have  already  been 
held,  and  they  have  proved  exceedingly  helpful  and  stimu- 
lating. 

The  Children's  Department  aiming  to  be  a  "nursery  of 
good  citizenship,"  its  material  equipment  to  that  end  being 
the  books  provided  by  the  city,  it  is  of  particular  interest  to 
inquire  what  has  been  done  in  1904  to  make  our  equipment 
effective.  We  have  been  working  along  two  lines.  First,  we 
have  tried  steadily  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  reading  done 
by  our  children  by  eliminating  the  books  of  mediocre  merit, 
and  second,  we  have  endeavored  to  increase  the  use  of  the 
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books  by  making  the  children's  rooms  better  known  and 
more  attractive.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  to  our  city 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  set  such  a  high  standard  in  the 
purchase  of  children's  books.  We  have  printed  a  **List  of 
books  for  boys  and  girls  approved  by  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  for  use  in  its  children's  rooms,"  which  represents  a 
standard  of  selection  of  juvenile  bodes  as  high,  perhaps,  as  is 
expedient  in  a  public  circulating  library.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  we  are  buying  better  and  better  books,  we  are  not 
losing  in  popularity,  as  is  often  prophesied,  by  eliminating  the 
weak  and  sensational  stuff  sometimes  demanded  by  children 
when  they  first  come  to  the  library.  Our  total  juvenile  cir- 
culation for  1904  was  711,238,  or  33%  of  the  whole  circulation 
of  the  library.  It  is  impossible  to  compare  this  total  with  that 
of  last  year,  as  we  began  to  keep  separate  juvenile  statistics 
only  in  April  of  1903.  A  comparison  of  the  figures  for  the 
months  from  April  through  December  in  1903  and  1904  shows 
an  average  monthly  increase  of  14,735  i"  1904.  These  figures 
bear  out  our  belief  that  under  tactful  guidance  there  may 
be  a  steady  advance  in  both  quality  and  quantity  at  the  same 
time  in  the  children's  room.  The  generous  supply  of  books 
alloted  to  this  department  by  the  Board  deserves  mention.  I 
do  not  see  how  any  library  can  be  more  liberally  treated  in  this 
essential  than  is  our  Children's  Department. 

The  publication  of  three  pamphlets  containing  lists  of 
books  for  different  classes  of  people,  has  proved  a  successful 
thing.  The  list  above  referred  to,  containing  about  1,300  titles 
of  "juveniles,"  classified  by  subject  with  an  indication  of  grade 
of  excellence  and  age  to  which  adapted,  is  being  very  favor- 
ably received  by  teachers,  parents  and  children,  and  other 
librarians.  The  lists  of  ** Books  useful  to  teachers,"  and  "Books 
that  girls  like,"  are  in  constant  demand. 

We  have  this  year  opened  the  first  of  our  Carnegie  chil- 
dren's rooms,  at  Pacific  Branch.  W^e  are  told  by  our  many 
visitors  from  widely  different  parts  of  the  country,  that  this 
is  the  most  beautiful  children's  room  in  the  United  States,  and 
we  believe  it  is  true.  Its  size  and  beautiful  shape,  with  the 
great  fire-place  at  the  heart  of  the  semi-circular  side  of  the 
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room,  the  low  windows  and  book  cases,  high  leather-backed 
settles  and  visitors'  seat,  the  abundance  of  light,  all  make  this 
a  most  inviting  part  of  the  library.  Its  popularity  as  indi- 
cated by  the  large  circulation  of  the  new  books,  shows  what 
the  children  think  of  it. 

We  have  held  a  promotion  and  an  entrance  examination 
for  the  staff  of  this  department,  resulting  in  an  eligible  list 
very  small,  in  view  of  our  prospective  new  branches.  We  have 
also  suffered  the  loss  by  ill-health  of  two  of  our  best  children's 
librarians.  Our  most  serious  problem  for  1905  is,  therefore, 
the  obtaining  of  children's  librarians  up  to  the  high  standard 
we  mean  to  insist  upon.  Our  problem  is  common  to  all  libra- 
ries having  a  children's  department  to  develop.  This  special 
branch  of  the  profession  seems  to  be  so  little  known  among 
young  women  of  the  calibre  demanded  by  the  importance  of  the 
work,  that  the  only  Training  School  for  Children's  Librarians 
(that  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.),  rigidly  keeping  up  its  high  require- 
ments, graduates  very  small  classes,  and  the  graduates  receive 
appointments  to  positions  usually  before  they  receive  their 
diplomas.  Those  with  the  qualities  needed  are  the  sort  that 
become  successful  school  teachers,  and  we  librarians  hope  that, 
as  this  work,  with  its  many  delightful  features  and  its  freedom 
from  most  of  the  nerve  strain  of  school  teaching,  becomes 
better  known,  the  profession  of  children's  librarianship  will 
attract  young  women  of  the  finest  type  to  administer  the  chil- 
dren's rooms  which  are  dotting  the  country. 

The  friendly  co-operation  between  library  and  schools 
has  been  goiiig  on  quietly  and  has  been  gaining  steadily  every 
month.  Another  year  will  see  the  result  of  some  of  this  quiet 
work  in  the  increased  class-room  use  of  the  libraries.  Manv 
of  our  branches  now  very  much  cramped  for  room  will  be 
housed  in  their  new  buildings  with  every  facility  for  taking 
care  of  large  numbers  at  a  time  in  separate  rooms.  The  lack 
of  this  possibility  has  been  very  much  felt  in  the  past. 

While  a  report  of  this  department  can  never  express  in 
figures  the  result  of  its  work,  I  am  positive  that  a  careful  in- 
vestigation of  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the   workers 
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with  the  children  at  our  branches  would  convince  any  interest- 
ed observer  that  some  of  the  most  telling  work  for  the  general 
good  of  the  community  and  for  the  future  success  of  the 
library,  has  been  done  this  year  by  the  children's  librarians. 
With  the  continued  cordial  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
with  the  prospect  in  our  new  buildings  of  greatly  increased 
space,  with  no  diminution  of  book  supply,  and  with  an  in- 
creased force  of  enthusiastic,  trained  workers,  the  Children's 
Department  ought  to,  and  will,  make  a  fine  record  in  the 
coming  year.

BCX)K  ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

With  a  feeHng  of  gratification  and  satisfaction,  which  I 
trust  is  pardonable,  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  plan,  but  so  often  plans  must  be  set  aside, 
work  be  delayed  and  interrupted,  that  a  survey  of  the  year's 
work  leaves  one  discouraged  and  disheartened. 

During  the  year  just  past,  however,  we  have  been  able  to 
accomplish  much  that  we  had  planned,  and  at  its  close  this 
department  is  in  a  position  to  give  the  branches  better  service 
than  ever  before. 

63,207  volumes  have  been  ordered  through  the  regular 
agents  of  the  Library,  5,737  volumes  purchased  at  special  sales 
for  our  stock  room  at  Fulton  Street,  and  about  7.000  volumes 
procured  at  auction,  making  a  total  of  76,044  volumes  pur- 
chased during  the  year. 

The  Library  has  received  as  gifts  3,842  volumes,  195  un- 
bound volumes,  2,762  pamphlets.  3,569  periodicals,  19  atlases, 
75  pieces  of  sheet  music  and  5  maps.  These  have  been  record- 
ed, acknowledged  and  distributed  by  this  department. 

During  the  past  summer,  owing  to  the  extra  work  of 
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preparing  for  the  opening  of  new  branches,  the  branch  libra- 
rians submitted  only  orders  for  books  which  were  specially 
needed,  in  place  of  sending  in  the  allotted  number  of  recom- 
mendations each  month. 

This  respite  from  the  regular  routine  work  gave  the  Book 
Order  Department  time  to  catch  up  with  the  odds  and  ends 
which  during  the  busy  winter  had  fallen  behind,  and  to  clear 
away  much  that  we  had  been  compelled  with  the  stress  of 
more  important  work  to  lay  aside  for  a  more  convenient  season. 

The  Cataloguing  Department  was  also  enabled  to  cata- 
logue most  of  the  books  upon  its  shelves,  so  that  since  the  first 
of  October  it  has  been  able  to  send  books  to  the  branches 
almost  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the  publishers. 

The  Book  Order  Department  has  long  felt  that  by  pur- 
chasing books  faster  than  we  can  hope  to  have  them  catalogued 
we  gain  nothing  in  the  end,  and  it  has  been  our  constant  en- 
deavor to  so  regulate  the  placing  of  the  orders  that  we  can  sup- 
ply the  books  needed  at  the  branches  within  the  shortest  possi- 
ble time  after  the  receipt  of  the  request.  We  realize  that  the  de- 
mand for  specific  books  will  not  be  satisfied  by  the  receipt  of 
any  other  books  no  matter  how  good  they  may  be,  and  that 
it  is  as  important  that  books  so  constantly  in  demand  that  they 
are  worn  out  by  continued  use  shall  be  replaced  as  that  the 
latest  products  of  the  press  shall  be  added  to  our  branches. 

A  branch  library  system  presents  problems  which  none 
but  those  who  have  had  a  similar  experience  can  appreciate. 
It  is  an  easy  matter  for  an  independent  library  purchasing 
possibly  a  thousand  volumes  a  month  to  select  from  that  num- 
ber those  which  shall  be  rushed  through  the  cataloguing  de- 
partment for  a  special  reason;  but  when  six  or  eight  large 
cases  are  delivered  in  a  single  day  from  one  dealer  it  is  im- 
possible to  tell  which  case  contains  the  most  important  books. 
When  the  receiving  room  is  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the 
system,  as  unfortunately  is  the  case  in  this  Library,  serious 
delay  in  the  unpacking  and  checking  off  of  books  is  inevitable. 

We  are  constantly  on  the  alert  for  any  means  of  shorten- 
ing the  time  it  takes  to  place  books  in  the  hands  of  the  borrow- 
er.  To  accomplish  this,  certain  rules  and  methods  of  procedure 
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are  indispensable  that  the  work  may  be  done  systematically, 
and  that  borrowers  at  all  our  branches  may  have  equal  ad- 
vantages. To  make  exceptions  to  the  rules  to  give  one  branch 
special  privileges  would  mean  to  delay  the  books  ordered  for 
other  branches. 

The  chief  item  of  interest  in  the  work  of  this  department 
during  the  year  was  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  two  new 
Carnegie  Branches  which  it  was  expected  would  open  in  the 
fall. 

That  no  time  might  be  lost  in  procuring  the  books  after 
the  Board  of  Estimate  should  decide  upon  the  appropriation 
to  be  made  for  this  purpose,  the  Book  Order  Department  began 
to  make  preparations  in  April. 

To  simplify  the  work,  both  in  this  and  in  the  Cataloguing 
Department,  it  was  decided  to  make  the  original  collection  the 
same  at  both  branches.  As  many  of  our  branches  had  been 
compelled,  for  various  reasons,  to  open  with  collections  of 
books  which  were  not  only  too  small  for  the  needs  of  the 
locality,  but  in  addition  were  decidedly  weak  in  many  import- 
ant classes,  w^e  determined  that  too  much  time  and  thought 
could  not  be  g^ven  to  the  selection  of  books  for  these  new 
branches. 

A  set  of  the  proof  sheets  of  the  new  edition  of  the  A.  L.  A. 
Catalogue,  then  in  preparation,  was  procured  through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Librarian  of  Congress.  From  this  list  were  select- 
ed such  books  as  were  desirable  for  a  branch  librarv,  about 
5,000  titles  in  all,  and  a  number  of  titles,  principally  in  fiction, 
were  added  to  the  list.  The  list  of  juvenile  books  for  these 
branches  was  made  up  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department. 

Order  slips  were  prepared  in  advance  so  that  as  soon  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  books  we 
were  able  to  send  out  the  order.  The  Board  took  this  action 
on  June  8th,  and  the  first  order  was  placed  on  June  loth.  The 
first  cases  of  books  were  received  June  i6th.  During  June  and 
July  7,580  order  slips  calling  for  16,123  books  for  the  above 
branches  were  sent  to  the  publishers.  In  addition  690  volumes 
were  assigned  from  stock. 
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A  force  of  temporary  cataloguers  was  engaged  to  begin 
work  on  June  15th.  The  books  were  supplied  as  promptly  as 
we  could  expect,  but  this  experience  has  taught  us  that  if 
possible  the  Book  Order  Department  should  be  given  at  least 
two  weeks  in  which  to  place  the  orders  before  the  cataloguers 
and  pasters  begin  work,  so  that  there  may  be  enough  books  on 
hand  at  the  start  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  their  getting  out 
of  work. 

The  plan  of  ordering  the  same  books  for  both  branches, 
as  far  as  the  ordering  and  cataloguing  of  the  books  was  con- 
cerned, proved  a  very  wise  one;  and  as  the  books  were  care- 
fully selected,  we  feel  sure  these  two  branches  will  open  with 
well-balanced  collections  of  really  live  books  which  will  form 
an  excellent  nucleus  for  their  future  collections.  In  consider- 
ation of  the  fact  that  we  were  obliged  to  purchase  many  refer- 
ence and  expensive  books  at  the  regular  prices  instead  of  taking 
advantage  of  special  opportunities  to  procure  them  at  reduced 
rates  in  order  to  get  them  in  time,  the  cost  of  the  books  for 
these  branches,  an  average  of  $1.20  per  volume,  is  certainly 
not  high.  Our  orders  also  included  nearly  a  thousand  books 
in  the  Chivers'  binding  which  were  of  course  more  expensive 
than  books  less  well  bound  would  have  been. 

The  DeKalb  Branch  has  not  yet  been  opened  to  the  public, 
but  our  experience  at  the  Pacific  Branch  has  led  us  to  feel  that 
a  Carnegie  Branch  needs  at  the  outset  a  larger  proportion  of 
fiction  and  juveniles  than  were  supplied  to  that  branch.  Of 
the  8,496  volumes  with  which  the  Pacific  Branch  opened,  2,274 
were  fiction,  and  about  1,250  juveniles.  The  shelves  in  these 
two  departments  have  frequently  been  literally  empty  and  the 
wear  and  tear  on  the  books  from  constant  use  has  been  severe. 
What  is  needed  is  not  so  much  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
titles  as  a  more  generous  supply  of  duplicates  of  the  best. 

To  meet  the  demand  in  these  two  classes  we  have  assigned 
books  from  stock  and  made  special  purchases.  During  No- 
vember and  December  609  volumes  of  fiction  and  300  children's 
books  have  been  added  to  this  branch. 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  open  a  new  branch  with  a  col- 
lection of  new  and  attractive  books  upon  its  shelves,  and  we 
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are  glad  that  so  many  of  the  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Pacific  Branch  visited  the  Branch  on  the  day  of  opening  before 
any  book  had  been  taken  from  the  shelves. 

First  impressions  are  apt  to  be  strong  ones,  and  we  are 
anxious  that  the  collections  at  each  Carnegie  branch  which  is 
opened  to  the  public  may  be  made  as  attractive  as  possible  by 
the  addition  of  new  copies  of  the  popular  books  and  books  new 
to  the  branch  collection.  In  the  assignment  of  books  pur- 
chased, the  increased  needs  which  a  branch  will  be  sure  to  feel 
in  its  new  quarters  are  kept  constantly  in  mind. 

For  the  branches  which  will  have  new  buildings  early  in 
the  year — Bedford  and  Williamsburgh — special  orders  have 
been  placed  and  a  great  many  books  have  been  added  to  their 
collections  from  stock  that  they  may  be  prepared  for  the  larger 
circulation  which  will  be  sure  to  follow  the  opening  of  the  new 
buildings. 

We  have  also  begun  to  purchase  books  for  the  Greenpoint 
Branch,  which  will,  like  the  Pacific  and  DeKalb  Branches,  be 
entirely  new,  and  about  1,300  volumes  have  been  ordered  for 
the  new  children's  room  shortly  to  be  opened  at  the  Montague 
Branch. 

The  adoption  of  the  new  course  of  study  in  the  public 
schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  school  year  led  to  an  in- 
creased use  of  the  Library  by  teachers.  To  meet  this  new  de- 
mand a  special  collection  to  be  known  as  the  teachers'  refer- 
ence collection  consisting  of  183  titles,  was  placed  in  each 
branch  early  in  the  year.  These  books  were  selected  largely 
from  lists  submitted  by  the  teachers  themselves.  In  September 
this  list  was  printed  under  the  title  "Books  useful  to  teachers." 
In  addition  to  the  copy  in  the  reference  collection  at  least  one 
copy  of  each  book  on  the  list  was  purchased  for  the  circulating 
department  of  each  branch. 

During  the  year  a  list  of  the  periodicals  taken  at  the  dif- 
ferent branches  was  prepared,  showing  in  addition  the  bound 
volumes  to  be  found  at  each  branch,  (except  Montague)  and 
which  periodicals  are  being  bound  as  the  current  volumes  are 
completed.  The  number  of  times  we  have  had  occasion  to 
refer  to  this  record,  and  its  usefulness  in  assigning  volumes 
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of  periodicals  which  are  received  as  gifts  or  by  purchase  has 
justified  the  time  spent  upon  its  preparation.  The  record  of 
the  bound  volumes  at  Montague  was  omitted  because  so  many 
of  their  sets  of  periodicals  are  complete  to  date  that  it  was 
found  to  be  a  simpler  matter  to  keep  a  list  of  the  volumes 
missing  from  the  sets  at  that  branch. 

The  compilation  of  the  annual  order  for  periodicals  for 
so  many  branches  is  always  a  tedious  piece  of  work.  This 
year  it  was  greatly  simplified  by  the  adoption  of  a  new  form 
of  order  blank  and  by  a  change  in  the  method  of  billing  the 
periodicals  so.  that  it  will  be  much  easier  for  us  to  compare  and 
check  the  bills. 

The  staff  meeting  held  in  November  was  devoted  to  the 
discussion  of  the  problems  confronting  this  department  To 
bring  these  matters  properly  before  the  meeting  a  circular  let- 
ter containing  several  questions  in  relation  to  the  ordering  and 
supplying  of  books  to  the  branches  w^as  sent  to  each  branch 
librarian  before  the  meeting.  The  replies  received  were  tabu- 
lated and  presented  to  the  staff  for  discussion.  The  conference 
proved  helpful  and  suggestive.

CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Cataloguing 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1904.  Unless 
the  dry  bones  of  statistics  that  must  of  necessity  constitute  the 
skeleton  of  such  a  report  be  clothed  in  the  flesh  of  understand- 
ing, the  report,  aside  from  its  perfunctory  being,  is  valueless, 
and  it  becomes  necessary  to  point  the  moral  of  the  figures  here- 
in contained,  lest  the  truth  be  lost  in  the  snare  of  open-faced 
figures  that  "do  not  lie.'' 

In  a  library  like  our  own,  in  which  the  public  is  allowed 
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free  access  to  the  shelves,  it  must  of  course  be  granted  that  the 
use  of  the  catalogue  by  borrowers  is  much  less  universal  than 
in  libraries  where  the  card  and  closed-shelf  system  prevails. 
But  to  the  student,  a  library  without  a  catalogue  would  be 
shorn  of  half  its  usefulness ;  and  to  the  librarian  who  is  con- 
stantly besieged  with  such  questions  as  "Have  you  a  book  by 
so  and  so?"  "Who  wrote  such  a  book?"  "What  have  vou  on 
this  subject?"  a  catalogue  is  as  indispensable  in  a  library  such 
as  ours  as  it  is  in  those  of  the  earlier  type.  The  catalogue, 
moreover,  is  in  fact  the  truest  gauge  of  the  real  growth  of  the 
library — a  much  more  accurate  measure  than  either  the  acces- 
sion book  or  the  visible  appearance  of  an  increased  number  of 
books  on  the  shelves.  Thus,  our  library  has  not  only  grown 
by  reason  of  the  78,632  new  books  that  have  been  accessioned, 
classified,  catalogued  and  otherwise  prepared  during  the  year, 
but  as  well  by  the  45,217  volumes,  which,  though  they  formerly 
existed  on  its  shelves,  yet  did  not  live  in  its  catalogue,  the  old 
volumes,  namely,  of  the  several  branches  previously  unclassi- 
fied and  uncatalogued,  and  now  recorded  in  conformity  with 
our  methods,  in  the  Union  Catalogue  and  Union  Shelf-list. 

To  have  the  figures  in  this  report,  therefore,  convey  fully 
to  the  mind  the  true  and  actual  extent  of  the  work  of  the  Cata- 
loguing  Department,  the  old  books  re-handled  must  be  viewed 
as  quasi  new  accessions.  Furthermore,  the  work  upon  these 
books  must  be  placed  upon  a  slightly  different  basis  from  that 
upon  the  new  ones,  on  the  same  principle  that  it  takes  more 
time  and  ingenuity  to  successfully  remodel  an  old  gown  than 
to  model  a  new  one,  or  to  make  an  appetising  lunch  of  left- 
overs rather  than  plan  and  execute  a  fresh  one. 

In  forming  an  estimate  of  the  average  amount  of  work 
done  by  each  member  of  the  department,  the  foregoing  facts 
are  to  be  borne  in  mind.  In  computing  this  average,  therefore, 
the  numbers  used  have  been  those  of  the  new  accessions  only, 
and  the  number  of  assistants  working  thereon  exclusively, 
making  78,632  volumes  prepared  by  15  assistants  working  full 
time  for  one  year,  an  average  of  5,242  volumes  per  year  per 
assistant,  or  19  volumes  per  day  per  assistant,  at  a  total  cost 
of  about  $14,000.00,  or  an  average  cost  of  18  1-5  cents  per 
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volume.  This  average  is  admittedly  greatly  assisted  by  the 
number  of  duplicate  volumes  which  a  branch  system  as  ex- 
tensive as  ours  makes  inevitable;  but  this  advantage  is  con- 
siderably modified  by  the  fact  that  unless  the  duplicate  volumes 
are  received  at  the  same  time  as  the  original  copies  they 
occasion  almost  the  same  amount  of  work  as  if  they  were 
actually  new  books. 

In  comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  other  libraries,  it 
is  necessary  to  compare  the  kinds  of  work  included  in  the  de- 
partmental routine  of  the  libraries  thus  compared,  since  such 
routine  differs  greatly  under  varying  conditions.  In  this 
library,  the  cataloguing  processes  concerned  with  each  book 
comprise:  Book  plating,  Accessioning,  Bibliography,  Qassi- 
fication,  Cataloguing,  Book  numbering,  Assigning  of  subject 
headings  and  references,  Branch  recording,  Shelf-listing,  and 
Branch  distribution.  Besides  this,  is  incidentally  included 
transferring  books  (duplicates  and  others)  from  branch  to 
branch,  discarding  worn  out  volumes,  and  recording  these 
as  well  as  all  lost  and  missing  volumes  in  the  Union  Catalogue 
and  Shelf-list,  alphabeting  and  filing  the  Union  Catalogue 
cards,  Union  Shelf-list  cards,  catalogue  cards  added  to  the 
Congressional  Depository  Catalogue,  and  the  ordering  and 
distribution  of  the  printed  cards  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
for  the  use  of  the  branches. 

Under  the  exigencies  of  a  branch  system,  has  arisen  a 
necessity  for  much  work  not  included  in  the  departmental  rou- 
tine of  an  ordinary  library  and  not  reducible  to  tabular  sta- 
tistics. Such  work  can  merely  be  mentioned  in  passing,  and 
the  task  of  computing  its  size  and  relative  proportion  be  left 
to  the  imagination,  since  statistics  fail.  It  includes  teaching 
apprentice  classes,  preparing  and  correcting  examination  ques- 
tions, editing  the  monthly  bulletin  and  its  annual  index,  visit- 
ing branches,  corresponding  with  branch  librarians,  librarians 
of  other  libraries  and  applicants  for  positions,  compiling  and 
editing  library  statistics,  compiling  lists  of  books  purchased 
with  the  State  grants  for  the  twenty-three  branches  now  ex- 
isting, assisting  in  the  work  of  other  departments,  substituting 
at  branches  during  emergencies,  assisting  with  the  branch  cat- 
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aloguing  when  necessary,  answering  telephone  calls,  addressing 
invitations  to  branch  openings,  preparing  for  the  reception  of 
Library  school  students,  etc.,  etc. 

Though,  unlike  other  departments, — where  the  work  lends 
itself  readily  to  such  practice,  and  in  a  measure  demands  it, — 
this  department  does  not  hold  regular  meetings,  so-called, 
the  esprit  de  corps  existing  among  the  members  of  its  staif, 
an  intangible  something  which  can  never  be  forced,  has  grown 
gradually  out  of  their  daily  tasks,  and  the  days  may  be  likened 
to  one  continuous  meeting  where  theory  and  practice  go  hand 
in  hand,  though  theory  has  little  time  to  voice  its  sentiments 
except  in  doing.  Each  assistant  looks  to  herself  to  maintain 
the  success  of  the  department,  ^11  working  co-operatively  with 
one  another  and  with  its  Superintendent,  as  she  does  with  the 
Chief  Librarian. 

At  the  beginning  of  1904,  it  semed  as  though  the  depart- 
ment would  never  be  able  to  catch  up  with  the  books  waiting 
on  its  shelves,  which  came  in  faster  than  they  could  be  handled. 
We  are  therefore  proportionately  gratified  at  the  beginning 
of  1905  to  be  in  a  position  to  report  that  all  books  which  had 
been  ordered  and  received  into  the  Library  before  December 
15,  1904,  including  all  gifts,  and  all  purchases  by  auction  as 
well  as  new  and  current  publications,  have  been  accessioned, 
classified,  catalogued,  etc.,  and  shipped  to  the  various  branches. 
We  are  now  endeavoring,  and  have  thus  far  succeeded,  in 
keeping  pace  with  the  current  purchases  and  others,  so  that 
all  accessions  shall  reach  the  branches  and  be  ready  for  cir- 
culation within  a  month  after  being  received  into  this  depart- 
ment. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  staff  of  the  department 
numbered  23  cataloguers  and  i  messenger,  and  though  at  the 
completion  of  the  year  that  number  has  increased  to  32  cata- 
loguers and  5  messengers  (including  the  6  temporary  cata- 
loguers employed  during  the  summer  and  retained),  it  by  no 
means  follows  that  these  37  have  been  employed  continuously 
throughout  the  year.  Reducing  the  time  to  12  months  for 
each  assistant,  and  including  all  temporary  cataloguers  and 
messengers  engaged  for  the  special  work  of  cataloguing  the 
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17,756  volumes  for  the  two  new  Carnegie  branches  during 
the  summer,  the  department  may  report  that  it  has  consisted 
of  2y  cataloguers  and  5  messengers  for  the  year  1904.  Of 
these,  15  (and  2  messengers)  have  been  employed  on  the  new 
accessions,  8  (and  2  messengers)  on  the  recatalog^ing  of 
the  volumes  previously  contained  in  the  Library  and  on  the 
Winthrop  station  and  Carnegie  branch  catalogues  (Pacific  and 
DeKalb),  while  4  (and  i  messenger)  are  permanently  sta- 
tioned at  3  different  branches  (Montague,  Bedford  and  Scher- 
merhorn,  respectively),  to  do  the  branch  cataloguing  and 
prepare  the  books  of  the  branch  for  circulation. 

We  have  been  afflicted  with  considerable  illness  on  the 
staff  during  the  past  year,  resulting  in  a  total  loss  of  12 
months'  time  computed  for  one  assistant.  As  this  department 
does  not  employ  substitutes  in  such  cases,  it  may  be  credited 
with  one  less  assistant  for  the  time  above  mentToned.  Two 
resignations  have  taken  place,  one  taking  effect  in  August  and 
the  other  in  September. 

As  before  stated,  78,632  new  additions  to  the  Library  (an 
increase  of  26,624  volimies  over  last  year),  of  which  24,688 
were  actually  new  titles  not  previously  contained  in  the  sys- 
tem, were  accessioned,  classified  and  catalogued,  etc.,  during  the 
year.  These,  with  the  45,217  old  volumes  reclassified  and  re- 
catalogued,  make  a  total  of  123,849  volumes  catalogued,  etc., 
during  the  year.  The  45,217  old  volumes,  comprising  the 
entire  collections  of  the  Fort  Hamilton,  Bay  Ridge  and  Wil- 
liamsburgh  branches,  and  of  the  Montague  branch  in  part,  were 
recatalogued  and  reclassified,  thus  completing  all  #  remaining 
outstanding  work  and  bringing  the  Union  Catalogue  and  Shelf- 
list  up  to  date,  with  all  collections  of  all  branches  recorded 
excepting  those  of  the  Montague  and  Schermerhorn  Street 
branches.  We  have  not  attempted  merely  to  enter  the  collec- 
tions of  these  old  branches  in  the  Union  Catalogue  and  Shelf- 
list,  but  have  made  for  each  a  complete  catalogue  and  shelf- 
list  for  the  use  of  its  borrowers,  besides  labeling,  numbering 
and  book-carding  the  books  anew.  The  work  on  the  Scher- 
merhorn Street  branch  has  not  yet  been  begun,  pending  the 
final  disposition  of  this  branch,  but  that  on  the  Montague 
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branch  is  well  under  way,  19,741  of  its  volumes,  in  Domestic 
science.  Fiction,  Collective  and  Individual  biography,  Travel 
and  History  having  been  reclassified  and  recatalogued,  etc., 
during  the  year.  The  new  Winthrop  Station  collection  of 
2,000  volumes,  also,  was  completely  prepared  for  circulation 
by  this  department.  The  work  above  mentioned  has  necessi- 
tated the  writing,  revising  and  filing  into  the  catalogues  and 
shelf-lists  a  total  of  205,440  cards,  96,484  being  Union  cata- 
logue and  shelf-list  cards,  1,652  reference  cards  for  the  Depos- 
itory Catalogue  of  the  Librar\'  of  Congress,  and  107,304 
Branch  catalogue  and  shelf-list  cards.  In  addition,  49,835 
printed  cards  were  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
filed  into  the  Depositor}*  Catalogue.  The  catalogue  cards  writ- 
ten at  the  branches  and  revised  by  this  department  amounted 
to  69,706,  and  4,803  printed  catalogue  cards  were  ordered  from 
the  Library  of  Congress  for  distribution  among  the  branches, 
thus  saving  the  writing  of  that  number  of  cards.  It  may  be  of 
moment,  however,  to  note  here  that  the  time  consumed  in  or- 
dering and  distributing  these  cards  amounted  to  112  hours' 
(or  about  15  days')  time  of  one  assistant,  no  inconsiderable 
item. 

In  ordering  for  so  many  branches  and  in  such  quick  suc- 
cession, it  is  inevitable  that  there  be  some  unavoidable  dupli- 
cation, so  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  we  have  to  report  709 
duplicate  volumes  which  had  to  be  transferred  to  other 
branches,  taking  93  hours'  (or  about  12  days')  time  of  one 
assistant  during  the  year.  9,676  volumes  were  discarded  and 
2,515  volumes  were  reported  lost  or  missing  at  inventory. 
This  total  of  12,191  volumes  was  so  recorded  in  the  Union 
records,  entailing  an  expenditure  of  one  assistant's  time  to  the 
amount  of  98  days,  or  almost  4  months. 

It  had  been  felt  for  some  time  that  Collective  biography  in 
the  entire  system  (about  3,500  titles),  instead  of  being  classed 
according  to  subject  in  the  nine  classes,  respectively  920-928, 
would  be  much  more  accessible  to  the  public  and  to  the  libra- 
rians if  classed  in  920  and  arranged  alphabetically  under 
author  in  one  alphabet.  This  work  was  accordingly  under- 
taken in  the  Fall  and  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Several  examinations,  both  for  applicants  for  promoticm, 
and  for  apprentices  and  applicants  for  entrance  were  prepared, 
and  the  resulting  papers  revised,  etc.,  during  the  year.  This 
work,  with  the  instruction  given  to  the  apprentice  class,  the 
letters  written  to  applicants,  etc.,  has  naturally  taken  consid- 
erable of  the  Superintendent's  time. 

During  the  summer  it  became  necessary  to  engage  tem- 
porary cataloguers  and  messengers  to  aid  in  preparing  the 
Pacific  and  DeKalb  collections,  amounting  to  17,756  volumes. 
15  cataloguers  for  2  months  and  21  messengers  for  3  weeks 
succeeded  in  completing  the  branch  cataloguing,  shelf-listing, 
filing  of  cards,  labelling,  lettering,  pasting,  stamping,  pocket- 
ing and  book-carding  of  these  volumes  in  2  months,  at  a 
total  cost  of  $1,883.27,  or  ioj4  cents  per  volume,  or  $1.30  per 
volume  if  we  include  the  cost  of  the  books  themselves.  The 
classifying,  numbering.  Union  cataloguing  and  recording  on 
tjiese  books  were  done  by  the  regular  staff  before  August  ist, 
when  their  vacations  began.  This,  and  the  fact  that  the 
branch  cataloguing  consists  mainly  in  copying  abbreviated 
entries  clearly  indicated,  accounts  for  the  comparative  cheap- 
ness with  which  this  work  was  accomplished  as  compared  with 
the  work  on  new  accessions. 

This  extra  undertaking,  which  had  to  be  completed  in  a 
little  over  two  months,  and  the  fact  that  for  one  month  about 
40  people  were  crowded  into  the  space  usually  occupied  by 
18,  made  the  summer  work  very  heavy  and  severe  for  the 
regular  staff,  who  were  already  pretty  well  tired  with  the 
year's  labors.  The  Superintendent  remained  at  her  post  during 
the  summer,  not  deeming  it  advisable  to  leave  the  new  assist- 
ants without  her  supervision  for  any  length  of  time.  The 
work  was  rather  complicated  and  rendered  difficult  by  the  lack 
of  floor  space,  desk  room  and  shelf  room,  by  the  necessity  of 
having  the  processes  go  on  on  four  different  floors,  and  also 
because  of  the  confusion  attendant  on  taking  up  and  laying 
down  carpets,  and  the  painting  and  papering  then  being  done. 
The  temporary  assistants,  also,  of  varying  degrees  of  training 
and  ability,  had  to  become  accustomed  to  our  methods,  a  fact 
which  proved  pretty  conclusively  that  it  would  be  more  eco- 
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nomical  in  future  to  engage  such  assistants  some  time  before 
the  work  is  ready  for  them,  training  them  gradually,  in  order 
that  the  amount  of  confusion  and  the  number  of  errors  which 
usually  accompany  a  large  and  important  piece  of  work,  sud- 
denly undertaken,  may  in  great  measure  be  avoided  or  entirely 
eliminated. 

In  November  was  begun  the  experiment  of  typewriting 
the  catalogue  cards  instead  of  writing  them  by  hand,  and  in 
comparing  results  at  the  close  of  the  year,  we  find  that  2,356 
cards  were  typewritten  as  against  1,722  written  by  hand  in  the 
same  number  of  days.  Though  we  still  contend  that  cards 
written  by  hand,  if  well  done,  present  a  better  appearance  and 
show  more  character  and  individuality,  yet  in  the  interests  of 
economy,  we  can  but  recommend  the  use  of  the  typewriter, 
both  on  account  of  speed  and  of  uniformity  in  the  appearance 
of  the  cards. 

A  new  "Statistics  Book"  was  devised  by  the  Superintend- 
ent, and  a  copy  of  each  book,  arranged  to  contain  statistics  for 
ten  years,  was  sent  to  each  branch.

DEPARTMENT  OF  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  statistics  for  the  past  year  have  shown  a  decided  in- 
crease in  the  work  of  this  department,  not  only  in  the  number 
of  traveling  libraries  issued,  but  in  the  total  number  of  books 
circulated.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  department  has 
found  it  necessary  to  move  twice  during  the  year  and  that  its 
work  was  of  necessity  stopped  during  the  time  of  moving,  we 
feel  gratified  at  being  able  to  report  an  increase. 

To  meet  the  ever-increasing  demands  on  the  department, 
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1,401  volumes  have  been  added  to  our  shelves  and  the  depart- 
ment still  finds  itself  in  need  of  a  larger  stock  from  which  to 
make  its  selection.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  our  intention 
to  bring  into  active  use  those  books  which  can  be  spared  from 
the  Montague  branch,  and  which  can  be  used  to  make  up 
"fixed"  or  "study"  libraries  on  subjects  in  which  our  borrow- 
ers may  be  engaged  in  special  study,  such  as  Eighteenth  Cen- 
tury Literature,  French  Literature,  Mechanics,  Electricity,  etc. 
Books  can  be  safely  taken  in  this  way  from  the  large  stock  at 
the  branch  without  seriously  interfering  with  the  branch  work. 

During  the  year,  322  traveling  libraries  were  sent  out, 
an  increase  of  14  over  the  year  1903,  while  the  circulation 
shows  an  increase  of  11,354  over  that  of  1903.  We  have  also 
added  to  our  list  of  borrowers  29  additional  schools  and  clubs. 
To  increase  the  scope  of  the  libraries  during  the  coming  year 
we  have  prepared  lists  comprising  the  various  educational  clubs, 
etc.,  which  we  believe  would  make  use  of  the  department  if 
the  advantages  which  it  offers  were  brought  to  their  attention, 
and  we  expect  to  send  out  circulars  to  these  clubs,  calling  their 
attention  to  the  department. 

We  have  also  in  mind  a  plan  to  reach  the  large  number  of 
residents  in  sections  of  the  city  not  at  present  reached  by  any 
of  the  branches,  but  this  plan  we  have  not  as  yet  worked  out 
thoroughly. 

It  is  necessary  to  call  attention  also  to  a  new  feature  of 
the  work  of  this  department,  a  work  in  which  we  have  taken 
great  pride  and  which  we  hope  to  make  of  still  greater  service 
to  the  smaller  branches.  This  is  the  interchange  of  books  from 
one  branch  to  another,  by  which  the  smaller  branches  receive 
much  benefit  from  the  larger  collections  at  other  branches. 
While  this  has  been  a  part  of  the  work  of  this  department 
since  February,  1903,  it  has  only  assumed  its  present  propor- 
tions since  transfer  was  made  to  the  Montague  Branch  in 
September,  1904.  Since  that  time  we  have  received  about 
8,000  requests,  of  which  65%  were  filled  within  twenty-four 
hours,  20%  were  requests  for  books  which  were  not  in  the 
system,  and  15%  were  for  books  which  were  either  too  popular 
to  loan  or  were  reserved  and  sent  later.     From  reports  made 


by  several  branch  librarians  it  is  gathered  that  the  service  as 
at  present  constituted  is  giving  general  satisfaction,  and  can- 
not well  be  improved  upon.  During  the  year  11,884  books 
have  been  borrowed  through  the  interchange,  the  highest  num- 
ber for  any  one  month  being  1893.  We  feel  certain  that 
within  the  next  six  months  we  will  find  ourselves  able  to  cut 
down  the  time  of  answering  requests,  and  that  except  in  rare 
instances  we  will  be  able  to  report  on  all  requests  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  they  are  received. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  staff 
at  Schermerhom  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  in  making 
this  feature  of  the  work  so  successful.

DEPARTMENT  OF  SUPPLIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  year  1904  marks  the  first  complete .  year  that  this 
department  has  purchased  all  the  supplies  for  the  public  library 
system,  as  well  as  made  the  repairs. 

No  new  branches  were  established,  owing  to  the  inade- 
quacy of  the  city  appropriation,  and  only  one  additional  station 
equipped.  One  new  Carnegie  branch  became  a  part  of  this 
system  in  October.  It  was  fitted  for  occupancy  by  the  Car-  ' 
negie  Committee,  so  that  no  large  expenditure  was  made  by 
this  department  for  this  purpose. 

Old  branches  are  in  need  of  more  shelf  room,  which  will 
be  supplied  as  soon  as  the  new  Bedford  and  Williamsburgh 
buildings  are  ready  for  occupancy. 

A  comparatively  small  amount  of  money  has  been  spent 
beyond  the  regular  supplies  necessary  for  all  branches.     By 
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referring^  to  Appendix  J,  a  complete  list  of  the  supplies  in  use 
throughout  the  system  may  be  seen.  The  total  amount  of 
money  spent  during  the  year  by  this  department  was  $32,862.44«

REPORTS  OF  UBRARIANS-IN-CHARGfi. 

ALBANY  HEIGHTS  Though  the  growth  of  circulation  for  the 
BRANCH.  ygj^j.   (4^200),  seems  Small,  yet  under 

existing  conditions  it  is  encouraging. 

The  building  of  hundreds  of  homes  in  this  section  during 
the  past  year,  those  already  in  progress,  and  the  almost  certain 
piomise  of  many  more  for  the  present  year,  will  certainly  re- 
sult in  a  largely  increased  population. 

The  most  satisfactory  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  co- 
operation established  between  this  branch  and  Public  School 
No.  91.  This  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  Principal,  Miss  Brown,  and  her  staff. 

A  promising  feature  for  the  new  year  is  the  expected  com- 
pletion and  occupation  of  the  Commercial  High  School 

To  prepare  the  branch  and  staff  to  meet  this  new  demand 
will  be  our  earnest  endeavor. 

ASTRAL  BRANCH.  Last  year  this  branch  outgrew  the  room 
in  which  it  was  housed,  and  on  July  27th  was  moved  to  a  larger 
one  in  the  same  building.  The  new  room  is  not  only  larger, 
but  better  arranged,  more  comfortable,  and  more  attractive, 
than  the  one  formerly  occupied.  The  notable  feature  of  the 
work  for  the  year  was  an  increase  of  23  per  cent,  in  the  cir- 
culation. This  is  a  gratifying  improvement,  as  our  circulation 
hitherto  has  been  small  as  compared  with  our  reading  room 
attendance.  The  latter  continues  to  be  very  large,  and  our 
children's  corner  remains  popular. 
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BEDFORD  BRANCH.This  branch  has  been  located  in  its  present 
quarters  for  over  two  years,  and  the  great  increase  in  all  de- 
partments shows  that  the  location  has  been  a  very  desirable  one 
in  every  respect.  As  we  are  about  to  move  into  our  new  and 
permanent  home  in  the  Carnegie  building  on  Franklin  Avenue, 
we  hope  for  still  greater  results  than  we  have  before  realized. 

The  circulation  this  year  shows  an  increase  of  22,585  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  Librarian  has  visited  the  various  schools  in  the  vicin- 
ity, with  the  hope  of  interesting  teachers  and  children  in  the 
library. 

In  the  past  year  the  reference  work  has  trebled,  and  lack 
of  room  is  all  that  has  prevented  a  still  greater  increase.  The 
general  public  as  well  as  teachers  have  been  greatly  pleased 
with  the  teachers'  reference  collection.  The  work  with  the 
schools  shows  a  decided  increase ;  many  more  lists  for  debates 
have  been  made.  Club  members  use  the  reference  room  con- 
stantly, and  several  programs  for  small  clubs  have  been  sug- 
gested, while  through  the  special  bulletins  our  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  free  lectures  show  gratifying  results. 

BAY  RIDGE  BRANCH. During  the  year  1904  this  branch  cir- 
culated nearly  four  thousand  more  books  than  in  1903.  Over 
a  thousand  books  were  added  to  the  collection,  and  more  shelf- 
room  is  needed.  The  work  of  re-cataloguing  was  finished  in 
the  summer,  and  the  complete  catalogue  is  a  source  of  much 
satisfaction  to  the  borrowers  and  staff.  The  usefulness  of  the 
reference  room  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  collection  of 
books  known  as  the  teachers'  reference  collection.  The  read- 
ing room  has  been  well  attended  throughout  the  year. 

BUSHWICK  BRANCH.  Statistics  for  the  year  1904  show  an  in- 
crease of  almost  19,000  volumes  over  the  previous  year,  with 
added  interest  shown  in  all  departments. 

One  of  the  most  promising  features  of  the  work  is  the  in- 
creased demands  made  upon  the  library  by  students  belonging 
to  the  different  debating  societies  of  the  city ;  and  in  this  con- 
nection it  is  also  interesting  to  note  how  much  the  library  is 
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used  as  a  study-hall  by  students,  who,  late  in  life,  are  trying 
to  get  an  education. 

The  Italian  collection  now  numbers  about  200  volumes, 
and  is  bringing  in  many  new  borrowers ;  but  even  with  this  in- 
creased number  of  books,  the  demands  upon  the  library  by  its 
Italian  constituency  cannot  be  satisfactorily  met.  The  circula- 
tion of  books  in  foreign  languages  for  the  year  was  almost 
7,000  volumes. 

The  2,945  volumes  added  during  the  year  have  more  than 
filled  all  the  available  shelf-room,  and  Bushwick's  great  need 
now,  if  there  is  to  a  corresponding  growth  in  the  work  dur- 
ing 1905,  is  for  larger  quarters. 

CARROLL  PARK  There  have  been  no  great  changes  during 
BRANCH.  ^g  pj^g^  yesLT.      The  circulation  shows  a 

slight  decrease,  which  I  think  is  due  to  nearness  of  other 
branches.  The  reading  room  is  so  small  that  we  cannot  accom- 
modate the  readers. 

The  many  new  books  added  have  taxed  the  shelf  capacity 
to  its  utmost.  The  reference  work  with  the  teachers  and  chil- 
dren has  been  most  gratifying.  There  has  been  a  steady 
growth  along  these  lines. 

We  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  move  into  our  new  quar- 
ters by  spring,  and  then,  with  better  accommodations  and  plenty 
of  room,  we  feel  sure  that  the  next  year  will  prove  a  more  satis- 
factory and  prosperous  one. 

CITY  PARK  During  the  year  a  large  number  of  men  in  the 
BRANCH.  Construction  and  Repair  Buildings  of  the  Navy 

Yard  have  become  members  of  the  library,  and  are  using  our 
collection  on  naval  architecture  and  science,  as  well  as  the 
books  under  the  various  classes  of  engineering. 

Books  on  American  history,  especially  the  Civil  War,  have 
been  the  most  popular,  after  which  might  rank  those  books 
which  pertain  to  trades  or  manual  labor.  The  public  here  con- 
sist entirely  of  people  who  must  earn  their  own  living,  the 
applications  showing  that  our  readers  are  electricians,  machin- 
ists, draughtsmen,  plumbers,  masons,  carpenters,  shoemakers, 
or  factory  hands  from  the  many  factories  near  the  branch. 
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The  growth  in  the  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  dur- 
ing the  year  has  been  very  encouraging,  and  as  a  staff  we  can- 
not help  but  feel  it  a  great  privilege  to  be  permitted  to  serve 
the  readers. 

EAST  BRANCH.  It  is  with  considerable  pleasure  that  we  sur- 
vey our  work  here  at  East  Branch  during  1904.  Many  of  the 
definite  purposes,  conceived  a  year  ago,  are  being  realized  to- 
day in  gratifying  measure. 

We  have  made  a  decided  movement  toward  systematic 
reference  work  with  our  teachers,  school  children,  reading 
circles,  and  debating  clubs.  We  are  making  special  lists  upon 
subjects  of  popular  interest  and  study,  reserving  selected  books 
for  the  use  of  specific  clubs,  and  extending  to  every  possible 
individual  our  encouragement  in  his  serious  reading. 

We  have  made  a  beginning  toward  a  real  work  with  chil- 
dren in  the  happy  possession  for  1905  of  an  experienced  chil- 
dren's librarian,  who  will  be  able  to  extend  the  library  influence 
into  new  fields.  The  children  are  reading  more  intelligently, 
and  claiming  the  "library  teacher"  as  both  their  helper  and 
their  comrade.  Our  circulation  is  growing  so,  even  with  our 
worn  collection  of  books,  that  we  are  only  just  able  to  carry  on 
the  work  with  our  present  number  of  assistants. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  inspiration  derived  from  the 
meetings  of  the  children's  librarians.  These  open  meetings  not 
only  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  entire  branch  staff  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  our  children's  room,  but  exalt  the  spirit  of  the 
general  work  and  widen  its  scope. 

Our  statistics  show  an  increase  of  seventeen  per  cent,  in 
circulation,  of  thirteen  per  cent,  in  registration,  and  of  thirty- 
three  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  volumes  added  to  our  shelves 
over  corresponding  statistics  for  1903. 

FLATBU8H  BRANCH.  1904  records  a  successful  year  at  this 
branch. 

In  the  direction  of  work  with  the  children  some  progress 
has  been  made,  the  circulation  of  non-fiction  for  their  use  show- 
ing an  advance  over  that  of  1903.  This  was  probably  due  in 
part  to  the  introduction  of  an  honor  roll,  those  children's  names 
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being  posted  thereon  who  succeeded  in  finding  some  appro- 
priate poetical  selection  for  the  following  month.  This  is  an 
incentive  to  examine  at  least  books  of  poetry,  and  considerable 
interest  continues  to  be  shown. 

In  the  general  circulation  the  increase  over  that  of  1903 
was  12,767. 

Although  we  possess  at  this  branch  between  nine  and  ten 
thousand  books,  we  are  unable  to  provide*  from  our  own 
shelves  all  tBe  books  needed,  and  the  interchange  system  con- 
tinues to  be  a  great  benefit,  the  borrowers  often  expressing 
appreciation  of  the  accommodation  afforded  them.  The  num- 
ber of  volumes  borrowed  from  other  branches  during  the  year 
was  1,060. 

Much  interest  is  shown  by  borrowers  in  the  erection  of 
the  new  building,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  ready  in  1905. 

FORT  HAMILTON  While  the  past  year  shows  no  very  im- 
BRANCH.  portant  changes  at  our  branch,  we  feel 

that  the  work  done  has  been  very  encouraging  in  its  results. 

The  teachers'  reference  collection  has  been  greatly  en- 
larged, and  many  excellent  books  added  which  are  appreciated 
by  our  borrowers,  as  is  also  the  interchange  system. 

During  the  past  few  months  the  work  of  re-cataloguing 
and  marking  the  books  has  been  in  progress,  and  is  now  almost 
completed. 

The  lack  of  shelf-room  is  a  serious  problem  with  us,  but 
this  difficulty  will  be  removed  by  our  new  branch  in  the  near 
future. 

MONTAGUE  BRANCH.  The  circulation  during  the  year  has 
clearly  shown  that  the  public  appreciate  good  reading,  not  only 
by  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  books  taken  for  home 
reading,  but  by  the  class  of  books  made  use  of. 

During  the  year  248,639  volumes  were  issued,  of  which 
162,945,  or  65^%,  were  fiction,  the  remaining  34>^%  non- 
fiction,  which  I  believe  compares  very  favorably  with  other 
public  libraries  of  the  same  size. 

The  number  of  registered  borrowers  during  this  time  has 
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increased  from  7,135  in  1903  to  14,173  in  1904,  and  is  steadily 
increasing  at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  per  month. 

With  the  opening  of  a  children's  department  in  our  new 
addition  during  the  coming  year,  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  usefulness  of  the  library  will  be  still  further  increased,  by 
giving  the  staff  accommodations  to  carry  on  the  work  with 
our  younger  readers  much  more  effectively  than  we  have  been 
able  to  do  in  the  past. 

Through  the  interchange  system  5,136  volumes  were  sent 
out  from  Montague  to  the  various  branches,  an  increase  of  over 
four  thousand  from  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  this 
has  been  found  of  great  assistance  to  the  smaller  branches  in 
supplying  the  wants  of  their  borrowers. 

NEW  UTRECHT  During  the  year  1904  this  branch  has  been 
BRANCH.  steadily,  if  not  rapidly,  adding  to  its  mem- 

bership. 
The  collection  of  books  and  the  circulation  have  gone  on 
increasing  satisfactorily.  Indeed,  so  quickly  have  the  new 
books  come  in,  that  the  limit  of  space  has  been  reached,  and 
something  will  have  to  be  done  in  the  immediate  future  to  pro- 
vide shelf -room  for  new  accessions.  We  have  added  to  our 
nature  books,  and,  situated  as  we  are  in  a  neighborhood  where 
nature  may  be  studied,  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  profitable 
and  prosperous  spring  and  summer. 

PACIFIC  BRANCH.  In  this  first  report  of  the  Pacific  Branch, 
covering  not  quite  three  months,  there  is  everything  of  en- 
couragement. 

The  new  building  has  proved  to  be  a  convenient  one  for 
work,  and  a  comfortable  one  for  the  public.  The  children's  de- 
partment has  been  well  patronized,  and  has  won  the  admiration 
and  commendation  of  many  older  people,  parents  and  teachers, 
as  well  as  the  interest  and  love  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  registration  has  been  large.  One  encouraging  thing 
in  this  connection  is  that,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  bor- 
rowers are  new  to  the  system. 

The  circulation  has  been  large,  and  there  is  every  indica- 
tion that  it  will  increase. 
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Very  little  time  has  been  found  as  yet  for  more  than 
routine  work,  and  showing  the  advantages  of  the  new  building 
to  visitors. 

Our  field  is  large,  and  the  opportunities  for  usefulness  are 
manifold.  We  hope  the  work  for  the  coming  year  may  be  such 
as  will  tend  to  make  the  library  of  permanent  value  to  the 
locality. 

PROSPECT  BRANCH.  The  use  of  our  collection  of  books  dur- 
ing the  past  year  indicates  that,  although  much  too  small,  it  is 
well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  neighborhood. 

It  has  been  supplemented  by  fourteen  hundred  volumes 
borrowed  from  other  branches. 

The  demands  of  this  section  of  the  city  are  so  varied  that 
they  can  only  be  met  by  a  well-rounded  library.  In  this  con- 
nection it  is  interesting  to  note  that  standard  authors  have  not 
been  supplanted  in  the  affections  of  this  community  by  the 
writers  of  the  day.  Dickens,  Dumas  and  Thackeray  are  un- 
ceasingly popular. 

The  new  Manual  Training  High  School  on  the  comer  of 
Seventh  Avenue  and  Fifth  Street  was  opened  on  the  third  of 
January,  1905.  It  will,  perhaps,  create  new  opportunities,  and 
there  are  other  indications  as  well  that  the  future  of  this  branch 
holds  much  usefulness. 

The  circulation  for  the  past  year  shows  an  increase  of 
twenty  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

RlDGEWOOD  BRANCH.  Very  few  changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  branch  during  the  past  year.  The  circulation  has  increased 
owing,  partly,  to  the  increase  in  adult  borrowers. 

Among  our  new  accessions  have  been  books  in  the  German 
and  Italian  languages,  but  we  need  many  more. 

Our  borrowers  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  furnished  by 
the  interchange  system,  thereby  getting  many  books  that  it  did 
not  seem  best  to  buv. 

Already  the  branch  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters. 
During  the  rush  hours  the  adults  are  simply  crowded  out,  all 
of  the  available  space  being  used  by  the  children.  With  a 
second  room  we  could  do  better  and  more  satisfactory  work. 
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SARATOGA  BRANCH.  The  growth  of  the  branch  during  the 
past  year  has  been  symmetrical  in  every  direction. 

We  have  outgrown  our  present  quarters  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  overflow  of  children  into  the  adult  section  has  seriously 
interfered  with  the  work  of  both  departments. 

As  many  as  244  books  have  been  circulated  on  a  single 
Sunday  afternoon,  but  careful  observation  has  shown  that  the 
Sunday  readers  are  borrowers  who  avail  themselves  of  the 
week-day  privileges  as  well.  Almost  no  advantage  was  taken 
of  the  Christmas  opening. 

Our  collection  of  books  was  thoroughly  examined  recently, 
with  a  view  to  culling  out  such  material  as  had  not  circulated 
in  this  branch.  As  a  result  of  this  investigation  a  very  incon- 
siderable number  of  volumes  were  withdrawn.  Many  unat- 
tractive and  even  out  of  date  books  showed  steady  use. 

8CHERMERH0RN  The  year  1904  has  been  uneventful  in  this 
^'^''^^'^  BRANCH.  branch.  Not  many  changes  have  taken 
place  and  everything  has  gone  about  as  usual  and  quite 
smoothly. 

2,332  books  of  all  classes  have  been  catalogued  and  added 
tc  our  collection. 

Although  in  close  proximity  to  the  Montague  Branch,  with 
its  large  collection  of  books,  and  the  Pacific  Branch,  with  its 
beautiful  new  building,  our  circulation  was  138,432,  which  is 
smaller  than  last  year,  but  still  large,  and  a  good  showing. 

Many  of  our  patrons  like  Schermerhorn  Branch,  and  it  is 
most  gratifying  that  our  friends  are  still  quite  constant  in  their 
attendance. 

The  total  number  registered  during  the  year  was  2,419,  of 
which  952  were  children.  Sometimes  there  have  been  between 
40  and  50  children  in  the  room  at  one  time,  eager  to  get  books. 
Many  avail  themselves  of  the  two  book  system,  and  take  home 
a  biography  or  a  history  with  the  story  book.  Magazines  are, 
also,  provided,  such  as  the  St.  Nicholas,  Birds  and  All  Nature, 
Week's  Progress,  World's  Work,  Our  Animal  Friends,  etc. 

Reading  lists  have  been  posted,  both  for  adults  and  chil- 
dren, for  special  days,  and  the  free  lecture  course. 
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The  reserve  system  continues  to  be  popular  with  many, 
who  willingly  pay  the  small  fee  in  order  to  get  a  new  book. 

During  the  past  year  the  interchange  work  has  greatly  in- 
creased. 2,634  volumes  were  loaned,  and  1 18  borrowed  by  the 
Schermerhom  Branch. 

There  is  a  steady  demand  for  books  in  foreign  languages, 
and  our  foreign  members  would  highly  appreciate  more  new 
books  of  fiction  in  the  German,  French,  Spanish,  Danish,  and 
Swedish  languages. 

8HEEP8HEAD  The  most  important  change  of  the  year  at  this 
BAY  BRANCH.  branch  has  been  the  reduction  of  the  num- 
ber of  open  hours  from  forty-two  to  twenty-one  per  week.  The 
library  is  now  open  only  on  Monday,  Thursday  and  Saturday 
from  2  to  9  P.  M.  This  change  seemed  advisable  because  of 
the  small  circulation,  especially  on  mid-week  days.  The  popu- 
lation in  this  section  of  the  city  is  sparse ;  distances  are  great, 
and  traveling  difficult  in  bad  weather.  It  was  thought  that 
our  small  public  could  be  practically  as  well  served  in  half  the 
time,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  the  case,  as  there  has  been  but 
a  slight  decrease  in  circulation  since  the  hours  of  access  to  the 
library  have  been  reduced  by  half. 

The  registration  for  the  last  six  months  has  been  only 
about  two  hundred,  which  would  seem  to  indicate  that  we  are 
now  reaching  nearly  all  the  possible  borrowers,  and  can  hope 
only  to  grow  in  direct  ratio  to  the  population  of  the  district. 

About  fifteen  hundred  books  were  added  to  the  library 
during  the  year.  Our  present  quarters  are  already  inadequate 
for  the  number  of  books  on  hand,  and  each  addition  means  only 
so  much  more  crowding.  This  is  especially  unfortunate,  as  the 
summer  boarders  (our  principal  constituents  during  six  months 
of  the  year),  demand  summer  reading — which  seems  to  mean 
new  fiction  or  nothing. 

This  volatile  summer  population,  so  difficult  to  trace,  has 
also  been  the  cause  of  a  rather  large  proportion  of  lost  books 
— ^about  one-third  of  one  per  cent  of  the  circulation. 

Our  present  quarters,  though  too  small,  are  attractive,  and 
new-comers  usually  give  expression  to  a  pleased  surprise  on 
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entering.  This  first  impression  transforms  the  new  borrower 
speedily  into  an  old  friend  of  the  library,  who  is  sure  to  come 
again  and  often,  so  long  as  he  remains  in  the  neighborhood. 

Our  relations  with  the  schools  of  Sheepshead  Bay  and 
Coney  Island  continue  to  be  most  cordial,  the  teachers  being 
eager  to  aid  us  by  all  means  in  their  power. 

SOUTH  BRANCH.  South  Branch  has  still  to  bemoan  its  small 
quarters,  and  consequently  limited  scope  of  work,  but  it  lives 
in  hopes  that  the  Carnegie  building  will  be  completed  and  oc- 
cupied by  this  time  next  year,  a  hope  which  is  shared  by  its 
constituents,  who  are  much  interested  in  the  progress  of  the 
building. 

Our  collection  of  books  has  increased  in  quality  to  a  de- 
gree that  is  delightful,  and  in  quantity  to  an  extent  that  is  most 
embarrassing  to  our  shelving  capacity. 

The  size  of  the  branch  circulation  many  be  of  secondary 
importance  to  its  quality,  but  there  is  a  satisfaction  in  finding 
an  increase  of  11,341  over  1903,  and  we  are  encouraged  by  the 
signs  of  the  times  to  go  on  and  do  better  next  year. 

TOMPKINS  PARK  The  increase  of  27,000  in  circulation  over 
BRANCH.  and  above  last  year  shows  a  growing  in- 

terest in  and  an  appreciation  of  the  branch  by  the  people  of  this 
section,  and  also  the  need  of  larger  and  more  convenient  quar- 
ters. The  building  in  which  we  are  now,  while  both  attractive 
and  delightful,  will  not  allow  of  any  more  growth.  The  2,000 
new  accessions  received  here  during  the  past  year  have  filled 
every  available  space. 

The  reference  work  with  the  children  has  greatly  in- 
creased. The  results  in  this  line  are  most  gratifying,  as  the  in- 
terest created  is  one  that  will  grow. 

The  few  German  books  added  to  the  collection  have  been 
appreciated,  making  it  evident  that  more  can  be  added  with" 
good  effect. 

Altogether  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  usefulness  and 
progress,  encouraging  the  staff  of  Tompkins  Park  Branch  to 
redoubled  efforts  along  all  lines. 
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WILLIAM8BURQH  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  use- 
BRANCH.  fulness  of  this  branch  has  broadened 

considerably  during  the  past  year. 

The  better  equipment,  and  additional  assistance,  has  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  than  hereto- 
fore, and  has  put  the  library  in  a  better  position  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  people. 

Many  persons,  hitherto  not  interested  in  the  library,  have 
become  regular  patrons,  and  a  larger  number  of  people  are 
using  this  branch  than  ever  before.  2,651  names  were  added 
during  the  year,  making  a  total  registration  of  14,727. 

The  circulation  has  passed  the  one  hundred  thousand 
mark,  and  shows  a  gain  of  16,330,  or  20  per  cent,  more  than 
the  record  for  1903,  and  50  per  cent,  greater  than  the  circula- 
tion for  1902. 

The  satisfactory  part  of  this  is,  that  adult  fiction  shows 
an  increase  of  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  while  the 
increase  in  the  other  classes  is  very  large. 

In  the  children's  department  the  increase  is  thirty-five  per 
cent. 

The  reference  work  has  been  emphasized  more  than  in 
former  years.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the  addition  to 
the  force  of  a  first  and  reference  assistant,  enabling  us  to  meet 
the  many  demands  of  the  people  in  an  intelligent  manner  at 
all  times. 

The  satisfaction  expressed  by  the  patrons  for  the  assist- 
ance given,  and  the  steadily  increasing  demands  for  aid,  show 
conclusively  that  this  particular  part  of  our  work  is  of  no  small 
importance,  and  should  not  be  neglected. 

Every  day,  however,  we  are  reminded  of  the  lack  of  sets 
of  bound  periodicals  for  reference  use,  and  our  inability  to 
supply  such  material,  when  asked  for,  has  been  a  serious  handi- 
cap to  this  department. 

The  library  and  the  schools  have  been  working  hand  in 
hand  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  education.  Visits  have  been 
made  to  the  schools  nearest  the  library,  and  invitations  ex- 
tended to  the  teachers  to  make  the  library  their  home.  As  a 
result  many  of  the  pupils  have  been  directed  to  the  library  for 
material  for  debates,  essays,  and  school  work. 
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The  attention  of  teachers  and  students  has  been  called  to 
the  teachers'  reference  collection,  and  the  advantages  of  our 
interchange  system. 

Gratifying  results  have  been  obtained  from  the  children's 
department  The  work  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
two  assistants  are  in  constant  attendance,  and  at  times  a  third  is 
required. 

5,735  volumes,  or  more  than  twice  as  many  books,  were 
added  this  year  than  last,  and  while  a  great  many  worn  out 
books  have  been  discarded  to  make  way  for  new  and  more 
attractive  editions,  there  is  an  actual  net  gain  of  some  3,500 
volumes,  giving  the  library  a  few  more  than  15,000  volumes  to 
work  with. 

The  gradual  rounding  put  of  the  different  departments  is 
being  accomplished,  and  it  is  expected  that  during  the  coming 
year  the  library  will  be  proportionately  equipped  in  all  its 
various  classes. 

WINTHROP  STATION.  Winthrop  Station  was  opened  to  the 
public  for  three  days  a  week  on  the  25th  of  April,  with  a  few 
over  600  books  upon  its  shelves.  The  difficulty  of  doing  effec- 
tive work  with  such  limited  means  at  once  gave  precedence  to 
the  problem  of  building  up  the  collection,  and  the  efforts  toward 
this  end  met  with  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  Book  Order 
and  Cataloguing  Departments.  There  are  now  in  excess  of 
2,000  volumes,  and  though  several  classes  need  additions  before 
a  just  proportion  is  attained,  the  most  urgent  demands  of  the 
public  are  being  met. 

Although  in  an  obscure  location,  the  library  is  in  a  popul- 
ous residential  neighborhood,  which  offers  good  promise  of 
future  development.  The  receptive  and  grateful  attitude  of 
patrons  is  particularly  encouraging.  Nearby  schools,  with  an 
aggregate  enrollment  of  more  than  eight  thousand  pupils,  are  a 
factor  of  increasing  importance,  and  their  influence  is  clearly 
felt  in  the  registration,  seventy  per  cent,  of  which  is  juvenile. 

The  most  pressing  needs  of  the  moment  are  better  accom- 
modations for  the  children,  and  a  reference  collection  for  the 
special  use  of  teachers,  schools,  and  clubs,  without  which  it  is 
difficult  to  offer  effective  cooperation.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


New  York,  February  9,  1906. 

To  the  Honorable  George  B.  McClellan,  Mayor,  and  the  Hon- 
orable Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  City 
of  New  York: 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  law  establishing  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Library,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  the 
Eighth  Annual  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  which  accompanies  this  gives 
in  detail  a  clear  statement  of  moneys  received  and  expended, 
while  that  of  the  Librarian  shows  the  operation  of  the  Library 
in  its  relation  to  the  public. 

During  the  year  1905  six  additional  buildings  were  com- 
pleted from  the  Andrew  Carnegie  fund,  making  in  all  seven 
thus  far  constructed.  The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  location  of  these  branches,  the  date 
of  opening,  the  number  of  employees  and  the  number  of  books 
contained  in  each  branch  at  the  time  of  the  opening.  The  work 
of  constructing  additional  Carnegie  Branch  Libraries  is  pro- 
ceeding and  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  due  consideration  for 
all  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  subject  will  permit. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  library 
system  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  to  the  eagerness  with 
which  our  citizens  have  made  use  of  its  privileges  and  the 
prominence  which  our  work  has  assumed  in  the  library  world. 
Our  people  are  beginning  to  realize  that  the  public  library 
as  at  present  conducted  is  the  cheapest  form  of  educational 
ivork  to  which  public  funds  are  devoted.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


January  i,  1906. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — ^The  fifth  annual  report  of  the  Librarian  is 
the  eighth  of  the  Library.  It  is  submitted  with  the  hope  that 
it  is  such  as  to  merit  the  attention  of  the  community  at  large 
as  well  as  of  the  Trustees  who  have  general  charge  of  the 
institution. 

How  many  of  us,  even  intimately  associated  with  the 
work,  realize  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this  brief  period 
of  five  years?  For  a  moment  let  us  see  what  has  been  done. 
Five  years  ago,  the  appropriation  for  Brooklyn  was  $99,900.06 ; 
number  of  branches,  including  the  Department  of  Traveling 
Libraries,  18;  staff,  105;  books  in  the  library,  144,954,  and 
circulation,  943,895. 

For  the  past  year  the  corresponding  figures  are — ^appro- 
priation, $309,388.00;  number  of  branches,  25;  staff,  227; 
books,  476,969;  circulation,  2,579,068. 

Fifty-nine  grade  and  apprentice  examinations  were  held 
during  the  same  time. 

Year  by  year  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  has  increased 
along  educational  lines.  To-day  it  has  reached  the  proud  dis- 
tinction of  being  second  in  rank  among  the  public  libraries  of 
the  United  States.  The  first  position  is  accorded  to  our  sister 
borough  of  Manhattan,  but  we  should  bear  in  mind,  in  study- 
ing the  situation  and  presenting  this  report,  that  Brooklyn 
to-day  is  growing  faster  than  Manhattan,  and  soon  will  be 
beyond  it  in  population.  This  means  that  while  Manhattan 
requires  more  branch  libraries  at  present,  Brooklyn,  if  the 
library  keeps  pace  with  the  increase  of  population,  will  need 
more  buildings  than  New  York. 

To  show  the  care  and  attention  given  by  Committees  and 
Librarian  in  keeping  close  to  the  appropriations,  the  following 
table  is  presented :

The  need 
of  it  is  growing  day  by  day,  and  we  note  with  a  sense  of  satis- 
faction that  the  city  has  set  aside  for  a  central  library  site  a 
plot  of  ground  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  library 
for  at  least  fifty  years  to  come.

Appropriate  exercises  were  held  at  the  opening-  of  each 
building. 

The  increase  in  circulation  has  been  so  marked — in  some 
cases  nearly  double — as  to  cause  favorable  comment  from  the 
library  viewpoint,  while  the  buildings  themselves  have  been 
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used  long  enough  to  show  that  they  are  well  adapted  to  our 
purposes.  The  architects  merit  a  word  of  commendation  for 
their  work.  Each  has  been  responsible  for  his  own  building, 
still  the  five  members  of  the  Advisory  Commission  of  Archi- 
tects  have  co-operated  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  all  the 
buildings  satisfactory  alike  to  the  architects,  the  Carnegie  Com- 
mittee and  the  Librarian:  and.  though  the  architects  have 
planned  their  buildings  in  accordance  with  suggestions  made 
by  the  Committee,  yet  there  has  been  enough  difference  in  the 
plans  to  furnish  an  interesting  study  both  for  architects  and 
trustees. 

The  auditoriums  have  not  been  used  as  much  as  was  anti- 
cipated, owing  possibly  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  generally 
known  for  what  purpose  the  halls  were  intended. 

The  need  of  such  buildings  is  seen  from  the  large  use  and 
the  increase  in  circulation  in  those  branches  that  have  been 
transferred  from  old  to  new  buildings.  This  means  that  a 
beautiful  piece  of  architecture  has  an  uplifting  influence  upon 
the  neighborhood — an  impression,  no  doubt,  in  the  mind  of 
Mr.  Carnegie  when  he  made  his  splendid  gift  to  Greater  New 
York.  It  is  well  known  that  his  intention  has  been  to  extend 
the  influence  of  the  library  to  the  largest  number  of  people, 
and  so  it  must  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  him,  as  it  is  to 
us,  to  know  that  the  establishment  of  these  new  libraries  has 
increased  the  local  pride  and  brought  the  community  interests 
closer  together. 

__.^.^ At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Library  had  25 

branches,  7  of  which  were  in  new  buildings. 
It  is  quite  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  Brookl)m  will 
need  not  less  than  43  branches  if  it  hopes  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  people. 

As  the  new  buildings  were  occupied  the  shelving  from  the 
old  was  placed  in  those  branches  which  had  long  needed  more 
book  room. 

The  new  DeKalb  Branch  opened  in  the  new  building  with 
a  large  circulation  on  February  8th,  which  was  maintained 
during  the  balance  of  the  year. 


ao 

May  1st  the  Hebrew  Educational  Association  turned  over 
its  library  located  at  Pitkin  Ave.  and  Watkins  St.  to  the  Public 
Library,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  donors  received  the  name 
of  "  Brownsville  Branch."  It  had  4  employees  and  7,173 
volumes,  with  a  circulation  of  3,871  per  month.  The  assistants 
were  examined  and  admitted  to  the  proper  grades  in  our 
library.  No  appropriation  was  made  by  the  city  for  the  main- 
tenance of  this  branch,  so  it  was  necessary  to  take  money  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  used  for  other  branches  for  the 
support  of  this  one. 

The  addition  to  the  Montague  Branch,  running  through 
to  Pierrepont  Street,  was  completed  early  in  the  year.  The 
appreciation  of  the  large  reading  room  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  extension,  which  was  opened  January  i6th,  is  shown  by 
the  following  figures :

The  children's  room  at  this  branch  opened  March  11, 
1905.  For  the  first  month  the  average  daily  circulation  of 
books  in  this  new  room  was  113,  as  against  212  the  average 
daily  circulation  in  all  classes  from  the  old  Brooklyn  Library 
in  1902. 

In  no  way  does  the  work  in  this  department  interfere 
with  the  general  work  at  Montague.  In  fact,  it  is  a  help  rather 
than  a  hindrance,  because  the  older  children  are  often  directed 
to  the  main  reference  collection  for  help  in  their  studies  and 
investigations.  It  should  always  be  kept  in  mind  that  with  the 
children  we  are  laying  the  foundation  which  will  enable  them 
as  men  and  women  to  use  the  reference  books  in  a  more  intelli- 
gent manner  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 
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190,265  borrowers  are  entitled  to  use  the 
library,  75,542  of  whom  registered  dunng 
the  year.     . 

The  total  circulation  was  2,579,068.  This  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  library',  and  is  an  increase  of  483,944  over 
last  year.  Of  the  total  number  circulated  36%,  or  949,591, 
were  loaned  to  children. 

The  figures  do  not  include  the  use  of  the  reference  de- 
partment in  any  of  the  branches,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  number  of  books  consulted. 

The  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  was  67+  ;  adult  42+  ; 
juvenile  25+,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  less  than  1%.' 

New  buildings  mean  additional  business  in  all  depart- 
ments, so  that  it  must  be  expected  that  the  work  will  grow 
each  year.

An  increase  is  shown  in  nearly  every  branch. 

The  most  notable  changes  are  at  the  Williamsburgh 
Branch,  which  has  increased  in  circulation  from  100,743  to 
183,153,  and  jumped  from  the  9th  place  in  1904  to  the  second 
place  in  the  last  month  of  1905 :  and  the  Winthrop  Station, 
which  has  nearly  doubled  its  circulation. 

The  Schermerhom  Branch  has  dropped  from  138,432  to 
104,643. 

Although  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  show  an  increase  in  the 
home  circulation  we  ought  not  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the 
quiet,  studious  work  in  the  reference  departments  of  the  sev-* 
«ral  branches,  although  not  shown  in  statistics,  counts  quite 
as  much  in  the  effective  work  of  the  library. 

4,321  books  were  lost  during  the  year,  1,424  of  which  were 
charged  to  borrowers  and  never  returned. 

There  were  catalogued  during  the  year  62,129 
PERlcmiCALS        volumes:    10,370  books  were  worn  out  and 

discarded,  leaving  the  total  number  of  books 
at  the  end  of  the  year  476,969,  besides  26.785  pamphlets. 

67,550  volumes  were  purchased  during  the  year,  at  an 
average  cost  of  98  cents  per  volume.  The  addition  of  a  large 
number  of  valuable  and  high-priced  works  of  reference  for 
the  Montague  St.  collection  makes  this  average  somewhat 
higher  than  in  some  former  years.

The  following  is. an  extract  from  a  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Children's  Department : 

**  We  have  this  year  added  22,000  volumes  of  'juveniles' 
to  this  library.  The  figures  look  very  large,  and  I  fully  appre- 
ciate the  generous  allowa«nce.  Yet  on  examination  of  condi- 
tions it  will  be  found  that  the  allowance  was  not  at  all  out  of 
proportion  to  the  juvenile  circulation  and  to  the  needs  of  this 
particular  year. 

**  This  number  includes  over  2,900  volumes  for  the  Green- 
point  children's  room;  1,300  volums  added  to  Carroll  Park: 
1.500  to  Flatbush  before  they  moved  into  their  new  buildings, 
their  old  collections  being  very  inadequate  to  the  enlarged 
work.    South  was  given  about  950  new  books  for  its  new  room. 

**  Not  only  had  we  these  branches  to  stock  before  opening, 
but  the  great  *boom'  in  the  circulation  at  Pacific,  DeKalb  and 
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Williamsburgh  proved  that  we  had  not  sufficiently  provided  for 
their  needs  at  the  opening  of  their  new  buildings,  and  we  have 
consequently  added  this  year  over  1,400  volumes  to  DeKalb, 
and  1,700  each  to  Pacific  and  Williamsburgh. 

**  Taking  into  account,  then,  the  fact  that  we  were  prac- 
tically fitting  out  seven  new  libraries,  the  books  distributed 
among  the  remaining  17  branches  average  about  50  volumes 
per  branch  per  month.  The  outlying  branches — Fort  Hamil- 
ton, Bay  Ridge,  Sheepshead,  New  Utrecht — having  a  small 
juvenile  circulation  received  very  few,  while  East,  Saratoga, 
Prospect,  Ridgewood,  etc.,  have  had  numbers  proportionate  to 
their  large  circulation.  So  that,  although  the  total  is  large, 
the  books  have  not  been  distributed  thoughtlessly  or  extrava- 
gantly." 

The  library  now  has  on  file  for  reading  purposes  388 
different  periodicals,  of  which  number  347  are  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  Montague  Branch. 

The  library  received  3,541  volumes,  300  un- 
bound volumes,  3,342  pamphlets  and  4,528 
periodicals,  among  the  most  important  of  which  were  gifts 
from  New  York  Free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind, 
American  Bible  Society,  Mr.  Jacob  A.  Riis,  Mrs.  Susan  Swift, 
Mr.  John  H.  Dingman,  Mr.  C.  S.  Bassett.

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For  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  practically 
all  of  the  binding  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
Cedric  Olivers  at  his  shop,  1242- 1244  Fulton  Street.  The  loca- 
tion being  so  near  our  office,  it  is  possible  to  have  more  or  less 
supervision  of  the  work.  The  reports  made  by  the  Branch 
Librarians  indicate  entire  satisfaction  with  the  work.  Mr. 
Farrington  of  Montague  Branch,  who  has  had  considerable

experience  in  this  line,  says :  **  In  comparison  with  the  work 
of  previous  binders  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  by  far  the  most 
satisfactory  binding  we  have  had,  or  that  has  come  under  my 
observation  while  connected  with  the  Librarv.  Since  the  first 
book  was  bound  by  Chi  vers  we  have  not  had  a  single  volume 
which  needed  rebinding."  Many  of  our  readers  have  com- 
mented upon  the  improved  condition  of  the  covers,  some  indeed 
taking  them  for  new  books. 

CATALOGuiNfi  ^"  ^^^  Cataloguing  Department  there  are  24 

assistants  and  6  messengers  on  the  regular 
force;  and  6  temporary  workers  recataloguing  the  books  at 
Montague.    Up  to  date  47,006  volumes  have  been  recatalogued. 

In  November,  at  the  request  of  the  Comptroller,  a  report 
was  submitted  to  the  Finance  Department  of  the  City,  showing 
the  cost  of  this  department  for  the  year  1904.  The  statistical 
portion  is  contained  in  the  following  table :

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  Department  will 
be  found  of  considerable  interest,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  reports  from  the  other  Superintendents. 

.  CHILDREN'S  I"  every  Carnegie  building  special  provision 
DEPARTMENT  has  been  made  for  children,  in  the  belief 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  to-day,  who  are  to  be  the  men  and 
women  of  the  future,  should  be  started  in  the  right  way.  It 
IS  quite  likely  that  these  young  people  do  more  advertising  for 
the  Library  than  the  same  number  of  grown-up  people  whose 
ideas  and  ways  have  become  fixed. 

All  books  added  to  the  Children's  Department  are  read 
by  the  Superintendent  before  acceptance.  It  is  possible  that 
some  desirable  books  may  escape,  but  you  may  be  sure  that  no 
bad  books  are  placed  on  the  shelves. 

The  Superintendent  of  this  Department  has  taken  special 
pains  to  instruct  the  Children's  Assistants  in  the  work,  with 
the  result  that  we  are  obtaining  a  more  satisfactory  corps  of 
assistants.  This  is  done  by  means  of  meetings  of  the  children's 
librarians,  which  occur  at  least  once  a  month.  The  Superin- 
tendent, upon  request,  has  given-  various  talks  before  mothers' 
societies,  clubs,  associations,  etc.,  on  the  use  of  the  public 
library  by  children.  She  has  also  given  lectures  at  Albany  and 
at  Pittsburgh,  and  is  in  demand  as  an  expert  in  this  branch  of 
the  work.

library  with  the  schools  is  attended  to  in 

Greater  New  York  by  means  of  class  room  libraries  furnished 

by  the  special  library  department  of  the  board  of  Education. 

The  Board  has  a  fund  made  up  from  mone\'  appropriated  by 

the  state  and  city  for  the  purchase  of  such  books. 

A  report  made  by  a  specialist  to  the  City  Finance  Depart- 
ment last  year  showed  that  this  work  properly  belonged  to  the 
Public  Library  system  of  Greater  New  York,  and  with  this 
opinion  I  am  quite  ready  to  agree. 

The  most  that  we  can  do  at  present  is  for  the  Branch 
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Librarian  to  interest  the  teachers  in  the  nearbv  schools,  and 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  schools.  This  is  made 
possible  by  the  teachers  reference  collection  prepared  last  year 
and  which  has  been  found  of  considerable  help  by  the  teachers. 

The  work  of  this  department  materially  in- 
j^^^'J^^*][^(^^}J^      creased  from  month  to  month  as  it  became 

known  that  through  it  the  resources  of  the 
whole  system  were  available  to  residents  of  any  part  of  the 
borough.  The  privileges  which  have  been  accorded  by  the 
Trustees  have  been  accepted  in  a  larger  measure  than  was 
deemed  possible  at  the  outset.  It  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
valuable  departmenlts  of  the  library  so  far  as  enabling  us  to 
reach  all  the  people  with  all  the  books. 

Through  this  medium  16,349  volumes  were  sent  to  distant 
readers  who  otherwise  would  have  traveled  miles  to  obtain 
the  desired  volumes. 

The  collection  of  this  department  now  o>ntains 
l[bra%E8^  10,025  volumes,  1,265  of  which  were  added 

during  the  year. 

Altogether  there  are  29  fixed  libraries  on  such  subjects 
as  Political  Economy,  Civics,  Literature,  French,  English  and 
German  history  and  literature,  China,  Japan,  Russia,  etc., 
which  are  available  at  a  moment's  notice  by  clubs,  societies, 
associations  and  large  manufacturers  interested  in  the  study  of 
any  particular  subject.  The  balance  of  the  books  are  made  up 
into  libraries  of  50  each  upon  request. 

Like  the  Interchange  Department,  it  is  a  means  of  reach- 
ing a  class  of  people  who  might  perhaps  be  a  long  time  in 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  resources  of  the  library. 

Under  vote  of  the  Trustees  the  Library  for  the 
LIBRARY  FOR  Blind  was  opened  at  the  Pacific  Branch  on 
THE  BLIND.  ^pj.jj  ^^j^     jj^^  nucleus  of  the  collection  was 

a  eift  from  the  librarv  connected  with  the  Church  of  the  Mes- 
siah, which  contained  437  volumes.  The  number  of  volumes 
at  present  in  the  library  is  542. 

Mr.  Asa  Don  Dickinson  has  been  in  charge  of  the  work, 
and  has  had  as  his  immediate  assistant  Miss  Beryl  C.  Qarke, 
who  is  herself  blind.    Her  services  have  been  engaged  for  the 
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coming  year.  Besides  caring  for  the  library  she  teaches  pupils 
to  read  the  print.  She  is  an  active  and  enthusiastic  assistant, 
and  has  proved  a  great  acquisition  to  our  force. 

The  circulation  during  the  year  amounted  to  427  volumes. 

Three  times  a  week  readings  have  been  given  in  the  room 

by  Mr.  Dickinson  and  volunteers  to  audiences  varying  from 

40  to  92.    The  report  of  the  Librarian  in  charge  makes  very 

interesting  reading. 

A  list  of  the  books  appeared  in  the  December  number  of 
the  Bulletin. 

The  Library  is  under  obligation  to  the  Brooklyn  Rapid 
Transit  Co.  for  free  tickets  given  to  readers  and  their  guides 
to  use  in  coming  to  and  from  the  library. 
SPECIAL  '*  A  list  of  books  on  the  West  Indies  and  the 

L*ST8.  Bermuda   Islands,   in   the   Brooklyn    Public 

Library,"  containing  225  titles,  was  issued  in  March ;  and  all 
the  branches  have  prepared  selected  lists  upon  topics  of  cur- 
rent interest.  The  following  were  some  of  the  subjects 
treated :

Besides  the  general  circulation  of  the  printed  lists  among 
our  readers  copies  have  been  sent  upon  request  to  various 
libraries  and  special  workers  throughout  the  country. 

The  library   staff   has   been   increased  by   22 
^  *  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  22^. 

Many  resignations  have  taken  effect,  some  on  account  of 
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family  reasons  and  others  because  of  better  offers  from  other 
libraries. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  number  of  assist- 
ants, particularly  in  the  higher  grades,  continues  to  be 
manifest. 

Visiting  Trustees  and  Librarians  often  comment  upon  the 
appearance  of  the  staff  as  well  as  the  general  good  condition 
of  the  buildings. 

The  Chief  Librarian  has  reason  to  congratulate  the  Board 
and  himself  upon  the  high  character  and  general  efficiency 
of  the  staff.  The  work  has  been  effectively  and  faithfully 
performed,  the  members  of  the  staff  appearing  to  have  but 
one  interest  in  mind,  that  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

The  Chief  Librarian  has  held  meetings  with  the  Super- 
intendents nearly  every  Saturday  during  the  year,  and  with 
the  Branch  Librarians  once  a  month,  and  the  Superintendents 
liave  visited  branches  from  time  to  time  to  get  in  touch  with 
work  connected  with  their  different  departments. 

During  the  year  we  hope  to  formulate  a  plan  by  which 
some  at  least  of  the  assistants  will  come  in  more  direct  contact 
with  the  Superintendents  and  Chief  Librarian.  The  two 
general  meetings  which  were  held  during  the  year  showed 
what  could  be  done  along  this  line. 

From  the  Staff  committees  have  been  appointed  (a)  To 
secure  a  better  and  more  uniform  list  of  text  books. 

(b)  To  devise  a  method  by  which  the  collection  of  books 
in  foreign  languages  can  be  exchanged  between  branches. 

(c)  To  make  suggestions  concerning  grade  examinations. 
Credit  is  due  to  the  Superintendents,  assistants  and  other 

members  of  the  staff  for  the  splendid  results  of  the  year. 

The  Chief  Librarian  and  Superintendent  of  Cataloguing 
represented  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Library'  Association  at  Portland,  Oregon,  and 
5  other  assistants  paid  their  own  expenses  to  join  the  special 
party  to  Portland  and  Alaska.  Twenty-seven  attended  the 
State  library  meeting  at  Lake  Placid,  and  lo  at  Atlantic  City, 
proving  in  this  way  their  desire  to  get  in  touch  with  others 
who  are  in  the  same  line  of  work. 
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quarters,  but  upon  the  knal,  sensible,  enthusiastic  work  of 
trained  people  who  are  capable  of  standing  without  crutches, 
and  representing  the  librar>'  in  a  way  to  do  honor  to  the  dty. 
The  cordial  co-operation  of  the  branch  librarians  and  their 
intelligent  oversight  of  this  work  in  their  branches  has  been 
especially  gratifying  this  year.  We  still  have  diflScult>-,  as 
have  all  libraries  attempting  to  carry  on  the  work  with  children 
according  to  the  best  methods,  in  securing  enough  trained 
children's  librarians  for  our  large  system;  but  we  do  not 
lower  our  standard  for  admission,  and  the  very  fact  that  our 
standard  is  high  attracts  to  this  staff  gradually  such  workers 
as  we  desire,  since  their  Associates  in  the  work  are  of  even 
more  consequence  to  people  of  the  above  class  than  the  salary 
question  itself. 

The  improved  conditions  for  working  with  the  children 
due  to  the  opening  of  new  buildings  has  of  course  helped  very 
much.  It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  since  the  organization 
of  this  department  three  years  ago  only  six  out  of  our  twenty- 
four  branches  have  not  had  some  decided  improvement  made 
in  the  material  condition  of  their  children's  rooms  or  alcoves. 
Seven  Carnegie  buildings,  with  their  beautiful,  spacious  chil- 
dren's rooms,  have  opened;  large  children's  rooms  have  been 
added  to  the  Montague  and  Ridgewood  buildings,  and  the 
remaining  nine  have  either  moved  into  new  quarters  or  had 
such  decided  changes  in  arrangement  or  decoration  as  to  make 
them  seem  like  new  places.  It  has  been  very  interesting  to 
study  the  practical  working  out  of  the  different  building  plans 
as  they  affect  the  work  with  the  children.  At  Pacific  we  have 
a  children's  room  on  the  second  floor,  with  its  entire  work — 
not  in  spirit,  fortunately — separated  from  that  of  the  adult 
department.  At  Montague  the  division  is  even  greater,  the 
children  having  an  entrance  on  another  street  from  the  main 
department.  East  and  Ridgewood  have  also  the  separate  en- 
trance and  charging  desks  for  the  children's  rooms.  In  the 
remaining  branches  the  children  have  their  books  charged  at 
the  general  delivery  desk,  using  their  special  room  for  reading, 
reference  work  and  selecting  books.  We  have  long  thought 
that  some  combination  of  the  two  plans  would  be  best,  since  such 
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REPORT  OF  THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  reference  work  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year 
has  been  done  with  a  noticeably  fine  spirit  throughout  the 
system.  All  the  librar}'  workers  are  naturally  anxious  to  help 
the  serious  student,  and  the  necessarily  limited  collection  of 
books  in  a  branch  is  used  to  the  fullest  and  best  extent.  The 
lack  of  a  central  main  building  and  reference  department  has 
not  been,  perhaps,  without  some  good  results.  Self-dependence 
has  certainly  been  developed.  While  the  person  desiring  to 
do  any  work  of  research  is  referred  to  the  main  reference 
collection  at  the  Montague  Branch,  the  majority  of  questions 
can-  be  satisfactorily  answered  in  the  branch.  By  telephone 
and  through  the  Interchange  Department  many  reference 
questions  are  also  answered  or  material  supplied.  By  these 
methods  the  entire  collection  is  being  used  as  one  great  library. 
Various  sides  of  reference  work  have  been  discussed  at  the 
monthly  staff  meetings,  and  best  methods  of  co-operation 
devised. 

As  in  the  past,  selections  of  books  upon  the  subjects 
treated  by  the  free  lectures  have  been  brought  together  in 
every  branch.  Only  a  comparatively  small  number  of  persons 
use  these  books,  but  the  fact  that  the  name  and  location  of  the 
branch  nearest  to  a  lecture  center  is  printed  on  the  widely 
distributed  lecture  programs  brings  about  good  results. 

The  main  reference  room,  in  the  Montague  Branch,  was 
greatly  improved  by  the  room  gained  by  the  opening,  on  Jan- 
uary i6,  1905,  of  the  magazine  and  newspaper  reading  room 
in  the  Pierrepont  Street  addition.  The  number  of  readers 
using  the  reference  room  during  the  year  was :

Previous  to  January  16,  1905,  the  Reference  Department 
had  closed  at  nine  o'clock.  Since  that  time,  with  the  exception 
of  July  and  August,  it  has  been  open  until  ten  o'clock.

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  year  1905  has  been  marked  by  the  acquisition  of  the 
best  of  the  books  published  at  home  and  in  England,  with 
special  selections  of  approved  works  in  the  French  and  German 
languages.  Our  branch  libraries  have  also  been  reinforced  by 
frequent  additions  of  the  works  of  the  older  standard  authors 
bought  through  our  regular  agents  and  at  the  auction  sales  in 
Xew  York,  Boston  and  other  places.  In  the  selection  of  the 
current  books  a  large  number  of  the  prominent  magazines  and 
trade-lists  are  systematically  read.  Only  a  moderate  propor- 
tion of  the  books  published  are  selected,  it  being  considered 
better  to  buy  more  copies  of  the  best  than  to  include  those 
whose  desirability  for  the  uses  of  a  public  library  might  be 
doubtful.  Many  books  are  added  at  the  suggestion  of  our 
readers,  whose  wishes  in  this  respect  always  receive  respectful 
consideration. 

Special  purchases  of  books  have  been  made  for  the  South, 
Flatbush  and  Carroll  Park  Branches,  the  supply  in  their  former 
quarters  being  found  inadequate  for  the  furnishing  of  the  new 
buildings. 

During  1905  a  special  allowance  of  $10,000  was  made  to 
buy  books  for  the  new  Carnegie  building  on  Leonard  Street, 
Greenpoint,  this  library  occupying  a  new  field  not  hitherto 
supplied  with  a  library.  About  four-fifths  of  this  amount  has 
been  used  for  new  books,  which  have  been  catalogued,  and  are 
ready  to  be  transferred  to  this  library  in  readiness  for  its  open- 
ing, which  will  occur  within  a  few  weeks. 

Approximately  22,000  volumes  have  been  supplied  during 
1905  for  the  children's  departments  of  our  library  system, 
and  special  care  has  been  taken  by  Miss  Hunt,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  this  department,  in  their  selection.  Pleasant  rooms 
in  the  new  Carnegie  libraries  are  assigned  to  the  children. 
These  liberal  supplies  of  useful  and  entertaining  literature, 
with  such  attractive  surroundings,  should  have  a  marked  in- 
fluence for  good  on  the  rising  generation.  There  were  no  such 
books  fifty  years  ago,  and  their  large  use  by  our  young  readers 
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indicates  that  the.  reading  habit  is  being  established  and  that 
the  outlay  is  justified. 

In  1905  the  total  appropriation  for  books  was  $68,000. 
60,762  volumes  have  been  ordered  through  the  regular  agents 
of  the  library;  5,095  volumes  bought  at  special  sales;  and 
1,693  ^^  the  various  auction  sales,  making  a  total  of  67,550 
volumes  purchased  during  the  year. 

The  record  of  gifts  in  1905  shows  that  the  library  has 
received  3,541  volumes,  300  unbound  volumes,  3,342  pamph- 
lets, and  4,528  numbers  of  magazines,  a  totali  of  12,455  pieces. 

During  the  summer  season,  when  the  duties  of  the  Book- 
Order  Department  are  less  exacting  than  at  other  times,  a 
large  accumulation  of  periodicals  at  our  stock-room  in  Fulton 
Street  was  overhauled  and  about  700  volumes  of  magazines 
were  completed  and  bound.  These  were  used  for  filling  out 
incomplete  sets  at  the  various  branch  libraries,  and  were  appor- 
tioned wherever  they  were  most  needed.  These  back  volumes 
were  of  the  more  popular  magazines,  such  as  Harper's,  Cen- 
tury, Atlantic,  Scrihners  Magazine,  Munseys  Magazine ,  Mc- 
Clure's,  etc. 

The  Cataloguing  Department  has,  for  the  most  part,  and 
by  strenuous  exertion,  very  nearly  kept  up  wdth  the  labor  of 
accessioning  and  cataloguing  the  books  turned  over  to  them 
by  the  Book  Order  Department.  This  has  enabled  the  branch 
libraries  to  receive  their  books  more  promptly  than  has  been 
possible  in  some  of  the  former  years  of  the  library's  history.

Lednc  Chivers  a  plan  for  the  establishment  ot 
a  bookbindery  in  Brooklyn.  Mr.  Chivers  located  his  plant  in 
Brooklyn,  near  the  center  of  our  library  system,  and  since  his 
advent  the  bulk  of  our  work  in  rebinding  books  for  our 
branches  has  been  done  at  his  place,  and  in  the  most  substan- 
tial and  satisfactory  manner.  While  the  cost,  per  volume,  of 
Mr.  Chivers'  binding  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  at  other 
places,  it  is  cheaper  in  the  end.  as  a  book  bound  in  the  Chivers' 
w-ay  never  needs  rebinding.  It  remains  in  its  cover  until  worn 
out.  A  statement  of  binding  for  tlie  library  in  i(;o5  is 
appended :

CATALOGUING   DEPARTMENT, 

To  the  Chief  Librarian:  ^ 

It  becomes  increasingly  difficult  as  the  years  roll  on  to 
compile  a  report  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  department 
which  will  be  at  all  readable  and  not  duplicate  the  efforts  of 
previous  years.  It  is  always  with  the  knowledge  that  it  will 
with  difficulty  be  understood  by  the  casual  reader,  that  this 
report  is  penned,  but  it  is  none  the  less  with  that  consumma- 
tion in  view  that  it  is  thought  out  and  submitted  to  whoso  will 
read.  The  reason  for  this  failure  of  general  appeal  is  the 
same  as  in  any  technical  or  professional  report;  the  statistics 
may  mean  nothing  to  the  reader,  and  they  may  be  twisted  to 
mean  something  that  is  the  greatest  surprise  to  their  very 
compiler.  As  the  work  of  the  professional  in  other  lines  is 
invoked  to  substantiate  a  report,  so  the  catalogue  itself  is,  nay, 
must  be,  the  best  report  that  can  be  offered  by  the  Cataloguing 
Department. 

The  most  general  and  frequently  recurring  question,  and 
therefore  the  one  to  be  first  treated,  that  has  come  up  during 
the  present  year,  is  the  one  raised  as  to  the  cost  of  cataloguing. 
The  modem  library  movement  is  young,  and  it  is  therefore  not 
surprising  that  the  subject  of  library  work  in  general  and  of 
cataloguing  in  particular  is  not  fully  understood.    The  average 
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man  does  not  know  and  cannot  realize  the  demands  of  the 
work,  and  has  no  idea,  seemingly,  that  any  training  or  special 
aptitude  is  necessar}\  By  way  of  contrast  to  this  average 
man's  view  might  be  recorded  the  plaint  of  a  prominent  libra- 
rian at  a  recent  library  club  meeting  that  so  great  a  per  cent 
of  the  talent  of  the  library  profession  had  to  be  diverted  to 
the  cataloguing  department,  to  the  detriment  of  the  circulating 
desk.  The  moral  to  be  pointed  out  is  that  the  catalogue  must 
be  good  as  a  first  requisite  to  a  library.  In  the  words  of  the 
old  comparison,  the  catalogue  is  the  key  to  the  otherwise  hid- 
den material  buried  in  books.  In  a  library  of  any  size,  the 
best  desk  attendant  in  the  world  is  almost  helpless,  or  at  best 
considerably  handicapped,  without  a  convenient  and  rational 
classification  of  the  volumes  of  the  collection  and  the  biblio- 
graphical aid  of  a  catalogue.  In  a  large  system  like  the  Brook- 
lyn Public  Library  a  large  cataloguing  force  is  necessary,  and 
its  formation,  training  and  gradual  development  is  no  easy 
matter.  The  born  bibliographer  is  as  rare  as  the  bom  teacher 
or  poet.  The  cataloguing  expert  must  have  the  quick  mind, 
sound  common  sense,  broad  view  and  good  judgment  of  the 
book-reviewer  joined  with  the  slow  and  solid  qualities  of  the 
bibliographer.  The  former  qualities  are  needed  for  rapid 
classification  of  books  in  all  the  various  fields  of  human  knowl- 
edge, from  abstruse  to  practical,  from  grave  to  gay,  and  for 
placing  them  under  subject  headings  in  the  catalogue  useful 
and  specific,  to  student,  scholar  and  every  day  reader  alike, 
and  are  by  far  the  more  important  and  indispensable.  The 
latter  qualities  are  needed  for  recording  accurately  the  data  of 
the  books  so  classed,  in  a  l)iblic^raphical  catalogue  of  a  fonn 
useful  to  people  of  all  grades  of  intelligence.  It  stands  to 
reason  that  to  cope  with  these  requirements,  a  solid  educational 
training  that  gives  an  intelligent  outlook  on  the  various  fields 
of  knowledge  must  be  joined  to  a  natural  aptitude  for  biblio- 
graphical detail,  and  added  to  these  a  technical  training  in  such 
work.  The  head  of  such  a  department  must  possess  these  re- 
quirements in  an  ever  greater  degree,  with  an  executive  ability 
and  knowledge  of  human  nature  above  the  ordinary,  since  the 
results,  good  or  bad,  depend  directly  on  her  ability  and  on  her 
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management,  successful  or  unsuccessful,  of  the  varied  material 
entrusted  to  her  guidance. 

Not  only  has  the  question  of  the  cost  of  cataloguing  been 
raised  but  also  that  of  recataloguing,  chiefly  in  connection  with 
the  reclassification  of  the  Montague  Branch.  It  seems  to  be  the 
general  impression  that  the  recataloguing  of  a  book  is  a  shorter 
process  than  the  cataloguing  of  a  new  book,  though  the  reason 
for  this  impression  is  hard  to  find.  As  an  old  dress  must  be 
ripped,  cleaned  and  pressed  before  being  recut  and  refashioned 
into  a  new  semblance,  so  an  old  book  must  be  taken  from  the 
old  records  in  the  inventory  and  in  the  catalogues  by  author, 
subject  and  title,  and  itself  cleaned  of  its  old  labels  and  class 
figures,  before  it  can  be  handled  as  a  subject  for  reclassifying 
and  recataloguing.  The  process  is  therefore  more  involved 
and  longer  than  in  the  case  of  a  newly  bought  work. 

Several  points  are  here  worthy  of  note  in  the  matter  of 
reclassification  of  the  Montague  collection.  It  is  not  a  mere 
branch  library  in  the  sense  of  the  other  branches  of  the  sys- 
tem. Though  nominally  so,  it  is  really,  at  present,  the  central 
library,  and  the  reference  library  at  that.  It  is  an  old  and 
solidly  built  collection,  containing  a  selection  of  works  only  to 
be  foimd  in  libraries  of  age  and  dignity.  Consequently  a  very 
large  per  cent  of  the  volumes  are  new  to  our  Union  catalogue, 
founded  so  recently,  in  1897,  making  the  work  of  recataloguing 
not  the  mere  entry  of  duplicates  but  an  undertaking  basically 
new,  as  we  shall  endeavor  to  point  out  statistically  in  our  record 
for  1906.  Again,  as  the  central  and  reference  library,  the 
Montague  Branch  requires  a  full  bibliographical  and  subject 
catalogue,  not  a  mere  check-list  which  serves  in  the  smaller 
branch  libraries.  Indeed,  experience  has  already  shown  that 
with  a  constituency  ranging  from  the  speciafiist  to  the  dilet- 
tante, from  the  scholar  to  the  school-boy,  the  catalogue  must 
needs  have  the  wisdom  of  the  serpent  coiled  up  within  its 
cards,  to  meet  the  infinite  needs  of  research.  A  work  cannot 
be  treated  as  a  whole  only  but  must  be  analyzed,  so  that  any 
matter  of  importance  or  note  may  be  within  reach  of  the 
searcher,  if  the  catalogue  is  to  be  really  useful  and  a  complete 
index  to  all  valuable  material  contained  within  its  books.    The 
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archaeologist  expects  by  a  special  entry  in  the  catalogue  to  be 
guided  to  any  material  of  use  to  him,  a  chapter  or  section  of  a 
work  which  from  its  general  content  does  not  fall  under  the 
general  subject  of  archaeology.  The  student  of  literature  or 
the  fiction  reader,  (and  why  shottld  the  latter 's  desire  to  know 
not  be  as  legitimate  as  that  of  his  erstwhile  more  serious 
brother?)  expects  special  entries  for  the  individual  tales  in  a 
book  of  famous  short  stories.  Scholar  and  general  reader 
alike  expect  entries  adapted  to  their  needs  and  their  wants 
and  only  the  most  careful  and  the  fullest  cataloguing  answers 
their  expectations.  The  Montague  Branch  as  the  central  and 
reference  library,  therefore,  adds  complex  elements  to  a  sys- 
tem of  cataloguing  already  involved.  It  furthermore  increases 
the  complex  nature  6i  departmental  statistics.  The  discussion 
on  the  cost  of  cataloguing  focused  in  an  attempt  to  calculate 
the  cost  per  volume  for  books  added  to  the  library  based  on 
these  statistics.  Now  in  a  system  which  involves  25  branch 
libraries,  in  which  there  is  varied  treatment  of  cataloguing  for 
various  branches,  in  which  duplicate  volumes  require  slightly 
different  treatment  from  new  cases,  it  is  manifestly  impossible 
to  make  a  fair  estimate.  Statistics  for  various  vears  would 
give  widely  varying  results,  while  comparison  with  other 
libraries  would  result  in  further  confusion,  as  diflferent  libra- 
ries define  the  cataloguing  department  in  different  ways.  Some 
large  libraries  do  not  include  accessioning,  classifying,  etc. 
in  the  so-called  cataloguing  department,  but  name  them  as 
separate  departments.  To  keep  statistics  that  would  answer 
the  question  accurately  would  take  an  unwarrantable  amount 
of  time.    Statistics  are  an  expensive  luxury. 

There  are  at  this  date  30  cataloguers  and  6  messengers  in 
the  Cataloguing  Department,  6  of  the  former  being  temporary 
cataloguers,  not  on  our  permanent  payroll.  Eighteen  cata- 
loguers and  4  messengers  are  engaged  on  the  new  accessions 
and  the  Union  cataloguing  and  Union  shelf  listing,  etc.,  of  the 
old  Montague  collection,  and  on  the  regular  other  work  of  the 
department.  Nine  cataloguers  and  i  messenger  are  detailed  on 
the  work  of  recataloguing,  etc.,  the  Montague  collection  and 
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3  cataloguers  and  i  messenger  'on  the  current  cataloguing  at 
the  Montague  and  Schermerhorn  branches. 

The  actual  amount  spent  for  salaries  in  the  Cataloguing 
Department  for  1905  was  $24,242.27.  Deducting  from  this 
amount  the  $3,687.46  for  branch  current  cataloguing,  $6,264.27 
for  recatalog^ing,  $600  for  work  on  the  Depository  Catalc^ue 
and  $690.54  for  cataloguing  the  Greenpoint  collection  for  the 
branch,  leaves  $13,000  spent  for  cataloguing  the  62,129  new 
accessions  and  Union  cataloguing,  etc.,  the  13,987  volumes 
of  the  old  Montague  collection,  in  addition  to  the  other  work 
of  the  department  which  will  be  given  further  on,  an  average 
cost  of  .17  per  volume.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  average 
cost  of  cataloguing  a  new  title  is  .30  and  that  of  cataloguing 
a  duplicate  .15.  An  experiment  which  has  proved  highly 
satisfactory  and  most  successful  was  tried  this  year.  Two  of 
the  messengers,  at  a  salary  of  $20  per  month,  were  trained  to 
do  the  accessioning,  and  are  doing  it  as  well  as  any  $50  per 
month  assistant  could.  The  typewriters  have  turned  out  even 
better  than  our  most  sanguine  expectations  of  last  year  led  us 
to  expect.  The  assistants  have  become  expert  in  their  use, 
and  can  now  typewrite  an  average  of  320  cards  per  day  each. 
Comparatively  little  time  among  so  large  a  force  has  been  lost 
through  illness  during  the  year.  The  department  owes  its  suc- 
cess to  the  cordial  cooperation  among  the  members  of  the 
staff,  and  the  staff  and  its  Superintendent.  Without  this  co- 
operation the  strain  upon  one's  nervous  system  would  be 
almost  too  great.  To  it  we  owe  the  feeling  which  we  take 
home  with  us  each  night,  that  though  we've  done  a  hard  days 
work,  we've  all  worked  together  for  the  common  weal  and 
it  has  been  worth  while.  The  Superintendent  has  given  of 
her  own  time  6  weeks  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  given 
them  gladly.  As  recorded  by  the  Union  shelf  list,  the  library 
contains  at  this  date  71,397  different  titles.  This  record  does 
not  include  the  volumes  at  Montague  still  uncatalogued.  how- 
ever, since  47,006  volumes  only  have  been  recatalogued  up 
to  the  end  of  1905,  and  therefore  entered  in  the  Union  records. 
This,  in  addition  to  the  13,514  new  accessions  since  consoli- 
dation took  place,  make  a  total  of  62,-;20  volumes  of  the  entire 
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Montague  collection  recorded  in  the  Union  catalogue  and  shelf 
list. 

The  Cataloguing  Department,  as  has  already  been  im- 
plied, includes  in  its  province  all  the  work  connected  with  the 
incominij  books  after  thev  have  been  received  bv  the  Book 
Order  Department.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Department 
examines  each  new  book,  particularly  new  fiction,  rather 
critically,  in  order  to  keep  out  the  few  objectionable  ones  that 
are  sure  to  creep  in  during  a  twelvemonth.  Prevention  seems 
better  than  cure  in  such  a  case.  It  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
and  more  desirable,  in  view  of  the  facts  aforementioned,  that 
the  statistics  showing  the  work  of  the  Cataloguing  Department 
be  given  in  tabular  form  this  year,  as  follows :

DEPARTMENT  OF  SUPPLIES. 

To  the  Librarian: 

In  addition  to  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  the  regular 
supplies  and  the  repairs  to  the  several  buildings,  mention 
might  be  made  of  the  following  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  this  department  during  1905 : 

The  equipping  of  new  and  better  quarters  for  the  Bush- 
wick  Branch,  made  necessary  by  the  establishment  of 
a  tailor  shop  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  building. 
The  furnishing  of  an  extension  to  the  Ridgewood  Branch 

for  a  children's  department. 
The  renovating  of  tlic  Bay  Ridge  Branch  building. 
The  installation  of  considerable  shelving  in  the  reference 
department  and  newspaper  reading  tallies  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  ^lontague  Branch. 
The  making  ready  of  the  Brownsville  Branch,  which  be- 
came a  part  of  the  public  library  systein  May  1st,  for 
the  open  shelf  system. 
The  placing  of  more  than  a  dozen  typewriting  machines. 

desks  and  chairs  in  the  cataloguing  department. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  of  six  branches  now  occupying 
Carnegie  buildings,  which,  with  but  one  exception,  take  the 
place  of  rented  quarters,  is  much  more  than  heretofore,  espe- 
cially for  light  and  heat.     These  branches  are,  of  course,  in 
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great  part  furnished  by  the  Carnegie  Ccxnmittee.  Considering 
the  different  finishes  of  the  several  articles  of  furniture  for 
some  of  these  buildings  I  would  suggest  that  in  future  all  the 
goods  be  received  in  the  rough  and  finished  by  one  firm,  or  that 
the  order  for  all  the  furniture  for  any  one  branch  be  g^ven  one 
firm. 

The  furniture  and  shelving  not  transferred  from  the  old 
to  the  new  buildings  was  distributed  to  great  advantage  among 
the  branches  remaining  in  rented  quarters.  In  fact,  if  this 
second-hand  material  had  not  been  available  it  would  have  been 
necessary  to  purchase  the  new  at  no  small  expense. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  and  re- 
taining competent  janitor-engineers  for  the  Carnegie  buildings 
at  the  present  rate  of  compensation.  These  are  important 
positions,  and  it  would  seem  to  me  demand  an  increase  of  from 
33  1-3%  to  50%  of  the  salary  being  paid  for  this  work. 

Some  stationery  and  printed  forms  which  it  seemed  neces- 
sary to  supply  in  order  that  the  work  throughout  the  system 
might  be  perfomed  more  advantageously  have  been  added  to 
our  list,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  seventeen  items 
now  handled  by  this  department.

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DEPARTI«ENT  OF  TRAVELING  UBRARIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

In  calling  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Traveling  Libraries 
Department  for  the  year  1905,  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  satis- 
faction that  we  point  to  a  steady  growth  in  all  parts  of  the 
work.  More  libraries  have  been  loaned  than  ever  before,  the 
number  of  borrowers  has  been  increased,  and  more  has  been 
done  to  reach  the  people  in  sections  of  BrookljTi  which  are 
not  readily  supplied  by  the  branches. 

The  record  of  the  number  of  volumes  circulated  is  ap- 
parently discouraging.  The  reports  show  a  total  of  only 
60,976 — ^a  loss  of  3,699  volumes  from  the  circulation  in  1904. 
But  on  closer  examination  of  the  work  these  figures  need 
cause  no  concern.  In  many  cases  the  monthly  reports  of  cir- 
culation we  have  long  felt  are  ver\'  unsatisfactory,  and  unless 
some  scheme  can  be  found  of  ensuring  returns  of  uniform 
accuracy  too  much  dependence  must  not  be  placed  on  the 
figures  returned  to  this  department.  But  some  decrease  in  the 
year's  w-ork  was  inevitable.  In  1904  we  issued  to  the  People's 
Hebrew  Institute  twelve  libraries,  and  a  circulation  was  re- 
ported of  3,009  volumes.  Early  in  1905  this  organization  be- 
came the  Brownsville  Branch  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library, 
and  hence  has  been  outside  the  field  of  this  department.  This 
alone  accounts  for  all  but  690  of  the  decrease  in  circulation. 
Furthermore,  in  some  cases  better  facilities  have  been  offered 
our  former  borrowers  by  the  establishment  of  new  branches, 
or  by  the  opening:  of  new  buildings  to  take  the  place  of  those 
which  were  inadequate  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  vicinity. 
Manv  of  our  borrowers  have  notified  us  that  thev  do  not  de- 
sire  as  many  libraries  as  fonnerly,  as  their  people  now  make 
use  of  the  branches  near  them ;  others  have  entirely  discon- 
tinued taking  traveling  libraries.  But  here,  too,  is  cause  for 
encouragement.  For  the  traveling  library  system  is  but  a 
means  to  an  end ;  and  whenever  our  former  borrowers  desert 
us  to  enjoy  the  privileges  extended  to  them  by  the  branch  sys- 
tem, the  apparent  loss  to  this  department  is  a  gain  to  the 
library  system  as  a  whole. 
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A  more  satisfactory  estimate  of  the  work  of  the  vear  is 
shown  by  the  following.  In  1904  we  loaned  322  libraries,  of 
16,100  volumes — an  increase  over  1903  of  14  libraries  and  700 
volumes.  The  work  of  1905  shows  a  total  of  392  libraries,  of 
19.600  volumes — an  increase  over  1904  of  70  libraries  and 
3,500  volumes.  We  therefore  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the 
work  of  the  department  for  the  year  has  given  great  cause  for 
satisfaction,  and  holds  out  promise  of  increasing  usefulness 
through  the  coming  year. 

During  the  last  few  months  we  have  sent  out  circular 
letters,  calling  attention  to  the  advantages  offered  by  the  de- 
partment, to  many  literary,  educational  and  charitable  societies 
and  social  clubs,  listed  in  the  Eagle  Almanac.  Gratifying 
returns  have  been  received  from  many  of  these  circulars,  and 
we  feel  that  by  continuing  along  this  line  we  can  reach  many 
more  people,  and  can  do  better  work  along  lines  where  there 
will  be  no  danger  of  conflicting  with  the  work  of  the  branches. 
To  meet  the  demands  made  upon  us  by  the  increasing  work, 
many  new  books  are  needed.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
received  a  number  of  new  books,  which  have  proven  ver>'  suit- 
able for  use  in  the  recreation  centers,  vacation  playgrounds  and 
day  schools.  The  teachers  and  the  settlement  workers  who 
have  made  use  of  the  books  have  expressed  great  pleasure  in 
them.  But  we  feel  that  if  more  popular  books,  not  necessarily 
the  latest,  could  be  added  to  our  collection,  we  could  do  more 
work  than  is  at  present  possible. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  Interchange  Depart- 
ment has  been  most  gratifying.  Since  its  transfer  here 
last  year  its  growth  has  been  such  that  its  discontinuance 
would  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  entire  system.  Through  the 
Interchange  a  branch  with  a  small  collection  is  able  to  borrow 
for  its  own  applicants  any  book  that  is  to  be  found  in  the 
entire  library,  with  the  least  possible  delay  in  receiving  it ;  to 
secure  additional  assistance  for  those  pursuing  special  studies ; 
and  to  ask  aid  in  answering  reference  questions  which  they 
are  unable  to  answer  from  the  branch  collection.  In  many 
ways  the  Interchange  service  has  aided  in  developing  the  spirit 
of  co-operation  between  the  branches. 
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The  statistics  of  this  work  for  the  year  show  that  21,801 
requests  have  been  received.  Of  these  we  were  able  to  fill 
16,252 — 75%  of  the  total  number.  The  slips  are  looked  up  in 
the  catalogues  at  Montague  and  at  Schermerhorn,  and  in  the 
Union  catalogue.  The  average  time  required  for  filling  the 
requests  has  been  about  twenty-four  hours ;  adding  to  this  the 
time  required  for  delivery  of  the  books  by  the  express  service, 
all  but  a  very  small  per  cent,  of  the  requests  have  been  filled, 
and  either  the  books,  or  some  definite  report  on  the  request, 
have  reached  the  branches,  within  forty-eight  hours  from  the 
time  of  the  receipt  of  the  request  in  this  department.  The 
character  of  the  work  done  may  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  the 
fiction  asked  for  has  averaged  only  21  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  requests  made.  The  advantages  of  the  Interchange 
system  have  become  well  known  to  most  of  the  borrowers  at 
the  branches.  All  that  can  be  done  by  us  is  to  strive  to  reduce 
to  a  minimum  the  time  required  to  meet  the  demands  made. 
The  benefits  that  may  be  derived  from  the  system  depend 
chieflv  on  the  branch  librarians;  and  we  look  to  them  for 
co-operation  in  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  work.

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REPORTS  OF  BRANCH  UBRARIANS- 

ALBANY  HEJGHT8  It  is  with  satisfaction  that,  in  surveying 
BRANCH.  ^j^g  ^^j.j^  ^£  j^j^  ^g  gj^j  g^  much  of 

the  promise  of  a  year  ago  realized.  The  homes  that  were  then 
being  built  are  now  occupied,  and  we  feel  that  we  are  no  longer 
on  the  outskirts,  but  almost  in  the  heart  of  things.  Our  statis- 
tics show  an  increase  of  13  per  cent  in  circulation  and  47  per 
cent  in  registration  over  that  of  1904. 

The  beautiful  new  Commercial  High  School  within  a  few 
blocks  of  the  branch  will  be  open  in  February,  and  we  are  pre- 
paring ourselves  for  this  demand,  which  will  tax  us  to  the 
utmost. 

The  branch  has  one  particular  need  which  w-e  hope  the 
present  year  will  provide  for,  and  that  is  a  collection  of  Swed- 
ish literature.  Our  needs  have  been  met  so  satisfactorily  in  the 
past  that  we  feel  this  will  not  be  overlooked. 

This  report  will  not  be  complete  unless  reference  is  made 
to  the  grezt  help  that  has  been  afforded  us  by  the  Interchange 
Department.  It  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  of  the 
work  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  borrowers. 

ASTRAL  BRANCH.  During  the  past  year  the  work  at  this 
branch  has  been  steadily  developing.  The  growth  of  the  cir- 
culation continued,  showing  an  increase  of  nearly  7,000 
volumes  for  the  year.  An  unusual  feature  of  the  work  was 
the  maintenance  of  a  lively  circulation  during  the  entire  sum- 
mer, a  season  which  had  always  been  very  quiet  hitherto. 

The  large  patronage  constantly  bestow^ed  on  the  children's 
corner  and  the  adult  reading  room  is  very  gratifying,  as  in 
this  way  the  library  reaches  many  who  never  draw  books. 
This  portion  of  our  people  take  as  great  pleasure  in  selecting 
their  reading  matter  from  the  shelves  as  the  registered  bor- 
rowers do,  and  the  character  of  their  reading  is  as  good  as  is 
that  of  the  latter.  We  expect  this  phase  of  our  work  to  be 
increasingly  valuable. 

BAY  RIDGE  BRANCH.  Our  statistics  for  1905  show  a  slight, 
though  steady,  increase  in  circulation  over  the  previous  year. 
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The  additions  to  our  collection  have  had  to  be  limited  to  bare 
necessities,  owing  to  the  want  of  shelf  room.  The  brancli  has 
recently  been  redecorated,  and  this  has  been  much  appreciated 
by  our  public.  Hardly  a  day  goes  by  without  bringing  some 
expression  of  approval  at  the  improved  appearance  of  the 
branch. 

BEDFORD  BRANCH.  Tiie  l)rancli  moved  into  the  new  build- 
ing on  February  6th,  when  a  public  reception  and  opening  ex- 
ercises were  held.  Throngs  of  visitors  admired  the  handsome 
building,  and  expressed  great  interest  in  it. 

On  the  first  day  of  routine  work  nearlv  sixteen  huntlred 
books  were  given  out. 

The  circulation  has  shown  a  steady  growth  each  month, 
and  has  increased  more  than  was  anticipated.  The  lil)rar\' 
was  open  fifty-one  weeks,  and  reports  a  circulation  of  213,911. 

The  children's  department  has  show^n  a  gradual  increase, 
the  bright,  cheerful  room  attracting  many  children.  Three 
talks  were  given  to  the  school  children,  one  on  the  use  of  the 
library,  and  two  on  the  reference  books  and  how  to  use  them. 
These  talks  have  been  much  appreciated.  One  talk  to  mothers 
and  others  interested  in  children's  reading,  and  a  display  of 
Christmas  books  by  Miss  Hunt.  Superintendent  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Department,  was  most  helpful.  An  effort  has  been 
made  to  improve  the  quality  of  reading  by  individual  super- 
vision and  by  means  of  bulletins  and  reading  lists,  and  the 
story  hour,  held  once  a  week. 

The  assistance  given  in  the  Reference  Department  is  in- 
valuable, and  with  the  opening  of  the  new  building  the  work 
showed  a  decided  growth. 

The  evenings  often  tax  the  room  to  the  full  extent  of  its 
seating  capacity,  the  greater  number  using  the  reference  books. 

BROWNSVILLE  The    library    is    constantly    gaining    new 

BRANCH.  readers  and  borrowers.     These  readers 

mainly  consist  of  Russian-Jewash  children  and  their  elders. 
Nearly  all  are  earnest,  serious  and  studious.  A  good  collec- 
tion of  juvenile  books  and  elementary  English,  as  well  as  a 
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collection  of  books  in  Judeo-German,  Hebrew  and  Russian  is 
needed. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  proper  material,  previous  to  the 
transfer  of  this  branch  to  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  we 
were  hampered  in  our  outside  work  and  were  compelled  to 
confine  ourselves  to  the  Hebrew  Educational  Society  only. 
There  was  at  least  some  satisfaction  in  this,  as  the  Society  has 
an  English  Department  for  foreigners  and  the  teachers  sent 
us  their  pupils  in  a  body.  We  are  also  in  co-operation  with  the 
Club  Department,  consisting  of  fifty  branches  or  clubs  for 
which  lists  on  various  subjects  of  debate  are  prepared  from 
time  to  time. 

A  Davidson  Branch,  or  Breadwinners  College,  has  been 
lately  organized  in  this  community  for  purposes  of  general 
education,  with  which  we  hope  to  establish  friendly  intercourse. 

The  interchange  system  has  helped  us  largely  in  satisfying 
many  of  our  readers  who  could  not  otherwise  have  obtained 
from  us  the  books  they  asked  for,  and  they  have  expressed 
their  keen  appreciation  of  it.  The  special  card  has  been  a 
privilege  highly  valued  by  teachers  and  students  of  this  com- 
munity. 

The  coming  year  appears  promising,  with  the  introduction 
of  the  open  shelf  system,  a  larger  and  more  commodious  chil- 
dren's room,  and  the  many  new  books  that  we  are  in  the  hope 
of  receiving. 

BU8HWICK  BRANCH.  Bushwick,  during  1905,  outrivalled  the 
"  Light  Brigade  "  in  the  number  and  strength  of  its  foes,  for 
while  it  had  to  contend  with  the  attractive  new  Williamsburgh 
Branch  on  the  right,  and  the  new  DeKalb  Branch  on  the  left, 
the  machinery  of  a  sweat-shop  thundered  overhead,  making  it 
impossible  to  use  the  branch  with  any  great  satisfaction,  ex- 
cept as  a  circulating  library.  Nevertheless,  there  was  a  bright 
side  to  all  this,  for  with  less  crowded  conditions,  the  library 
was  able  to  do  much  more  satisfactory  work  along  reference 
lines,  both  with  juveniles  and  adults,  and  as  much  of  the  in- 
terest and  special  study  is  in  sociological  topics  and  civics, 
the  time  spent  in  helping  along  such  work  in  a  section  like 
Rushwick  is  certainly  a  gain  to  good  citizenship. 
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During  the  summer  every  effort  was  made  to  find  more 
satisfactory  quarters,  but  it  was  not  an  easy  task ;  consequently 
it  was  late  in  the  year  before  new  rooms  were  secured.  The 
new  location  has  proved  ideal  as  to  opportunity  for  usefulness, 
and  has  more  than  justified  the  wisdom  shown  in  its  selection. 
The  library  is  now  right  in  the  midst  of  the  most  congested 
section  of  Brooklyn,  and  just  opposite  a  very  large  new  public 
school  which  is  to  open  early  in  the  year.  Since  moving,  the 
branch  has  had  the  largest  circulation  in  its  history,  becoming 
a  rival  in  children's  work  to  the  largest  Carnegie  Branch  in 
the  system.  The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  most  encour- 
aging ;  the  great  problem  will  be  how,  in  such  restricted  quar- 
ters, to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  the  library  by  the  imme- 
diate neighborhood  alone. 

CARROLL  PARK  Qn  June  3d  the  Carnegie  building  was 
BRANCH.  opened  to  the  public,  who  showed  great 

appreciation  of  the  well-equipped,  spacious  branch  library.  The 
lack  of  room  and  consequent  need  of  books  proved  a  draw- 
back to  last  year's  work  in  our  old  quarters.  Although  the 
circulation  has  increased  30  per  cent,  we  feel  that  we  are 
handicapped  by  the  nearness  of  two  branch  libraries,  which 
contain  the  largest  collections  in  the  city.  In  order  to  meet 
the  demands  and  to  compete  successfully  with  them,  our  col- 
lection will  have  to  be  greatly  increased.  This  need  has  been 
shown  daily  by  our  work  with  the  interchange,  which  has 
proved  a  blessing  to  us. 

The  work  with  the  Italian  Settlement,  which  is  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  hearty  co- 
operation existing  between  it  and  the  library  is  a  source  of 
help  and  pleasure  to  all.  With  the  appointment  of  a  trained 
children's  librarian,  and  the  extensive  field  open,  we  may 
further  to  an  unlimited  degree  this  very  important  branch  of 
library  work. 

CITY  PARK  This  branch  is  well  located,  making  a  clieerful 
BRANCH.  j.pQ^  jj^  ^^  unattractive  district.     The  users  of 

the  reading  room  are  almost  invariably  men,  and  it  often 
presents  the  appearance  of  a  men's  club.    The  newspapers  and 
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magazines  are  the  most  popular,  although  the  books  are  used 
to  a  great  extent  in  the  library. 

The  present  Branch  Librarian  took  up  the  work  here 
October  2,  1905.  Since  then  a  little  visiting  among  schools 
and  settlement  houses  has  been  done,  and  one  result  of  a  call 
at  the  Italian  Settlement  on  Front  Street  was  a  gift  to  this 
branch  of  an  Italian  daily  newspaper. 

Other  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the 
force,  the  First  Assistant  being  the  only  remaining  member  of 
the  former  staff.  The  work  of  the  children's  department  is 
conducted  intelligently  by  this  assistant,  who  has  the  children 
under  excellent  discipline.  This  is  shown  in  their  quiet  atten- 
tion during  the  story  hour,  which  now  takes  place  once  a  week, 
and  is  attended  by  from  60  to  80  children. 

An  encouraging  sign  in  regard  to  the  success  of  the 
branch  was  that  the  issue  of  books  for  December  was  larger 
than  that  for  November,  which  is  an  unusual  occurrence.  As 
the  registration  for  November  shows  an  increase  over  the  other 
months  on  record,  it  is  hoped  that  this  is  indicative  of  a  greater 
activity  at  City  Park  Branch  during  1906. 

DEKALB  BRANCH.  DeKalb  Branch,  the  fourth  Carnegie 
building  completed,  was  opened  February  11,  1905,  with  a  well- 
rounded  collection  of  9,000  new  books.  At  the  end  of  fifteen 
days  3,000  borrowers  had  been  registered,  and  the  number 
has  continued  large  throughout  the  year.  Though  there  are 
libraries  on  all  sides  of  this  branch,  the  need  of  one  in  this 
particular  neighborhood  has  been  evidenced  by  the  circulation 
of  more  than  156,000  books  in  less  than  eleven  months. 

The  work  of  the  first  year  confined  itself  largely  to  the 
routine  of  registration  and  circulation.  The  work  which  has 
been  done  with  the  children  deserves  special  mention.  The 
majority  of  the  little  folks  have  come  from  the  two  large  public 
schools  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  They  have  shown  ap- 
preciation of  their  spacious  and  pleasant  room  by  good  be- 
haviour and  by  good  use  of  the  books — more  than  61,000 
volumes  having  been  circulated  from  this  department  alone. 

A  beautiful  bronze  statue,  3  feet  high,  of  the  "  \'ictory  of 
Samothrace  "  was  presented  by  the  Broadway  Board  of  Trade. 
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With  a  few  changes,  the  general  arrangement  of  the  build- 
ing has  proved  a  good  model,  and  the  outlook  for  the  new  year 
is  most  encouraging. 

CAST  BRANCH.  Jhe  progress  of  the  work  at  East  Branch 
during  1905  has  given  us  reason  to  look  forward  with  eager- 
ness to  the  greater  opportunities  which  promise  to  present 
themselves  when  we  are  in  the  position  of  vantage  afforded  by 
our  new  buildinj^f. 

We  are  growing  steadily  into  larger  activity  in  each  of 
our  departments  of  effort.  The  quality  of  our  work  this  past 
year  has  been  influenced  by  our  co-operation  with  the  public 
school  grade- work  of  teachers  and  pupils,  with  the  classes  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  with  the  clubs  of  the  Hebrew  Educational 
Alliance,  and  the  private  social  and  study  clubs  of  our  com- 
munity. Last  spring,  the  Branch  Librarian  and  the  Children's 
Librarian  accepted  the  invitations  cordially  extended  by  the 
Principals  of  Public  Schools  Nos.  108,  72,  76,  61  and  84  to 
visit  their  respective  schools,  and  see  something  of  our  boys 
and  girls  in  their  daily  life. 

Partly  as  a  result  of  the  school  and  club  interest  in  the 
branch,  our  reference  work  has  grown  beyond  our  anticipation. 

Another  special  feature  of  our  branch  life  in  1905  has 
been  the  proportion  of  time  and  staff  given  to  our  children. 
The  competent  leadership  of  the  Children's  Librarian,  and  her 
<:heery,  wholesome  co-operation  deserve  commendation. 

PLATBU8H  BRANCH.  The  closing  year  marks  a  red  letter 
year  in  the  history  of  this  branch,  in  so  much  as  the  branch 
was  moved  into  its  new  Carnegie  building  on  October  7,  1905, 
which  has  won  much  local  pride  and  appreciative  expressions 
of  admiration  on  its  architectural  effect  of  both  exterior  and 
interior,  and  the  arrangement  of  which,  from  a  standpoint  of 
practical  work,  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  The  statistics 
show  that  the  circulation  of  books  has  largely  increased,  and 
with  the  accession  of  new  books  to  round  out  several  important 
classes,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  grow.  Each  de- 
partment, besides  the  delivery  department,  has  developed  in 
its  work.    In  the  children's  department,  a  very  happy  relation- 
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ship  has  been  established  between  the  young  people  and  the 
staff,  and  the  assistant  in  charge  of  this  work  is  doing  every- 
thing to  get  the  children's  interest  started  in  the  best  in  liter- 
ature. Besides  efforts  in  this  direction  in  daily  association, 
she  gathers  together  once  a  week  such  a  group  of  children  as 
are  interested  in  story-telling,  in  a  separate  room,  and  already 
a  tangible  result  can  be  noticed  from  this  stimulus,  in  the 
increased  circulation  of  the  folk  legends,  mythological  and 
poetical  works.  The  reference  department  reaches  several  public 
schools,  and  the  Erasmus  Hall  High  School,  as  well  as  several 
literary  societies,  clubs,  mission  classes,  and  the  members  of 
the  Brookl>'n  Institute  attending  lectures  on  literature,  art,  and 
the  history  of  music.  Books  on  subjects  of  public  lectures  have 
been  placed  on  special  shelves  for  that  purpose,  likewise  sub- 
jects studied  in  the  English  department  at  Erasmus  Hall  High 
School.  Now  that  the  rush  of  registration  of  new  members  is 
over,  the  Branch  Librarian  will  accept  the  invitation  from  a 
couple  of  teachers  to  speak  to  their  classes  on  how  to  use  the 
public  library  to  the  best  advantage,  which  it  is  hoped  will  bring 
about  a  much  closer  affiliation  between  school  and  librar\%  and 
may  help  to  influence  pupils  to  continue  their  reading  even 
after  graduation  from  school,  as  so  many  of  them  unfortunately 
do  not. 

FORT  HAMILTON  Early  in  the  winter  of  1905  the  recata- 
BRANCH.  loguing  of  our  branch  was  finished  and 

our  catalogue  is  now  complete. 

We  have  visited  the  schools  in  our  vicinity,  and  a  number 
of  the  teachers  have  availed  themselves  of  the  special  card 
privilege.  An  increase  is  also  noted  in  the  number  of  children 
who  come  to  us  for  help  in  their  reference  work. 

The  fire  at  the  "  Fort  "  resulted  in  the  sending  away  of 
a  number  of  troops,  thus  taking  away  many  of  our  patrons. 

With  the  prospect  of  a  Carnegie  building  in  the  near 
future,  we  are  hopefully  expecting  greater  results. 

LIBRARY  FOR  The  method  of  procedure  in  establishing  a 
THE  BLIND.  Library  for  the  Blind  suggested  in  the  last 

annual  report  has  been  followed,  and  the  four  recommenda- 
tions there  set  forth  have  become  accomplished  facts. 
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The  library  was  first  opened  April  4th.  Soon  after  one 
reading  a  week  was  announced.  This  proved  so  popular  that 
another,  and  later  a  third,  weekly  reading  was  arranged. 

Volunteer  aid  having  been  solicited  through  the  press, 
among  others  Miss  Beryl  H.  Clarke,  who  is  herself  blind, 
offered  her  services.  Miss  Clarke's  help  in  teaching  the  raised 
type  became  so  indispensable  that  she  was  engaged  for  the 
work.  Having  proved  herself  efficient,  she  soon  relieved  the 
Librarian  of  most  of  the  routine  work  of  all  kinds;  she  has 
recently  been  regularly  appointed  as  a  Junior  Assistant,  and 
the  L-ibrarian  now  devotes  only  a  few  hours  a  week  to  the 
readings  and  general  oversight  of  the  library. 

The  most  grateful  acknowledgment  is  due  to  Miss  Marion 
D.  Wright,  the  unfailing  and  capable  volunteer  of  the  Satur- 
day afternoon  reading.  A  generous  measure  of  thanks  is  also 
due  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Company,  without  whose  free 
car  tickets  the  present  success  of  the  library  would  have  been 
impossible. 

Careful  investigation  has  elicited  the  fact  that  the  New 
York  Point  and  the  Moon  types  are  those  best  suited  for  this 
community,  and  it  seems  wise  to  confine  purchases  of  new 
books  to  these  types  for  the  present.  The  collection  transferred 
to  us  by  the  Church  of  the  Messiah  had  been  in  Brooklyn  many 
years,  and  consequently  is  familiar  to  a  large  number  of  our 
readers.  New  books  must  be  obtained  if  the  healthy  growth 
of  the  library-  is  to  continue.  A  few  new  ones  are  issued  each 
year  by  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind.  It  will 
probably  not  prove  a  great  tax  to  purchase  all  the  interesting 
matter  thus  issued.  The  Assistant  will  also  employ  her  leisure 
moments  at  the  library  in  transcribing  books  from  her  page's 
dictation  into  New  York  Point  by  means  of  her  kleidograph, 
supplied  by  the  library  for  this  purpose.  She  has  already  com- 
pleted one  book  by  hand. 

These  two  sources  for  obtaining  new  books  will  scarcely 
meet  the  demand.  The  Board  might  deem  it  advisable  to  pay 
some  of  the  sightless  reader?  of  the  library  for  transcribing 
work,  thus  furnishing  them  w'nh  cheerful  occupation  and  giv- 
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ing  them  a  chance  to  earn  a  little  toward  their  support.  The 
sheets  when  finished  could  be  bound  by  the  library  binder. 

Effort  has  been  made  once  each  month  to  supply  some 
special  form  of  entertainment  by  volunteers  more  or  less  under 
the  aegis  of  the  library.  If  musical,  and  therefore  noisy,  the 
entertainments  are  held  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the  adjacent 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  through  the  courtesy  of  its  pastor, 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Lacey.  The  overwhelming  popularity  of 
the  musical  entertainment  would  seem  to  show  the  advisability 
of  making  considerable  purchases  of  New  York  Point  music, 
of  which  the  Library  for  the  Blind  in  New  York  has  a  large 
collection. 

It  is  the  dream  of  the  library  staff  and  of  their  friends, 
the  borrowers,  that  some  day  a  pianola  and  a  subscription  to  a 
musical  library  may  be  added  to  our  equipment.  This  would 
make  possible  a  musicale  each  week,  at  which  might  be  heard 
both  classical  masterpieces  and  cheery  popular  music. 

A  small  and  inexpensive  but  well  selected  collection  of 
plaster  casts  could  also  be  made  to  open  new  vistas  of  culture 
and  delight  to  the  blind  of  Brooklyn. 

Subscription  to  a  press  clipping  bureau  for  items  of  in- 
terest to  the  blind  would  be  a  convenient  means  of  informing 
them  of  what  is  being  done  for  and  by  others  similarly 
afflicted  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  said  that  though  the  free  car- 
riage of  books  for  the  blind  by  the  post-office  and  the  free 
carriage  of  blind  readers  are  of  the  utmost  benefit,  still  the 
greatest  obstacle  to  our  enhanced  success  is  the  lack  of  volun- 
teer guides  to  bring  our  patrons  to  and  from  the  readings  at 
the  library. 

MONTAGUE  BRANCH.  The  third  annual  report  of  Montague 
Branch  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905,  shows  a  grati- 
fying increase  in  the  work  of  the  branch  in  all  its  departments 
and  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  borrowers  making  use  of 
its  resources.  During  the  year  there  were  delivered  for  home 
reading  258,236  volumes,  an  increase  of  9,597  volumes  over 
1904.     Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  bring 
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the  collection  closer  to  our  borrowers,  and  thoroughly  to  appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  our  efforts  have  been  successful  one  has  but 
to  visit  our  rooms  and  note  the  number  of  people  using  the 
various  departments. 

There  were  added  during  the  year  7455  volumes  by  pur- 
chase, of  which  some  i,3CHD  were  for  our  new  juvenile  room. 
Many  of  the  books  purchased  were  large  illustrated  reference 
books  and  have  been  a  fine  addition  to  our  collection,  but  the 
major  portion  was  for  the  use  of  the  general  reader,  whose 
wants  have  been  well  cared  for  in  all  classes  of  literature. 

During  the  year  we  have  also  prepared  lists  on  timely 
subjects  of  current  interest,  and  these  have  been  of  great  ser- 
vice to  those  interested  in  such  subjects  as  the  Brooklyn  Insti- 
tute lectures,  books  on  business,  municipal  ownership,  etc. 

We  have  loaned  to  the  various  branches  through  the  inter- 
change 9,200  volumes,  an  increase  of  4,064  over  the  previous 
vear. 

While  the  opening  of  the  new  branches  in  our  immediate 
neighborhood  has  had  a  slight  effect  upon  our  circulation,  we 
feel  gratified  at  the  showing  we  have  made,  and  look  forward 
to  a  still  better  one  during  the  present  year. 

Early  in  March  the  children's  room  in  our  new  extension 
was  opened  for  the  use  of  the  children  of  the  neighborhood, 
with  a  specially  selected  collection  of  books  suitable  to  their 
needs.  As  the  circulation  in  this  department  was  rather  small 
at  first  the  assistants  found  more  time  to  do  individual  work 
with  our  young  readers,  and  hence  we  feel  that  what  was  lack- 
ing in  quantity  was  made  up  in  quality.  Students  in  the  higher 
grades  are  now  making  use  of  this  room,  and  are  instructed  in 
the  use  of  the  adult  collection  when  they  have  exhausted  the 
facilities  of  the  juvenile  department. 

NEW  UTRECHT  The  experience  of  past  years  has  led  New 
BRANCH.  Utrecht  to  expect  many  of  its  busiest  days 

to  come  during  the  summer  months,  when  the  population  of 
this  part  of  the  city  is  swollen  by  a  large  influx  of  summer 
visitors.  This  year,  however,  a  false  rumor  of  a  typhoid  epi- 
demic nearly  emptied  the  town  of  these  guests  in  the  very 
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height  of  the  season.  As  the  summer  people  very  generally 
take  advantage  of  the  library,  our  output  of  books  has  doubt- 
less been  considerably  affected  by  their  early  departure.  How- 
ever, the  circulation,  though  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year, 
has  been  a  steady  one,  showing  that  the  branch  is  appreciated 
by  those  who  have  their  permanent  homes  in  this  vicinity. 

PACIFIC  BRANCH.  There  has  been  a  healthy  growth  at 
Pacific  Branch  during  the  past  year.  The  work  that  has  been 
accomplished,  while  not  nearly  as  large  or  as  much  as  we  could 
wish,  has  been  along  the  right  lines. 

We  have  registered  over  ten  thousand  borrowers  in  our 
fourteen  months  of  existence,  and  during  1905  circulated 
183,636  volumes. 

The  children's  department  has  more  than  held  its  own,  and 
the  character  of  the  work  done  there  is  varied  and  most  satis- 
factory. 

Perhaps  the  most  marked  growth  has  been  in  the  refer- 
ence work.  It  is  most  encouraging  to  see  the  room  filling  up 
with  earnest  workers  and  be  able  to  assist  them  in  their  work. 

We  have  been  able  to  make  a  beginning  with  some  out- 
side work.  We  have  come  into  friendly  relations  with  three 
schools,  visiting  them,  becoming  acquainted  with  the  principals 
and  teachers  and  with  their  work,  supplying  them  with  lists 
of  books  bearing  upon  the  holiday  seasons,  and  letting  them 
know  of  our  desire  to  co-operate  with  them.  Many  teachers 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  special  card  for  their  own  study. 

Early  in  the  fall,  placards  announcing  the  location  of  the 
branch  were  placed  in  some  of  the  large  business  houses  and 
factories  in  our  locality,  and  as  a  result  we  have  been  glad  to 
see  people  from  them  coming  to  use  the  library.  Our  desire 
is  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  the  librar\'  still  further  in  our 
allotted  field. 

PROSPECT  BRANCH.  Qur  total  circulation  for  the  past  year 
shows  an  increase  of  7  per  cent,  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  is  entirely  juvenile,  which  seems  to  show  that  we 
have  reached  the  limit  of  our  capacity  to  serve  the  adult  public 
in  our  present  quarters.    Our  space  is  cramped,  and  the  num- 
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ber  of  books  in  our  collection  does  not  equal  the  number  of 
books  we  circulate  each  month. 

We  have  borrowed  1,887  volumes  through  the  Interchange 
Department,  and  there  is  perhaps  no  other  feature  of  our  sys- 
tem which  is  so  much  appreciated  by  the  public.  It  certainly 
lends  great  unity  to  the  scattered  branches  of  the  library,  and 
atones  to  our  staff  for  the  often  embarrassing  inadequacy  of 
our  own  collection  of  books. 

RIDGE  WOOD  BRANCH.  During  1905  this  branch  has  under- 
gone a  number  of  changes,  both  in  the  staff  and  the  building. 
Twice  within  a  year  the  branch  has  been  deprived  of  a  libra- 
rian-in-charge.  For  almost  half  the  year  illness  has  caused  the 
absence  of  one  or  another  of  the  staff,  while  for  the  last  three 
months  the  work  has  been  more  or  less  interrupted,  owing  to 
repairs  and  alterations  being  made  to  the  building. 

Notwithstanding  these  misfortunes,  the  circulation  of  the 
branch  has  been  steady,  showing  a  slight  increase  over  that 
of  tlie  previous  year.  Among  the  adult  borrowers  the  gain  is 
pronounced,  an  increase  of  about  five  thousand  in  circulation, 
and  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  books  demanded 
by  our  borrowers.  For  technical  books  of  all  kinds  we  would 
be  unable  to  supply  the  demand  if  it  were  not  for  the  help  of 
the  Interchange  Department.  Perhaps  the  most  popular  por- 
tion of  the  library  is  the  corner  devoted  to  foreign  books,  for 
with  a  supply  of  about  500  books  we  have  circulated  nearly 
8,000. 

Owing  either  to  the  crowded  condition  of  our  room  or  to 
the  opening  of  the  DeKalb  Branch  quite  near  us,  the  childien's 
department  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  library, 
but  the  completion  of  a  new  and  exceedingly  attractive  chil- 
dren's room  in  December  makes  the  outlook  for  another  year 
decidedly  hopeful. 

The  grown  people,  no  less  than  the  children,  will  profit 
by  the  new  quarters,  for  with  the  children  removed,  the  shelf 
capacity  is  increased  and  greater  quiet  is  assured.  Conse- 
quently, we  feel  that  our  work  is  well  started,  and  that  we  are 
in  some  measure  prepared  to  cope  with  the  rapidly  growing 
population  of  this  neighborhood. 
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SARATOGA  BRANCH.  As  we  glance  over  our  year's  work, 
we  find  a  small  but  steady  increase  in  nearly  all  directions. 

Early  in  the  year  we  tried  to  find  larger  quarters,  but 
being  unsuccessful,  we  changed  the  shelving  in  the  room,  so 
that  for  a  few  weeks  we  seemed  to  have  relieved  the  crowded 
condition.  While  we  have  enjoyed  the  change,  it  did  not  ac- 
complish its  purpose.  We  are  still  cramped  for  room  in  every 
way ;  neither  adults,  children,  nor  books  have  the  space  needed. 

Our  work  with  the  five  or  six  schools  in  our  district,  as 
schools,  is  unsatisfactory.  We  seem  to  reach  our  teachers  and 
children  only  as  individuals.  Our  lack  of  shelf  room  will  keep 
the  library  from  growing  as  our  neighborhood  demands. 

May  the  new  year  give  us  promise  of  larger  quarters. 

8CHERMERH0RN  The  circulation  at  this  branch  in  1905 
STREET  BRANCH.  ^^g  104^43,  and  although  smaller  than 
in  previous  years,  is  a  good  circulation  for  a  branch  library. 
Our  staff  has  been  correspondingly  reduced,  three  of  our 
assistants  having  been  transferred  to  other  branches. 

The  appreciation  of  the  library  by  the  teachers  has  in- 
creased rather  than  diminished,  and  many  of  them  have  ex- 
priessed  cordial  satisfaction  and  pleasure  at  the  ability  of  the 
librar\'  to  meet  their  needs. 

The  work  with  children  has  received  more  attention  than 
formerly.  Books  other  than  fiction  have  been  shown  to  them, 
and  their  interest  awakened,  and  an  increased  desire  to  read 
these  books  has  been  very  evident. 

Lists  on  the  different  holidays,  biographies  of  noted  per- 
sons, tree-planting,  nature  study,  municipal  ownership,  pro- 
tection and  free  trade,  Nicaragua  canal,  and  current  topics 
have  been  prepared  with  great  care  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  library.  The  schools  have  been  visited  and  copies 
of  some  of  these  lists  given  to  the  principals  and  teachers,  who 
have  expressed  appreciation  of  their  usefulness. 

There  has  been  a  steady  demand  for  new  books  on  tech- 
nical subjects,  which  we  have  been  able  to  meet  fairly  well  by 
using  those  in  our  own  branch  and  borrowing  through  the 
Interchange  Department. 
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We  have  loaned  through  the  interchange  3,257  books. 

Reference  work  has  been  carried  on  conscientiously.  New 
reference  cards,  which  are  necessary  aids  to  prompt  and 
efficient  answers,  and  greatly  facilitate  the  work,  have  been 
made. 

8HEEP8HEAD  By  a  remarkable,  though  discouraging  coin- 
BAY  BRANCH.  cidence,  one  book  less  circulated  here  this 
year  than  last,  when  the  circulation  was  19.972.  This  year's 
circulation  is  19,971.  This  is  not  quite  so  unpromising  as  it 
would  appear,  for  in  the  first  five  months  of  1904  the  library 
was  open  to  the  public  upwards  of  400  hours  longer  than  during 
the  same  months  of  1905,  while  the  last  half  of  1905  shows 
an  increase  of  about  seven  per  cent,  over  the  last  half  of  1904. 
This  about  answers  to  the  increase  of  population,  and  is  prob- 
ably the  gain  which  may  be  expected  from  year  to  year.  At 
this  rate  it  will  be  twelve  years  before  Sheepshead  reaches  the 
point  where  Bay  Ridge  (the  smallest  of  the  branches)  now 
stands.  An  interesting  comparison  may  be  made  with  the 
Saratoga  Branch,  which  was  opened  at  about  the  same  time 
as  Sheepshead  in  a  much  more  thickly  settled  district.  Last 
year's  report  shows  its  registration  and  circulation  for  the  year 
to  have  been  respectively  six  and  seven  times  that  of  Sheeps- 
head. 

A  well-roimded  collection  of  more  than  five  thousand 
volumes  stands  upon  Sheepshead's  shelves.  They  are  already 
overcrowded,  yet  constant  additions  of  lighter  literature  must 
be  made  if  the  very  moderate  success  of  the  branch  is  to  con- 
tinue, for  most  of  the  non-fiction  is  but  verv  little  used. 

There  are  already  in  the  district  a  good  school  library 
for  the  children,  and  a  Tabard  Inn  for  the  elders. 

As  no  new  libraries  have  been  established  near  Sheeps- 
head, its  unpromising  condition  may  not  be  attributed  to  this 
common  cause,  but  rather  to  the  sparse  population  and  magnifi- 
cent distances  of  the  district. 

SOUTH  BRANCH.  South  Branch  is  now  settled  in  its  new 
Carnegie  building,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  its  constituents. 
The  work  for  1905,  if  we  can  judge  by  figures,  was  satisfac- 
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tory,  the  circulation  counting  up  to  107,163,  of  which  35,234 
was  non-fiction.  Apart  from  the  mere  circulation  of  books, 
is  the  happier  feeling  that  the  librar>'  has  come  to  be  a  part 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  to  have  a  place  in  the  affections  of 
the  borrowers.  This  gives  encouragement  for  the  extension 
of  the  work,  and  a  prophecy  that  1906  will  be  a  year  of  grace 
for  South  Branch. 

TOMPKINS  PARK  In  reviewing  the  work  of  1905.  we  realize 
BRANCH.  ^j^g^^  gjj  ^jjg  difficulties  we  labored  under 

in  1904  are  still  with  us,  and  that  three  Carnegie  buildings  have 
been  opened  within  walking  distance  of  this  branch.  Even 
so,  the  growth  in  circulation,  registration  and  reference  work 
with  the  children  has  made  it  evident  that  this  library  is 
needed  and  appreciated  by  the  people  in  this  vicinity. 

The  reference  work  at  this  branch  is  largely  elementary, 
as  the  crowded  condition  of  the  library  is  discouraging  to 
the  more  serious  worker.  The  same  conditions  hamper  our 
work  with  the  schools.  But  in  our  work  with  the  teachers 
individually  we  feel  that  the  results  have  been  more  than 
satisfactory.  The  great  need  of  1906  is  for  larger  quarters, 
the  yearly  circulation  of  over  118,000  books,  with  a  collection 
of  a  little  over  7,200  volumes,  making  this  seem  a  legitimate 
and  reasonable  demand  for  this  branch. 

WILLIAM8BURGH  The  past  year  with  Williamsburgh  has 
BRANCH.  jj^^j^  g  practical  demonstration  of  what 

a  branch  can  do  when  pleasantly  situated,  comfortably  housed 
and  well  equipped. 

The  library  moved  from  its  old  quarters  on  Bedford 
Avenue  to  the  Carnegie  building  the  latter  part  of  January,  so 
our  first  complete  year  in  our  new  quarters  will  not  elapse  until 
the  first  of  February.  1906.  A  review  of  the  year,  however, 
shows  that  the  work  has  practically  doubled  since  occupying 
the  new  building. 

In  1904,  we  were  elated  by  an  increased  circulation  of 
20  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The  past  year  it  reached 
the  monthly  average  of  15,263,  which  is  a  gain  of  82  per  cent 
over  1904,  while  the  reference  and  general  work  has  increased 
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many  fold.  This  is  a  fine  illustration  of  the  appreciation 
shown  by  the  Williamsburgh  people  of  the  magnificent  build- 
ing given  them. 

The  library  now  contains  19,257  volumes,  which  is  a 
gain  of  some  4,000  volumes  during  the  year.  Still  it  is  very 
evident  that  with  the  additional  demands  we  are  sadly  in  need 
of  more  books,  and  the  present  collection  is  far  from  adequate 
to  meet  the  heavy  calls  made  upon  us. 

The  reference  work  has  been  most  satisfactorily  devel- 
oped. The  establishment  of  an  information  desk,  near  the 
book  stacks,  has  been  a  great  help  in  developing  the  reference 
work,  and  has  enabled  us  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the 
public  and  more  readily  supply  their  wants,  either  from  our 
own  shelves,  or  by  means  of  the  Interchange  Department, 
which  has  been  a  help  in  our  work,  especially  with  those  doing 
serious  reading. 

The  children's  room  has  contributed  its  proportion  to  the 
work.  Forty- four  per  cent  of  all  the  books  circulated  were 
from  this  department,  while  the  juvenile  increase  is  91  per  cent 
over  the  records  for  the  previous  year. 

The  work  with  the  schools  has  been  most  gratifying,  as 
the  results  in  the  children's  room  show.  Attempts  have  been 
made  to  bring  about  a  closer  relation  between  the  two  insti- 
tutions, to  interest  the  principals  and  teachers  in  our  work, 
and  to  show  them  that  the  library  is  a  necessary  help. 
Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  tiiose  schools  nearest  the 
library,  and  in  every  instance  we  have  l>een  received  most 
cordially.  A  carefully  prepared  bulletin  has  been  put  in  the 
schools  visited,  stating  clearly  the  library's  location  and  the 
privileges  it  affords.  As  a  result,  we  have  registered  a  large 
number  of  children,  besides  many  teachers.  Perhaps  tiie  most 
interesting  part  of  this  work  is  that  carried  on  in  connection 
with  Public  School  No.  37.  The  principal  recognizes  the  im- 
portance of  establishing  **  the  reading  habit  "  before  the  chil- 
dren leave  the  public  school.  With  this  as  his  object,  he  has 
prepared  reading  lists  for  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  grades.  These 
lists  are  submitted  to  us,  and  we  reserve  at  least  one  copy  of 
each  book  for  his  classes.    As  a  result  of  his  efforts,  there  are 
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now  450  children  from  this  one  school  doing  systematic  read- 
ing. This  scheme  is  very  satisfactory^  because  the  work  does 
not  stop  with  the  individual.  Already  there  are  cases  where 
whole  families  have  been  attracted  to  the  library  through  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  one  member. 

The  continuing  of  this  work  and  the  developing  of  similar 
work  with  the  other  schools,  together  with  the  expectation 
of  meeting  the  demands  made  by  the  debating  societies  and 
other  local  organizations,  would  indicate  greater  opportunities 
for  service  and  the  library's  widening  influence  in  the 
community. 

WINTHROP  STATION.  At  the  close  of  its  first  complete 
calendar  year  Winthrop  Station  finds  itself  in  a  position  which, 
as  the  result  of  healthy  growth  and  development,  offers  en- 
couragement for  enlarged  usefulness  in  the  future. 

Comparison  with  1904  is  possible  only  for  the  last  eight 
months.  During  this  period  the  circulation  shows  an  increase 
of  34  per  cent,  while  the  use  of  the  library  for  reading  and 
reference  has  been  steadily  growing. 

Juvenile  membership  still  maintains  a  relatively  large  pro- 
portion, but  it  becomes  increasingly  evident  that  only  the  merest 
beginning  has  been  made  in  what  is  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant phase  of  the  work  of  the  library.  Tliere  is  unlimited 
opportunity  here  for  the  development  of  an  active  and  exten- 
sive children's  department,  and  the  services  of  a  person  of 
special  aptitude  and  training  would  be  richly  repaid. 

Plans  for  remodeling  the  present  quarters  of  the  library 
have  been  adopted,  and  will  be  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 
These  changes  will  afford  separate  rooms  for  adults  and  chil- 
dren, open  certain  hours  every  day,  and  by  attention  to  other 
less  obvious,  but  quite  as  important  details,  will  provide  in 
general  for  a  liberal  extension  of  library  facilities.  This  is  in 
line  with  the  growth  of  the  work  and  the  often  expressed 
desires  of  the  public,  and  will  doubtless  be  much  appreciated.

To  the  Honorable  George  B.  McClellan,  Mayor,  and  The  Hon- 
orable Board  of  Estiviate  and  Apportionment  of  the 
City  of  New  York, 

Gentlemen: — I  hand  you  herewith  the  Ninth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  which  accompanies  this,  is  full 
and  complete  in  regard  to  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
money  received ;  and  the  Librarian's  Report  is  equally  specific 
in  regard  to  library  work. 

During  the  last  year,  an  important  circumstance  in 
connection  with  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  has  been  the 
designation  of  a  site  for  the  central  building  and  the  appro- 
priation of  $25,000  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment for  preliminary  work  in  connection  with  the  erection  of 
this  building.  The  expenditure  of  this  sum  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Borough  President  of  Brookl)m  and  under 
his  direction  plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

The  people  of  Brooklyn  are  watching  with  great  interest 
the  progress  of  our  library  work  and  appreciate  the  interest 
which  the  city  government  has  shown  in  its  growth  and 
success.

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TREASURER'S  REPORT.

Hon,  Board  of  Directors, 

Brooklyn  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen  : — In  submitting  the  Ninth  Annual  Report,  as 
Treasurer,  I  beHeve  it  is  not  only  pertinent  but  an  important 
duty  to  place  before  you  some  very  essential  matters  for  your 
consideration  which  have  direct  bearing  not  only  on  the  finan- 
cial situation,  but  are  pregnant  in  their  influence  upon  the 
future  of  the  library.  In  a  large  and  growing  institution  like 
this,  which  in  a  few  years  sprang  from  almost  nothing  to  the 
second  largest  library  system  in  the  United  States,  it  naturally 
follows  that  the  maintenance  must  be  carefully  considered, 
and  while  the  orderly  and  strict  rules  of  a  well  conducted 
commercial  enterprise  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  enforced 
so  that  the  business  may  be  properly  and  economically  con- 
ducted, there  should  be,  at  all  times,  as  in  every  up-to-date 
corporation,  a  proper  regard  for  the  future  development  and 
extension  of  its  business. 

We  are  engaged  in  a  large  and  important  work  in  which 
the  public  of  this  Borough  are  very  much  concerned  and 
interested,  although  that  fact,  I  am  sorry  to  state,  does  not 
always  seem  to  be  kept  in  mind  by  our  friends,  the  city  officials. 

In  making  this  statement  I  intend  no  reflection  on  our 
City  Government  which  has  been  generous  in  the  building  of 
this  institution,  still  I  am  forced  to  state,  by  reason  of  the 
figures  herewith  submitted,  that  the  necessity  of  properly 
maintaining  and  providing  at  least  sufficient  funds  for  this 
growing  system  is  not  receiving  its  fair  consideration  by  the 
City.  While  the  answer  to  this  may  be  the  plea,  that  so  many 
other  departments  have  to  be  cared  for,  the  fact,  however, 
remains  that  though  there  has  been  a  small  increase  each  year 
over  the  preceding  appropriation,  it  has  not  been  in  proportion 
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to  the  use  and  requirements  of  the  public,  and  our  growth 
(especially  in  the  extension  of  branches)  has  been  checked. 
We  are  forced,  from  time  to  time,  to  add  additional  employees 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public,  and  so,  each  year,  become 
more  and  more  embarassed  in  our  efforts  to  keep  within  the 
specific  sum  set  aside  for  our  maintenance. 

There  are,  of  course,  two  sides  to  this  question,  the  one 
upheld  by  the  Comptroller's  Office  who,  in  reality,  shapes  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Estirpate, — ^and  this  Library  Board. 

The  former,  ignoring  our  detailed  statement  of  expendi- 
tures necessary  to  maintain  the  several  branches,  and  without 
regard  to  the  established  rules  of  the  Board  regarding  increased 
pay  for  time  service  of  our  employees,  and  without  any  knowl- 
edge whatever  regarding  the  requirements  of  the  various 
branches  and  departments  of  the  library,  ruthlessly  thrust 
aside  our  explanations,  and  without  any  conference  with  us 
determine  the  amount  which  in  their  judgment  we  should 
expend.  Take,  for  instance,  our  appropriation  for  salaries 
which  appears  to  be  in  excess  of  1906  by  $7,235  and  examine 
this  one  item.  A  careful  scrutiny  of  the  Comptroller's  figures 
will  show  that  despite  the  steady  increase  in  circulation,  the 
larger  and  more  crowded  attendance  at  the  Carnegie  Buildings, 
no  provision  was  allowed  for  additional  assistants,  nor  was  any 
money  allowed  for  the  natural  increases  provided  by  our  rules, 
and  no  money  for  the  very  necessary  increased  pay  of  our 
janitors,  voted  by  our  Board  last  October.  In  fact,  the  same 
salaries  which  were  appropriated  last  year  were  reappropriated 
this  year  in  each  of  the  branches  with  but  three  (3)  excep- 
tions, viz.:  East,  increase,  $615.00,  Prospect,  $435.00,  Mon- 
tague, $365.00.  The  rest*  of  the  excess  represents  $540.00 
to  the  Library  for  the  Blind  and  $5,280.00  for  the  new 
Macon  Branch  when  it  shall  be  opened. 

A  few  more  comparisons  may  enlighten  you. 

In  1906  the  excess  appropriation  over  salaries  in  1905 
was  $12,837.64. 

In  1905,  when  our  appropriation  was  made  in  a  lump 
sum,  we  expended  for  books  (per  se)  from  city  funds 
$65,128.60.    In  1906,  under  the  new  method  adopted  by  the 
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Comptroller,  in  dividing  the  appropriations,  we  received  for 
books  (per  se)  $54,350.00. 

In  this  same  year,  1906,  by  reason  of  a  heavy  increase 
in  binding,  all  we  have  spent  for  books  (per  se)  from  city 
fund  is  $34,907.40. 

In  1907  the  sum  of  $56,550.00  is  given  for  books,  just 
$2,200.00  more  than  last  year,  this  in  a  library  of  26  branches, 
the  second  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  and  so  liberally 
patronized  by  Brooklynites.  In  qonnection  with  this  item  it 
is  but  fair  to  state  that  we  have  added  to  our  purchase  of  books 
from  other  funds,  such  as  State  Regents,  Endowment  and 
Directors  Funds,  and  we  believe  it  is  right  and  proper  for  the 
city  to  take  into  consideration  such  revenue  from  outside 
sources,  as  we  shall  continue  to  expend  same  for  books;  but 
it  is  not  fair  to  cut  down  on  the  appropriation  for  salaries  as 
well  as  for  books  and  ask  us  to  make  good  a  shortage  from  the 
Directors'  Fund  when  the  greatest  amount  of  this  fund  is 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  books.  The  revenue  derived  from 
the  collection  of  fines  which  constitute  the  so-called  Directors' 
Fund  is  a  maximum  sum  of  $12,000  per  year.  We  have,  and 
usually  appropriate  $10,000  of  this  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
How  then  can  we  make  good  any  shortage  in  the  city  appro- 
priation ? 

Paragraph  3  of  the  contract  between  this  Public  Library 
and  the  City  of  New  York  on  June  3,  1903,  recites  the  follow- 
ing: "It  being  however  agreed  and  understood  that  the 
said  Brooklyn  Public  Library  in  its  administration  shall  be 
empowered  in  the  exercise  of  its  judgment  and  in  its  discretion 
to  determine  what  books  shall  be  purchased  and  what  books 
shall  be  the  subject  of  circulation*  and  what  books  shall  be 
available  for  reference  only  and  what  building  or  buildings, 
including  the  real  estate  hereafter  acquired  by  lease  or  pur- 
chase shall  be  especially  set  apart  as  a  reference  library  or 
reference  libraries." 

In  paragraph  4  the  obligation  of  the  city  to  make  pro- 
vision for  "such  sums  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  proper  main- 
tenance of  the  libraries"  is  specified,  also  as  to  its  disbursement 
by  the  Comptroller.     I  can  find  nothing  in  this  contractural 
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relation  that  gives  the  Comptroller  or  Board  of  Estimate  any 
specific  authority  to  divide  our  appropriation  or  dictate  to  this 
Board  how  much  we  shall  spend  for  books  or  .other  items  of 
library  expenditures.  This  is  a  subject  which  I  recommend 
to  the  consideration  of  our  Law  Committee. 

In  1905,  when  our  appropriation  was  given  in  a  Itunp 
sum,  we  expended  for  binding  $17,518.03. 

In  1906  the  city  appropriated  $14,325.00  and  our  actual 
expenditure  was  $32,045.61.  We  are  being  criticized  for  ig- 
noring the  patronage  of  local  binding  establishments,  although 
the  work  is  inferior  and  in  the  long  run  more  costly.  The 
New  York  Public  and  other  libraries  throughout  the  country 
are  having  this  binding  done  by  one  large  concern  in  Brooklyn. 
For  1907  our  appropriation  for  binding  is  $14,500,  or  $175.00 
more  than  1906  and  $17,500  less  than  expended  in  1906. 

I  might  go  on  with  the  same  results  throughout  the  other 
lists  but  these  few  will  serve  to  show  you  that  it  is  not  fair 
nor  to  the  interest  of  the  library  work  in  this  borough  that 
prescribed  sums  should  be  arbitrarily  fixed  by  any  city  depart- 
ment not  competent  to  judge  of  the  library  needs  and  that 
without  any  consultation  with  this  board. 

The  situation  which  confronts  us  at  the  present  time 
is  that  an  insufficient  sum  of  money  has  been  voted  to  the 
library  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  upon  figures  furnished  by 
the  Comptroller's  Office.  There  is  a  total  increase  over  1906 
of  $26,790.00  which  at  first  would  seem  to  be  fair.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  appropriation  like  that  of 
last  year  was  made  in  five  specific  parts  applied  to  diflFerent 
phases  of  library  maintenance. 

This  plan  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  by 
the  Comptroller  and  has  caused  us  a  great  deal  of  labor  and 
annoyance  and  in  reality  usurps  the  right  of  this  board  to 
determine  how  much  we  shall  spend  for  Books,  Binding, 
Supplies,  Salaries,  etc.  It  is  true  that  the  privilege  is  given  us 
to  transfer  at  the  expiration  of  the  year  unexpended  balances 
from  one  appropriation  to  the  other,  but  the  intent  is  to  con- 
fine our  expenditures  to  the  amount  appropriated. 

Another  rule  requires  that  no  more  than  one-twelfth  of 
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the  total  sum  appropriated  for  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Comptroller  each  month. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  based  upon  our  December 
payroll  and  adding  to  same  our  increases  by  length  of  service 
and  the  increased  pay  voted  to  our  janitors  last  October  and 
including  the  Macon  Branch  not  yet  opened,  our  salary  list 
will  amount  to,  in  round  figures,  $180,000.00.  Our  appropria- 
tion for  salaries  is  a  little  over  $170,000.00.  This  leaves  a 
shortage  of  $10,000.00  without  adding  a  single  employee  to  the 
service  or  granting  any  increase  or  promotion. 

Candor  compels  me  to  say  that  at  the  outset  of  this  in- 
vestigation I  felt  that  there  was  some  foundation  for  the 
charge  made  by  the  Comptroller's  Department  that  we  were 
extravagant  in  our  management,  especially  in  our  salaries. 
After  a  diligent  examination  I  am  now  convinced  and  I  know 
it  will  be  a  surprise  to  the  Librarian,  whom  I  did  not  cqnsult  in 
this  inquiry,  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  open,  however, 
to  an  honest  difference  of  opinion,  I  believe  that  the  manage- 
ment of  the  library  is  on  an  excellent  and  economical  basis. 

Every  employee  has  his  or  her  special  duty  to  perform 
and  there  are  no  laggards.  On  the  contrary  many  of  them  are 
at  times  overworked  and  not  receiving  in  my  estimation  proper 
compensation  considering  the  nature  and  requirements  of  their 
service. 

In  conclusion  I  recommend  that  this  Board  consider  all 
these  matters  and  before  the  presentation  of  the  next  budget 
to  the  city  enter  its  protest  against  such  subdivision  of  its 
funds.  I  further  recommend  that  the  entire  question  as  to 
the*  spending  of  this  year's  appropriation  be  left  to  the  con- 
sideration of  a  special  committee  who  shall  apportion  the 
various  sums  necessary  to  proper  maintenance  for  the  year, 
and  that  they  be  empowered  to  revise  the  various  schedules  of 
expenditures,  including  salaries,  determining  whether  it  shall 
be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  pay  the  salaries  of  substitutes  in 
addition  to  the  regular  pay  and  to  determine  what  additions 
to  or  promotions  in  the  service  can  be  made,  and  report  their 
recommendations  to  the  Board  at  a  special  or  regular  meeting. 
I  also  recommend  that  the  Administration  and  Executive  Com- 
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mittees  keep  a  list  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for  salaries 
each  year,  and  that  the  appointments,  increases  and  promotions 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  so  as  hot  to  exceed  the  amount  appro- 
priated. I  further  recommend  that  except  in  especially  urgent 
cases  no  additions  be  made  to  the  salary  schedule  except  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

I  shall  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  co-operate  with  this  or 
any  other  committee  your  Board  may  choose  to  appoint  and, 
in  conclusion  express  my  deep  gratitude  for  your  confidence 
and  support.  I  also  thank  the  Librarian,  reminding  him  that 
though  it  may  be  my  privilege  to  disagree  with  him  sometimes 
as  to  expenditures,  I  entertain  the  highest  regard  for  his  effi- 
ciency and  interest  in  the  library.  To  my  efficient  assistants 
in  this  office  I  am  very  much  indebted  and  they  have  my  best 
thanks.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


January  i,  1907. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the 
Board  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian  is  herewith 
presented.  In  order  that  the  salient  features  of  the  library 
may  be  more  easily  presented,  the  Librarian  has  quoted  freely 
from  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  and  branch  librarians. 
The  reports  of  the  departments,  in  detail,  are  appended  and  are 
of  more  than  usual  importance. 

Each  year  shows  that  the  needs  of  the  branches  have  been 
more  promptly  met,  and  that  a  decided  improvement  has  been 
made  in  centralizing  and  systematizing  the  work.  Experience 
proves  that,  while  in  the  end  more  work  can  be  accomplished, 
at  less  expense,  by  having  it  done  for  all  the  branches  at  one 
time,  there  are  occasions  when  a  particular  branch  is  required 
to  wait  for  certain  books  or  supplies  longer  than  would  be 
the  case  if  books,  etc.,  were  purchased  directly  by  each  branch. 
Such  delays  are  inevitable  in  a  large  system,  but  it  is  our 
constant  aim  to  reduce  them  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

In  no  type  of  library  is  the  necessity  for  thorough  organi- 
zation and  the  adaptation  of  modern  business  methods  to  the 
work  of  the  institution  more  necessary  than  in  a  system  which 
comprises  many  branches  situated  in  different  parts  of  the 
city.  It  is  essential  that  every  detail  of  the  work,  as  well  as 
every  expenditure,  shall  be  carefully  studied  in  order  that  the 
greatest  economy  may  be  secured  and  the  best  results  obtained. 

The  Librarian  feels  strongly  the  disadvantage  of  being 
obliged  to  have  his  office  separated  from  the  circulating  and 
reference  departments  of  the  library.  He  realizes  that  he  is 
in  danger  of  becoming  too  deeply  engrossed  in  the  multiplicity 
of  administrative  details,  thereby  getting  out  of  sympathy  with 
the  needs  of  the  public  whom  he  is  trying  to  serve.  Prevented 
from  coming  in  closer  contact  with  the  educational  work  of 
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the  library,  he  loses  much  of  the  pleasure  of  being  a  librarian. 
It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  he  should  look  anxiously 
forward  to  the  time  when  both  the  library  proper  and  the 
administrative  offices  will  be  under  the  same  roof. 

The  purchase  of  an  electric  runabout  has  made  it 
possible  for  the  Librarian  to  visit  the  branches  more 
frequently  than  in  the  past,  and  the  time  saved  by  not  being 
obliged  to  depend  on  trolley  lines  or  a  horse  has  justified 
the  cost  of  the  machine  several  times  over. 

The  Chief  Librarian  represented  the  library  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  American  Library  Association,  the  New  York  State 
Library  Association,  and  the  joint  meeting  at  Atlantic  City. 
He  also  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Library  Association  at 
Bradford,  England. 

CENTRAL  Each  succeeding  year  emphasizes  the  need  of  better 
BUILDING  accommodations  for  library  purposes.  The 
Reference  Department  at  the  Montague  Branch  cannot  do 
efficient  work  until  larger  and  more  suitable  quarters  are  pro- 
vided, and  the  Administration  building  has  become  so  crowded 
that  the  work  of  certain  departments  is  seriously  handicapped. 
The  over-crowding  is  felt  most  by  the  Order  and  Cataloguing 
Departments,  while  additional  space  is  urgently  needed  for  the 
better  storage  of  supplies.  Every  inch  of  available  room  in 
the  present  building  is  now  used  for  shelving  and  catalogue 
cases*  and  some  means  of  temporary  relief  will  have  to  be 
provided  immediately.  Permanent  relief  can  only  be  secured 
by  the  erection  of  a  Central  Building. 

July  17th  the  Central  Building  Committee  voted  to  send 
abroad  the  Consulting  Architect,  Prof.  A.  D.  F.  Hamlin,  and 
the  Librarian  to  study  buildings  which  had  been  erected  on 
irregular  plots.  Mr.  R.  F.  Almirall,  w^ho  had  been  appointed 
by  the  Borough  President,  architect  to  prepare  preliminary 
plans  for  this  building,  joined  the  party  in  Paris. 

Thirty-one  days  were  spent  on  shore,  and  during  that 
time  nineteen  cities  were  visited,  and  twenty- four  libraries,  and 
numberless  buildings  having  round-corner  treatment  inspected. 
Many  photographs  and  postal  cards  were  collected,  showing 
in  a  very  clear  manner  the  buildings  in  the  various  cities  whose 


25 

architecture  was  in  any  way  suggestive.     These  have  been 
arranged,  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  library. 

The  object  of  the  trip  abroad  was,  primarily,  the  study  of 
buildings  erected  on  irregular  comer  plots;  incidentally, 
of  interior  fittings  and  arrangements,  or  any  method  of  ad- 
ministration which  would  be  of  use  to  the  Committee  in  out- 
lining its  suggestions  to  the  working  architect.  With  regard 
to  the  latter  we  found  very  few  things  which  could  be  adapted 
to  American  needs,  but  our  study  of  the  buildings  convinced 
us  that  the  site  on  the  Plaza  could  be  so  treated  that  the 
exterior  would  be  satisfactory  architecturally,  and  a  good 
working  model  secured  for  the  interior. 

Altogether  the  trip  was  beneficial  and  full  of  suggestions. 
The  most  artistic  examples  of  buildings  were:  The  Musee 
Guimet,  Cook's  Tourist  building,  the  Agricultural  Club  and 
the  Grand  Hotel  in  Paris,  the  Gaiety  Theatre  in  London, 
Guildhall  in  Bath,  and  the  Library  Building  in  Basel. 

Since  our  return  the  question  of  interior  arrangement  and 
the  requirements  of  the  library  have  been  carefully  studied. 
A  circular  letter  asking  for  detailed  information  has  been  sent 
to  other  libraries  which  have  erected  large  buildings  or  have 
them  under  way,  in  order  that  we  might  profit  by  the  experi- 
ence of  others.  Early  in  the  year  data  will  be  prepared  for 
the  architect,  giving  the  dimensions  of  the  various  rooms  and 
other  details  to  be  considered  in  the  planning  of  the  building.

Ten  buildings  have  now  been  completed,  two  nearly 
finished,  sites  purchased  for  five  others,  and  the  plans  for 
these  well  under  way. 
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Experience  having  shown  that  Saturday  afternoon  was 
not  the  most  convenient  time  for  the  formal  opening  of 
the  branches,  the  exercises  at  the  above  buildings  were 
held  in  the  evening.  The  increased  attendance  of  the  people 
of  the  neighborhood  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  this  change, 
and  the  pride  which  has  been  manifested  by  each  com- 
munity in  its  particular  building  has  been  exceedingly 
gratifying. 

The  erection  of  a  beautiful  building,  well  located  and 
especially  planned  for  the  purpose,  is  unquestionably  the 
best  means  of  advertising  the  library,  as  is  seen  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  use  made  of  the  branches  before  and  after 
moving  into  new  buildings.

OTHER  BUILDINGS.  c         f-  u  .u    .    .u       - 

Supplies  shows  that  the  improve- 
ment in  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  branches  has  not 
been  alone  in  the  acquisition  of  Carnegie  buildings. 

The  Montague  Branch  has  been  greatly  improved,  both 
in  appearance  and  comfort,  by  the  change  made  in  the 
lighting.  The  building  has  been  re-wired,  the  fixtures  dis- 
tributed so  that  a  better  light  is  thrown  on  the  tables  and 
books,  and  the  large  number  of  drop  cords  has  been  re- 
placed with  suitable  fixtures. 

A  passenger  elevator  running  through  the  delivery  and 
referefice  rooms,  installed  early  in  the  year,  has  met  a  long-felt 
want,  and  simplifies  the  work  of  getting  and  shelving  the 
books  on  the  various  floors  of  the  building. 

In  order  to  insure  greater  protection  in  case  of  fire, 
a  number  of  changes  were  made,  among  which  may  be 
mentioned  the  placing  of  metal  ceilings  in  the  library  rooms 
on  the  upper  floor,  the  replacing  of  the  board  partitions  in 
the  basement  with  brick,  the  equipping  of  indirect  radiators 
with  galvanized  iron  boxes,  and  the  removal  of  newspapers 
from  the  attic.  Repairs  have  also  been  made  from  time  to 
time  to  the  office  buildings  which  form  part  of  the  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  library. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  large  office  building  be 
erected  on  Pierrepont  Street — a  portion  of  which  could  be 
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used  for  library  purposes  in  connection  with  the  Montague 
Branch.  This  matter  is  under  consideration  by  the  Build- 
ing Committee,  and  will  later  be  presented  to  the  Comp- 
troller for  action. 

The  Winthrop  Station,  which  occupied  the  lower  floor 
of  a  house  owned  by  St.  Cecilia's  Church,  showed  such  a 
gain  in  actual  work  that  it  became  necessary  to  fit  up  the 
second  story  of  the  building  for  library  purposes.  As  now 
arranged,  the  first  floor  is  used  for  children  and  the  second 
for  adults.  The  rent  paid  for  this  branch  is  merely  nominal, 
while  the  interest  of  the  people  is  real  and  helpful. 

In  this  connection  the  Librarian  wishes  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  Father 
McGolrick,  pastor  of  St.  Cecilia's  Church,  through  whose 
eflForts  the  branch  was  established,  and  whose  interest  in 
the  branch  has  been  constantly  shown.  Such  a  spirit  of 
co-operation  as  he  has  evinced  is  needed  in  every  com- 
munity to  secure  the  establishment  of  individual  branches, 
without  too  great  an  initial  expense  to  the  city. 

At  the  Brownsville  Branch,  taken  over  last  y^ar  from 
the  Hebrew  Educational  Association,  it  was  found  that 
while  the  floor  space  was  ample,  a  change  in  the  rooms 
was  necessary  before  adequate  service  could  be  rendered 
the  public.  Consequently  the  open  shelf  system  was  in- 
troduced, a  division  made  between  the  children's  and  refer- 
ence departments,  old  book  cases  re-arranged  and  new 
ones  added. 

The  work  at  the  Schermerhorn  Branch  decreased  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  was  possible  for  the  library  to 
accede  to  the  request  of  the  Bureau  of  Charities,  the 
owners  of  the  building,  for  more  room.  Duplicates,  or 
books  little  used,  were  removed  from  the  branch,  the  room 
desired  by  the  Bureau  given  up,  and  a  reduction  in  the 
rent  secured. 

The   library   now   has   25   branches   beside   the 

Library    for    the    Blind,    Traveling   Libraries 

Department,   Cataloguing  and   Administration   Departments. 

Only  one  branch,  Greenpoint,  has  been  added  during  the  year.

The  reports  for  the  different  branches  for  the  year  show 
splendid  results  throughout  the  system.  % 

The  appreciation  of  the  improved  facilities  of  the  Car- 
negie branches  continues  to  be  manifest,  and  most  of  them 
report  a  gain  in  circulation.  At  Prospect,  Flatbush  and  Wil- 
liamsburg Branches  the  increase  is  especially  gratif)dng.  Three 
branches,  however,  have  felt  the  reaction  which  usually  fol- 
lows a  period  of  sudden  and  rapid  growth. 

The  Astral  Branch  shows  the  effect  of  the  opening  of  the 
new  Greenpoint  Branch  in  its  near  neighborhood,  though  in 
the  popularity  of  the  reading  room  there  is  no  apparent- 
diminution. 

From  the  branches  located  in  outlying  districts  which  are 
not  as  yet  built  up,  no  remarkable  gain  can  be  expected  until 
the  population  of  these  sections  increases.  Such  branches  as 
New  Utrecht  and  Albany  Heights,  show  a  normal  growth  from 
year  to  year,  while  the  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch,  though  re- 
porting a  slight  decrease  in  circulation,  is  thoroughly  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  use  it.  The  students  who  come  to  the 
hotels  at  Manhattan  during  the  summer  to  earn  the  means  of 
continuing  their  college  education  find  the  branch  a  great 
convenience,  and  value  highly  the  interchange  system,  which 
makes  it  possible  for  them  to  obtain  books  ordinarily  found 
only  in  large  libraries. 

The  Bay  Ridge  Branch  has  been  affected  by  the  develop- 
ment of  that  section,  and  both  the  reading  room  attendance 
and  the  home  use  of  books  show  a  decided  gain  over  previous 
years. 

Several  branches  arc  greatly  handicapped  because  of 
crowded  conditions.  Tompkins  Park  Branch  is  doing  splendid 
work  in  spite  of  its  cramped  quarters,  and  the  seating  capacity 
of  its  reading  room  is  exceeded  almost  daily.  Bushwick,  Al- 
bany Heights,  and  Saratoga  Branches,  all  suffering  for  lack 
of  room,  will  soon  be  moved  into  Carnegie  buildings.  Sara- 
toga Branch  shows  a  surprisingly  rapid  grow^th  during  the 
past  few  months.     Winthrop,  even  with  the  additional  room 
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provided  during  the  past  year,  is  fast  outgrowing  its  present 
quarters. 

The  Brownsville  Branch  is  being  reorganized  to  make  its 
practice  uniform  with  the  rest  of  the  system. 

At  most  of  the  branches  the  reading  rooms  are  used  by 

many  who  are  not  registered  borrowers,  but  who  appreciate 

the  privileges  which  the  library  affords  quite  as  much  as  those 

who  take  books  home. 

Out  of  a  population  of  about  1,350,000  only 
CIRCULATION.  nf  -^       fu 

214,150,  or  20%  are  registered  borrowers 
in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  This  percentage  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  other  large  libraries,  but  \te  are  not 
satisfied  with  it.  The  figures  illustrate  the  possibilities  of  the 
future  development  of  the  library  in  this  Borough. 

During  the  year  placards  giving  the  location  of  the  nearest 
branches  and  information  concerning  the  privileges  of  the 
library  have  been  placed  in  stores,  factories,  etc.  Much  can 
undoubtedly  be  done  by  this  sort  of  advertising,  but  our 
experience  leads  us  to.  believe  that  a  steady  growth  from  year 
to  year  is  more  to  be  desired  than  sudden  booms  in  circulation, 
due  to  spasmodic  advertising. 

The  214,150  borrowers  registered  represent  as  nearly  as 
statistics  can  the  number  of  people  who  are  actually  using  the 
library  at  the  present  time.  74,890  borrowers  registered 
during  the  past  year,  and  1,659  teachers  and  students  were 
granted  special  cards  entitling  them  to  six  books  at  a  time 
for  use  in  teaching  or  study. 

The  total  circulation  falls  short  of  the  3,000,000  mark  by 
some  72,000,  the  exact  figures  being  2,927,096  for  the  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  348,028  over  last  year. 

Eighteen  out  of  the  twenty-five  branches  which  were 
established  before  1906  report  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
number  of  books  circulated.  The  largest  increase  is  that  shown 
by  the  Bushwick  Branch,  which  circulated  56,936  more  vol- 
umes than  last  year.  The  branch  was  moved  the  latter  part 
of  last  year  into  the  midst  of  a  densely  populated  section  of 
the  city,  which  has  proved  an  excellent  field  for  library  work. 
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The  Williamsburg  Branch  also  shows  a  gain  in  circula- 
tion, as  do  the  two  branches.  Prospect  and  East,  that  moved 
into  Carnegie  buildings  during  the  year.  One  new  branch, 
the  Greenpoint,  was  opened  in  April,  and  reports  a  circulation 
of  79,787  for  the  nine  months. 

The  Schermerhorn  Branch  shows  a  decrease  of  i2,yy7 
volumes.  As  explained  in  the  report  of  last  year,  this  drop 
in  the  circulation  is  due  to  the  proximity  of  other  branches. 
It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  this  branch  will  be 
moved  into  a  new  section  further  removed  from  other  library 
districts.    Five  other  branches  show  a  decrease  in  circulation. 

The  auditoriums  in  the  Carnegie  build- 
AUDITORIUMS  AND      jj^^g  were  more  frequently  used  during 

the  past  than  in  the  previous  year.  In 
April  the  Board  voted  to  reduce  the  charge  for  the  use  of 
these  halls  from  $10  to  $5  for  an  evening,  and  from  $5  to  $3 
for  the  afternoon.  This  amount  merely  covers  the  cost  of 
extra  janitor  service,  light  and  heat. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Williamsburgh  Branch  during  the  year,  some  in  the  auditor- 
ium, but  the  majority  in  the  large  study  room  on  the  second 
floor.  Several  organizations,  among  which  are  the  Bedford 
Political  Equality  League,  the  South  Branch  Auditorium 
Society,  the  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton  Political  Equality  League, 
and.  the  Allied  Boards  of  Trade  and  Taxpayers'  Association, 
held  regular  meetings  in  the  auditoriums  of  the  different 
branches  each  month. 

The  auditoriums  of  the  Williamsburgh,  Prospect  and 
DeKalb  Branches  were  also  used  by  the  Board  of  Education 
as  free  lecture  centers.  No  charge  is  made  for  this  use  of 
the  halls,  but  the  janitor  is  paid  for  his  overtime  service  by 
the  Board  of  Education. 

At  these  branches  the  experiment  has  been  tried  of 
keeping  the  circulating  department  open  for  a  half  hour  after 
the  regular  closing  hour  on  the  evenings  of  the  lectures  to 
enable  those  who  attend  to  obtain  books,  but  the  statistics  thus 
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far  show  that  a  very   few  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  thus  offered. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  Dr.  Henry  M. 
Leipziger,  Supervisor  of  Lectures: 

"I  am  very  much  pleased  to  state  that  the  attendance  at 
these  lectures  was  highly  satisfactory;  that  co-operation  with 
the  library  was  most  cordial  and  helpful;  that  reading  of 
books  in  the  library  bearing  on  the  lectures  was  the  result  of 
co-operation  of  the  lecturers  and  the  library  in  your  borough, 
and  I  am  sure  that  if  the  same  helpfulness  is  continued,  that 
it  will  redound  to  the  success  of  the  lectures  and  the  library. 
The  lectures  suggest  reading,  the  library  furnishes  the  reading 
material,  both  are  a  part  of  a  great  scheme  giving  the  people 
the  broad  culture  that  is  derived  from  books.  I  hope  that  the 
system  will  be  extended  eventually  to  .all  the  libraries  in  your 
borough." 

The  study  rooms  at  the  branches  have  also  been  used  to 
a  much  greater  extent,  principally  by  clubs  of  boys  and  girls 
who  meet  for  study  or  debates,  and  for  the  story  hours  con- 
ducted by  the  children's  libraries.  One  branch  reports  that 
the  study  rooms  are  used  every  evening  in  the  week  and  on 
two  afternoons. 

As   soon   as   the    Carneeie    Branches   were

occupied  It  was  evident  that  some  interior 
decoration  was  necessary  to  complete  them. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  appropriated  $1,500  for 
this  purpose,  and  with  this  amount  a  number  of  fine  etchings 
and  photographs,  plaster  casts,  etc.,  were  procured.  When 
the  arrangement  of  the  rooms  made  them  appropriate,  palms 
and  ferns  in  decorative  brass  jardinieres  were  added. 

The  pictures  have  been  a  pleasing  addition  -to  the  rooms 
and  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  borrowers,  particularly 
the  children,  whose  desire  to  read  the  "story"  depicted  has 
often  been  aroused.  The  pictures  have  an  educational  as  well 
as  an  aesthetic  influence,  awakening  an  interest  in  classic  and 
historic  subjects. 

Andirons  were  also  purchased  for  the  beautiful  fireplaces 
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which  has  been  made  an  architectural  feature  of  most  of  the 
buildings.  The  acquisition  of  these  made  it  possible  to  have 
wood  fires  in  many  of  the  children's  rooms  during  the  Christ- 
mas holidays,  thus  affording  great  pleasure  to  young  and  old. 
One  branch  reported  that  in  a  room  full  of  children  only  six 
had  ever  seen  an  open  fire. 

64,094  volumes  were  added  during  the  year

branch.  The  Montague  Branch  received 
the  largest  number  of  accessions,  7,149,  and  the  Fort  Hamilton 
the  smallest,  adding  only  465  volumes  to  its  collection. 

The  East  and  Prospect  Branches  added  4496  and  5.608 
respectively,  to  prepare  for  the  extra  demand  which  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  buildings  would  create.

The  music  collection  at  the  Montague  Branch  was 
increased  by  the  purchase  of  300  volumes. 

The  Board  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Paul     Tidden  for  valued 
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assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  list  of  desirable  works  for 
this  department. 

Books  on  engineering  and  allied  subjects  are  in  constant 
demand  and  a  large  number  of  such  books  have  been  added 
during  the  year.  A  collection  of  trade  catalogues  containing 
much  valuable  information  has  also  been  added  to  the  Mon- 
tague Branch. 

The  question  of  how  far  a  pttblic  library  shall  go  in 
supplying  books  in  foreign  languages  for  its  foreign  popu- 
lation is  always  a  debatable  one.  In  many  branches  these 
books  are  read  by  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  the 
borrowers,  and  the  collections  must  be  correspondingly  small. 
To  avoid  the  necessity  for  the  duplication  of  titles  and  to 
make  it  possible  frequently  to  change  the  collections  at  the 
branches,  books  in  foreign  languages  are  now  added  to  the 
Department  of  Traveling  Libraries  and  are  then  loaned  to 
the  branches  desiring  them.  The  details  of  this  plan  are 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  department.  The  plan  thus 
far  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  seems  to  solve  the  prob- 
lem for  a  branch  system.  Books  in  Russian  and  Yiddish 
have  been  purchased  during  the  year  and  will  be  loaned 
at  first  to  the  Brownsville  Branch. 

Many  of  the  books  contained  in  the  Brownsville  Branch 
at  the  time  of  its  consolidation  with  this  system  were  in  bad 
condition  owing  to  constant  use.  The  number  of  books  dis- 
carded at  this  branch  has  been  unusually  large,  and  the  total 
number  of  volmnes  on  the  shelves  to-day  is  less  than  it  was 
a  year  ago. 

During  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  relieve  the  crowded 
conditions  at  many  of  the  branches  by  removing  what  may 
be  termed  "deadwood"  from  the  branch  collections. 

As  elsewhere  stated  this  course  was  made  necessary  at 
the  Schermerhom  Branch  to  make  room  for  the  Bureau  of 
Charities  and  13,000  volumes  were  withdrawn  from  that  col- 
lection leaving  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  that  branch  to- 
day 36,204.  Some  of  these  books  went  to  the  store  room, 
some  were  assigned  to  other  branches,  and  some  were  sent 
to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 
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Lists  have  been  prepared  showing  the  number  of  volumes 
in  each  branch  which  have  not  been  circulated  for  three  years, 
the  total  number  of  such  books  in  the  system  being  about 
3,000.  These  will  be  removed  to  a  store-room  as  soon  as  our 
present  accommodations  for  storage  can  be  enlarged  but  will 
be  accessible  at  any  time  when  desired. 

3,261  books  were  reported  as  missing  during  the  year 
representing  the  number  taken  from  the  shelves,  and  1,643 
were  charged  to  borrowers  and  not  returned.  1,208  volumes 
previously  reported  as  lost  were  restored  during  1906.  The 
question  of  how  to  prevent  the  loss  of  books  in  this  way  is  a 
problem  which  all  libraries  allowing  access  to  the  shelves  have 
to  face. 

The  library  subscribes  for  409  periodicals,  many  of  which 
circulate  freely  at  all  the  branches.  The  list  of  magazines  in- 
cludes four  periodicals  for  the  blind,  three  in  New  York  Point, 
and  one  in  Moon  type. 

GIFTS.  The  library  received  as  gifts  during  the  year  4,021 
volumes,  654  unbound  volumes,  5,871  pamphlets  and  4,365 
periodicals  and  784  sheets  of  music. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Bowker's 
donation  of  549  volumes,  195  unbound  volumes,  1,696  pam- 
phlets and  90  periodicals,  a  large  proportion  of  which  were 
works  on  economic  subjects.  In  addition  Mr.  Bowker  gener- 
ously placed  on  deposit  in  the  Administration  Department  of 
the  library,  under  special  conditions,  his  personal  files  of 
the  Publisher's  Weekly,  the  Library  Journal,  the  Literary 
News,  the  American  Catalogue  and  other  biblographical  publi- 
cations. 

This  library  was  one  of  the  institutions  fortunate  enough 
to  receive  the  "Bishop  collection — Investigations  and  Studies 
in  Jade,"from  the  estate  of  Heber  Reginald  Bishop,  a  beautiful 
work  in  two  volumes,  handsomely  illustrated,  printed  by  the 
De  Vinne  Press. 

Other  important  gifts  were  Elbert  Hubbard's  "Little  Jour- 
neys" 9  volumes  in  raised  type  for  the  blind,  presented  by 
Mr.  Alfred  Laesa;  a  complete  set  of  the  Scientific  American 
and  Supplement,  unbound,  from  Mr.  Charles  Coln6;  and  the 
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leport  of  the  Insurance  Investigation  before  the  Committee  to 
investigate  the  New  York  State  Life  Insurance  Companies, 
given  by  Hon.  Thomas  0*Neil.  The  library  also  received 
from  the  authors  a  number  of  privately  printed  works.       • 

The  Board  is  also  indebted  to  the  publishers  of  the  local 
papers,  and  several  New  York  papers  for  copies  of  their 
publications  for  binding. 

The  new  East  Branch  was  presented  with  a  bust  of 
Washington  by  a  debating  society  called  the  "Young  Ameri- 
cans" ;  and  Mr.  George  C.  Brackett  donated  an  etching  of  the 
Durham  Cathedral  by  Haig,  which  has  been  placd  in  the  Car- 
rol Park  Brahch. 

BINDING.  53,681  volumes  were  rebound  during  the  yesLr  at 
a  cost  of  $32,049.51,  or  an  average  cost  of  59  cents  per  vol- 
ume. This  amount  includes  the  binding  of  reference  books, 
maps,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  popular  circulating  books. 

A  large  number  of  the  rebound  books  were  from  two 
branches  established  only  a  short  time.  On  this  point  the 
Assistant  Librarian,  who  has  charge  of  the  binding  says: 

"It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  comparatively  large  num- 
ber of  books  bound  for  DeKalb  and  Greenpoint  Branches  is 
owing  to  the  fact  that  these  were  new  libraries  and  received 
an  outfit  of  entirely  new  books  in  publishers'  bindings.  The 
rapidity  with  which  a  large  number  of  these  books  arrived 
at  a  condition  where  rebinding  was  necessary  is  evidence  of 
the  unfitness  of  the  ordinary  publisher's  binding." 

To  overcome  this  difficulty  a  large  number  of  books  which 
are  sure  to  have  hard  usage  are  purchased  in  the  duro-flexile 
binding  of  Mr.  Cedric  Chivers,  which  experience  has  shown 
will  outwear  the  book,  and  the  cost  of  rebinding  is  there- 
fore saved.  Practically  all  the  fiction  and  juvenile  books  of 
the  new  Macon  Branch  have  been  purchased  in  this  binding. 

The  rebinding  which  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Chivers 
continues  to  give  satisfaction. 

Binders  for  the  reading  room  copies  of  periodicals 
have  also  been  purchased  for  all  the  branches.  These  are 
made  of  durabline  and  lined  with  waterproof  paper.    They 
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are  simple  in  construction,  light  in  weight,  and  can  be 
easily  cleaned. 

Although    the    force    of   cataloeiiers    was

•  reduced  by  two  during  the  year,  the  cur- 

rent work  was  kept  quite  up  to  date ;  in  fact,  2,834  more 
volumes  were  added,  but  the  effect  of  the  reduction  in  the 
force  is  shown  in  the  work  of  re-cataloguing  at  the  Mon- 
tague Branch,  only  8,160  volumes  being  re-catalogued  this 
year,  as  compared  with  13,987  the  year  before.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  this  work  should  in  any  way  be  retarded,  but 
the  appropriation  for  salaries  for  1906  made  it  necessary 
to  curtail  expenses  whenever  possible.  It  therefore  seemed 
best  that  the  positions  of  the  cataloguers  engaged  on  the  work 
of  re-cataloguing  who  resigned  should  not  be  filled  at  once, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  appointments  can  be  made  early  in  the 
year. 

Of  the  total  number  of  volumes  (180,515)  at  Montague, 
75,583  have  been  catalogued  and  re-catalogued  during  the  past 
three  years,  and  the  work  of  re-cataloguing  is  going  steadily 
forward. 

Of  the  64,994  volumes  added  to  the  library  during  1906, 
12,880  were  titles  entirely  new  to  the  system,  comprising  many 
beautiful  and  expensive  volumes,  ranging  in  cost  from  $5  to 
$70,  which  have  been  added  to  the  reference  collection  at 
Montague,  and  many  beautifully  illustrated  volumes  of  little 
cost,  which  are  freely  circulated. 

An  average  of  5,416  volumes  was  sent  to  all  of  the 
branches  each  month,  and  each  branch  received  an  average  of 
2,407  volumes  during  the  year. 

The  collection  of  books  at  the  Brownsville  Branch,  6,713 
in  number,  was  re-catalogued  during  the  year. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  meet  the  requirements

of  the  study  rooms  by  clubs  has  led  to  an 
increased  use  of  the  reference  collections  at  the  different 
branches.  Each  branch  is  now  equipped  with  a  good  collec- 
tion of  reference  books,  and  the  main  Reference  Departmeat 
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at  the  Montague  Branch  is  frequently  called  upon  to  supply 
information  or  books  on  subjects  which  cannot  be  supplied  at 
the  branches. 

Lists  of  books  on  special  subjects  are  prepared  for  literar}' 
clubs,  debating  societies  and  mission  study  classes.  Instruction 
has  also  been  given  pupils  in  the  schools  on  the  use  of  refer- 
ence books  and  indexes. 

The  Reference  Department  at  the  Montague  Branch 
(which  is  the  real  reference  library  of  the  system)  reports  a 
total  attendance  during  the  year  of  31,690  readers,  an  increase 
of  3,322  over  last  year.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  number  of 
books  consulted. 

The  work  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the 
DEPARTMENT       library  shows  a  steady  growth  during  the 

year.  The  circulation  of  juvenile  books, 
1,092,918  volumes,  is  37%  of  the  total  circulation  of  the 
library.  In  one  particular  case,  the  children's  circulation  for 
1906  was  more  than  the  total  circulation  of  the  branch  for 
1905. 

Not  only  has  there  been  a  gain  in  the  quantity  of  work 
done  by  this  department,  but  there  has  been  a  constant  im- 
provement in  its  quality,  as  the  annual  reports  of  the  Superin- 
tendent show. 

The  story  hour,  which  is  made  such  a  prominent  feature 
of  work  with  children  in  many  libraries,  has  been  adopted  very 
gradually  in  this  library,  and  has  been  the  outcome  of  a  demand 
rather  than  a  matter  of  sentiment.  The  groups  of  children 
gathered  to  hear  the  stories  vary  from  20  to  125  in  number. 
Within  bounds  these  story  hours  may  be  of  great  educational 
value. 

Meetings  of  the  assistants  engaged  in  the  work  with 
children  are  held  twice  a  month,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  at  which  time  its  problems  are  discussed. 

In  the  Traveling  Libraries  Department  there  was

and  associations.    In  order  to  draw  attention  to  the  advantages

of  the  traveling  libraries  a  circular  has  been  prepared  calling 
attention  to  the  privileges  of  the  department,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed soon  to  print  a  list  of  books  available  in  this  department. 

The  interchange  of  books  between  branches,  effected  by 
this  department,  shows  a  decided  gain  over  1905,  both  in  the 
number  of  requests  handled  and  in  the  efficiency  and  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  requests  have  been  filled. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  work  this  department  now  has 
charge  of  the  collections  of  foreign  books  loaned  to  branches 
as  stated  elsewhere,  and  this  will  be  an  important  feature  of 
the  work  of  the  department  in  the  future. 

The  collection  of  books  for  the  blind  has  been 

LIBRARY  FOR 

THE  BLIND  increased  by  151  volumes  during  the  year, 

34  of  which  were  gifts.  Three  volumes 
were  transcribed  into  New  York  Point,  by  Miss  Clarke,  the 
assistant  in  the  department.  702  books  have  been  circulated, 
an  increase  of  275  over  last  year,  and  the  registered  bor- 
rowers number  125.  The  readings  held  regularly  on  Wed- 
nesday and  Saturday  afternoons  and  Friday  evenings 
have  been  well  attended,  and  a  larger  attendance  could  be 
secured  if  guides  could  be  found  to  take  the  blind  to  and  from 
the  library. 

A  part  of  Miss  Clarke's  time  is  devoted  to  teaching  the 
blind  to  read.  Four  hundred  and  seventeen  lessons  have  been 
given  by  her  at  the  homes  of  pupils  during  the  year. 

The  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  Co.,  as  in  the  past,  has 
generously  supplied  free  transportation  to  readers  and  their 
guides  to  and  from  the  library. 

PUBLICATIONS      During  the  year,  in  addition  to  the  monthly 

bulletin    and    the    annual    report,    special 
lists  have  been  published  on  the   following  subjects: 

The  railway  rate  problem. 
Municipal  ownership. 
Earthquakes  and  volcanoes. 
Greater  New  York. 
Steam  and  gas  engines. 
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The  first  two  lists  were  so  popular  that  the  first  edition 
was  quickly  exhausted  and  a  second  was  issued. 

An  edition  of  the  "List  of  books  for  boys  and  girls," 
levised  to  date,  was  published  in  the  spring. 

Another  important  publication  is  the  revised  edition  of 
the  "Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  staff,"  published  in  Decem- 
ber. The  advantage  of  having  the  rules  of  the  library  in 
printed  form  in  a  branch  library  system  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated. It  is  essential  that  the  same  practice  shall  prevail  at 
all  branches  of  the  system,  even  in  seemingly  trivial  matters,  in 
order  that  the  public  may  be  served  consistently  and  satisfac- 
torily. As  a  njeans  of  instructing  new  assistants  in  the 
methods  of  the  library  and  of  settling  any  doubt  as  to  the 
method  to  be  adopted  in  special  cases,  the  rules  are  a  valuable 
aid  to  the  staff. 

With  so  large  a  staff  it  is  but  natural  that  there 
should  be  many  changes,  but  the  year  just  past 
has  been  an  unusual  one  on  account  of  the  number  of  resigna- 
tions in  the  higher  grades  of  the  service. 

Owing  to  the  opening  of  the  Greenpoint  Branch  which 
was  entirely  new  to  the  system ;  the  removal  of  the  East  and 
Prospect  Branches  into  new  Carnegie  buildings,  and  the  in- 
crease of  the  work  at  nearly  all  the  branches,  the  staff  has 
been  augmented  by  15,  making  a  total  of  243  now  employed  in 
the  library   service. 

The  library  suffered  a  great  loss  when  Miss  Frances  B. 
Hawley  was  obliged  to  relinquish  her  duties  as  Superintendent 
of  Branches  and  Apprentices.  Miss  Hawley  came  to  Brookljm 
in  July,  1901,  and  in  organiging  the  department  under  her 
charge  and  in  furthering  the  development  and  centralization 
of  the  library  system  she  rendered  efficient  and  valuable  ser- 
vice. It  is  to  be  deeply  regretted  that  continued  ill  health  makes 
it  impossible  for  her  to  carry  on  the  work  of  that  department. 

Five  branch  librarians  resigned  during  the  year.  Miss 
Adelaide  Richardson,  Miss  Caroline  M.  Wandell,  Miss  Sara 
Jacobsen,  Miss  Roberta  F.  Watterson  and  Mr.  Asa  Don  Dick- 
inson, and  two  acting  librarians,  Miss  Edith  Hill  and  Miss 
Edith  M.  Steele.    Mr.  L.  N.  Nichols  assistant  in  Reference  De- 
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partment  also  resigned  his  position.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  only  two  of  the  above  are  now  engaged  in  library  work. 
The  loss  of  so  many  efficient  workers  from  the  staff  was 
severely  felt,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  expressing  our  appre- 
ciation of  their  excellent  work. 

The  places  made  vacant  by  these  resignations  were  filled 
by  promotions  or  appointments  from  the  eligible  list  as  follows ; 

Miss  Mary  E.  Mathews  was  transferred  from  the  Wil- 
liamsburgh  Branch  to  the  Department  of  Branches  and  Ap- 
prentices, Mr.  Frank  K.  Walters  of  the  New  York  State 
Library  School  was  appointed  Assistant  Reference  Librarian, 
Miss  Ruth  Yeomans  of  Asbury  Park  was  ^pointed  Branch 
Librarian  of  the  Ridgewood  Branch,  Mr.  Leon  M.  Solis- 
Cohen,  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  State  Library  School, 
Assistant-in-charge  of  the  Brownsville  Branch;  and  Miss 
Mary  Casamajor,  Miss  Fanny  A.  Sheldon,  Mr.  George  H.  , 
Evans  and  Miss  Mary  J.  Thackray  were  promoted  to  the 
Branch  Librarian  grade,  and  Miss  J.  Tracy  Phillips  and 
Miss  Harriet  L.  Burgess  were  given  charge  of  two  of  the 
smaller  branches. 

Altogether  there  have  been  thirteen  changes  in  the  heads 
of  branches  during  the  year,  several  transfers  in  addition  to  the 
new  appointments  having  been  made. 

The  work  of  the  Traveling  Libraries  Department  having 
increased  so  that  it  had  become  too  great  a  responsibility  for 
Mr.  Farrington  to  carry  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,  Mr. 
C.  Seymour  Thompson  was  appointed  Librarian  in  Charge 
of  the  Traveling  Libraries  Department. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  branch  librarians  and  weekly 
meetings  of  the  superintendents  of  departments  have  been  held 
as  usual,  and  in  addition  the  assistants  in  the  third  and  second 
grades  of  service  have  met  together  at  various  times.  These 
meetings ^re  invaluable  in  promoting  the  spirit  of  unity  among 
the  branches  of  the  system  and  in  making  closer  co-operation 
possible. 

Many  members  of  the  staff  have  availed  themselves  of 
the   opportunity  of   attending   library   conferences   and   have 
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brought  back  from  such  meetings  greater  enthusiasm  and 
zeal  from  contact  with  their  fellow-workers  in  other  parts  of 
the  country. 

More  than  ever  tlie  Chief  Librarian  feels  a  dependence 
upon  the  superintendents,  branch  librarians,  and  assistants  who 
do  so  much  to  make  the  efficiency  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Li- 
brary what  it  is  to-day. 

APPRENTICE  CLASS     ^^^  apprentice  classes  were  conducted 

during  the  year,  the  one  organized  in 
March  numbering  40,  being  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
library.  More  time  and  thought  is  given  each  year  to  the 
training  of  the  apprentices  for  future  work  in  the  library, 
and  the  endeavor  is  to  make  the  course  of  study  as  compre- 
hensive as  possible.  ' 

Inasmuch  as  the  apprentices  give  their  entire  time  for 
nearly  seven  months  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  library  train- 
ing, and  as  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  library  that  a  high 
standard  of  work  shall  be  maintained  throughout  the  system, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  instruction  given  the  apprentices  should 
be  the  first  consideration.  They  are  therefore  sent  to  the 
branches  where  they  will  get  the  experience  they  need.  During 
the  last  four  months  of  the  course,  however,  an  apprentice  does 
practically  the  same  work  as  a  third  grade  assistant  in  the 
library,  and  it  should  be  remembered  that  while  they  cannot  be 
used  for  all  substituting,  it  would  be  necessary  without  their 
service,  to  employ  many  additional  assistants  and  substitutes. 

CONCLUSION     ^^^   work   of   the   institution    is   on   a   solid 

foundation,  and  progress  will  be  along 
conservative  lines,  which  will  tend  to  the  advancement  of 
the  Borough  of  Brooklyn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

The  amount  and  nature  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
library,  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  serious  reader  and  student, 
compares  most  favorably,  I  believe,  with  the  work  done  by 
the  large  libraries  of  other  cities.  To  our  twenty-five  libraries 
are  coming  in  increasing  numbers  the  professional  men,  the 
students,  the  business  men  and  the  mechanics,  and  there  obtain- 
ing the  information  they  desire.  The  branch  librarians  and 
their  assistants  are  intelligently  meeting  the  needs  of  these 
students  and  with  our  growing  collection  of  books,  and 
the  system  of  interchange,  all  sections  of  Brooklyn 
are  receiving  the  benefits  of  a  large  library.  In  all 
of  the  branch  libraries,  the  reference  work  with  the  schools 
receives  much  attention,  especially  along  debating  lines.  The 
literary  societies  and  clubs  depend  upon  the  assistance  of  the 
library.  Books  upon  the  subjects  of  lectures  and  courses 
given  by  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Brooklyn  Institute 
have  been  placed  on  special  shelves  in  the  various  libraries. 
The  customary  special  lists  upon  holidays  and  topics  of  current 
interest  have  been  prepared  and  used  by  all  the  branches.

The  work  entailed  by  the  questions  that  come  to  the 
Reference  Department  from  the  branch  libraries,  either  directly 
or  through  the  Interchange  Department,  has  much  increased 
the  past  year,  and  is  an  interesting  indication  of  the  general 
use  of  the  library.  The  practical  nature  of  the  information 
wanted  is  shown  by  the  following  typical  subjects,  upon 
which'material  was  wanted :  Chasing  of  gold,  silver  and  brass ; 
Portable  houses;  Bronze,  the  U.  S.  standard,  its  composition, 
action  of  acids  upon,  etc. ;  Angora  goats ;  Recent  steam  navi- 
gation laws;  Chemistry  of  wheat  and  flour;  Architectural 
plaster  modeling;  Flowers  of  the  Rocky  Mountains;  Sugar, 
its  growth  and  manufacture ;  Illustrated  article  upon  the  Mon- 
tauk  Indians. 
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The  open  reference  collection  in  the  Montague  Branch 
consists  at  present  of  4,784  volumes,  divided  as  follows:

During  the  year  the  shelf  space  has  been  increased  by  the 
opening  of  a  closed  alcove,  giving  room  for  2,000  volumes. 
The  works  on  genealogy-  and  local  history,  640  volumes,  have 
been  brought  from  the  first  floor  to  the  gallery  of  the  Refer- 
ence Room,  making  them  more  accessible  for  reference  work. 
A  pressing  need  is  space  on  the  Reference  Room  floor  for 
newspaper  shelving  to  hold  the  bound  files  of  the  Brooklyn 
Eagle,  1863  to  date,  and  the  New  York  Times,  1859  ^^  ^^^^• 
There  is  almost  daily  demand  for  these  and  they  should  be 
readily  accessible.  More  shelving  for  the  atlases  and  large 
folio  volumes  is  also  needed.

DEPARTMENT  OF  BRANCHES  AND  APPRENTICES 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

As  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Department  of 
Branches  and  Apprentices  for  only  two  months,  this  report 
must  needs  be  fragmentary,  giving  merely  a  statement  of 
facts  gathered  from  the  records  on  file  and  narratiifg  the 
work  accomplished  by  others. 

From  January,  1906,  when  the  Superintendent  of  Branches 
by  reason  of  ill-health,  was  forced  to  withdraw  from  her 
duties,  until  November,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department  carried  the  double  burden  of  these  two  branches, 
of  work. 
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During  this  period  examinations  were  held  for  the  eligi- 
ble list  of  the  second  and  third  grades,  two  apprentice  class 
entrance  tests  besides  a  number  of  special  examinations. 

The  transferring  necessary  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by 
resignations,  promotions,  opening  of  new  branches,  etc.,  en- 
tailed during  the  year  an  exceptional  amount  of  work.  Of  the 
twenty-five  branch  librarians  to-day,  thirteen  were  not  holding 
their  present  position  a  year  ago. 

An  innovation  last  spring,  of  the  work  of  the  department, 
was  the  introduction  of  staff  meetings  for  the  second  and  third 
grade  assistants. 

These  meetings,  seven  in  all,  were  conducted  by  the  Chief 
Librarian,  Librarian's  Secretary,  Superintendent  of  the  Cata- 
loguing Department  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Department.  Every  branch  assistant  was  given  the  opportu- 
nity to  attend. 

The  meetings  were  more  or  less  informal  in  character. 
The  direct  gain,  it  was  generally  conceded,  was  in  promoting 
interest  and  spirited  discussions  regarding  branch  methods  and 
in  developing  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  for  the  work  as  a  whole. 
By  reason  of  the  healthful  rivalry  which  develops  in  the  vari- 
ous branches  and  because  of  the  concentration  of  interest  in 
the  individual  branch  there  is  danger  of  forgetting  the  library 
in  its  entirety  and  the  loyalty  due  to  the  system.  The  staff 
meeting  is  certainly  our  strongest  factor  in  strengthening  pride 
in  the  library  and  of  promoting  the  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  esprit  dc  corps  among  the  staff. 

The  apprentice  class,  organized  in  March,  was  the  largest 
in  the  library's  history,  numbering  forty.  This  class  was 
graduated  in  October  and  of  the  twenty-two  placed  on  the 
eligible  list  more  than  half  are  now  appointed  on  the  staff 
and  the  majority  of  the  others  have  been  almost  constantly 
engaged  in  substitute  work.  On  November  ist  the  second 
examination  of  the  year,  for  entrance  to  the  apprentice  class 
was  held  and  from  November  19th  to  December  8th,  the  class, 
numbering  fifteen,  met  from  9  to  12  each  day,  for  class  work. 

With  the  idea  of  strengthening  the  course  a  few  changes 
have  been  made  this  fall  in  the  class  curriculum.    A  reference 
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course  of  twenty  lectures,  conducted  by  Mr.  Walter  of  the 
Reference  Department,  has  been  introduced.  This  course  aims 
to  familiarize  the  class  with  the  general  works  of  reference 
and  to  develop  intelligence  in  research,  particularly  in  the 
ability  to  answer  simple  questions  accurately  and  promptly. 

With  the  new  edition  of  "Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Staff"  in  hand  it  has  proved  an  auspicious  time  to  develop  a 
course  in  elementary  library  economy;  the  rules  serving  as  a 
text-book  for  the  study  of  branch  methods.  In  the  preliminary 
class  training,  an  hour  a  day  has  been  devoted  to  the  demon- 
stration and  discussion  of  some  of  the  detailed  work  of  the 
charging-desk.  The  aim  being  to  enable  the  apprentice  to  go 
to  the  branch  with  some  knowledge  of  the  desk  routine  and 
with  an  understanding  of  the  connection  of  one  part  of  the 
work  with  another.  The  branch  librarian,  should  find  the 
new  worker,  with  her  elementary  knowledge  of  the  branch 
work,  receptive  to  the  ready  acquisition  of  the  daily  duties. 

The  plan  of  conducting  two  apprentice  classes  a  year, 
has  so  far  justified  the  duplication  of  much  of  the  work,  which 
such  a  plan^  implies.  The  smaller  classes  allow  of  closer 
individual  acquaintance  and  study ;  the  branches  are  not  over- 
burdened with  the  practical  training;  the  apprentices  can  be 
more  easily  placed  in  the  branches  particularly  suited  to  their 
needs  and  the  branches  tided  over  trying  periods  of  illness  or 
increase  of  work  by  the  apprentice  service,  with  benefit  both 
to  the  branch  and  to  the  new  worker. 

The  branch  librarians  have  given  much  of  time  and  thought 
to  the  practical  training  of  the  apprentices.  A  number  of  the 
librarians,  during  the  year,  have  contributed  reports  on  meth- 
ods of  training  and  evinced  in  their  readiness  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  one  or  two  workers  each  month  their  interest 
in  the  training  class;  others  from  our  branches  have  given 
informal  talks  of  much  value  to  the  class.  The  attendance  at 
some  of  the  apprentice  class  lectures  of  a  number  of  branch 
assistants,  in  their  unscheduled  hours,  is  indicative  of  an  in- 
creasing attention  in  the  class  and  the  realization  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work.  With  these  evidences  of  hearty  co-opera- 
tion, and  the  opportunity  for  consultation  and  study  of  com* 
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parative  methods  of  practical  training  with  branch  librarians, 
it  is  not,  I  think,  too  sanguine  a  hope,  to  believe  that  the 
coming  year  will  offer  even  wider  opportunity  for  developing 
and  strengthening  this  important  department  of  the  library's 
work.

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

In  looking  back  over  the  work  of  this  department  since 
its  organization  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  each  year  has 
been  marked  by  a  distinct  line  of  thought  and  attainment.  The 
underlying  purpose  remains  the  same,  but  the  perception  of  the 
greatness  and  worth  of  that  purpose  becomes  clearer  each 
year  among  our  workers,  while  methods  change  and  results 
grow  larger  and  finer  with  the  growth  of  our  people  in  matur- 
ity of  judgment  and  confidence  in  their  powers. 

The  slogan  of  the  American  Library  Association,  "The 
best  reading,  for  the  largest  number  at  the  least  cost,"  with 
some  amplification,  covers  both  the  aim  and  the  methods  of 
this  department.  We  desire  to  provide  the  best  reading  pos- 
sible and  expedient  for  as  many  of  the  children  of  the  city  as 
can  be  reached  by  dignified  methods,  and  at  the  least  cost  of 
mistakes  and  failures  either  in  selecting  or  training  the  workers 
or  in  planning  the  work. 

The  department  has  left  behind  its  pioneer  days.  Poor 
books  have  been  weeded  out  and  better  ones  bought,  empty 
shelves  have  been  filled,  old  quarters  made  more  convenient 

and  attractive  and  many  beautiful  new  rooms  opened.  We 
have  met  and  discussed  scores  of  daily  problems,  to  such 
excellent  purpose  that  our  workers  grow  constantly  in  strength 
and  self-reliance,  in  clearness  of  vision  and  breadth  of  view. 
While  it  is  true  in  this,  as  in  all  other  large  libraries,  that  the 
supply  of  trained  workers  with  children  is  not  equal  to  the

demand,  we  now  have  fifteen  assistants  who  have  definitely 
made  children's  librarianship  their  profession,  with  at  least 
two  among  the  newer  members  of  the  staff  who  are  fitting 
themselves  for  the  work. 

The  circulation  of  children's  books  during  1906  was 
1,092,918,  and  these  figures  do  not  wholly  represent  the  chil- 
dren's reading  since  many  *'adult"  books  are  taken  out  on 
children's  cards. 

Looking  at  the  above  facts  alone  the  library  might  feel 
it  had  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  year's  work.  But  we  realize 
that  fine  material  equipment  and  large  figures — the  "for  the 
largest  number  at  the  least  cost"  part  of  our  motto — would 
be  vain  if  we  forgot  the  first  part,  *'the  best  reading." 

During  the  past  year  we  have  tried  to  lay  special  stress 
upon  the  thought  that  unless  our  children  are  reading  better 
and  better  and  finally  only  the  best  books,  we  are  not  doing  a 
valuable  educational  work.  The  time  was  when  we  rejoiced 
at  our  success  in  turning  a  child  from  positively  bad  to  harm- 
lessly mediocre  books.  Now,  we  intend  to  be  more  and  more 
watchful  lest  we  stop  at  this  and  fail  to  put  persistent  vigor 
into  a  warfare  against  mediocrity. 

We  have,  in  1906,  used  some  special  means  to  foster  the 
growth  of  a  taste  for  the  best  literature.  While  keeping  on 
with  old  methods  —  refusing  to  replace  worn-out  mediocre 
books,  buying  new  with  greater  care,  advertising  the  best  by 

individual  tact,  by  tasteful  and  sensible  bulletins,  by  purchase 
of  delightful  editions  of  the  classics,  etc. — we  have  worked 
along  three  main  lines,  which  are  not  new,  but  which  we 
have  entered  upon  with  new  zeal.  These  are,  first,  the 
endeavor  to  unify  the  work  of  the  adult  and  children's  depart- 
ments in  order  that  there  may  be,  not  only  no  friction  between 

the  two,  but  that  everv  member  of  the  staff  mav  be  interested 
and  efficient  in  guiding  the  young  people  outgrowing  "juven- 
iles" and  unfitted  to  choose  wisely  among  the  *'adult"  books; 
second,  the  planning  of  a  course  in  library  work  with  children 
for  the  apprentice  classes,  that  all  newly  appointed  junior 
assistants-  may    feel    the    importance    of    this    work    and    be 
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acquainted  with  its  main  principles ;  third,  the  direct  influenc- 
ing of  the  children's  taste,  through  talks  in  assembles,  to  their 
mothers  or  to  the  young  people  themselves. 

The  branch  librarians  are  bringing  about  the  first  result, 
making  sacrifices  in  order  to  send  their  general  assistants  as 
frequently  as  possible  to  the  children's  librarians'  meetings, 
persuading  these  assistants  to  share  in  the  club  work,  of  which 
I  shall  speak  later,  and  arranging  for  them  to  exchange  places 
with  the  children's  librarians  in  order  that  each  may  under- 
stand the  problems  and  difficulties  of  the  other. 

The  course  in  library  work  with  children,  given  the 
apprentices,  was  largely  conducted  by  the  children's  librarians 
themselves.  They  gave  talks,  many  of  which,  in  point  of 
insight  and  expression,  would  have  been  worthy  a  library 
school  instructor  of  experience.  Some  of  the  subjects  of 
these  talks  were,  "Books  for  little  children,"  "Story  books  for 
boys,"  "Poetry  for  children,"  "Fairy  tales  and  myths,"  "The 
training  for  children's  librarianship,"  "Needs  of  the  neglected 
children."  There  were  ten  such  lectures  given,  and  the  course 
proved  to  be  so  valuable,  not  only  to  the  apprentices  but  to  the 
lecturers,  that  I  regret  the  necessity,  owing  to  limited  space,  of 
passing  over  it  thus  briefly. 

The  opening  of  buildings  amply  provided  with  study 
rooms  has  made  possible  the  gathering  together,  apart  from 
the  reading  and  circulating  rooms,  of  groups  of  children  to 
whom  the  assistants  give  talks  or  tell  stories  which  stimulate 
the  keenest  interest  in  books  whose  beauties  were  unsuspected 
by  the  young  people.  This  "story  hour"  work,  as  it  is  called 
in  other  libraries,  has  grown  gradually  and  naturally  with  us, 
and  it  offers  an  immense  opportunity  to  the  skillful  librarian 
who  can,  by  means  of  it,  put  into  circulation  the  best  books 
in  the  library  atid  make  them  so  popular  that  the  demand  for 
the  mediocre  languishes  in  a  gratifying  way.  This  is  the  end 
at  which  we  were  aiming  in  encouraging  the  work,  but  it  is 
by  no  means  the  only  good  result  that  grows  out  of  it. 

These  carefully  prepared  and  delightfully  presented  talks 
and  stories  are  positively  a  moral  force  among  the  children, 
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not  because  a  moral  is  tagged  on  at  the  end  of  a  tale,  but 
because  the  surest  way  to  make  a  child  want  to  be  brave  and 
true  is  to  arouse  in  him  an  enthusiastic  admiration  for  courage 
and  honor  through  a  sympathetic  and  inspiring  picture  of  a 
hero  worthy  of  his  love.  The  step  from  admiration  to  imita- 
tion is  not  a  long  one,  and  whether  the  hero  they  love  be  an 
historical  character  like  Lincoln  or  the  mythical  hero  Siegfried, 
the  effect  is  the  same  if  the  teller  chooses  the  story  best  adapted 
to  the  age  of  the  child. 

Another  fine  result  of  the  work  is  the  almost  magical 
effect  it  has  upon  the  **(iiscipline''  question — for  there  will  be 
a  discipline  question  wherever  in  a  single  afternoon  hundreds 
of  children  of  all  sorts  and  conditions,  pass  in  and  out  of  a 
library.  When  the  ringleaders  of  a  gang  of  tough  boys,  who 
have  never  made  any  use  of  the  library  except  to  try  to  stir  up 
trouble,  come  to  a  branch  librarian  and  beg  that  they 
may  **have  a  club  like  the  girls,'*  assuring  the  librarian  that 
they  will  **show  her  they  know  how  to  behave  themselves,*'  one 
must  be  of  a  very  pessimistic  disposition  not  to  see  in  this  an 
augury  of  splendid  results.  A  good  thing  given  in  response 
to  a  request  from  the  children  themselves  is  sure  to  prove  much 
more  beneficial  to  them  than  the  same  excellent  thing  proposed 
bv  an  adult.

This  story  hour  work  is  sometimes  criticized  bv  those  who, 
not  investigating  its  underlying  principles  think  of  it  as  a 
scheme  merely  for  amusing  the  little  ones,  and  as  such,  out  of 
place  in  the  serious  work  of  the  library.  Such  critics  need 
only  to  learn  from  the  lips  of  our  assistants  of  the  influence 
these  talks  have  upon  the  children's  reading,  upon  their  daily 
behavior,  upon  their  attitude  toward  the  library  and  upon  their 
ideals  of  truth  and  honor  and  noble  living  in  order  to  be 
thoroughly  converted  to  a  belief  in  the  value  of  the  movement. 

The  children's  librarians  and  genehil  assistants  are  shar- 
ing in  this  work  which  is  now  established  in  all  our  branches 
that  have  the  room — I  do  not  say  the  time  for  them,  for  the 
assistants  give  freely  of  their  own  time  the  hours  necessary 
for  preparation  in  order  to  do  the  work  well.     Some  of  the 
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subjects  taken  up  this   winter   in  different  branches  are  as 
fallows : 

Norse  stories  and  the  Nibelungenlied. 
Heroes  and  heroines  of  fiction. 
Some  useful  reference  books. 
Western  life. 
Robert  Louis  Stevenson. 
Fairy  and  folk  tales. 
Greek  myths. 
Heroines  of  poetry. 
Shakespeare  stories. 
Stories  from  Irving. 

Good  books  for  the  older  girls  (including  study  of  the 
authors). 

Pirates,  explorers,  books  of  travel. 

In  addition  to  these  talks  given  before  audiences  of  chil- 
dren, there  is  an  increasing  demand  made  upon  our  children's 
librarians  for  talks  before  parents'  associations,  in  public  school 
assemblies  and  in  clubs  and  settlements. 

Thus  our  field  broadens  year  by  year,  and  our  chief 
problem  is  now  that  of  endeavoring  to  make  our  ability  equal 
to  our  opportunity.  With  the  excellent  spirit  so  marked  in 
our  workers  we  feel  that  there  is  ample  reason. for  faith  in 
the  future.

BOOK  ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

In  this  year  there  have  been  bought  64,994  volumes,  of 
which  12,880  are  new,  or  such  as  have  never  been  contained 
in  our  system ;  52,083  are  duplicates  of  books  already  in  use. 
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The  classification  of  the  additions  which  have  been 
catalogued  is  as  follows:

Foreigii  languages  are  included  in  the  above  (2733). 

In  the  selection  of  these  books  many  catalogues  and  book 
lists,  domestic  and  foreign,  are  sifted,  and  due  care  is  taken 
to  exclude  undesirable  literature.  For  our  new  Macon  Branch 
we  have  expended  over  $10,000  for  8,600,  or  more,  books,  the 
average  cost  per  volume  being  about  $i.t6.  This  seems,  per- 
haps, a  high  rate,  but  all  the  juvenile  books  were  put  in 
special  binding  which  will  outlast  the  publishers'  binding 
several  times.  The  price  also  includes  all  the  books  of  refer- 
ence, some  of  which  are  expensive.  This  new  branch  will  be 
opened  within  a  few  months.

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A  saving  of  time  and  labor  has  been  eflfected  in  both  the 
Book  Order,  and  the  Cataloguing  Departments  by  ordering 
works  of  standard  fiction  for  al)  branches  at  one  time  instead 
of  sending  a  number  of  small  orders  as  the  requests  come  in 
from  the  branches  from  month  to  month.  Comprehensive 
lists  were  prepared  from  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalogue  and  from 
other  sources,  and  sent  to  the  branch  librarians  for  checking 
their  wants.  These  lists  were  then  combined  and  the  orders 
sent  out  for  purchase.  When  received,  the  advantage  of 
handling  the  books  in  quantities,  instead  of  in  a  succession  of 
small  lots,  was  very  evident.  In  January  we  received  and 
distributed  in  this  manner  some  9,000  volumes ;  in  May  about 
2,000  to  2,500  volumes  of  more  recent  fiction,  and  in  December, 
8,500  volumes  of  the  standard  fiction  which  is  always  in  use. 
In  like  manner  a  list  of  works  in  literature,  on  the  basis  of 
the  A.  L.  A.  list,  was  made  up  and  ordered  in  November  and 
December  as  the  beginning  of  a  systematic  building  up  of  the 
collections  in  our  various  branches,  the  supplying  of  defici- 
encies, etc. 

As  many  readers  used  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalogue  in  selecting 
books  it  has  been  foUnd  desirable  to  make  a  comparison  of 
the  A.  L.  A.  Catalogue  with  our  Union  Card  Catalogue,  and 
with  the  Montague  and  Schermerhorn  Branch  Catalogues,  and 
books  not  found  in  any  of  these  have  been  ordered  for  the 
Montagfue  Branch,  making  our  collection  practically  complete 
with  the  exception  of  books  out  of  print — ^to  be  supplied  from 
time  to  time.  The  preparation  of  these  lists,  and  the  order- 
ing and  handling  of  books  for  the  new  Macon  Branch  has 
been  eflfected  in  addition  to  the  regular  routine  work  of  the 
department. 

About  300  volumes  of  music  have  been  added  to  the 
Montague  collection  which  is  admitted  by  capable  judges  to 
be  an  excellent  one.  A  large  number  of  periodicals — ^both 
bound  and  unbound,  was  bought  in  Europe  last  summer  to 
complete  sets.  These  are  for  the  filling  out  and  completion  of 
valuable  sets  of  magazines  and  reviews.  6,655  volumes  have 
been  bought  at  auction  and  special  sales;  securing  the 
advantage  of  low  prices  for  works  always  in  request. 
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All  order  slips  for  books  not  supplied  are  returned  to  the 
branches  ordering  them,  with  explanation  why  they  are  not 
supplied,  such  as  *'out  of  print,"  "not  approved/*  ^'borrow 
from  another  branch,"  "data  insufficient,"  etc. 

12,668  volumes  have  been  supplied  this  year  by  Mr. 
Chi  vers,  in  his  own  binding.    These  are  bound  from  the  sheets 

and  are  much  better  adapted  for  library  use  than  the  ordinary 
publishers'  binding. 

11,651  volumes  (including  1,143  volumes  in  shelf  list  for 
Macon  Branch  not  yet  opened)  have  been  accessioned  this  year 
for  the  Department  of  Children's  Libraries,  which  shows  a 
circulation,  for  home  reading,  of  1,092,918  volumes. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  things  in  the  history  of 
literature  in  America  is  the  growth  of  the  supply  of  books  for 
children  in  recent  years.  Since  the  first  appearance  of  the 
"Wide  Awake,"  and  "Our  Young  Folks,"  in  1866,  the  latter  of 
which  was  merged  in  the  **St.  Nicholas,"  in  1874,  and  which  is 
still  giving  instruction  and  delight  to  tens  of  thousands  of 
young  people  at  home  and  abroad,  the  writing  of  stories 
for  children  has  become  a  profession.  Fifty  years  ago  we 
had  a  few  scores  of  books  for  young  readers,  such  as  the 
"Swiss  Family  Robinson,"  "Sanford  and  Merton,"  Mrs.  Bar- 
baud's  "Evenings  at  home,"  "Alonzo  and  Melissa,  or  the  un- 
feeling father,''  the  "Arabian  nights,**  Watt's  "Divine  and 
Moral  Songs,"  the  "Looking  glass  for  the  Mind,"  in  which 
were  set  forth  the  advantages  of  good  behavior  and  the  sad 
results  of  bad  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  young.  Then  came 
the  "RoUo  books,"  and  the  others  by  Jacob  Abbott.  Now 
there  is  a  large  and  increasing  number  of  writers  who  devote 
their  time  and  talents  to  the  writing  of  stories,  histories, 
biographies,  and  other  attractive  books  for  the  rising  genera- 
tion. 
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With    the    exception    of    the   magfazines,  •  and

some  of  the  heavier  works  of  reference,  the 
binding  has  been  done  by  Mr.  Chivers.  The  work  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  only  a  very  few  of  the  books  in  this  binding 
have  required  any  further  attention  or  repairing.  It  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  comparatively  large  number  of  books  bound 
for  DeKalb  and  Greenpoint  Branches  is  owing  to  the  fact  that 
these  were  new  libraries  and  received  an  outfit  of  entirely  new 
books  in  publishers*  bindings.  The  rapidity  with  which  a 
large  number  of  these  books  arrived  at  a  condition  where 
rebinding  was  necessary  is  evidence  of  the  unfitness  of  the 
ordinary  publishers'  binding  for  library  purposes.

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CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian : 

Herewith;  I  beg  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Cata- 
loguing Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1906. 

In  a  system  as  young,  as  large  and  as  progressive  as  that 
of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library,  there  is  always  a  great  deal 
of  work  which  may  be  put  aside  temporarily  and  taken  up  at 
the  point  where  it  was  dropped  at  any  moment.  The  present 
insufficient  quarters  of  the  Cataloguing  Department  make  it 
necessary  to  do  this  more  frequently  than  is  desirable,  in  order 
that  work  which  takes  up  bulk  may  be  despatched  as  rapidly 
as  is  feasible  to  make  the  needed  room. 

This  lack  of  floor  space  and  shelf  room,  and  other  facil- 
ities, which  is  increasingly  felt  as  the  years  go  on  and  the 
work  grows  apace,  and  the  fact  that  the  department  occupies 
three  floors,  cut  up  into  eight  rooms,  instead  of  being  com- 
fortably housed  on  one  floor,  as  it  hopes  and  expects  to  be 
in  the  new  Central  Building,  makes  unavoidable  many  unneces- 
sary steps,  and  much  apparent  duplication  of  work. 

Though  the  department  had  to  reckon  with  two  less  assis- 
tants this  year  as  compared  with  the  year  preceding,  the 
most  regular,  and  to  a  certain  extent,  the  most  important  work 
of  the  department,  supplying  the  demand  of  the  public  for  more 
and  newer  books,  has  shown  no  decrease.  On  the  contrary,  in 
its  endeavor  to  keep  up  with  the  Book  Order  Department  and 
to  get  the  books  into  the  hands  of  the  people  as  soon  after 
they  were  received  into  the  library  as  possible,  an  increase  of 
2,865  volumes  over  last  year  is  recorded,  making  the  total 
new  accessions,  catalogued,  classified,  etc.,  and  sent  to  the  vari- 
ous branches  during  the  year,  64,994,  an  average  of  5,416  vol- 
umes per  month  and  2,407  volumes  per  branch.  The  latter 
includes  the  Library  for  the  Blind,  which  added  151  volumes, 
mainly  in  the  New  York  Point,  and  the  new  Macon  Branch 
not  yet  opened,  for  which  5,000  volumes  have  been  prepared 
for  circulation  this  year. 

The  branch  which  benefited  most  largely  was,  naturally. 
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the  one  with  the  largest  circulation,  the  Montague  Branch, 
which  added  7,149  volumes  to  its  collection,  only  1,814  of  which 
were  duplicates.  The  smallest  number  added  to  any  one 
branch  was  465,  which  constituted  the  accessions  of  the  Fort 
Hamilton  Branch  for  the  year. 

Of  the  total  64,994  volumes  added,  12,880  were  titles  en- 
tirely new  to  the  system,  comprising  many  beautiful  and  ex- 
pensive volumes,  ranging  in  cost  from  $5.0Q  to  $70.00,  which 
have  been  added  to  the  reference  collection,  and  many  beauti- 
fully illustrated  volumes  of  little  cost  which  are  freely  circu- 
lated. 

About  300  volumes  of  new  musical  compositions  have 
been  added  to  the  Montague  Branch  and  246  volumes  have 
been  recatalogued.  These  volumes  represent  a  great  deal  of 
analytic  work,  since  works  by  the  same  composer,  or  by  dif- 
ferent composers,  are  bound  up  together  in  almost  every  case. 
This  musical  collection  when  completed  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  any  other  library. 

An  unusual  number  of  books  in  foreign  languages  has 
been  added  during  the  year  to  the  Department  of  Traveling 
Libraries,  from  which  centre  they  are  loaned  in  one  or  more 
libraries  of  50  volumes  each  to  any  branch  requesting  them. 
Though  added  this  year,  most  of  these  foreign  books  were 
purchased  the  previous  year  and  held  for  cataloguing  pending 
the  approval  and  acceptance  by  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the 
report  of  the  Foreign  Book  Committee,  of  which  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Cataloguing  Department  was  chairman.  This 
report,  which  was  accepted  in  February,  provides  that  here- 
after all  foreign  books  be  added  to  the  Department  of  Trav- 
eling Libraries  instead  of  to  the  various  branches. 

The  report  also  makes  necessary  the  transfer,  to  the  De- 
partment of  Traveling  Libraries,  of  foreign  books  previously 
contained  in  the  branches.  Thus  far,  books  in  the  German  lan- 
guage only  have  been  so  transferred,  but  those  in  the  French 
and  other  languages  will  shortly  follow.  Of  the  total,  2,956 
foreign  books  added  during  the  year,  2,443  were  in  the  Ger- 
man language,  328  were  French  and  185  Italian.  An  alpha- 
betic author  list  of  all  the  German  books  in  the  system,  with  the 
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-exception  of  those  not  yet  reclassified  and  recatalogued  at  the 
Montague  and  Schermerhorn  Branches,  was  compiled  this  year 
and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.  These  lists  are  intended 
for  use  at  the  various  branches  and  for  free  distribution  among 
the  borrowers. 

At  the  Montague  Branch  the  rccataloguing  has  progressed 
favorably,  though  not  so  rapidly  as  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Department  would  like  to  have  it,  and  as  an  addition  to  the 
present  staff  would  make  possible.  The  resignation  of  two 
assistants  whose  positions  have  not  yet  been  filled,  has  neces- 
sarily occasioned  a  decrease  in  the  work  of  the  department  as 
a  whole,  though  every  effort  is  constantly  made  not  to  retard 
the  Montague  rccataloguing  when  it  can  reasonably  be  avoided. 
The  Travel  and  Description  Class  has  been  completed  this 
year,  and  the  History  and  Music  far  advanced,  making  Adult 
Fiction,  Juvenile  Fiction,  Collective  and  Individual  Biography, 
Domestic  Science,  Travel  and  Description,  and  History  and 
Music  in  part,  the  classes  recatalogued  and  reclassified,  and 
leaving  Philosophy,  Theology,  the  Sciences  an(i  Arts,  Liter- 
ature and  the  books  of  a  general  character. yet  to  be  done,  a 
gigantic  task  still  in  view. 

8, 1 60  volumes  were  recatalogued  for  the  Montague  Branch 
this  year,  and  7,149  new  accessions  were  prepared  for  the 
branch.  Of  those  recatalogued,  5.189  volumes  had  not  been 
recorded  in  the  Union  Catalogue  for  any  other  branch,  thus 
rendering  necessary  full  Union  as  well  as  Montague  catalogu- 
ing for  these  books.  The  total  number  of  volumes  recatalogued 
therefore,  55,166,  added  to  the  total  number  of  new  accessions 
received  since  the  branch  became  part  of  the  Brooklyn  Public 
Library  system,  20,663,  makes  a  grand  total  of  75,829  volumes 
at  the  Montague  Branch,  which,  during  the  last  three  years, 
have  been  catalogued  and  classified  in  conformity  with  the  rest 
of  the  system,  and  for  which  a  complete  dictionary  catalogue 
on  cards  is  available  to  the  public. 

The  only  other  rccataloguing  attempted  this  year  was  that 
of  the  Brownsville  Branch  collection  of  6,713  volumes,  which 
was  entirely  prepared  for  circulation  by  this  department.  This 
•was  quite  an  undertaking,  for  not  only  were  the  books,  most 
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of  them,  in  rather  a  poor  condition,  but  as  usual,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  so  arrange  the  work  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible 
with  the  circulation  of  the  books  and  the  regular  work  of  the 
branch.  The  lack  of  any  room  not  devoted  to  the  public  made 
it  somewhat  difficult  to  accomplish  this  without  distraction  to 
the  readers.  The  Yiddish  and  Hebrew  books  at  this  branch 
were  so  soiled  and  worn  that  it  was  not  considered  advisable  to 
spend  the  time  rccataloguing  them.  They  were  therefore  dis- 
carded, and  a  new  collection  was  ordered  which  has  just  begun 
to  arrive  and  which  will  be  ready  for  the  branch  early  in  the 
new  year. 

The  work  of  preparing  the  Macon  collection  for  the  new 
Carnegie  branch  of  that  name,  which  is  expected  to  open  some- 
time in  the  new  year,  was  begun  in  September,  immediately 
after  vacation,  and  is  still  in  progress.  Of  the  probable  10,000 
volumes  with  which  it  is  to  begin  its  career,  5,000  have  been 
made  ready  for  circulation. 

The  number  of  cards  filed  into  the  Union  Catalogue  and 
Union  Shelf  List  during  the  year  amounted  to  65,027,  of  which 
58,369  were  typewritten  and  6,658  were  printed  cards  received 
from  the  Library  of  Congress. 

These  6,658  Library  of  Congress  cards  for  the  Union 
Catalogue,  added  to  the  8,063  for  the  Montague  Branch  cata- 
logue and  the  27,765  ordered  for  and  sent  to  the  various 
branches  for  their  official  catalogues,  make  a  total  of  42486 
printed  catalogue  cards  received  during  the  year,  which  par- 
tially saved  the  writing  or  typewriting  of  just  that  number 
of  cards. 

Computing  the  number  of  requests  sent  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  for  their  printed  cards,  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  three-fifths  of  the  whole  have  been  received  in  answer  to 
such  requests.  The  promptness  with  which  they  are  sent  and 
the  co-operative  spirit  shown  by  the  Library  of  Congress  make 
it  a  pleasure  and  an  encouragement  to  work  with  their  cards, 
which  at  first  seemed  somewhat  disproportionately  expensive 
in  point  of  cost  and  time.  Their  value,  however,  in  point  of 
clearness  and  legibility,  cannot  be  overestimated.  They  ren- 
der unnecessary  the  minute  revision  entailed  by  written  or  type- 
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written  cards,  though  this  revision  cannot  be  dispensed  with 
entirely  if  we  would  secure  uniformity  with  the  headings  al- 
ready in  the  Union  Catalogue. 

By  keeping  a  careful  statistical  record  of  the  cards  sent  for, 
the  time  spent  in  ordering  them  and  the  number  of  hours 
devoted  to  comparison  with  the  Union  Catalogue  slips,  and 
to  the  ofttimes  slight  but  necesary  corrections  that  have  to 
be  made  to  insure  uniformity  with  existing  headings,  to  filling 
in  subject  and  other  headings  and  call  numbers  on  the  type- 
writer, besides  noting  secondary  entries  on  the  back  of  the 
main  card,  it  has  been  found  that  there  is  practically  no 
saving  either  of  time  or  money.  On  the  contrary,  it  may  even 
be  stated  that,  considering  everything,  it  costs  a  trifle  more 
to  use  the  Congressional  cards  than  it  would  to  typewrite  the 
same  cards,  that  is,  for  the  Union  Catalogue  and  the  Montague 
Branch  catalogue,^  since  more  careful  comparison  between 
card  and  book  is  necessary  here.  For  the  branches,  where 
it  does  not  make  any  material  difference  in  most  cases  whether 
or  not  the  cards  for  the  exact  edition  wanted  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  for  which  these  cards  are  frequently  ordered  in 
large  numbers — 26  copies  of  a  set  of  cards  for  a  book,  for 
instance,  in  cases  where  each  branch  receives  a  copy  of  the 
book  at  the  same  time — there  has  been  a  decided  saving  of 
time  by  the  use  of  these  cards. 

For  the  books  re-catalogued  at  the  Montague  Branch, 
8,063  printed  catalogue  cards  were  obtained,  as  against  19,222 
which  had  to  be  typewritten.  For  the  current  cataloguing  of 
new  accessions  at  the  branches,  including  the  Montague 
Branch,  but  excluding  the  Macon  Branch,  which  will  be 
reported  on  in  full  next  year,  27,765  printed  catalogue  cards 
were  sent  to  the  branches  from  this  department  with  the  books. 
Of  the  123,477  branch  catalogue  cards  revised  during  the  year 
therefore,  95,712  were  written,  either  by  hand  or  on  the 
typewriter. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  typewriters  were  purchased 
for  two  of  the  Carnegie  branches  and  have  proved  so  desirable 
for  cataloguing  and  similar  work  that  in  December  eight  more 
machines  were  ordered  for  the  remaining  Carnegie  branches.

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During  1907  a  comparative  record  will  be  kept  of  the  amount 
of  work  done  by  hand  as  compared  with  the  amount  accom- 
plished on  the  typewriter,  and  the  time  consumed  in  each  case, 
which  we  hope  will  prove  beyond  question  what  a  valuable 
asset  and  time-saving  device  the  typewriter  is  in  library  work. 
In  the  Cataloguing  Department  itself  no  work  is  now  done  by 
hand  which  can  with  advantage  be  performed  on  the  type- 
writer. 

The  number  of  volumes  discarded  at  the  various  branches 
this  year  amounted  to  17,025,  considerably  more  than  that  of 
the  year  previous,  though  I  think  we  may  attribute  this  in- 
crease largely  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  Brownsville 
books  had  to  be  discarded  almost  immediately  after  having 
been  recatalogued,  and  that  the  Schermerhorn  Branch  dis- 
carded several  thousand  volumes  of  its  collection,  mainly  the 
juvenile  books  and  obsolete  and  worn-out  fiction.  These  books 
as  well  as  the  5,388  volumes  reported  lost  and  missing  at 
inventory  and  the  10,827  volumes  transferred  from  one  branch 
(mainly  from  the  Schermerhorn  Branch)  to  another,  a  total  of 
33,240  volumes,  were  so  recorded  in  the  Union  Catalogue  and 
Union  Shelf  List. 

In  addition  to  the  Monthly  Bulletin,  and  the  various  lists 
and  miscellaneous  statistics  which  were  compiled  during  the 
year,  the  department  compiled  and  edited  a  printed  list  of 
Books  on  Greater  New  York,  including  New  York  in  fiction, 
which  latter  undertaking  required  considerable  research  and 
special  reading  before  it  was  deemed  in  suitable  shape  for 
publication. 

An  innovation  has  been  carried  into  eflFect  this  year,  and 
we  believe  with  great  success.  Call  numbers  for  fiction,  both 
adult  and  juvenile,  have  been  dispensed  with,  and  this  class 
of  literature  is  now  arranged  on  the  shelves  alphabetically  by 
authors  and  titles.  This  arrangement  is  more  satisfactory  to 
the  public  in  general,  and  results  in  a  saving  of  time  both  for 
the  Cataloguing  Department  and  at  the  branches,  besides  serv- 
ing to  familiarize  the  junior  assistants,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
keep  the  shelves  in  order,  with  authors  and  titles  instead  of 
with,  to  them,  meaningless  numbers. 
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The  usual  lectures  on  Cataloguing,  Classification,  etc.,  etc., 
were  given  to  the  two  apprentice  classes  of  the  year,  and  the 
intelligent  interest  and  ready  response  shown  by  the  members 
of  these  classes  have  made  this  work  very  attractive. 

The  Superintendent  as  usual  visited  all  of  tlie  branches 
for  the  purpose  of  discarding  books  and  supervising  the  branch 
cataloguing,  at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and  in  addition  fre- 
quent visits  of  longer  duration  were  made  to  the  Brownsville 
and  Montague  Branches,  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  and 
directing  the  recataloguing  in  process  at  these  branches. 

Of  the  29  cataloguers  now  on  the  staff,  14,  including  the 
Superintendent,  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association  held  at  Xarragansett  Pier  in  July,  and 
the  renewed  zest  and  enthusiasm,  broadened  views,  rejuven- 
ated ambition  and  otherwise  beneficial  effects  this  attendance 
brought  in  its  train  have  not  yet  even  begun  to  decline. 

One  of  the  third  grade  assistants  was  transferred  to  the 
same  grade  in  branch  work  in  November  and  her  position 
was  filled  by  the  ap])ointmcnt  of  one  of  the  newly  graduated 
apprentices. 

One  of  the  temporary  cataloguers  resigned  her  position 
in  March  to  accept  a  permanent  one  at  a  larger  salary  in  an- 
other town,  and  two  of  the  messengers  resigned  to  enter  the 
apprentice  class,  from  which  they  have  since  successfully  grad- 
uated, leaving  the  present  staff  numbering  29  assistants  and 
6  messengers,  including  the  three  branch  cataloguers  and  one 
messenger  each  at  the  Schcrmerhorn  and  Montague  Branches.

DEPARTR«ENT  OF  SUPPLIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

Three  Carnegie  branch  buildings,  Greenpoint,  Prospect 
and  East,  were  opened  during  the  year,  the  cost  of  mainten- 
ance of  which  adds  considerably  to  the  expenditures  through 
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this  department.  Extensive  alterations  were  made  at  the 
Brownsville  and  Winthrop  Branches,  greatly  increasing  their 
capacity  for  general  branch  library  usefulness.  At  the  Monta- 
gue Branch  the  furniture  in  the  Trustees'  room  was  reuphol- 
stered,  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  same  room  decorated, 
and  the  woodwork  refinished.  As  a  further  safeguard  against 
damage  by  fire  at  this  branch  metal  ceilings  were  placed  in 
two  rooms  on  the  upper  floor,  board  partitions  in  the  base- 
ment replaced  by  brick,  and  all  indirect  radiators  equipped 
with  galvanized  iron  boxes.  The  appearance  of  the  City  Park, 
Xew  Utrecht  and  Sheepshead  Bay  Branch  buildings  was 
greatly  improved  by  painting,  calcimining,  etc.,  at  the  expense 
of  the  landlords.  The  book  capacity  at  several  of  the  branches 
was  materially  increased  by  the  transfer  of  stacks  from 
branches  which  had  been  moved  into  Carnegie  buildings. 

It  might  be  stated  that  the  Bushwick  Branch  has  suf- 
fered a  ,i]^reat  deal  of  annoyance  and  inconvenience  owing  to 
the  fact  that  their  quarters  are  on  the  lower  floor  of  a  large 
cheap  tenement  building.  As  these  are  the  only  quarters  avail- 
able in  this  neighborhood  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  new  Carnegie 
building  will  be  erected  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

The  typewriting  machines  furnished  the  Cataloguing  De- 
partment last  year  proved  so  beneficial  that  several  more  have 
been  purchased.  Two  dozen  desks  have  been  bought  for 
the  use  of  the  apprentice  classes,  and  andirons  for  all  fire- 
places in  the  Carnegie  buildings.  Tlie  recent  installation  of 
an  addressograph  and  a  mimeograph  will,  we  hope,  simplify 
and  expedite  much  correspondence  of  a  general  nature  per- 
taining to  the  library  system. 

One  purchase  made  this  year  which  we  feel  is  of  very 
great  service  to  the  institution  is  an  electric  runabout,  and  the 
time  saved  by  the  executive  officers  in  visiting  the  branches 
and  meeting  appointments  throughout  the  city  much  more 
than  oflFsets  the  original  cost  of  the  machine,  as  well  as  the 
cost  of  maintenance. 

This  department  is  glad  to  note  that  one  recommenda- 
tion made  in  our  last  report  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  viz.,  that  of  granting  a  substantial  increase  in 'the 
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pay  of  our  janitors.    We  shall  hope  hereafter  to  secure  com- 
petent men  with  less  difficulty  than  in  the  past. 

The  purchase  and  distribution  of  the  regular  supplies, 
and  the  ordinary  repairs  to  the  several  buildings,  have  been 
made  throughout  the  year  as  in  the  past.  The  total  amount 
of  bills  audited  by  this  department  during  1906  is  $40496.54, 
classified  as  follows:

DEPARTMENT  OF  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES, 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

In  the  statistical  tables  submitted  as  usual  for  the  year 
1906  will  be  found  a  record  of  the  traveling  libraries  issued 
during  the  year.  This  record,  however,  is  incomplete  and 
unsatisfactory,  covering  only  a  part  of  the  work  done  by  the 
department,  and  representing  but  inadequately  the  present  use- 
fulness, and  what  we  believe  to  be  the  future  possibilities  of 
our  work. 

To  our  former  duties,  which  embraced  both  the  traveling 
library  field  and  the  branch  interchange  service,  was  added 
during  the  year  the  care  of  the  German  collection  of  the  en- 
tire library,  with  the  exception  of  the  Montague  and  Scher- 
merhorn  Branches.  The  change  involved  the  transfer  to 
this  department  of  the  German  books  originally  belonging 
to  the  separate  branch  collections;  the  addition  of  2,426  new 
foreign  books,  and  the  distribution  of  the  books  among  the 
branches  in  numbers  varying  according  to  the  demand.    The

coming  year  will  see  the  similar  transfer  and  re-distribution 
of  the  rest  of  the  foreign  books  of  the  library.  Under 
this  system  the  foreign  readers  at  each  branch  are 
given  ready  access  to  books  in  their  own  language, 
which  may  be  exchanged  as  soon  as  desired  for  a  new  col- 
lection. Possibilities  are  opened  also  of  supplying  books  to 
clubs  or  institutions  where  foreign  books  are  in  demand. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  work  with  the  branch  inter- 
change continues  to  show  a  steady  and  rapid  increase.  The 
total  number  of  requests  received  was  26,459,  ^^  increase  of 
4,658  over  1905.  Of  these  something  over  74  per  cent,  were 
filled;  over  60  per  cent,  at  once  and  14  per  cent,  on  reserve. 
Of  the  requests  which  we  were  not  able  to  fill,  82  per  cent, 
were  for  books  which  were  not  in  the  library ;  7  per  cent,  were 
for  books  too  popular  to  be  obtained,  and  11  per  cent,  for 
juvenile  and  reference  books,  which  could  not  be  borrowed. 
During  the  school  year  numerous  requests  are  received  sim- 
ultaneously for  books  of  which  a  few  copies  are  ordinarily 
sufficient  to  supply  the  demand,  but  which  we  cannot  hope 
to  furnish  to  all  applicants  during  the  few  weeks  when  they 
are  required  for  school  or  college  reading.  The  high  percent- 
age of  books  which  were  not  in  the  library  is  in  large  part  due 
to  calls  for  books  which  had  been  very  recently  published,  or 
perhaps  only  announced  for  publication,  and  for  many  books 
of  too  little  value  to  be  really  desirable.  It  is  accordingly 
gratifying  to  find  that  with  the  larger  use  of  the  interchange 
privileges  the  percentage  of  requests  which  can  be  filled  has 
suffered  practically  no  decrease. 

Of  the  5,600  books,  however,  which  are  reported  not  in 
the  library  there  were  doubtless  many  which  the  library  ought 
to  have,  but  for  the  purchase  of  which  the  borrower  made  no 
recommendation.  We  suggest  that  it  would  be  well,  as  soon 
as  time  for  it  can  be  found,  for  this  department  to  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  Book  Order  Department  by  forwarding 
to  them  a  list  of  all  books  which  we  have  to  report  not  in 
the  library,  excepting  such  as  are  manifestly  undesirable.  By 
so  doing,  the  Interchange  Department  would  not  only  make 
the  books  of  the  library  more  accessible,  but  would  aid  in 
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strengthening  the  resources  of  the  system  where  they  are 
found  to  be  weak. 

With  the  establishment  of  new  branches,  and  with  the 
daily  interchange  requests  increasing  steadily  in  number  with 
the  growing  circulation,  the  problem  of  how  to  care  for  these 
requests  speedily  and  efficiently  is  becoming  more  and  more 
difficult.  During  the  year  we  have  devoted  our  energies  to- 
ward reducing  as  far  as  possible  the  time  required  in  filling  the 
orders.  In  this  the  Reference  Department,  in  relieving  us  of 
requests  which  demand  some  research,  has  become  a  very  valu- 
able aid  to  us.  But  the  close  attention  which  must  be  given 
to  the  smallest  details,  and  the  painstaking  accuracy  which  is 
necessary  in  the  midst  of  numerous  opportunities  for  error  and 
delay,  show  that  a  successful  interchange  system  must  be,  pri- 
marily, co-operative,  that  as  the  work  grows  the  spirit  of  co- 
operation must  grow  to  keep  pace  with  it.  It  was  this  spirit 
which  made  possible  tlie  establishment  and  rapid  development 
of  the  work,  and  we  look  for  a  continuance  of  it  in  over- 
coming future  difficulties. 

In  the  traveling  library  field, — originally  the  sole  work 
of  the  department,  a  comparison  of  the  year's  records  with  the 
figures  for  the  two  preceding  years  shows  a  continued  slow 
growth  which,  while  not  altogether  unsatisfactory,  is  not  com- 
mensurate with  the  increase  which  ought  to  be  made  possible. 
In  1906,  432  libraries  were  issued :  a  gaip  of  40  over  1905,  and 
of  no  over  1904.  The  reported  circulation  of  books  for  the 
year  was  68,147  (exclusive  of  foreign),  or  7,171  more  than  in 
1905  and  3472  more  than  in  1904.  Our  registration  was  in- 
creased by  44  new  borrowers,  against  35  in  1905  and  6  in  1904. 
The  figures  are  disappointing,  for  the  gain  is  slight.  But  our 
experience  during  the  year  justifies  the  belief  with  which  we 
undertake  the  work  of  1907,  that  the  limit  to  traveling  library 
possibilities  in  Brooklyn  is  still  far  distant. 

Without  advertising,  this  department  can  become  known 
to  people  only  through  chance.  A  systematic  eflPort  is  needed 
to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  teachers,  club  members,  pastors, 
settlement  workers,  employers  and  others  who  may  be  inter- 
ested.    Of  special  importance  in  this  work  of  making  the  de- 
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partment  known, — and  surprisingly  little  is  known  of  it 
throughout  the  city,  even  among  the  card-holders  at  the 
branches — is  the  personal  call,  for  which  in  the  past  but  little 
time  has  been  available.  After  profitable  experience  with  the 
use  of  typewritten  circulars,  personal  letters  and  interviews, 
it  was  seen  that  more  systematic  efforts  on  a  larger  scale  would 
produce  greater  results.  To  this  end  a  circular  has  recently 
been  prepared  and  printed,  calling  attention  to  the  traveling 
library  privilege.  With  this  circular  and  with  a  printed  list 
of  the  books  in  our  collection  and  of  the  special  libraries  on 
certain  subjects,  we  shall  be  well  equipped  to  acquaint 
strangers  with  our  object  and  with  what  we  have  to  offer  them. 
But  in  order  to  exhaust  the  possibilities  of  these  efforts 
the  department  is  in  need  of  largely  increased  resources.  In 
1906  we  added  1,184  new  books,  exclusive  of  foreign,  but  a 
much  larger  number  will  be  needed  to  permit  the  work  to  be 
carried  on  through  1907  without  handicap.  There  are  many 
sections  of  the  city,  far  removed  from  any  branch  of  the 
library,  where  books  in  large  numbers  could  well  be  placed, 
forming  in  effect  small  stations  of  the  library.  One  of  these 
sections  has  been  supplied  throughout  the  past  year,  and  others 
may  readily  be  reached  as  soon  as  our  resources  will  allow. 
There  are  many  small  communities,  educational,  charitable, 
social  or  religious,  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  which  cannot  be 
reached  by  the  branches.  It  is  the  proper  work  of  this  de- 
partment to  supply  these  small  communities  or  organizations 
with  an  abundance  of  the  best  literature,  both  educational  and 
recreative.  In  1906  libraries  were  sent  to  iii  organizations, 
whereas  in  1905  our  list  of  borrowers  numbered  only  87.  But 
our  efforts  to  reach  a  greater  number  have  been  limited  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  our  resourses  were  so  often  taxed  to, 
meet  the  wants  of  our  old  borowers.  It  is  because  of  the  suc- 
cess which  has  met  our  limited  efforts  in  the  past  that  we 
look  forward  for  the  present  year  to  a  further  realization  of 
the  opportunities  offered.         *

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT* 


New  York,  March  28,  1908. 
To  the  Honorable  George  B,  McClellan,  Mayor,  and  the  Hon- 
orable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,   of  the 
City  of  New  York, 

Gentlemen: — I  hand  you  herewith  the  Tenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library.  You  will  find 
therein  a  full  report  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  money.  Also  a  report  from  the  Librarian 
giving  in  complete  detail  the  work  of  the  library  for  the 
year. 

The  law  establishing  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  pro- 
vided that  trustees  appointed  in  1903  should  draw  lots 
dividing  the  membership  into  five  classes,  the  terms  of  of- 
fice of  the  five  classes  expiring  from  one  to  five  years  from 
the  date  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Corporation  for  its  an- 
nual meeting.  The  intention  was  that  the  appointment 
should  be  for  five  years,  but  the  second  clause  of  the  law 
provides  that  "beginning  with  the  annual  meeting  in  1903 
the  terms  of  office  for  which  a  member  shall  be  appointed 
or  elected  shall  not  exceed  three  years."  The  first  terms  of 
office  for  which  lots  were  drawn  have  expired,  and  the  re- 
appointments have  resulted  in  a  division  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  into  three  groups  of  four,  eight  and  ten  each. 
The  suggestion  is  here  made  that  the  act  be  amended  by  the 
substitution  of  a  five  year  term  for  the  three  year  term, 
thus  removing  the  discrepancy  which  now  exists  in  the 
terms  of  the  law  and  establishing  what  was  without  doubt 
the  original  intention  of  the  law  makers. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  the 
Central   Building. 

After  a  thorough  study  of  library  buildings  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad  by  the  Librarian,  a  comprehen- 
sive statement  of  the  requirements  of  such  buildings  and 
the  arrangement  of  rooms  in  relation  to  each  other  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Architect,  Mr.  R.  F.  Almirall,  with  the  result 
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that  preliminary  plans  have  been  prepared  which  we  believe 
will  give  us  the  best  Central  Building  in  the  country.  These 
plans  were  carefully  examined  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  at  their  September  meeting 
and  adopted  by  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn 
Public  Library  hereby  approve,  in  accordance  with  the 
Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
adopted  May  25,  1906,  and  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  June  26,  1906,  as  provisional  plans  for  the  Cen- 
tral Library  Building,  the  design  submitted  by  Mr.  R.  F. 
Almirall,  provided  that  any  changes  required  by  this  Board 
shall  be  made  in  the  plans  and  that  any  modifications  shall 
be  submitted  to  this  Board  for  further  approval;  and  pro- 
vided also  that  this  resolution  shall  not  be  taken  to  commit 
the  Board  or  record  its  judgment  as  to  questions  of  cost  or 
contract  or  material  to  be  used,  or  methods  of  legal  or 
financial  procedure  in  respect  to  the  proposed  building." 

The  next  step  will  be  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  begin  the  erection  of  the  building.  We  trust  this 
will  be  done  in  the  immediate  future. 

During  the  year  1907  two  Carnegie  buildings  were 
opened — the  Macon  and  Fort  Hamilton  Branches.  Up  to 
the  present  time  twelve  buildings  have  been  erected  and 
there  are  now  under  way  five  buildings  for  which  sites  have 
been  provided — Bushwick,  Brownsville,  Leonard,  City  Park 
and  Saratoga. 

The  Committee  has  asked  the  city  for  three  more  sites 
to  complete  the  twenty  buildings  to  be  constructed  from 
funds  provided  by  Andrew  Carnegie.  The  Committee  begs 
to  say  that  they  will,  probably,  be  able  to  erect  two  more 
branches  than  the  number  originally  contemplated  from  the 
funds  which  they  have  and  will  have  in  hand.  This  addi- 
tional amount  of  money  arises,  in  part,  from  interest  secured 
on  deposits  in  banks  and  trust  companies.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


January  i,  1908. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  : — The  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Librarian, 
herewith  submitted,  marks  the  close  of  the  first  decade  of  the 
library's  history,  and  it  is  fitting  to  draw  attention  to  the  suc- 
cess which  has  followed  the  establishment  of  the  public  library 
in  Brooklyn. 

The  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Li- 
brary was  appointed  by  Mayor  Frederick  W.  Wurster,  January 
14,  1897.  Of  the  original  Board,  three  members,  Messrs. 
Boody,  McWilliams  and  Appleton,  have  served  continuously 
as  Trustees  since  that  date.  The  first  branch  was  opened  in 
old  Public  School  No.  3,  on  the  corner  of  Bedford  and  Jeffer- 
son Avenues,  which  building  had  been  loaned  by  the  Board  of 
Education  to  the  Trustees,  as  a  temporary  home ;  and  exactly 
10  years  ago,  January  i,  1898,  the  first  books  were  issued 
from  that  building. 

The  reports  of  the  first  three  or  four  years  of  the  library's 
history  form  a  record  of  phenomenal  growth.  For  two  years 
the  library  struggled  along  on  the  small  appropriation  of 
$5,000  a  year ;  and  it  was  not  until  1899  that  the  amount  was 
increased  to  $40,000  for  the  maintenance  of  six  branches  and 
two  departments.  This  is  in  marked  contrast  to  the  $338,971 
appropriated  for  library  purposes  in  1907.  One  paid  worker 
was  engaged  during  1897  at  $25.00  per  month,  and  dur- 
ing the  year  1898,  the  first  full  year  in  its  history,  only 
$2,465  was  paid  in  salaries  as  against  $179,980.18  in  1907. 
The  circulation  at  Bedford  and  Bedford  Park  (the  two 
branches  open — one  opened  a  part  of  the  year,  the  other  the 
whole  year)  for  the  year  1899  was  79,706  volumes.  In  1907 
the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  circulated  3,242,124  volumes. 
The  collection  has  grown  from  the  5,280  volumes  with  which 
the  first  branch  opened  to  553,217  volumes. 
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The  original  plan  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  provided 
for  the  ultimate  establishment  of  small  libraries  throughout 
the  city,  not  more  than  a  mile  and  a  half  apart.  In  1901  Dr. 
Arthur  E.  Bostwick,  the  Librarian,  writes,  "It  is  believed  that 
owing  to  the  steady  growth  of  the  borough  an  extension  of 
the  original  plan  will  be  necessary  so  that  within  the  next  10 
years  at  least  25  libraries  will  be  required  to  supply  the  needs 
of  the  people." 

His  prediction  has  been  realized,  and  the  close  of  the  first 
decade  finds  26  branches,  2  stations,  besides  the  Administration, 
Cataloguing,  and  Traveling  Libraries  Departments,  and  the 
Library  for  the  Blind  in  operation. 

A  perusal  of  the  early  reports  of  the  library  shows  the  broad 
lines  upon  which  the  foundations  were  laid,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  practically  all  of  the  plans  outlined  at  the 
beginning  of  this  work  have  been  accomplished,  the  results 
achieved  probably  exceeding  the  expectations  of  even  the 
most  optimistic.  Each  year  too,  has  seen  the  strengthening  as 
well  as  the  extension  of  the  work  in  every  department.  The 
trying  days  of  organization  and  adjustment  are  passed;  the 
relation  of  the  library  to  the  municipal  government  has  been 
settled ;  and  the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  library  to  the 
community  has  been  recognized  by  the  city  authorities  by  an 
adequate  appropriation  for  its  needs.  Thirteen  of  the  branches 
are  now  housed  in  buildings  especially  planned  for  tlie  pur- 
pose, all  but  one  of  which  have  been  erected  from  the  Carnegie 
Fund. 

From  the  outset  the  need  of  a  Central  Library  Building  has 
been  recognized.  During  the  past  year  a  decided  advance  has 
been  made  in  the  work  of  securing  the  much-needed  building, 
and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  record  the  acceptance  of  the 
preliminary  plans  for  the  Central  Building. 

Thus  in  a  few  words  is  shown  the  great  strides  the  library 
has  made  in  10  years.  Still  the  needs  of  the  community  have 
not  yet  been  fully  met,  nor  will  they  be  until  the  borough  itself 
shall  have  reached  its  ultimate  growth.  Several  branches  are 
already  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity,  and  await  anxiously 
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the  completion  of  new  buildings  now  in  course  of  construction, 
while  a  number  of  petitions  have  been  received  from  resi- 
dents of  outlying  districts  far  removed  from  library  facilities 
for  the  establishment  of  branches  in  these  rapidly  growing 
communities. 

During  the  year  two  Carnegie  buildings  were 
completed,  one  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
Fort  Hamilton  Branch  and  the  other,  Macon,  an  entirely  new 
branch.  The  arrangement  of  each  of  these  two  buildings  dif- 
fers from  that  of  the  other  branches  erected,  and  each  has 
proved  satisfactory  from  the  worker's  point  of  view.  The 
cost  of  the  Macon  Branch  was  approximately  $74,428.00, 
while  Fort  Hamilton,  much  smaller  than  any  previously  built, 
cost  only  $32,640.00.  The  Macon  Branch,  though  located  in 
an  entirely  new  neighborhood,  is  within  walking  distance  of 
three  other  branches,  and  the  effect  of  its  opening  upon  the 
neighboring  branches  was  watched  with  interest.  The  older 
branches,  however,  showed  but  a  slight  falling  off  in  circula- 
tion; in  fact,  Tompkins  Park,  which  is  only  fourteen  blocks 
away  from  Macon,  and  has  for  some  time  been  greatly  over- 
crowded, shows  an  increase  in  the  circulation  for  the  year. 
This  branch,  it  was  thought,  had  long  ago  reached  the  limit 
of  its  capacity,  and  as  it  is  located  in  what  was  originally 
planned  as  a  park  shelter,  no  addition  to  its  present  quarters 
can  be  made,  although  some  relief  will  have  to  be  found  in 
the  near  future. 

The  Brownsville  and  Bushwick  Branches  are  also  ham- 
pered on  account  of  crowded  quarters.  The  former  shows 
an  increase  of  59,429  in  circulation  over  last  year,  the  latter 
57,785.  At  both  branches  the  reading  rooms  are  continually 
overcrowded  and  must  remain  so  until  the  new  Carnegie 
buildings,  now  well  under  way,  are  completed.  In  December 
Brownsville  circulated  19,827  volumes,  and  was  exceeded  by 
only  two  branches  in  that  month. 

The  Winthrop  Station  is  in  need  of  new  quarters,  but  it 
will  be  several  months  before  a  change  can  be  effected. 

Recent  building  operations  in  certain  outlying  districts 
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have  had  a  marked  effect  upon  the  circulation,  and  the  Albany 
Heights,  Bay  Ridge  and  New  Utrecht  Branches  report  a 
gain  in  their  work. 

The  Pacific  Branch  has  been  somewhat  affected  by  the 
conditions  incident  to  the  construction  of  the  new  subway 
along  Flatbush  Avenue.  The  projected  Fourth  Avenue  sub- 
way will  pass  directly  in  front  of  its  doors,  and  the  work  of 
this  branch  will  naturally  be  somewhat  handicapped  for  the 
present  by  these  unfavorable  conditions,  although  it  will  ulti- 
mately profit  by  the  improvements. 

By  a  change  in  the  Children's  Room  at  the  Montague 
Branch  additional  storage  capacity  was  obtained  for  about 
25,000  volumes.  Additional  book  storage  has  also  been  pro- 
vided in  the  basement  in  the  rear  of  No.  193  Montague  Street, 
with  direct  access  to  the  Traveling  Libraries  Department. 

Contracts  have  been  made  for  an  addition  to  the  stack 
at  the  Bedford  Branch  by  which  tlie  book  capacity  of  the 
branch  will  be  nearly  doubled,  which  will  relieve  the  present 
overcrowded  condition. 

The  Schermerhorn  Branch  reports  a  further  drop  in 
the  statistics  of  books  loaned  for  home  use,  but  the  circula- 
tion of  61,237  volumes,  though  discouraging  when  compared 
with  the  work  formerly  done  by  this  branch,  is  still  a  good 
record.  Efforts  to  obtain  a  new  location  for  the  branch  have 
been  unsuccessful,  but  have  not  been  abandoned,  and  we 
hope  before  the  close  of  another  year  to  have  found  suitable 
quarters  in  which  the  branch  may  regain  its  former  activity. 
This  branch  has  given  valuable  assistance  in  the  interchange 
work,  supplying  3,095  of  the  total  number  of  books  loaned 
through  the  interchange. 

Sheepshead  is  another  branch  which  shows  a  decrease  in 
circulation,  and  as  soon  as  suitable  quarters  can  be  provided 
elsewhere  the  branch  should  be  moved. 

During  the  year  only  one  new  branch  (Macon)  and  one 
station  (Borough  Park)  were  added  to  the  system.  The  ap- 
propriation from  the  city,  made  from  year  to  year,  does  not 
permit  of  the  establishment  of  branches  beyond  those  to  be 
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erected  from  the  Carnegie  Fund,  and  the  Trustees  therefore 
have  been  able  to  respond  favorably  to  only  a  few  petitions 
for  new  branches. 

The  residents  of  two  sections,  Borough  Park  and  Ken- 
sington, offered  to  provide  the  room  and  necessary  assistants 
if  the  library  would  furnish  the  books.  As  a  result  Borough 
Park  Station  was  opened  in  a  small  chapel,  54th  Street  and 
14th  Avenue,  on  December  9th,  and  Kensington  Static*^,  will 
be  opened  early  in  the  year  in  a  store  at  746  Gravesend  Avenue. 
The  books  for  these  two  stations  were  borrowed  from  other 
branches.  The  Borough  Park  Station  is  open  three  afternoons 
a  week,  and  has  circulated  an  average  of  64  volumes  per  day.

3,242,124  volumes,  an  mcrease  of  315,028 
volumes,  or  about  10  per  cent,  over  last  year.  The  juvenile 
circulation  represents  36  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  non-fiction, 
juvenile  and  adult,  a  little  under  31  per  cent.  Returns  show  that 
at  all  the  branches  the  circulation  was  heaviest  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year,  showing  undoubtedly  that  many  peo- 
ple were  out  of  work.  The  following  branches  show  an  aver- 
age monthly  circulation  of  over  10,000  volumes:  Montague, 
Williamsburgh,  Prospect,  Bedford,  Bushwick,  DeKalb,  Sara- 
toga, Pacific,  South,  East,  Flatbush,  Brownsville,  the  notable 
increases  being  at  Brownsville,  Bushwick,  Prospect,  Williams- 
burgh and  Macon. 

The  total  number  of  registered  borrowers  is  242,971,  of 
which  number  76,520  were  granted  readers'  cards  during  the 
past  year. 

Although  the  rules  of  the  library  permit  any  resident  of 
Greater  New  York  to  draw  books  from  the  library,  occasional 
requests  are  received  from  non-residents  from  towns  on 
Long  Island  lying  beyond  the  city  limits.  It  seems  desirable, 
therefore,  that  some  means  be  provided  whereby  such  would- 
be  borowers  may  use  the  library,  either  with  or  without  a  fee. 
Tlie  Pacific  Branch,  which  is  near  the  Flatbush  Avenue  ter- 
minus of  the  Long  Island  Railroad,  would  be  benefited  by 
such  an  arrangement. 
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AUDITORIUMS  AND  At  the  request  of  Dr.  Henry  M.  Leip- 
8TUDY   ROOMS.  ^iger,   Supervisor  of  Lectures,  the  li- 

braries where  free  lectures  were  given 
by  the  Board  of  Education  were  kept  open  a  half  hour  after 
the  lecture  to  accommodate  those  in  attendance.  The  librarians 
and  assistants  at  the  various  branches  volunteered  for  this 
work  so  that  it  w^ould  be  possible  to  keep  the  buildings  open 
the  additional  time,  and  it  is  with  regret  that  we  report  that 
advantage  has  not  been  taken  of  this  accommodation.  Sta- 
tistics show  that  in  the  four  branches  where  free  lectures  were 
given  the  average  number  w^ho  used  the  library  after  each 
lecture  varied  from  2  to  6. 

The  use  of  the  study  rooms  in  the  new  buildings  has 
show^n  a  decided  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  This  is 
particularly  true  at  De  Kalb,  Carroll  Park  and  Williamsburgh. 
At  De  Kalb  the  study  room  has  been  used  almost  every  even- 
ing.   One  of  the  branches  reports  as  follows : 

"During  the  spring,  six  young  men,  law  students  in  the 
City  College,  met  in  the'  periodical  room  and  four  others  met 
in  the  librarian's  room  to  study  and  prepare  for  their  examina- 
tions. After  their  'finals*  were  over,  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  for  the  use  of  the  rooms,  with  the  explanation  that  all 
of  the  candidates  were  successful.  This  they  attributed  largely 
to  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to  meet  together  and  quiz  each 
other,  and  that  the  library  was  the  only  place  where  it  was 
possible  for  them  to  do  this. 

A  class  in  shorthand,  comprised  of  four  young  men, 
has  continued  during  the  year,  meeting  three  nights  a  week, 
for  dictation  and  speed  practice.  All  the  young  men  have 
passed  satisfactory  examinations  and  hold  good  positions,  for 
which  they  claim  the  library  is  somewhat  responsible,  as  it 
furnished  the  only  room  in  which  it  was  possible  for  them  to 
meet,  and  that  the  work  they  were  doing  together  could  not 
have  been  done  by  any  one  alone.'' 

When  the  library  is  more  often  a  direct  means  of  ena- 
bling its  users  to  obtain  better  positions  it  will  come  to  be  con- 
sidered more  and  more  in  the  light  of  a  necessity  rather  than 
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a  luxury,  and  will  be  more  generously  supported  by  its  tax- 
payers. 

During  the  year  70,527  volumes  were  added

Many  bargains  were  secured  at  auction  sales  in  Boston, 
New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  building  up  the  classes  of 
art,  literature,  music,  furniture,  gardening,  drawing  and  pho- 
tography, to  make  our  collection  of  books  more  useful  to 
artists  and  artisans  throughout  Greater  New  York. 

The  total  number  of  books  lost  and  missing  at  inventory 
during  the  year  was  7,365.  Of  this  number  486  were  paid 
for,  2,041  were  charged  to  borrowers  but  not  returned,  and 
of  the  remainder,  4,838,  no  trace  could  be  found. 

The  library  subscribed  for  388  periodicals  (2,232  copies) 
which  were  distributed  among  the  several  branches.  The  bound 
volumes  of  magazines  at  Montague  were  brought  together 
and  re-catalogued,  so  that  to-day  it  is  possible  to  ascertain 
just  what  magazines  are  in  the  library  and  to  know  just  what 
volumes  are  needed  to  complete  the  sets. 

From  various  sources  the  library  received  as  gifts 
3,115  volumes,  482  unbound  volumes,  2,791  pam- 
phlets and  2,094  odd  numbers  of  periodicals.  In  addition, 
copies  of  the  local  newspapers,  including  several  published  in 
Manhattan,  and  a  number  of  current  periodicals  (a  full  list 
of  which  will  be  found  in  Appendix  L.)  were  donated  by  the 
publishers  or  individuals. 

Mr.   Dudley   Buck  very   generously   gave   the   complete 
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scores  of  the  Wagnerian  operas.     The  set  consisted  of  21 
volumes,  with  German,  French  and  English  text. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Henry  Mumford  the  library  came 
into  possession  of  a  number  of  unbound  volumes  of  Harper's 
Magazine  and  the  sum  of  $250  for  the  proper  binding  of  the 
same. 

Mr.  Wilbur  Macey  Stone,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Jay  Qiam- 
bers,  presented  a  splendid  collection  of  book  plates,  and  Mr.  F. 
M.  Munroe,  publisher  of  Brooklyn  Life,  gave  two  fine  en- 
gravings. 

A  gift  of  government  documents  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Warren 
enabled  us  to  fill  many  gaps  in  our  sets. 

The  library  was  made  richer  by  the  gift  of  Dr.  Truman  J. 
Backus  of  a  large  collection  of  invitations,  programs,  etc.,  of 
local  interest. 

Every  resident  of  the  borough  has  an  opportunity  to 
show  his  interest  in  the  library's  development  by  following 
the  example  of  Dr.  Backus  and  sending  to  the  library  for  pre- 
servation programs  of  special  celebrations  and  similar  publi- 
cations, which,  in  time,  will  be  a  valuable  adjunct  to  our  ref- 
erence collection  of  documents  of  local  history. 

The  record  of  the  Cataloguing  Department 
CATALOGUING.  as  usual  is  excellent.     All  branches  have 

been  equipped  with  typewriters,  the  use 
of  which  secures  legibility  and  uniformity  in  the  catalogue. 

70,527  volumes  of  additions  were  catalogued,  of  which 
11,898  were  books  new  to  the  library;  and  18,674  volumes 
were  re-catalogued  at  the  Montague  Branch,  making  a 
total  of  89,201  volumes  catalogued  by  this  Department  during 
the  year.  This  work  of  re-cataloguing  has  progressed  so 
favorably  that  a  total  of  73,840  volumes  have  been  finished 
at  Montague,  leaving  89,920  volumes  still  to  be  re-catalogued 
of  the  original  collection  of  163,760  volumes. 

By  the  removal  of  the  Supply  Department  to  the  Flatbush 
Branch  much  needed  space  was  obtained  for  the  overcrowded 
Cataloguing  Department. 

This  seems  a  good  time  to  call  attention  to  the  money 
value  of  the  Union  Card  Catalogue  and  Shelf  List  and  the 
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need  of  fireproof  quarters  for  their  safety.  In  the  Adminis- 
tration Building — a  non-fireproof  structure — is  stored  the  only 
complete  catalogue  of  the  Library.  Should  it  be  destroyed 
by  fire  or  damaged  by  water,  years  of  labor  and  thousands  of 
dollars  would  be  required  to  replace  it.  In  view  of  the  great 
danger  which  menaces  the  property,  the  recommendation  is 
strongly  made  to  transfer  in  the  near  future  the  Cataloguing 
Department  and  its  accessories  to  a  more  suitable  building.

ways  a  serious  matter,  and  more  so  m  a  library 
having  a  large  circulation.  The  wear  and  tear  on  the  books 
previous  to  1906  made  necessary  an  expenditure  of  $32,000 
for  binding  in  that  year,  and  so  well  was  the  work  caught 
up  that  only  $18,590.88  was  spent  for  binding  and  repairing 
31,703  volumes  in  1907.  This  good  showing  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  the  fact  that  for  two  years  the  binding  has  been 
done  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner  than  formerly,  and  that 
purchases  of  recent  books  in  the  new,  or  **Chivers"  binding, 
have  been  an  economy.  As  an  illustration  in  point  a  compar- 
ison of  book  purchases  for  the  Greenpoint  and  Macon 
Branches,  the  former  in  the  usual  publishers*  binding,  the  lat- 
ter in  Chivers'  binding,  is  given  as  follows: 

For  the  first  six  months  after  opening,  Greenpoint  bound 
920  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $522.00,  while  in  the  same  time  Macon 
bound  only  187  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $95.00.  Although  the 
first  cost  of  new  books  in  the  special  binding  is  about  one- 
third  more  than  books  supplied  direct  by  publishers,  the  extra 
expense  will  be  more  than  saved  in  the  cost  of  binding  within 
a  year  or  two.  Aside  from  the  economy  of  binding,  the  library 
has  uninterrupted  use  of  the  books,  a  large  factor  when  it 
is  considered  that  the  books  sent  to  the  bindery  are  the  ones 
most  in  demand  by  readers.  Statistics  are  being  kept  with 
great  care  to  enable  the  library  at  the  end  of  another  year  to 
judge  more  correctly  of  the  comparative  merits  of  the  differ- 
ent styles  of  binding. 

As  an  experiment  binders  were  employed  at  the  Monta- 
gue Branch  in  making  needed  minor  repairs,  a  work  which 
should  be  continued  during  1908. 
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REFERENCE      The  Reference  Department  proper  is  at  the 
DEPARTMENT.      Montague  Branch,  but  all  of  the  branches 

do  more  or  less  along  reference  lines.  Short 
lists  of  books  on  current  topics,  holidays,  school  lectures  and 
debates,  were  prepared  by  the  reference  assistants  as  occasion 
required.  These  lists  were  typewritten  and  then  run  off  on  the 
mimeograph  to  supply  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  to  meet 
local  demands. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Art  Book  Exhibit 
held  at  the  Montague  Branch  April  9-1 1.  Although  the 
weather  was  inclement  the  attendance  of  1,227  persons  indi- 
cated a  decided  appreciation  of  these  valuable  works  of  ref- 
erence. 

Additional  book  storage  was  provided  for  the  reference 
books  at  the  Montague  Branch,  but  still  the  requirements  are 
not  fully  met.  As  fast  as  leases  of  the  Montague  property  ex- 
pire the  offices  should  be  turned  over  to  library  purposes  if  it 
is  hoped  to  increase  and  improve  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
the  reference  work  done  for  the  35,856  students  who  used 
these  rooms  for  earnest  study.

total  circulation. 
Meetings  of  children's  librarians  were  held  at  various 
times  during  the  year  on  a  plan  somewhat  different  from  that 
of  last  year.  Practical  problems  did  not  consume  so  much 
time.  Instead,  men  and  women  outside  of  library  ranks  who 
are  active  in  working  for  the  welfare  of  children  were  invited 
to  speak  at  the  meetings  and  tell  librarians  what  other  spheres 
of  usefulness  and  fields  of  co-operation  were  open  to  them. 
The  superintendent  addressed  several  clubs  during  the  year, 
principally  Mothers'  Qubs  connected  with  the  public  school 
kindergartens. 

The  increase  in  this  department  is  indicated 
TRAVELING  jjy  ^^  circulation.    In  1906,  70,711  volumes 

DEPARTMENT        ^^^^  distributed.     The  total  for  1907  was 

366  libraries  and  80,384  volumes  circulated. 
There  are  now  21,445  volumes  in  the  Traveling  Library 
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collection  from  which  selections  are  made  and  sent  to  societies, 
clubs,  factories,  etc.  In  some  cases  permanent  libraries  of  50 
or  100  volumes  are  made  up,  covering  specific  objects,  such  as 
United .  States  History,  English  poetry,  French  drama,  etc., 
while  in  others  the  selection  is  general,  the  effort  always  being 
to  meet  the  requests  of  borrowers.  The  Traveling  Libraries 
Department  is  now  the  distributing  center  for  books  in  for- 
eign languages.  The  present  policy  is  to  have  all  foreign 
popular  books  in  one  section,  sending  from  this  collection 
as  many  volumes  as  are  asked  for  by  branch  librarians.  The 
books  are  read  at  one  branch  and  transferred  to  another,  thus 
giving  all  libraries  the  benefit  of  a  larger  number  of  volumes 
for  use. 

The  interchange  of  books  among  the  branches,  conducted 
by  this  department,  increased  in  number  and  effectiveness, 
87%  of  the  requests  having  been  filled.

New  York  Point,  having  been  added  during 
the  year.  Among  the  additions  should  be  noted  125  volumes 
of  music,  which  will  add  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  bor- 
rowers. 

As  usual  a  part  of  the  assistant's  time  was  given  to  teach- 
ing the  blind  to  read  at  their  homes,  325  lessons  having  been 
given  by  her  during  the  year. 

The  readings  to  the  blind  at  the  library  were  held  on 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons  and  Friday  evenings, 
current  topics  sometimes  taking  the  place  of  the  bi-weekly 
reading  of  literary  selections.  At  these  readings  news  of  the 
day,  including  even  the  sporting  events,  was  read  and  dis- 
cussed. This  change  of  program  met  with  the  hearty  indorse- 
ment of  the  blind  men. 

The  assistant  in  this  department  represented  the  library 
at  a  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Workers  for  the 
Blind,  held  in  Boston,  August  28th  to  30th. 

The  thanks  of  the  library  are  due  to  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company  for  supplying  to  blind  people  free  transportation  to 
and  from  the  library.    Owing  to  new  stringent  rules  adopted 
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by  this  company  in  relation  to  free  transportation,  the  courtesy 
will  be  discontinued  after  January  ist. 

From  time  to  time  the  library  has  issued 
lists  of  books  on  special  subjects  which 
appeared  to  be  of  interest  to  the  people.    The  following  were 
considered  important  enough  to  print: 

Welfare  of  children. 
Child's  own  library. 
German  list. 
List  of  books  for  the  blind. 

The  first  edition  of  the  list  of  books  on  Greater  New  York 
having  been  exhausted,  a  second  edition  was  printed  in  April. 

In  September  was  begun  the  issue  of  "Staflf  Notes," 
which  was  intended  to  be  the  medium  of  conveying  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  information  relating  to  the  library.  The 
paper  is  edited  by  the  branches  in  turn  and  printed  on  the 
mimeograph.  Its  distribution  is  confined  to  members  of  the 
staff. 

The  bulletin  of  books  added  to  the  library  was  published 
every  month  with  the  exception  of  August  and  September. 

At  the  end  of  1907  the  staff  numbered  268,  an  in-

crease  of  25  over  1906.  The  increase  is  made  up 
of  10  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  new  Macon  Branch  and 
15  distributed  among  the  branches  where  additional  work 
made  it  necessary.  Thirty-two  assistants  in  the  library  re- 
signed during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  transfers  made  was 
therefore  unusually  large.  Because  of  new  appointments  and 
transfers  nine  branches  had  new  branch  librarians  during  the 
vear. 

The  library  lost  the  services  of  George  A.  Scoville,  Super- 
intendent of  Supplies,  who  resigned  in  December  to  go  into 
business  for  himself,  and  Frank  K.  Walter,  Assistant  in  the 
Reference  Department,  who  accepted  a  position  at  a  larger 
salary  as  Director's  Assistant  in  the  State  Library  at  Albany. 
Beginning  with  the  new  year  these  places  will  be  filled  by  Ben- 
jamin Blackford  as  Superintendent  of  Supplies  and  Calvin  W. 
Foss  as  Assistant  in  the  Reference  Department. 
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Twenty-two  examinations  were  given  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number  12  were  given  to  the  Apprentice  Class  and  8  for 
promotion  from  grade  to  grade  in  accordance  with  the  Scheme 
of  Library  Service,  and  2  because  of  transfer  from  one  depart- 
ment to  another. 

Three  assistants  attended  the  summer  course  in  library 
economy  given  by  the  State  Library  at  Albany  and  many  at- 
tended the  various  library  conferences  during  the  year.   . 

The  meetings  of  the  superintendents,  branch  librarians, 
and  children's  librarians  were  held  regularly  as  in  the  past. 

The  "Staff  Rules,"  a  revised  edition  of  which  was  printed 
in  1906,  received  the  approval  and  commendation  of  librarians 
generally.  From  England,  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Germany 
came  requests  for  copies,  while  one  library  in  the  United  States 
showed  its  approval  by  adopting  almost  verbatim  both  the 
Staff  Rules  and  the  Scheme  of  Library  Service. 

The  success  of  the  library  depends  to  so  large  an  extent 
upon  the  efficiency  of  the  members  of  the  staff  that  the  Chief 
Librarian  is  always  glad  to  acknowledge  the  good  work  done 
by  them. 

In  the  spring:  a  circular  of  information

concernmg  the  Apprentice  Class  was 
printed  and  freely  distributed.  This  circular  contains  de- 
tailed information  of  the  entrance  requirements  and  course  of 
study. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  library  must  depend 
largely  upon  the  training  classes,  conducted  during  the  year, 
for  assistants  in  the  3d  grade  of  the  service — that  in  which 
most  vacancies  occur.  As  a  consequence  much  time  and  thought 
has  been  given  to  the  course  of  study  for  tlie  Apprentice  Class 
and  to  the  practical  work  at  the  branches. 

Prior  to  1907  the  auditorium  of  the  Bedford  Branch  had 
been  temporarily  used  for  the  class.  Early  in  the  year  the 
auditorium  of  the  Pacific  Branch — considerably  smaller  than 
that  at  Bedford  and  therefore  more  suitable — was  set  aside 
as  a  permanent  class  room. 

Two  classes  were  conducted  during  the  year.     The  first 
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began  work  in  March  and  consisted  of  8  members;  the  second, 
numbering  13,  began  work  on  October  15th. 

It  seems  desirable  to  recommend  that  some 
HOLIDAY  USE.  ,„angement  be  made  whereby  the  library 
shall  be  closed  entirely  on  Qiristmas  and  the  4th  of  July.  It 
is  decidedly  expensive  to  keep  our  buildings  open  12  hours  on 
these  two  great  holidays,  particularly  when  observation  shows 
that  almost  the  same  people  use  the  Library  on  holidays  as  on 
these  two  days. 

The  total  circulation  at  all  of  the  branches  on  these  two 
holidays  was  as  follows :

December  25  1,168        " 

or  but  little  more  than  the  average  daily  circulation  at  one  of 
our  larger  branches.  The  total  cost  of  keeping  the  branches 
open  cannot  be  determined,  but  the  amount  paid  in  salaries 
for  this  holiday  work  is  about  $150  for  each  holiday. 

If  possible  a  modification  of  the  agreement  between  the 
city  and  Mr.  Carnegie  should  be  secured  whereby  the  hours 
of  opening  on  holidays  may  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees,  as  appears  to  be  the  case  in  Queens  Borough. 

Thus,  somewhat  briefly,  is  presented  the  work

of  the  library  for  the  year.  While  we  may 
have  fallen  short  in  our  desires  and  eflforts  in  certain  directions, 
still  the  expansion  has  been  normal,  encouraging  and  stimu- 
lating. For  details  of  the  work  the  attention  of  the  Board 
is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  Superintendents,  which  show  the 
work  of  the  individual  departments;  and  to  the  appendixes 
which  give  statistics  of  accessions,  circulation,  registration  and 
gifts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFERENCE  UBRARIAN. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

A  registered  constituency  of  242,971  persons  and  a  circu- 
lation of  over  three  million  volumes  indicate  appreciation  and 
use  of  the  public  library  by  the  people  generally.  It  is  cer- 
tainly difficult  to  realize  that  ten  years  ago  there  was  no 
general  public  library  in  Brooklyn. 

Nearly  one  million  of  the  volumes  circulated  last  year  were 
not  fiction  but  books  of  real  educational  and  practical  value; 
and  it  is  by  the  persons  coming  to  the  various  libraries  for 
this  class  of  books  that  assistance  of  a  reference  nature  is 
needed,  and  to  whom  it  is  supplied.  The  teachers  and  stu- 
dents in  the  vicinities  of  the  largest  branches  of  the  library,  as 
the  Bedford,  Williamsburgh  and  East,  are,  in  steadily  increas- 
ing numbers,  availing  themselves  of  the  aid  given  in  the 
reference  rooms.  In  all  the  branches  the  attendants  are  ready 
and  anxious  to  make  the  library  useful  to  the  serious  worker. 
This  is  shown  by  the  requests  for  books  and  information  that 
they  send  to  the  Interchange  Department  and  the  general 
Reference  Department. 

The  system  of  branch  libraries  in  various  parts  of  the 
city  gives  the  attendants  the  opportunity  of  coming  into  per- 
sonal touch  and  acquaintance  with  their  borrowers  that  would 
not  be  possible,  to  any  such  degree,  in  a  single  large  library. 
This  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  following  criticism  in  a 
recent  number  of  a  literary  journal  does  not  apply  to  the 
work  of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library:  "Few  public  libraries, 
unfortunately,  are  manned  by  attendants  either  willing  to 
recommend  books  to  uninformed  readers  or  capable  of  doing 
so. 

The  branch  librarians  and  reference  assistants  have  been 
quick  to  improve  opportunities  for  the  best  work;  by  coming 
into  direct  touch  with  the  principals  and  teachers  in  the 
schools,  both  public  and  private :  by  assistance  and  advice 
to  the  many  literary  and  debating  clubs,  often  to  the  extent 
of  suggesting  programs  and  subjects  for  a  club  or  a  debate. 
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execution,  on  vellum,  of  about  1450.  The  binding  of  this 
volume  was  executed  in  the  i6th  century,  for  Diane  of 
Poictiers,  whose  device  (three  interlaced  crescents)  is  in- 
troduced on  the  binding  in  a  number  of  places. 

An  Italian  manuscript,  "Malomedicinse  libri  tres,"  by 
Paulus  Vegetius,  written  in  Roman  characters,  on  vellum, 
about  1470.  It  was  executed  for  Ferdinand  of  Aragon, 
King  of  Naples  from  1458  to  1474. 

Book  of  Hours,  on  vellum,  of  1559.  A  late  example  of 
a  manuscript  prayer  book,  executed  for  the  marriage  of 
Marguerite,  daughter  of  Francis  I  and  sister  of  Henry  II 
of  France,  with  the  Duke  of  Savoy. 

A  Spanish  manuscript  on  vellum,  of  1594,  "Carta  Ex- 
ecutoria  de  Hidalguia."  A  royal  decree  certifying  to 
nobility. 

Book  of  Prayers.  A  manuscript  by  the  famous  calli- 
grapher,  Pierre  Rousselet,  pupil  of  Jarry,  done  at  Paris 
about  1700,  for  the  Bearnese  family  of  d'Angose. 

Book  of  Hours,  in  Latin,  on  vellum.  Printed  at  Naples 
October  3,  i486.     In  the  original  binding. 

Book  printed  in  1632.  A  dedicatory  copy  presented  to 
King  Charles  I  of  England,  by  the  French  ambassador, 
with  a  portrait  of  the  king  carefully  illuminated.  In  con- 
temporary binding  in  silver  and  silk  threads. 

The  Book  of  Thel,  1789,  engraved  by  William  Blake 
and  colored  by  him  in  water  colors.  An  example  of  Blake's 
"illuminated  printing"  which,  although  in  an  entirely  dif- 
ferent vein  of  thought  and  sentiment  from  the  mediaeval 
Books  of  Hours,  is  somewhat  analogous  to  them. 

The  fact  that  one  work  in  the  Library  brings  together 
for  public  exhibition  such  valuable  and  unique  works  of 
art  and  printing,  is  an  evidence  of  what  may  be  developed 
when  the  library  has  a  proper  art  room  for  caring  for  its 
collection  and  for  exhibition  purposes.  There  are  private 
collections  in  Brooklyn,  filled  with  treasures  which  might 
be  publicly  exhibited  if  the  library  had  such  a  fireproof, 
modern  exhibition  room.    This,  with  many  other  necessary

rooms  for  caring  for  the  reference  collection  of  the  library, 
will  come  soon,  it  is  hoped,  in  the  new  central  building. 

The  endowment  fund  of  about  $80,000.00  makes  it 
possible  to  purchase  regularly  additions  for  the  art  col- 
lection. 

The  library  is  indebted  to  a  Brooklyn  artist,  Mr.  J. 
Carter  Beard,  for  writing  a  description  of  the  Breviarium 
Grimani,  published,  with  four  illustrations,  in  Brooklyn  Life 
of  April  6th. 

The  general  reference  collection,  in  the  Montague 
Branch,  is  becoming  more  and  more  complete,  and  thus 
able  to  offer  to  students  and  teachers,  in  all  branches  of 
knowledge,  the  best  books  of  reference.  The  following  list 
of  books  upon  classical  antiquities  and  art,  acquired  during 
the  last  two  years,  will  indicate  the  character  of  the 
authorities  upon  one  subject  that  are  being  added  to  the 
reference  collection,

Frank  K.  Walter,  first  assistant  in  the  general  Refer- 
ence Department,  resigned  in  December,  1907,  to  accept 
the  position  of  asistant  to  the  Director  of  the  New  York 
State  Library,  in  Albany.  During  the  two  years  of  Mr. 
Walter's  connection  with  the  Library,  he  had  made  a  place, 
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by  his  intelligent  service  and  adaptability,  hard  to  fill.  His 
successor  will  be  Calvin  W.  Foss,  Reference  Librarian  of 
Amherst  College  Library. 

During  the  year,  there  was  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  4,166  readers  in  the  general  Reference  Room. 
The  Periodical  and  Newspaper  Reading  Room  shows  an 
increase  of  5.545.  The  statistics  for  the  two  rooms  for  the 
past  three  years  follow :

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DEPARTMENT  OF  BRANCHES  AND  APPRENTICES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

This  department  does  not  record  any  unusual  develop- 
ments during  1907,  nor  the  introduction  of  new  features 
which  make  the  year  distinctive.  The  year  has  rather  been 
characterized  by  the  strengthening  and  broadening  of  policies 
established  during  the  ten  years  of  the  library's  history,  and 
notes  the  increased  growth  and  activity  of  every  phase  of  the 
work.  Much  of  the  pioneer  work  essential  to  the  branch  de- 
velopment is  now  a  matter  of  the  past  and  has  cleared  the 
way  for  lines  of  activity  which  are  greatly  adding  to  the 
library's  usefulness.  Branch  librarians  have  visited  and  are 
cognizant  of  school  and  neighborhood  conditions  as  never  be- 
fore. The  branch  reference  work  has  been  given  more  atten- 
tion and  been  strengthened.  The  lost  art  of  reading  aloud 
has  been  revived  by  enthusiastic  branch  workers.  In  many  of 
the  branches  the  older  boys  and  girls  have  shown  a  ready 
response  to  the  opportunity  to  listen  each  week  to  the  appre- 
ciative reading  of  selections  which  should  inspire  a  taste  for 
the  best  in  literature. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  been  heavy. 
Of  the  22  examinations  held  in  the  library  during  the  past 
year,  14  were  given  by  this  department.  Thirty-two  resig- 
nations during  the  year  have  necessitated  an  unprecedented 
number  of  transfers  and  changes  and  involved  in  consequence 
an  immense  amount  of  work.  In  each  case  of  transfer  effort 
has  been  made  to  place  the  assistant  in  the  branch  to  which 
her  individuality  has  seemed  peculiarly  adapted  and  thereby 
secure  for  the  library  the  best  service  and  for  the  worker  the 
most  favorable  opportunity  to  prove  her  worth.  Upon  this 
adaptation  of  the  worker  to  the  particular  branch  much  of  the 
success  of  the  work  in  the  twenty-six  branch  communities  is 
dependent.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  adjustment  to 
change  and  the  critical  period  of  transition  which  followed 
the  large  number  of  transfers  in  September  has  been  met  and 
safely  passed.    The  new  year  finds  each  branch  starting  out 
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with  the  enthusiastic  staff  spirit  which  has  been  characteristic 
in  the  past. 

This  department  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  the 
Librarian's  Secretary  in  starting  early  in  September  a  staff 
paper,  the  issues  of  which  are  eagerly  anticipated.  The  plan 
of  having  these  "Staff  Notes"  edited  by  the  branches  in  turn 
has  been  a  strong  factor  in  establishing  a  lively  interest  in 
neighboring  branches  and  of  directing  enthusiasm  to  the 
branch  system  as  a  whole. 

The  fortnightly  appearance  of  this  newspaper  keeps  the 
staff  intelligent  as  to  all  the  activities  of  the  library.  Aside 
from  general  library  news,  various  branches  in  editing  their 
number  have  introduced  novel  and  attractive  features.  Short 
reading  lists  compiled  for  one  branch  have  appeared  so  that 
all  branches  might  have  the  benefit;  abstracts  bearing  on 
subjects  of  general  interest  taken  from  the  annual  reports  of 
other  libraries;  brief  articles  on  some  phase  of  the  work 
about  which  an  assistant  wishes  to  express  her  opinion;  an- 
nouncements of  exhibits  and  lectures  in  which  members  of 
the  staff  might  be  especially  interested;  accounts  of  local 
library  club  meetings;  excerpts  from  a  few  of  the  literary 
periodicals  have  in  turn  found  place  in  the  pages  of  this 
unique  paper. 

Two  Carnegie  buildings  have  been  opened  during  the 
year.  Macon  Branch  opened  in  July  with  an  entirely  new 
book  collection.  Without  affecting  the  work  of  the  neighbor- 
ing branches,  it  has  in  the  five  months  and  a  half  since  open- 
ing registered  5,179  borrowers  and  circulated  about  85,000 
volumes. 

Fort  Hamilton  Branch  moved  in  October  into  the  Car- 
negie building,  and  in  the  first  four  weeks,  by  reason  of 
change  of  quarters,  had  doubled  the  circulation  figures  for 
the  same  period  of  the  previous  year. 

During  the  past  few  years,  various  suburban  quarters  of 
the  city  have  from  time  to  time  petitioned  the  Board  for  the 
opening  of  a  local  branch.  Thus  far  funds  have  not  warranted 
any  extension  of  the  branch  service.  It  is  therefore  a  satis- 
faction to  record  that  a  beginning  has  at  least  been  made  in 
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opening  at  Borough  Park  a  deposit  station,  and  within  a  few 
days  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  Kensington  station  likewise  pro- 
vided. The  Borough  Park  community  in  this  instance  have 
provided  the  Edgewood  Chapel  for  the  book  collection  of  a 
I, GOG  titles  and  also  furnishes  the  necessary  heating  and  light- 
ing of  the  building  as  well  as  an  attendant  who  opens  the 
library  from  2  to  5  P.  M.  three  afternoons  a  week. 

The  Apprentice  Class  which  was  organized  in  November, 
1906,  began  the  class  work  of  the  New  Year  with  a  change 
of  quarters.  The  auditorium  of  Pacific  Branch,  furnished, 
with  desks  has  proved  an  attractive  and  satisfactory  class 
room.  This  November  class  finished  its  work  in  May,  1907. 
The  class  organized  in  February,  1907,  completed  their  ap- 
prenticeship in  September.  Of  these  two  classes  we  have 
had  23  members  whose  names  were  placed  on  the  eligible  list 
of  the  3d  Grade  Branch  work,  and  all  but  three  of  whom  ^re 
now  definitely  appointed. 

The  Reference. Department  has  contributed  a  course  of 
twenty  lectures  to  the  Apprentice  Class  work;  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Children's  Department  has  given  a  number  of 
lectures  to  each  class  and  arranged  for  some  talks  by  the 
various  children's  librarians.  The  Superintendent  of  Cata- 
loguing began  a  course  in  practical  cataloguing  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  class  numbering  13,  which  was  organized  in 
October,  1907. 

Many  of  the  branch  workers  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  attend  the  Apprentice  Class  sessions  in 
their  own  time,  and  the  introduction  of  the  cataloguing  lec- 
tures has  met  by  way  of  response,  with  a  regular  attendance 
of  18  from  branch  staffs. 

During  the  year  Apprentice  Classes  in  company  with  the 
Superintendent  have  visited  the  Newark  Public  Library,  Reid 
Memorial  Library  at  Passaic,  N.  J.,  Columbia  University 
Library,  Library  of  Teachers  College  and  the  Chatham 
Square  Branch  of  the  New  York  Public  Library. 

The  processes  of  printing  have  been  studied  by  the  class 
under  most  favorable  conditions,  the  firm  of  Robert  Rutter 
&  Son  allowing  one  class  to  view  in  detail  the  work  of  their 
publishing  press. 
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A  morning  was  spent  with  profit  in  visiting  the  various 
departments  of  Harper  Brothers,  where  the  class  enjoyed 
thoroughly  every  feature  of  the  famous  Pearl  Street  building. 

The  Brooklyn  Daily  Eagle  has  extended  the  courtesy 
which  has  been  appreciated  in  previous  years,  and  two  classes 
in  1907  have  come  away  from  the  Eagle  Building  knowing 
something  of  the  different  processes  in  newspaper  printing. 

In  June,  a  long  desired  want  was  met  by  the  publication 
of  a  ^'Circular  of  Information  concerning  the  Apprentice 
Class." 

Copies  were  sent  to  our  city  High  Schools  and  the  Brook- 
lyn members  of  the  junior  and  senior  classes  at  Cornell, 
Wellesley,  Vassar,  Smith,  Adelphi  and  Packer  Institute  each 
received  a  copy  addressed  to  them  individually. 

The  circular  besides  being  of  value  in  promoting  a 
broader  acquaintance  and  knowledge  of  this  department  of 
the  library's  work,  has  been  of  great  service  in  satisfactorily 
answering  mail  inquiries  and  thereby  curtailing  correspon- 
dence. 

Three  members  of  the  staff  took  the  six  weeks  summer 
course  in  library  economy  offered  by  the  State  Library  and 
returned  in  consequence  to  their  respective  posts  \^ith  re- 
newed spirit  and  a  broader  outlook. 

Nineteen  branches  show  a  total  increase  in  circulation  for 
the  year  over  1906.  Bushwick  and  Brownsville  have  had  a 
phenomenal  growth;  Bushwick  showing  an  increase  for  the 
year  of  nearly  58,000  and  Brownsville  a  total  increase  of 
59,429.  Not  only  do  the  circulation  figures  of  1907  indicate 
the  increased  use  of  the  library ;  in  almost  every  instance  the 
crowded  reading  rooms  at  all  hours,  testify  to  the  library's 
meeting  and  filling  the  definite  needs  of  each  branch  locality. 
With  this  recognition  from  the  community  the  outlook  for 
1908  is  promising.  This  library  has  never  had  a  more  favor- 
able opportunity  for  service  nor  been  better  equipped  to  meet 
the  demands  of  a  responsive  community.

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CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

This  year  has  seen  more  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Children's  Department  workers  than  any  previous  year,  eleven 
cf  the  twenty-six  branches  being  affected  by  the  resignations 
and  promotions  of  children's  librarians.  Of  the  six  who  re- 
signed from  the  staff  two  are  spending  the  year  at  home,  the 
remaining  four  have  gone  to  excellent  positions  in  other 
cities.  We  look  upon  these  resignations  with  feelings  com- 
pounded of  pride  and  regret — regret  that  we  must  lose  valu- 
able workers  and  pride  that  other  cities  have  come  to  us  for 
people  to  fill  responsible  positions. 

Two  of  our  children's  librarians  having  reached  the 
limit  of  promotion  in  the  Children's  Department,  have  tried 
and  passed  with  great  credit  the  written  test  for  promotion  to 
the  grade  of  branch  librarian.  Placing  these  assistants  in 
charge  of  branches  does  not  mean  a  loss  to  the  Children's  De- 
partment, however,  for  unless  one  can  have  both  a  good 
branch  librarian  and  a  good  children's  librarian  in  every 
branch,  it  is  of  the  most  importance  that  the  head  of  the 
branch  be  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  work  with  children, 
and  thoroughly  familiar  with  its  methods. 

We  have  been  exceedingly  fortunate  in  filling  vacancies 
with  fine  workers,  three  students  from  the  Pittsburgh  Train- 
ing School  and  two  from  the  Albany  School  having  entered 
the  staff,  at  the  same  time  that  a  number  of  our  people  in  the 
third  grade  have  passed  successfully  examinations  for  pro- 
motion to  the  second  grade.  Two  of  our  young  assistants 
from  recent  Apprentice  Classes  are  hoping  to  enter  the  Pitts- 
burgh School  in  the  not  distant  future.  We  feel  that  with 
the  fine  spirit  of  the  branch  librarians  we  have  continued 
cause  for  encouragement  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff. 

The  circulation  of  "juvenile"  books  during  1907  was 
1,179,719,  an  increase  of  86,801  over  the  circulation  of  1906. 
The  "J"  circulation  is  36%  of  the  whole.  When  we  consider 
that  practically  every  public  school  pupil  in  the  city  has  a 
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class-room  library  book  put  into  his  hands  by  the  Board  of 
Education  nearly  every  week,  these  figures  are  remarkable. 
The  children  evidently  get  something  from  the  library  atmos- 
phere which  a  single  book  taken  home  does  not  give.  It  is 
a  pity  that  our  work  must  be  judged  largely  by  figures,  since 
hundreds  of  children,  especially  in  the  poorer  sections  where 
there  is  no  comfortable  place  for  quiet  reading  at  home, 
never  take  out  borrowers'  cards,  but  come  day  after  day  to 
the  nearest  branch  to  do  all  their  reading.  The  reference 
work  we  could  not  take  the  time  to  record  in  figures,  nor  is 
it  possible  to  estimate  the  influence  of  the  library  staff  upon 
the  character  and  so  the  future  of  the  children  and  of  this 
city. 

The  story  hour  and  club  work  is  a  potent  factor  in  the 
influencing  of  children  to  better  reading  and  better  ideals. 
There  are  ten  of  our  branches  where  limited  space  does  not 
permit  work  of  this  sort.  Of  the  sixteen  branches  having 
rooms  which  might  be  used  for  this  purpose,  thirteen  are 
taking  care  of  twenty-four  groups — nine  groups  of  boys,  five 
of  girls,  ten  of  the  younger  children.  It  should  not  be  con- 
sidered that,  in  this,  the  library  is  undertaking  settlement 
work.  A  group  is  called  a  "club"  because  there  is  magic  in 
the  word  to  draw  young  people  together,  but  we  have  no 
formal  organization  bringing  in  its  train  the  jealousies  inci- 
dent to  election  of  ofiicers,  the  time  consumed  in  practising 
parliamentary  law  and  the  encouraging  of  our  already  pre- 
cocious young  Americans  to  learn  to  talk  in  public.  Clubs 
with  the  latter  features  have  their  place  in  other  institutions, 
but  not,  we  feel,  in  a  public  library.  Our  young  people  come 
to  listen  to  selections  from  good  literature,  read  or  told  by 
cultivated  young  women,  the  taste  of  the  children  is  influenced 
and  good  books  circulate  as  a  result  of  this,  which  is  a  purely 
educational,  not  a  charitable  work.  We  do  not  require  all  the 
children's  librarians  of  the  system  to  follow  the  same  plan 
in  their  story-telling,  believing  that,  when  a  young  woman 
has  a  decided  taste  for  biography  and  a  conviction  that  it 
offers  a  splendid  opportunity  for  influencing  boys*  ideals,  when 
another  prefers  to  work  through  her  favorite  line  of  reading.

namely,  poetry  or  travel,  each  one  will  effect  better  results  than 
to  work  along  lines  prescribed  by  me.  Each  leader  makes  a 
definite  plan  for  the  winter  which  she  submits  to  me  before 
the  vacation  season,  in  order  that  I  may  offer  suggestions  and 
that  she  may  be  making  preparations  during  the  quiet  times 
in  the  summer. 

We  are  this  winter  following  a  different  plan  than  usual 
in  our  meetings  of  children's  librarians.  Some  of  the  staff 
felt  that  we  had  so  thoroughly  discussed  the  practical  prob- 
lems connected  with  our  work  that  it  would  be  more  helpful 
to  us  to  listen  to  talks  by  people  outside  our  own  library.  We 
have  therefore  obtained  the  consent  of  a  number  of  people 
actively  engaged  in  working  for  the  welfare  of  the  children 
of  Brooklyn  to  speak  of  their  work.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Westover 
Alden,  founder  of  the  International  Sunshine  Society  and 
connected  with  the  Blind  Babies'  Home  of  Brooklyn,  was  the 
first  speaker.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of  the  gen- 
eral staff  workers  as  well  as  the  children's  librarians,  and  the 
talk  was  received  with  enthusiasm.  Mrs.  Tunis  Bergen,  who 
is  engaged  in  many  lines  of  work  for  the  betterment  of  social 
conditions  in  Brooklyn,  gave  a  valuable  talk  on  the  juvenile 
court  and  probation  work  of  Brooklyn.  We  expect  to  secure 
Mr.  Wakeman,  Secretary  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society,  Miss 
Curtis,  supervisor  of  kindergartens  and  other  speakers  before 
the  winter  is  over.  We  are  already  convinced  that  the  plan  is 
so  good  that  we  shall  wish  to  follow  it  another  year.  The 
talks  give  us  breadth  of  information  about  those  institutions 
of  our  city  which  are  working  along  their  special  lines  for 
the  same  end  that  we  have  in  view,  they  g^ve  us  new  ideas 
about  the  possible  cooperation  of  the  library  with  them,  more- 
over they  are  showing  to  these  influential  people,  some  of 
whom  have  perhaps  been  too  busy  to  inform  themselves  about 
our  work,  just  what  the  library  is  doing. 

The  Children's  Department  has  been  called  upon  so  often 
to  address  meetings  of  the  Kindergarten  Mothers'  Clubs  and 
the  interest  manifested  by  the  parents  and  teachers  has  been 
so  eager  that  it  was  thought  advisable  to  prepare  a  list  of 
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books  for  children  which  might  serve  as  a  guide  to  parents 
who  wish  to  direct  their  children's  reading  into  right  channels. 

An  attractively  printed  list  called  "The  child's  own 
library"  has  been  received  with  great  favor  and  daily  requests 
for  the  same  come  through  the  mail.  A  careful  and  compre- 
hensive annotated  list  on  the  care  and  reform  of  dependent 
and  delinquent  children — "The  Welfare  of  children:  a  read- 
ing list  on  the  care  of  dependent  children" — was  also  prepared. 

The  course  for  the  apprentice  class  in  library  work  with 
children  is  being  carried  on  along  the  lines  mentioned  in 
last  year's  report. 

Probably  every  one  who  has  an  annual  report  to  write 
feels  a  desire  to  make  "interesting  reading"  by  describing 
some  new  achievement  or  by  making  recommendations  of  a 
novel  character.  When  a  staff  have  been  working  together 
for  a  number  of  years,  improving  steadily  in  quality  of  w^ork 
and  in  understanding  each  other,  happily  for  the  library, 
though  not  for  the  readableness  of  the  report,  there  comes  a 
time  when  there  is  little  new  to  be  said.  This  does  not  mean 
stagnation  instead  of  progress,  nor  does  it  mean  that  we  are 
so  densely  stupid  as  to  be  satisfied  with  what  we  have  accom- 
plished. It  simply  means  that  a  generous  city  and  a  wise 
Board  of  Trustees  have  given  us  the  tools  with  which  we  are 
to  work  and  that  now  we  are  daily,  monthly,  yearly  trying  to 
build  wisely  and  well.  Most  of  our  branches  either  have  ex- 
cellent quarters  in  which  to  carry  on  the  work  or  efforts  are 
being  made  to  improve  conditions.  All  but  Brownsville  have 
a  sufficient  book  supply — and  with  a  "J"  circulation  sometimes 
running  over  a  thousand  a  day  it  is  rather  difficult  to  keep 
up  with  Brownsville's  demands.  Our  children's  books,  in  the 
splendid  binding  we  now  have  done  for  us,  wear  so  well  that 
time  is  saved  from  incessant  mending  for  more  profitable 
work.  Our  staff  are  so  united  in  their  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children  that  while  we  have  only  seventeen  people 
in  the  twentv-six  branches  who  have  definitelv  determined 
to  be  "children's  librarians,"  in  many  cases  the  whole  staff 
act  as  children's  librarians,  without  neglecting  the  grown 
people  either.     Our  purpose  to-day  and  always  is  to  try  to 
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reach  more  and  more  children  with  better  and  better  books, 
and  to  make  the  influences  of  the  library,  through  personality 
of  assistants,  and  in  every  other  way,  count  as  a  force  for  the 
uplifting  of  the  city. 

Among  a  number  of  miscellaneous  matters  that  have 
occupied  the  head  of  this  department  may  be  mentioned  visits 
to  the  public  libraries  of  Philadelphia,  Passaic,  Newark,  East 
Orange,  New  York  and  Queens  Borough;  lectures  before  the 
State  Library  School  at  Albany,  the  Training  School  for  chil- 
dren's librarians  at  Pittsburgh,  the  New  Jersey  Library  Class 
at  Newark  and  the  New  Jersey  Summer  School  at  Asbury 
Park ;  conducting  a  Round  Table  on  work  with  children  at  the 
Stamford  meeting  of  the  New  York  Library  Association; 
showing  our  buildings  and  explaining  our  methods  to  library 
visitors  from  Pittsburgh,  Harrisburg,  New  York,  Albany, 
Baltimore,  Madison  and  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Toledo,  O.,  from 
Sweden,  Denmark,  etc. ;  and  the  usual  and  unremitting  read- 
ing of  " juveniles''  which  seem  to  increase  in  quantity  in  the 
ratio  of  their  drop  in  quality.

CATALCXjUING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  record  of  the  Cataloguing  Department  for  the 
year  1907  is  one  of  which  the  department  has  cause  to  be 
proud.  In  spite  of  the  unusual  number  of  absences  due 
to  illness,  and  of  the  fact  that  for  four  months  the  vacancy 
left  by  one  of  the  assistants  away  on  leave  was  not  filled, 
and  that  two  trained  and  experienced  assistants  were  lost 
to  the  department  by  transfer  to  branch  libraries,  the 
record  of  new  accessions  prepared  and  sent  to  the  branches 
amounted  to  70,527  volumes,  an  average  of  5,877  volumes  per

month,  or  2,448  per  branch,  an  increase  of  5,533  over  last 
year.  Of  this  total  9,087  works  in  11,898  volumes  were 
new  to  the  library,  306  of  these  new  titles  being  works  of 
fiction  in  331  volumes,  leaving  8,781  titles  of  non-fiction 
in  11,567  volumes.  Of  these  accessions  1,317  were  new 
works  in  foreign  languages,  mainly  German,  French,  Yid- 
dish, Hebrew,  Russian  and  Italian,  prepared  during  the 
year,  and  as  is  the  usual  custom  with  foreign  books,  cata- 
logued and  shelf  listed  for  the  branch  as  well  as  for  the 
Union  records  before  being  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Traveling  Libraries,  from  which  all  foreign  books  are  now 
loaned  to  the  branch  libraries.  The  new  volumes  of  musical 
compositions  purchased  for  the  Montague  Branch  during 
the  year,  298  in  number,  were  classified,  catalogued,  etc., 
and  prepared  for  circulation.  The  Library  for  the  Blind 
added  367  volumes  to  its  collection  this  year,  mainly  in 
Moon  and  New  York  Point,  125  of  these  being  volumes 
of  sheet  music  all  in  the  New  York  Point,  a  great  boon  to 
our  blind  constituency. 

The  opening  of  our  new  station  at  Borough  Park  in 
December  necessitated  the  special  preparation  of  a  collec- 
tion to  be  circulated  from  the  station,  and  186  volumes 
were  sent  as  a  nucleus. 

Of  the  entire  Macon  Branch  collection,  5,000  volumes 
were  reported  the  preceding  year  as  having  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  remaining  4,938  volumes  we  now  report  as 
having  been  classified,  catalogued,  etc.,  during  1907,  and 
in  addition,  prepared  for  branch  circulation  in  every  detail. 
The  entire  collection  of  9,938  volumes  was  arranged  on  the 
shelves  at  the  branch  by  this  department  during  the  month 
prior  to  the  date  of  its  opening  to  the  public,  and  a  careful 
inventory  taken  before  the  collection  was  turned  over  to 
the  branch. 

The  number  of  volumes  reclassified,  recatalogued  and 
prepared  for  circulation  at  the  Montague  Branch  this  year 
is  far  in  excess  of  the  number  finished  during  any  one 
previous  year  since  the  work  was  begun,  18,674  volumes  having 
been  completed.     8,833  of  these  volumes  cover  in  part  the 
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arts  and  sciences,  8,865  volumes  the  collection  of  periodicals 
(which  numbers  about  15,000  volumes  in  its  entirety),  905 
volumes  the  essays  and  works  of  humor  of  the  branch,  and 
71  volumes  musical  compositions. 

This  work  of  recataloguing,  as  has  been  remarked  in 
previous  reports,  represents  almost  twice  the  amount  of 
work  by  this  department  necessitated  by  a  new  book,  and 
if  these  volumes  were  added  to  the  number  of  new  acces- 
sions prepared  during  the  year,  as  they  rightly  should  be, 
the  total  record  would  read  89,201  volumes,  instead  of 
70,527.  Unusual  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  devote 
every  possible  moment  to  this  work  of  recataloguing  com- 
patible with  the  regular  and  routine  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. It  is  hoped  that  the  next  few  years  will  see  the 
work  well  on  its  way  to  completion,  since  the  branch  al- 
ready numbers  73,840  volumes  recatalogued  of  its  original 
collection  of  163,760  volumes. 

This  cataloguing  and  recataloguing  has  resulted  in  the 
addition  of  182,277  cards  to  the  Union  and  branch  cata- 
logues and  shelf  lists,  113,111  of  which  were  written  by  this 
department  and  filed  in  their  respective  catalogues.  The 
remaining  69,166  cards  were  written  at  the  branches 
and  sent  to  this  department  to  be  revised  and  cor- 
rected, before  being  arranged  in  the  branch  catalogues. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  total,  38,282  cards  were 
printed  cards  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  9,961  of  which 
were  filed  in  the  Union  card  catalogue,  7,787  in  the  Mon- 
tague card  catalogue,  and  22,534  in  the  various  branch 
catalogues.  In  addition  131  reference  cards  were  made, 
and  these,  with  the  35,022  printed  cards  received  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  were  filed  in  the  Depository  catalogue 
to  which  they  belong,  and  which  now  occupies  eight  cases 
of  sixty  trays  each,  approximating  325,000  cards  filed  to 
date. 

The  number  of  volumes  discarded  at  the  branch  libraries 
recorded  by  this  department,  amounted  during  the  year  to 
14,546,  while  the  books  recorded  lost  by  borrowers  numbered 
2,527,  and  those  missing  at  inventory  reached  the  high  water 
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mark  of  4,838.  Of  the  lost  and  missing  volumes  668  were 
recorded  restored  at  various  times  during  the  year,  leaving 
the  actual  total  of  books  lost  and  missing  6,677.  These  lost, 
missing  and  discarded  books  were  recorded  as  such  in  the 
three  official  records  of  the  library,  the  Union  catalogue. 
Union  shelf  list  and  Union  accession  book,  and  the  result 
noted  in  the  comparative  statistics. 

The  Library  for  the  Blind  has  been  entirely  reorganized, 
the  books  having  been  renumbered,  relabelled,  relettered  and 
rearranged  to  conform  more  closely  to  the  system  of  num- 
bering and  shelf  arangement  of  our  other  branches  and  in 
order  to  make  it  possible  for  the  blind  librarian  to  find  books 
on  the  shelves  more  readily.  The  result  thus  far  has  fully 
justified  the  expenditure  of  time  necessary  for  this  reorganiza- 
tion. 

Several  processes  hitherto  considered  necessary  have  been 
discarded  in  the  cataloguing  of  new  accessions  at  the  Mon- 
tague Branch,  and  also  in  the  recataloguing,  though  the  latter 
did  not  call  for  these  processes  so  frequently  or  regularly  as 
did  the  former.  The  books  added  to  classes  not  yet  recata- 
logued  are  no  longer  classified  with  the  old  collection  as  here- 
tofore, but  are  shelved  according  to  the  new  numbers,  insur- 
ing greater  satisfaction  to  the  public  and  a  saving  of  time 
to  the  library.  The  slips  for  the  Reference  Department,  which 
had  been  made  up  to  within  a  month  of  the  expiration  of  the 
year  (and  which  meant  practically  a  duplication  of  the  cata- 
logue entries  on  inferior  material),  are  no  longer  being 
written,  changed  conditions  making  this  work  unnecessary. 
The  discontinuance  of  these  two  time-consuming  processes 
will  result  in  an  even  greater  promptitude  in  placing  the  new 
books  of  the  branch  before  the  public  and  in  forwarding 
the  work  of  reclassifying  the  old  collection,  the  time  thus 
gained  to  be  given  to  that  work  whenever  feasible. 

The  matter  of  recataloguing  the  old  and  cataloguing  the 
constantly  increasing  new  additions  of  musical  compositions 
for  the  Montague  Branch  brought  up  the  question  as  to  the 
best  classification  to  be  adopted  or  evolved  for  this  class  of 
literature,  one  which  would  insure  the  greatest  possible  ease 
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and  most  satisfaction  to  the  users  thereof.  After  consultation 
with  experts  and  careful  observation  of  the  wants  and  wishes 
of  the  borrowers,  an  adaptation  of  the  Dewey  Decimal  scheme 
was  evolved  by  this  department  which  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Librarian,  and  has  since  justified  its  adoption  in 
a  manner  most  satisfactory  to  all — that  of  affording  greater 
facilities  to  the  patrons  of  the  library  in  finding  readily  what 
they  seek. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lectures  on  classification,  cata- 
loguing, etc.,  given  to  the  Apprentice  Class,  the  Superintendent 
inaugurated  a  series  of  practical  lessons  in  cataloguing  which 
any  member  of  the  staflF  of  the  library  was  cordially  invited 
to  attend,  provided  she  was  willing  to  give  her  own  time  to 
the  work.  As  a  result  i8  responses  were  received  and  i8 
enthusiastic  assistants  have  attended  these  lessons  regularly, 
making  up,  with  the  apprentices,  a  class  of  33  earnest  students, 
who  meet  once  a  week  in  class  and  devote  any  number  of  their 
spare  moments  outside  to  practice  what  they  have  learned. 

Statistics  kept  during  the  year  to  prove  the  value  and 
advantage  of  typewritten  over  hand  work  in  the  department 
have  borne  out,  in  many  ways,  the  statement  made  of  its 
superiority,  consequently  a  typewriter  has  been  purchased  for 
each  branch,  whereas  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  typewriters 
were  given  to  Carnegie  branches  only.  At  least  one,  and  in 
some  instances  more  than  one,  assistant  from  each  branch 
has  been  instructed  in  the  proper  use  of  the  machine  for  card 
and  other  work  by  this  department.  The  use  of  these  ma- 
chines insures  a  greater  uniformity  in  the  appearance  of 
the  catalogues  at  the  various  branches  and  a  greater  legibility 
also,  as  compared  with  the  work  of  the  many  and  varied  hands 
as  shown  in  the  catalogues  as  they  now  exist.  In  time,  as 
the  cards  become  soiled  and  the  librarians  can  spare  the  time, 
the  branch  catalogues  will  be  entirely  rewritten  on  the  type- 
writer, one  branch  in  fact  having  this  work  already  well 
under  way. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  recording 
periodicals  in  the  Union  shelf  list.  Hereafter  the  record  will 
show  readily  just  which  volumes  of  a  specific  periodical  each 
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branch  contains,  in  contradistinction  to  the  method  heretofore 
followed  which  indicated  at  first  sight  which  branches  con- 
tained a  specific  volume  of  a  given  periodical.  This  will 
necessitate  editing  and  rewriting  approximately  4,000  cards. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin,  in  10  issues  comprising  no  pages, 
was  compiled  and  edited  by  this  department  as  usual.  In 
addition  the  list  of  "German  Books"  was  published,  a  work 
of  3,548  titles,  comprising  105  pages,  arranged  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  library's  borrowers  in  two  parts,  under  one 
cover,  the  first  an  alphabetic  arrangement  under  author,  and 
the  second  a  classified  arrangement  under  subject.  A  "List  of 
Books  for  the  Blind,"  comprising  the  library's  entire  collec- 
tion of  books  for  the  blind,  was  also  compiled,  edited,  etc.,  by 
this  department.  In  this  list  the  entries  are  arranged  under 
the  various  types  in  which  the  books  are  published,  with  call 
number  for  each  book,  the  method  considered  best  calculated 
to  meet  the  need  of  the  people  using  the  books.  A  revised  and 
enlarged  edition  of  the  "List  of  books  on  Greater  New  York" 
was  issued  by  this  department  early  in  the  year,  the  old  edi- 
tion having  been  exhausted. 

The  compilation  of  comparative  monthly  statistics  of  the 
branches  has  been  part  of  the  department's  duties  as  cus- 
tomary, as  has  also  the  compilation,  etc.,  of  the  annual  statis- 
tics for  1906  which  appear  in  the  printed  report  of  that  year. 

In  addition  to  preparing  the  usual  examinations  in  cata- 
loguing, classification,  etc.,  for  the  Apprentice  Class,  two 
examinations  were  held  for  promotion  to  the  eligible  lists  of 
the  first  and  second  grades  of  the  department  respectively, 
and  of  the  thirteen  members  of  the  staff  who  took  these  ex- 
aminations nine  passed  the  test  successfully,  three  for  the 
eligible  list  of  the  first  grade  and  six  for  that  of  the  second 
grade.  Of  these,  five  have  already  received  their  promotions 
and  are  now  enjoying  the  increase  of  salary  which  accom- 
panied that  promotion. 

Five  temporary  cataloguers  were  engaged  at  various 
times  from  October  5  to  the  end  of  the  year  to  assist  in  the 
Montague  recataloguing,  and  considering  the  short  duration 
of  their  stay  and  the  training  and  readjustment  of  views 
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necessary  for  work  in  a  branch  system,  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  was  accomplished  and  the  results  consequently  were 
gratifying  in  the  extreme. 

Early  in  the  year  the  question  of  moving  the  Cataloguing 
Department  into  more  commodious  quarters  was  mooted, 
various  plans  conceived  and  considered,  and  one  finally  adopted 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  Department  of  Supplies 
was  moved  to  the  Flatbush  Branch,  thus  giving  added  room 
and  accommodation  in  the  Administration .  Building  for  the 
necessary  spreading  out  of  the  Cataloging  Department,  needed 
mainly  for  the  Cataloguing  Department  furniture,  such  as 
catalogue  cases,  etc.  The  basement  now  houses  several  of 
the  Union  catalogue  cases,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Depos- 
itory catalogue  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  with  a  margin 
for  growth  for  two  or  three  years  to  come.  The  necessity  of 
placing  some  of  the  Union  catalogue  cases  in  the  basement  has 
involved  considerable  going  up  and  down  stairs  on  the  part 
of  the  assistants  consulting  them,  and  naturally  some  extra 
expenditure  of  time.  The  latter  is  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
however,  by  the  fact  that  title  cards  only  thus  far  have  been 
removed  from  the  Union  catalogue  and  filed  in  the  cases  down 
stairs,  away  from  the  cataloguers. 

The  staff  numbers  the  same  as  it  did  last  year,  35,  in- 
cluding the  three  branch  cataloguers,  the  six  pages  and  the 
Superintendent.

DEPARTMENT  OF  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

To  the  Chief  Librarian: 

As  we  review  the  history  of  the  Traveling  Libraries 
Department  during  the  nine  years  of  its  existence  we  find 
a  record  of  constantly  increasing  activity  and  of  steady 
growth  in  all  parts  of  the  work.  To  some  extent  the  de- 
velopment of  the  traveling  libraries,  the  original  work  of 
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the  department,  has  been  impeded  by  the  unusually  rapid 
growth  of  the  branch  interchange  system,  which,  since 
1903,  has  become  more  and  more  exacting  in  its  demands 
upon  our  time,  and  by  the  transfer  to  the  Traveling  Li- 
braries, begun  in  1906,  of  the  foreign  books  in  the  different 
branch  collections.  At  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  how- 
ever, we  now  find  the  greater  part  of  the  work  involved 
in  the  foreign  transfer  already  accomplished,  and  the  In- 
terchange Department,  having  passed  its  early  period  of 
rapid  development,  is  apparently  settling  down  to  a  more 
gradual  increase,  more  proportionate  to  the  normal  increase 
in  circulation  at  the  branches.  It  is  therefore  hoped  that 
the  year  1908  w^ill  see  the  various  parts  of  the  work  more 
closely  united  than  heretofore,  and  that  each  part,  without 
detracting  from  the  usefulness  of  the  others,  may  take  ad- 
vantage of  every  opportunity  for  increased  and  more 
efficient  activitv. 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  inaugurated  in  1906,  the 
transfer  to  the  Traveling  Libraries  of  the  foreign  books  of 
the  library  has  been  continued,  and  this  department  is  now 
the  distributing  center  for  all  circulating  books  in  German 
and  French.  During  the  year  just  ended  6,872  foreign 
books,  nearlv  all  of  w-hich  were  French  books  transferred 
from  other  branches,  \vcre  added  to  our  collection.  After 
the  necessary  work  of  book-carding,  filing,  etc.,  incidental 
to  the  transfer,  these  books  were  re-distributed  among  the 
branches  in  libraries  of  fiftv  volumes  each.  The  number 
of  books  thus  sent  out  during  the  year  was  4,285,  and  321 
volumes  were  sent  from  the  stock  remaining  on  our  shelves 
in  answer  to  requests  made  through  the  Interchange  for 
specific  books. 

For  the  first  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  branch 
interchange,  this  part  of  our  work  has  shown  only  a  very 
slight  increase.  The  number  of  requests  received  in  1907 
was  26,691,  an  increase  of  only  232  over  the  year  1906.  Of 
the  total  number  of  books  asked  for  the  library  was  able 
to  supply  over  73  per  cent.  In  consideration  of  the  large 
number   of   books    asked    for,    the    percentage   which    the 
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library  is  unable  to  supply  (including,  as  it  does,  many 
undesirable  books,  books  out  of  print  and  books  not  yet 
published)  is  encouragingly  small.  Of  the  requests  which 
we  were  not  able  to  fill,  82  per  cent  were  for  books  which 
were  not  in  any  of  the  branches,  9  per  cent,  were  for  books 
too  popular  for  interchange,  and  9  per  cent,  were  for  refer- 
ence or  juvenile  books.  The  following  table  is  of  interest 
as  affording  a  comparison  between  the  statistics  for  the 
last  two  years. 

1906  1907

From  these  figures  it  is  seen  that  the  character  of  the 
requests  made  through  the  Interchange  varies  but  little  from 
year  to  year,  and  that  the  ability  of  the  library  to  supply  the 
books  asked  for  has  remained  practically  unchanged. 

Much  can  still  be  done,  however,  to  improve  the  efficiency 
of  the  service  in  respect  to  the  length  of  time  required  in 
getting  books  into  the  hands  of  the  readers.  We  have  suc- 
ceeded in  materially  reducing  this  time  in  a  large  number  of 
cases,  chiefly  for  requests  for  books  which  cannot  be  obtained 
at  once,  but  which  may,  perhaps,  be  available  at  some  branch 
within  a  day  or  two.  The  Reference  Department  has  con- 
tinued to  give  us  important  assistance,  and  during  the  year 
relieved  us  of  382  requests  which  required  some  research. 
But  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  work  an  increased  amount 
of  routine  and  detail  has  become  necessary  in  any  attempt 
to  give  prompt  service,  and  in  all  our  efforts  to  overcome 
difficulties  which  are  the  cause  of  delay  we  are  constantly 
impressed  by  the  fact  that  we  can  do  little  without  the  active 
cooperation  of  every  branch.  It  is  in  the  expectation  of  such 
cooperation  that  we  hope  for  better  results  in  the  coming 
year  than  have  been  shown  hitherto. 
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A  tabulated  record  of  the  number  of  traveling  libraries 
loaned,  in  the  last  nine  years,  the  number  of  organizations  to 
which  they  have  been  sent,  and  the  number  of  volumes  circu- 
lated for  home  use,  shows  that  each  year,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, has  seen  an  improvement  in  every  respect  over  the  year 
preceding — and  the  few  exceptions  have  had  their  explana- 
tion in  circumstances  which  gave  no  cause  for  discourage- 
mcMit.  Our  total  circulation  of  books  in  1907,  as  reported  by 
112  organizations,  was  80,384,  an  increase  of  13,542  over 
190^').  Thirty-one  organizations  were  added  to  our  list  of 
lH)rrc)wers,  and  366  libraries  were  sent  out  for  periods  vary- 
ing from  two  months  to  twelve.  Like  its  predecessors,  there- 
fore, the  year  was  one  of  normal  growth,  and  the  figures  are 
encouraging  when  we  consider  them  by  themselves.  But 
considered  in  relation  to  the  possibilities  offered  in  Brooklyn 
for  the  growth  of  a  large  traveling  library  system,  they  show 
that  there  is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done. 

Our  experience  in  the  past  has  taught  us  not  only  the 
need  of  a  steady,  persistent  effort  to  make  the  department 
more  widely  known  among  the  people  to  whom  it  might  be 
of  use ;  it  has  shown  us  also  the  desirability  of  a  more  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  nature  and  the  special  needs  of  the  organi- 
zations to  which  the  libraries  are  loaned.  It  is  not  always  easy 
to  romomlHT  that  the  custodians  of  the  traveling  libraries  are 
pei^plo  without  training  in  library  methods,  to  whom  any  r^- 
ulations,  even  the  simplest,  will  appear  needless  insistence  on 
"rod  tape**  and  •'method."  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that 
these  pe^^ple  are  more  closely  acquainted  than  we  are  with 
the  members  of  their  orsranization,  and  can  usuallv  make  more 
ctTective  use  of  the  books  bv  following:  metliods  of  their  own, 
even  though  this  course  may  make  it  difficult  to  obtain  reports 
ot  circulation  ovMnpiled  with  the  accuracy  of  a  librarian  trained 
in  the  host  methods.  The  requirements  made  of  the  cus- 
todians shoulil  l^  as  simple  and  as  easy  to  comply  with  as 
}x>ssi!>!o.  We  b.ope  that  in  the  future  more  time  can  be  found 
tb.:\!\  we  liave  had  in  the  past  for  coming  into  closer  relations 
wit!i  v^iir  lv>ro\vers,  ar.d  thus  leaniinir  to  regard  the  trave'ins: 
libraries  more  fro:r.  the  point  of  view  of  the  custodians. 
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But  the  department  is  still  in  need  of  a  large  number  of 
new  books  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work  properly.  During 
1907  our  collection  was  increased  by  2,080  new  volumes,  ex- 
clusive of  foreign  books.  As  compared  with  1,184  additions 
in  1906,  this  is  a  good  increase.  But  the  new  accessions  have 
been  for  the  most  part  in  juvenile  books,  and  the  demand  for 
juvenile  reading  which  has  come  from  the  settlement  houses, 
recreation  centers,  and  other  organizations  already  among 
our  borrowers  has  been  so  great  that  the  new  books  have 
been  put  in  circulation  among  our  old  borrowers  as  soon  as 
received.  A  larger  number  still  must  be  added  in  1908  to 
enable  us  to  reach  many  new  organizations,  and  an  increased 
number  of  adult  books  is  needed  before  we  can  advertise  the 
department  as  widely  as  we  would  like  among  the  various 
clubs  and  associations  of  the  city.
